Subpart A—General Procedural Rules 

§ 601.101 Introduction. 

(a) General The Internal Revenue 
Service Lb a branch of the Treasury 
Department under the immediate direc¬ 
tion of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. The Commissioner has gen¬ 
eral superintendence of the Assessment 
and collection of all taxes Imposed by 
any law providing internal revenue .\nd 
also of other functions relating to the 
administration and enforcement of laws 
applicable to alcohol and certain fire¬ 
arms which are in addition to those re¬ 
lated to taxes. The Internal Revenue 
Service Is the agency by which the.*! 
functions are performed. Within an in¬ 
ternal revenue district the Internal 
revenue laws are administered by a dis¬ 
trict director of internal revenue. The 
Director of International Operation!; ad¬ 
minister* the internal revenue laws *p- 
pltcable to taxpayers residing or doing 
business aboard, foreign taxpayers de¬ 
riving income from sources within the 
United States and taxpayers who are re¬ 
quired to withhold tax on certain pay¬ 
ments to nonresident aliens and foreign 
corporations. For purposes of these pro¬ 
cedural rules any reference to a district 
director or a district office Includes the 
Director of International Operations or 
the Office of International Operations. 
If appropriate. Oenerally, the procedural 
rules of the Sendee are based on the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1939 and the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1954, and the 
procedural rules in this part apply to the 
taxes Imposed by both Codes except to 
the extent specifically stated or where 
the procedure under one Code is Incom¬ 
patible with the procedure under the 
other Code. Reference to sections of the 
Code are references to the Internal Rev¬ 
enue Code of 1954, unless otherwise ex¬ 
pressly Indicated. 

(b) Scope. This part sets forth the 
procedural rules of the Internal Revenue 
Service respecting all taxes administered 
by the Service, and supersedes the pre¬ 
viously published statement <26 CFR 
(1949 ©d.. Part 300-End) Parts 600 
and 601) with respect to such proccdui al 
rules. Subpart A provides a descriptive 
statement of the general course and 
method by which the Service’s functions 
are channeled and determined, Insofar 
as such functions relate generally to the 
assessment and collection of internal 
revenue taxes. Certain provisions special 
to particular taxes are separately de¬ 
scribed in Subpart D of this part. Con¬ 
ference and practice requirements of 
the Internal Revenue Sendee are con¬ 
tained in Subpart E of this part Specific 
matters not generally involved in the as¬ 
sessment and collection functions are 
separately described in Subpart B of tilts 
part. A description of the rulemaking 
functions of the Treasury Department 
with respect to internal revenue tax mat¬ 
ters is contained in Subpart P of this 
part. The procedural rules of the Service 
with respect to distilled spirits, wines. 
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beer, cigars, cigarettes, and cigarette 
papers and tubes, and certain ft rearms 
arv described In Subpart C o t this part. 
Subpart C of this part relates to matters 
of official record in the Internal Revenue 
Service and the extent to which records 
and > cuments arc subject to publication 
or open to public inspection. This part 
does not contain a detailed discussion 
of thi substantive provisions pertaining 
to an> particular tax or the procedures 
relating thereto, and for such Informa¬ 
tion it Is necessary that reference be 
made to the applicable provisions of law 
and the regulations promulgated there¬ 
under. The regulations relating to the 
taws administered by the Service are 
contained in Titles 26 and 27 of the Code 
of Federal Regulations.

(a) Principal divisions . Internal rev- 
enu. taxes fall generally Into the follow¬ 
ing principal divisions: 

(1) Taxes collected by assessment. 

(2) Taxes collected by means of reve¬ 
nue stamps, 

(b) Assessed taxes . Taxes collected 
principally by assessment fall into the 
following two main classes: 

<1> Taxes within the jurisdiction of 
the Tax Court of the United States. 
These Include: 

(1) Income and profits taxes imposed 
by chapters 1 and 2 of the 1939 Code and 
taxes imposed by subtitle A of the 1954 
Cede, relating to income taxes.

<c) Stamp taxes. Taxes collected by 
of revenue stamps may in special 
chc-Tistances be collected by assess¬ 
ment. but references hereinafter to the 
ment process do not contemplate 
. f:i rdinarily collectible by means of 
Kamps. except as specially stated. For 
Provision* special to taxes collected by 
of revenue stamps, see § 601.404. 
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Taxes collectible by assessment may be 
collected by suit without assessment, but 
this is seldom done. 

§ 601.103 Summary of general lax pro¬ 
cedure. 

<a) Collection procedure . The Fed¬ 
eral tax system Is basically one of self- 
assessment. In general each taxpayer 
(or person required to collect and pay 
over the tax) Is required to file a pre¬ 
scribed form of return which shows the 
facts upon which tax liability may be de¬ 
termined and assessed. Generally, the 
taxpayer must compute the tax due on 
the return and make payment thereof 
on or before the due date for filing the 
return. If the taxpayer fails to pay the 
tax when due. the district director of 
internal revenue or the director of the 
regional service center after assessment 
Issues a notice and demands payment 
within 10 days from the dAtc of the no¬ 
tice. In the case of wage earners and 
nonresident aliens, the income tax is 
collected in large part through withhold¬ 
ing at the source. Another means of 
collecting the income tax is through pay¬ 
ments on declarations of estimated tax 
which are required by law' to be filed by 
certain Individual and corporate taxpay¬ 
ers. Neither withholding nor a declara¬ 
tion of estimated tax relieves a taxpayer 
from the duty of filing a return otherwise 
required. Certain excise taxes are col¬ 
lected by the sale of internal revenue 
stamps. 

(b) Examination and determination 
of tax liability. After the returns are 
filed in the office of the district director 
of internal revenue or in the office of the 
director of a regional service center, 
they are sorted, classified, and processed. 
Many of these returns are selected for 
examination. If adjustments are pro¬ 
posed with which the taxpayer does not 
agree, he is ordinarily afforded certain 
appeal rights, including an opportunity 
to discuss the proposed adjustments (ex¬ 
cept mathematical errors) in a confer¬ 
ence in the district director's office. If 
tills conference results in agreement on 
the proposed adjustments, the taxpayer 
is requested to execute an agreement 
form. If the tax Involved is an Income, 
profits, estate, or gift tax, and If the tax¬ 
payer waives restrictions on the assess¬ 
ment and collection of the tax (see 
I 601.105(b)), the deficiency will be im¬ 
mediately assessed. 

(c) Disputed liability —(1) General , 
IX the conference on the proposed ad¬ 
justments docs not result in agreement, 
the taxpayer is given an opportunity to 
request that his case be considered by 
the regional Appellate Division, provided 
that Division has jurisdiction (see 
5 601.106(a)(3)). If the taxpayer re¬ 
quests such consideration, the case will 
be referred to the regional Appellate Di¬ 
vision where the taxpayer may have an¬ 
other conference. The determination of 
tax liability by the Appellate Division is 
final insofar as the taxpayer's appellate 
rights within the Service are concerned. 
Upon protest of cases under the Jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Director of International Op¬ 
erations exclusive settlement authority is 
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vested In the regional Appellate Division 
having jurisdiction of the place where the 
taxpayer requests the Appellate Division 
conference. If the taxpayer does not 
specify a location for the conference, or 
if the location specified is outside the ter¬ 
ritorial limits of the regional Appellate 
Divisions, the Washington. D.C., branch 
office of the Appellate Division for the 
Mid-Atlantic region assumes Jurisdic¬ 
tion. The fact that conferences were held 
by the Office of International Operations 
either before or after the receipt of a 
protest does not foreclose a taxpayer 
from having the Appellate Division 
consider his case. 

<2) Petition to the Tax Court of the 
United States. In the case of Income, 
profits, estate, and gift taxes, before a 
deficiency may be assessed a statutory 
notice of deficiency (commonly called a 
"90-day letter") must be sent to the tax¬ 
payer by certified mail or registered mail 
unless the taxpayer waives this restric¬ 
tion on assessment. Sec. however. 
1 601.105(h) and § 601.109 for excep¬ 
tions. The taxpayer may then file a 
petition tor a redetermination of the 
proposed deficiency with the Tax Court 
of the United States within 90 days from 
the date of the mailing of the statutory 
notice. If the notice is addressed to a 
person outside the States of the Union 
and the District of Columbia, the period 
within which a petition may be filed in 
the Tax Court Is 150 days in lieu of 90 
days. In other words, the taxpayer has 
the right in respect of these taxes to 
contest any proposed deficiency before 
an independent tribunal prior to as¬ 
sessment or payment of the deficiency. 
Unless the taxpayer waives the restric¬ 
tions on assessment and collection after 
the date of the mailing of the statutory 
notice, no assessment or collection of a 
deficiency (not including the correction 
of a mathematical error) may be made 
in respect of these taxes until the ex¬ 
piration of the applicable period or. if 
a petition is filed with the Tax Court, 
until the decision of the Court has be¬ 
come final. If. however, the taxpayer 
makes a payment with respect to a de¬ 
ficiency. the amount of such payment 
may be assessed. See. however. | 601.105 
<h). If the taxpayer fails to file a peti¬ 
tion with the Tax Court within the ap¬ 
plicable period, the deficiency will be 
assessed upon the expiration of such pe¬ 
riod and notice and demand for payment 
of the amount thereof will be mailed to 
the taxpayer. If the taxpayer files a 
petition with the Tax Court, the entire 
amount redetermined as the deficiency 
by a final decision of the Tax Court will 
be assessed and Is payable upon notice 
and demand. There arc no restrictions 
on the timely assessment and collection 
of the amount of any deficiency deter¬ 
mined by the Tax Court, and a petition 
for review of the Court's decision will 
not stay the assessment and collection 
of the deficiency ao determined, unless 
on or before the time the petition for 
review is filed the taxpayer files with the 
Tax Court a bond in a sum fixed by the 
Court not exceeding twice the portion 
of the deficiency in respect of which the 
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petition for review ts filed. No part of 
an amount determined as a deficiency 
but disallowed as such by a decision of 
the Tax Court which has become final 
may be assessed or collected by levy or 
by proceeding in court with or without 
assessment. 

(S> Claims for refund. After payment 
of the tax a taxpayer may, within the 
applicable period of limitations, contest 
the assessment by filing with the district 
director a claim for refund of all or any 
part of the amount paid, except with 
respect to certain taxes determined by 
the Tax Court, the decision of which has 
become final. IX the claim is allowed, 
the overpayment of tax and allowable 
Interest thereon will be credited against 
other liabilities of the taxpayer, or will 
be refunded to the taxpayer. Generally, 
if the claim for refund is rejected in 
whole or In part, the taxpayer is notified 
of the rejection by certified mail or reg¬ 
istered mail. He may then bring suit in 
the United States District Court or in the 
United States Court of Claims for recov¬ 
ery of the tax. Suit may not be com¬ 
menced before the expiration of six 
months from the date of filing of the 
claim for refund, unless a decision is 
rendered thereon within that time, nor 
after the expiration of two years from 
the date of mailing by certified mail or 
registered mail to the taxpayer of a no¬ 
tice of the disallowance of the part of 
the claim to which the suit relates. 
Under the 1954 Code, the 2-year period 
of limitation for bringing suit may be 
extended for such period cu. may be 
agreed upon in a properly executed Form 
907. Also, under the 1954 Code. If the 
taxpayer files a written waiver of the re¬ 
quirement that he be sent a notice of 
disallowance, the 2-year period for 
bringing suit begins to run on the date 
such waiver is filed. See section 6532(a) 
of the Code. 

§601.101 Collection function** 

(a) Collection methods —(1) Returns . 
Generally, an Internal revenue tax as¬ 
sessment is based upon a return required 
by law or regulations to be filed by the 
taxpayer upon which he himself com¬ 
putes the tax In the manner indicated 
by the return. If a taxpayer fails to 
make a return it may be made for him 
by a district director or other duly au¬ 
thorized officer or employee. See section 
6020 of the Code and the regulations 
thereunder. Returns must be made on 
the forms prescribed by the Internal 
Revenue Service. Forms are obtainable 
at the principal and branch offices of 
district directors of internal revenue. 
Forms ore generally mailed to persons 
whom the Service has reason to believe 
may be required to file returns, but fail¬ 
ure to receive a form does not excuse 
failure to comply with the law or regula¬ 
tions requiring a return. Returns, sup¬ 
plementary returns, statements or sched¬ 
ules, and the time for filing them, may 
sometimes be prescribed by regulations 
issued under authority of law by the 
Commissioner with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury or his delegate. 
In the case of certain individual Income 
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taxpayers having gross Income from 
specified sources of less than $10,000, a 
special form (Form 1040A) is prescribed 
upon which the taxpayer may set forth 
the Information necessary to a determi¬ 
nation of his tax liability. A taxpayer 
filing a return on Form 1040A shall com¬ 
pute the tax and transmit with the re¬ 
turn any unpaid balance of tax, except 
that If his income was less than $5,000 
he may elect to have the Internal Reve¬ 
nue Service compute the tax and mail 
him a notice stating the amount of tax 
due. A husband and wife may make a 
single income tax return jointly. Cer¬ 
tain affiliated groups of corporations may 
file consolidated Income tax returns. See 
section 1501 of the Code and the regula¬ 
tions thereunder. 

(2) Withholding of tax at source. 
Withholding at the source of Income 
payments is an important method used 
in collecting taxes. For example, in the 
case of wage earners, the income tax is 
collected in large part through the with¬ 
holding by employers of taxes on wages 
paid to their employees. The tax with¬ 
held at the source on wages is applied as 
a credit In payment of the individual's 
Income tax liability for the taxable year. 
In no case does withholding of the tax 
relieve an individual from the duty of 
filing a return otherwise required by law. 
The chief means of collecting the income 
tax due from nonresident alien individ¬ 
uals and foreign corporations not en¬ 
gaged in trade or business within the 
United States is the withholding of the 
tax by persons paying or remitting the 
income to the recipients. The tax with¬ 
held is allowed os a credit in payment 
of the tax imposed on such nonresident 
alien individuals and foreign corpora¬ 
tions. 

(3) Declarations of estimated tax. 
Any individual who may reasonably ex¬ 
pect to receive gross income for the tax¬ 
able year from wages or from sources 
other than wages, in excess of amounts 
specified by law, or w r ho can reasonably 
expect his estimated tax to be $40 or 
more, is required to file a declaration of 
estimated income tax. Payments of esti¬ 
mated tax arc applied in payment of the 
tax for the taxable year. A husband and 
wife may make a single declaration 
jointly, and the amount of the estimated 
tax paid on the declaration may be ap¬ 
plied in payment of the Income tax lia¬ 
bility of either spouse in any proportion 
they may specify. For taxable years 
ending on or after December 31, 1955. 
the law requires a declaration of esti¬ 
mated tax by certain corporations. See 
section 6016 of the Code. 

(4) Collection by sale of revenue 
stamps. Certain taxes are collected by 
sale of revenue stamps. These taxes fall 
Into three general classes: Documentary 
stamp taxes, commodity stamp taxes, 
and occupational stamp taxes. The doc¬ 
umentary and commodity stamp taxes 
are paid by having affixed to the docu¬ 
ment. package, container, etc., in re¬ 
spect to which the tax is imposed, inter¬ 
nal revenue stamps in the amount equal 
to the tax due and by canceling such 
stamps in the manner prescribed. Pay¬ 


ment of occupational taxes is evidenced 
by posting or displaying a special occu¬ 
pational tax stamp on the premia 
where the business Is operated In cer¬ 
tain situations where it is not practicable 
to collect the tax by stamp, for example, 
where the Instrument or commodity sub¬ 
ject to stamp tax is no longer in ex¬ 
istence or for other reasons cannot be 
stamped or where it is discovered that an 
occupational stamp tax was due for a 
prior taxable year, the tax may be col¬ 
lected by assessment. For special pro¬ 
visions applicable to stamp taxes, see 
S 601.404. 

(5) Collection of tax by another per¬ 
son. Certain miscellaneous excise taxe$ 
are imposed on the person maklnp the 
payment for telephone service air 
transportation, and other facilities or 
services. Such taxes are required to 
be collected by the telephone company, 
airline, or other person receiving the 
payment. All taxes collected in this 
manner are held by the collecting agent 
in trust for the United States until paid 
over to tire district director of internal 
revenue. If the person from whom the 
tax is required to be collected refuses 
to pay it. or if for any reason it is im¬ 
possible for the collecting agency to col¬ 
lect the tax from such person, the col¬ 
lecting agency is required to report the 
facts to the district director of internal 
revenue, and the tax will then be col¬ 
lected by direct assessment against the 
person failing or refusing to pay the tax 
to the collecting agent. For special pro¬ 
visions applicable to excise taxes col¬ 
lected by another person, see 1601403, 

(b) Extension of time fot flllnu re- 
turns . Under certain circumstance the 
Commissioner is authorized to grant a 
reasonable extension of time for filing a 
return or declaration. This authority 
has been delegated to the several district 
directors of Internal revenue. The max¬ 
imum period for extensions cannot be in 
excess of six months, except in the case 
of taxpayers who are abroad. With an 
exception in the case of estate tax re¬ 
turns, written application for extension 
must be received by the district director 
on or before the date prescribed by law 
for filing the return or declaration On 
or before the last date prescribed by law 
for filing its income tax return, a corpo¬ 
ration may obtain an automatic three- 
month extension of time for filing the 
Income tax return by filing Form 7C04 
and paying an estimated amount not less 
than would be required as the first in¬ 
stallment of tax due should the corpora¬ 
tion elect to pay the tax in Installments. 
An extension of time for filing a declara¬ 
tion of estimated tax (generally limited 
to a period of not more than 15 days) 
automatically extends the time for pay¬ 
ing the estimated tax (without interest) 
for the same period. 

(c) Enforcement procedure— Gen¬ 
eral. Taxes shown to be due on re¬ 
turns, deficiencies in taxes, additional or 
delinquent taxes to be assessed, and pen¬ 
alties, interest, and additioas to taxes, 
are recorded by the district director or 
the director of the regional service cen¬ 
ter as "assessments." Under the law an 
assessment Is prima facie correct xo- 
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*]] purposes. Generally^ the taxpayer 
tears the burden of disproving the cor¬ 
rectness of an assessment. Upon assess¬ 
ment. the district director is required 
to effect collection of any amounts which 
remain due and unpaid. Generally, pay¬ 
ment within 10 days from the date of 
the notice and demand for payment is 
requested; however, payment may be 
required In a shorter period If collection 
of the tax is considered to be in Jeopardy. 

«2> Levy. If a taxpayer neglects or 
refures to pay any tax within the period 
provided for its payment, it is lawful for 
the district director to make collection by 
levy on the taxpayer’s property. See sec¬ 
tion 6331 of the Code. No suit for the 
purpose of restraining the assessment or 
collection of an Internal revenue tax may 
be maintained in any court, except to re¬ 
strain the assessment or collection of 
Income, estate, or gift taxes during the 
period within which the assessment or 
col! cUon of deficiencies In such taxes 
Is p; hlblted. See section 7421 of the 
Cod Property taken under authority of 
any it venue law of the United States is 
im pic viable. 28 U.S.C. 2463. 

(3) Liens. The United States' claim for 
taxt is a lien on the taxpayer's property 
at the lime of assessment. Such lien is 
not valid as against any purchaser, 
holder of a security interest, mechanic’s 
lienor judgment lien creditor until 
notice has been filed by the district di¬ 
rector. Despite such filing, the lien la 
not valid with respect to certain securi¬ 
ties as against any purchaser of such 
security who, at the time of purchase, 
did not have actual notice or knowledge 
of the existence of such lien and as 
agfiinu a holder of a security Interest 
in S'ich security who. at the time such 
interest came into existence, did not have 
actual notice or knowledge of the exist¬ 
ence of such lien. Certain motor vehicle 
purchase* are similarly protected. Even 
though a notice of lien has been filed, 
certain other categories are afforded ad- 
ditkmal protection. These categories are: 
Retail purchases, casual sales, posses¬ 
sory liens, real property taxes and prop¬ 
erty iv^essments, small repairs and 
Improvements, attorneys' liens, certain 
insurance contracts and passbook loans. 
A valid lien generally continues until the 
iUblHty is Rptisfied, becomes unenforce¬ 
able by reason of lapse of time or Is dis¬ 
charged in bankruptcy. A certificate of

certain percentage of the amount of 
is. Pursuant to statute, added to the 
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tax unless the failure to file the return 
within the prescribed time is shown to 
the satisfaction of the district director 
or the director of the regional service 
center to be due to reasonable cause and 
not neglect. Civil penalties are also im¬ 
posed for fraudulent returns: in the case 
of income and gift taxes, for intentional 
disregard of rules and regulations or 
negligence; and additions to the tax are 
imposed for the failure to comply with 
the requirements of law with respect to 
the estimated Income tax. See chapter 
68 of the Code. A 50 percent penalty, in 
addition to the personal liability In¬ 
curred. Is Imposed upon any person who 
falls or refuses without reasonable cause 
to honor a levy. Civil penalties may also 
be Imposed for failure to pay the tax on 
liquors, cigars, cigarettes, and cigarette 
papers and tubes within the time pre¬ 
scribed. See chapters 51 and 52 of the 
Code. Criminal penalties are imposed for 
willful failure to make returns, keep rec¬ 
ords, supply information, etc. See chapter 
75 of the Code. 

(5) Informant*' rewards. Payments to 
Informers are authorized for detecting 
and bringing to trial and punishment 
persons guilty of violating the Internal 
revenue law r s. See section 7623 of the 
Code and the regulations thereunder. 
Claims for rewards should be made on 
Form 211. Relevant facts should be 
stated on the form, which after execu¬ 
tion should be forwarded to the district 
director of internal revenue for the dis¬ 
trict in which the informer resides, or 
to the Commissioner of Internal Reve¬ 
nue.

Ca) Processing of returns . When the 
returns are filed in the office of the dis¬ 
trict director of Internal revenue or the 
office of the director of a regional service 
center, they are checked first for form, 
execution, and mathematical accuracy. 
Mathematical errors are corrected and 
a correction notice of any such error is 
sent to the taxpayer. Notice and demand 
Is made for the ixayment of any addi¬ 
tional tax so resulting, or refund Is made 
of any overpayment. All returns are then 
sorted according to such classifications 
and subcUnifications as are prescribed 
by the uniform management directive of 
the Commissioner. The purpose of these 
classifications is to facilitate prompt 
processing of returns showing refunds 
due and returns received with Insufficient 
or no remittance, the selection of refunds 
for audit, and the compilation of income 
and other statistics. 

<b> Examination of returns —< 1) Gen¬ 
eral. The original examination of income, 
profits, estate, gift, excise, and employ¬ 
ment tax returns is a primary function 
of Internal revenue agents In the Audit 
Division of the office of each district di¬ 
rector of internal revenue. Such Internal 
revenue agents are organized in groups, 
each of which Is under the Immediate 
supervision of a group supervisor desig¬ 
nated by the district director. Revenue 
agents land such other officers or cm- 
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ployees of the Internal Revenue Service 
as may be designated for this purpose by 
the Commissioner) are authorized to ex¬ 
amine any books, papers, records, or 
memoranda bearing upon matters re¬ 
quired to be included In Federal tax re¬ 
turns and to Uke testimony relative 
thereto and to administer oaths. See sec¬ 
tion 7602 of the Code and the regula¬ 
tions thereunder. There are two general 
types of audit These are commonly 
called "office audit’* and "field audit". 
L uring the audit of a return a taxpayer 
may be represented before the examin¬ 
ing officer by an attorney, certified public 
accountant, or other representative. See 
Subpart E of tills part for conference 
and practice requirements. 

(2) Office audit . Certain returns are 
examined by office audit. These are re¬ 
turns susceptible to office audit tech¬ 
niques and include certain business re¬ 
turns in addition to the full range of 
nonbusiness individual income tax re¬ 
turns. Office audits are conducted either 
by corressxmdcnce or by office Interview. 
The method employed normally depends 
upon the complexity of the items ques¬ 
tioned. When an examination can be 
conducted by either method, the con¬ 
venience of the taxpayer generally will 
be the principal consideration. In a cor¬ 
respondence audit, the taxpayer is asked 
to supply explanations or supporting evi¬ 
dence by mail. In an office interview 
audit the taxpayer is asked to come to 
the district director's office for a personal 
Interview and to bring certain records 
with him in support of his return. Dur¬ 
ing the audit the taxpayer has the right, 
of course, to bring to the attention of 
the examining officer any amounts In¬ 
cluded In his return which arc not tax¬ 
able or any deductions which 1* failed 
to claim on his return. If it develops 
that a field audit Is necessary, an ap¬ 
propriate transfer will be mode. 

(3) Field audit. Certain returns are 
examined by field audit which involves 
an examination by an internal revenue 
agent of the taxpayer's books and rec¬ 
ords on the taxpayer's premises. The 
revenue agent will check the entire re¬ 
turn filed by the taxpayer and will ex¬ 
amine all books, papers, records, and 
memoranda dealing with matters re¬ 
quired to be included in the return. 
If the return presents an engineering or 
appraisal problem (egr^ depreciation or 
depletion deductions, gains or Josses 
upon the sale or exchange of property, 
or losses on account of abandonment, 
exhaustion, or obsolescence), it may be 
investigated by an engineer agent who 
makes a separate report. 

(4) Conclusion of audit. At the con¬ 
clusion of an office or field audit, the 
taxpayer is given an opportunity to 
agree with the findings of the examin¬ 
ing officer. If the taxpayer does not 
agree, the examining officer will Inform 
the taxpayer of his appeal rights. Sec 
paragraph (c) of this section for district 
conference procedure. If the taxpayer 
does agree with the proposed changes, 
the examining officer will invite him to 
execute either Form 870 or another ap¬ 
propriate agreement form. When the 
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taxpayer agrees with the proposed 
changes but does not offer to pay any 
deficiency or additional tax which may 
be due. the examining officer will also 
Invite payment (by check or money 
order). together with any applicable in¬ 
terest or penalty. If the agreed case 
involves income, profits, estate, or gifts 
taxes, the agreement is evidenced by a 
waiver by the taxpayer of restrictions 
on assessment and collection of the de¬ 
ficiency. or an acceptance of a proposed 
overassessment. If the case involves ex¬ 
cise or employment taxes or 100 percent 
penalty, the agreement is evidenced in 
the form of a consent to assessment and 
collection of additional tax or penalty 
and waiver of right to file claim for 
abatement, or the acceptance of the pro¬ 
posed overassessment. Even though the 
taxpayer signs an acceptance of a pro¬ 
posed overassessment the district di¬ 
rector or the director of the regional 
service center remains free to assess a de¬ 
ficiency. On the other hand, the tax¬ 
payer who has given a waiver may still 
claim a refund of any part of the de¬ 
ficiency assessed against him and paid 
by him. or any part of the tax originally 
assessed and paid by him. The taxpay¬ 
er's acceptance of an agreed overassess¬ 
ment does not prevent his filing a claim 
and bringing a suit for an additional 
sum. nor does it preclude the Govern¬ 
ment from maintaining suit to recover 
an erroneous refund. As a matter of 
practice, however, waivers or accept¬ 
ances ordinarily result In the closing of 
a case insofar as the Government is 
concerned. 

(5) Technical advice from the Na¬ 
tional Office —(1) Definition and nature 
of technical advice. < a ) As used in this 
subparagraph, “technical advice" means 
advice or guidance as to the interpreta¬ 
tion and proper application of internal 
revenue laws, related statutes, and regu¬ 
lations, to a specific set of facts, fur¬ 
nished by the National Office upon re¬ 
quest of a district office in connection 
with the examination or consideration 
of a taxpayer's return or claim for re¬ 
fund or credit. It is furnished as a means 
of assisting Service personnel in closing 
cases and establishing and maintaining 
consistent positions in the several dis¬ 
tricts. It does not include memorandums 
on matters of general technical Appli¬ 
cation furnished to district offices where 
the issues are not raised in connection 
with the examination of the return of 
a specific taxpayer. 

(6) The consideration or examination 
of the facts relating to a request for a 
determination letter is considered to be 
in connection with the examination or 
consideration of a return of the tax¬ 
payer. Thus, a district director may, in 
his discretion, request technical advice 
with respect to the consideration of a 
request for a determination letter. 

(c) If a district director is of the 
opinion that a ruling letter previously 
issued to a taxpayer should be modified 
or revoked, and h* requests the Na¬ 
tional Office to reconsider the ruling, the 
reference of the matter to the National 
Office is treated as a request for tech¬ 
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nical advice and the procedures set out 
in this subparagraph will be followed. 
(For procedures relating to a request for 
a ruling, see 3 601.201.) 

(d) The provisions of this subpara¬ 
graph apply only to a case under the 
jurisdiction of a district director. They 
do not apply to a case under the Juris¬ 
diction of the Alcohol and Tobacco Tax 
Division or of the Appellate Division. 

<e) The Assistant Commissioner 
(Technical), acting under a delegation 
of authority from the Commissioner, is 
exclusively responsible for providing 
technical advice in any issue involving 
the establishment of basic principles or 
policies for the uniform interpretation 
and application of substantive tax laws 
other than those which arc under the 
jurisdiction of the Alcohol and Tobacco 
Tax Division. This authority has been 
largely redelcgated to subordinate 
officials. 

<il) Areas in which technical advice 
may be requested, (a) District directors 
may request technical advice or assist¬ 
ance on any technical or procedural 
question which develops during the audit 
or examination of a return, or claim for 
refund or credit, of a taxpayer. These 
procedures are applicable as provided in 
subdivision (i) of this subparagraph. 

<b> District directors are encouraged 
to request technical advice on any tech¬ 
nical or procedural question arising in 
connection with any case of the type de¬ 
scribed in subdivision (!) of this sub- 
paragraph. at any stage of the proceed¬ 
ings in the district office, which cannot 
be resolved on the basis of law. regula¬ 
tions, or a clearly applicable Revenue 
Ruling or other precedent issued by the 
National Office. 

<lii> Requesting technical advice . (a) 
It is the responsibility of the district of¬ 
fice to determine whether technical ad¬ 
vice is to be requested on any issue before 
that office. However, during the course 
of an examination or a conference in a 
district office, a taxpayer or his repre¬ 
sentative may request that an issue be 
referred to the National Office for tech¬ 
nical advice on the grounds that a lack 
of uniformity exists as to the disposition 
of the issue, or that the issue is so unu¬ 
sual or complex as to warrant considera¬ 
tion by the National Office. While tax¬ 
payers are encouraged to make written 
requests setting forth the facts, law, and 
argument with respect to the issue, and 
reasons for requesting National Office 
advice, a taxpayer may make the request 
orally. If. after considering the tax¬ 
payer's request, the examining officer or 
conferee is of the opinion that the cir¬ 
cumstances do not warrant referral of 
the case to the National Office, he will so 
advise the taxpayer. 

<b> The taxpayer may appeal the de¬ 
cision of the examining officer or con¬ 
feree not to request technical advice by 
submitting to that official, within 10 days 
(or such longer period as may be agreed 
upon). a statement of the facts. law\ and 
arguments with respect to the issue, and 
the reasons why he believes the matter 
should be referred to the National Office 
for advice. 


<c) The examining officer or conferee 
will submit the statement of the tax¬ 
payer through channels to the Chief, 
Audit Division, accompanied by a state- 
ment of his reasons why the Issue should 
not be referred to the National Office. 
The Chief. Audit Division, will deter¬ 
mine. on the basis of the statement sub¬ 
mitted, whether technical advice will be 
requested. If he determines that, tech¬ 
nical advice is not warranted, he will 
inform the taxpayer in writing tliat h* 
proposes to deny the request. In the let¬ 
ter to the taxpayer the Chief. Audit Di¬ 
vision, will (except in unusual situations 
where such action would be prejudicial 
to the best interests of the Government) 
state specifically the reasons for the pro¬ 
posed denial. The taxpayer may not ap¬ 
peal the decision of the Chief. Audit Di¬ 
vision. not to request technical advice 
from the National Office. However, he 
will have 15 days in which to notify the 
Chief. Audit Division, whether he agrees 
with the proposed denial. If he does not 
agree, all data relating to the issue for 
which technical advice has been sought, 
including taxpayer's written request and 
statements will be submitted to the Na¬ 
tional Office, Attention: Director. Audit 
Division, for review. After review in the 
National Office, the district office w ill be 
notified os to whether the propose i de¬ 
nial Is approved or disapproved 

( d ) While the matter Is being reviewed 
in the National Office, the district office 
will suspend action on the issue 'except 
where the delay would prejudice the 
Government's interests) until it is noti¬ 
fied of the National Office decision. This 
notification will be made within 30 days 
after receipt of the data in the National 
Office. The review will be solely on the 
basis of the written record and no con¬ 
ference will be held in the National 
Office. 

(e) When technical advice Is to be 
requested, whether or not upon the re¬ 
quest of the taxpayer, the taxpayer will 
be so advised, except as noted In (i^ of 
this subdivision. If the examining officer 
or the conferee initiates the action, the 
taxpayer will be furnished a copy of the 
statement of the pertinent facts and the 
question or questions proposed for sub¬ 
mission to the National Office. The re¬ 
quest for advice submitted by the district 
director should be so worded as to avoid 
possible misunderstanding, in the Na¬ 
tional Office, of the facts or of the specific 
point or points at Issue. 

(/) The taxpayer will be given 10 days 
(or such longer period as may be auieed 
upon) in which to indicate in writing the 
extent, if any. to which he may not be in 
complete agreement with the statement 
of facts and specific questions presented 
to him by the district office. Every effort 
should be made to reach agreement as to 
the facts and the specific point at issue. 
If agreement cannot be reached, the 
taxpayer may submit a statement of his 
understanding as to the specific point or 
points at issue which will be forwarded 
to the National Office with the request 
for advice. 

(g) If the taxpayer initiates the action 
to request advice, and his statement ox 
the facts and point or points at issue are 
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not wholly acceptable to the district offi¬ 
cials, the taxpayer will be advised In 
writing as to the areas of disagreement. 
If agreement cannot be readied, both the 
statements of the taxpayer and the dis¬ 
trict official will be forwarded to the 
National Office. 

ih) If the taxpayer has not already 
done so. he may submit a statement ex¬ 
plaining his position on the issues, citing 
precedents which he believes will bear on 
the case- Tills statement will be for- 
warded to the National Office with the 
request for advice. If it is received at a 
later date, it will be forwarded for as¬ 
sociation with the case file. 

ii> At the time the taxpayer is in¬ 
fer med that the matter is being referred 
to the National Office, he will also be 
Informed of his right to a conference in 
the National Office in the event an ad¬ 
verse decision Is indicated, and will be 
asked to indicate whether he desires such 
a conference. 

(j) The provisions of (a) through (i> 
of tills subdivision, relating to the re¬ 
ferral of issues upon request of taxpayer, 
a- vising taxpayers of the referral of is¬ 
suer and the granting of conferences in 
t! National Office, arc not applicable to 
matters primarily of internal concern 
or in instances where it w’ould be preju¬ 
dicial to the interests of the Internal 
Revenue Service <as for example in cases 
Involving fraud or jeopardy assessments). 

<iv) Preparation of technical advice 
memorandum by the National Off ice. 
icv Immediately upon receipt in the Na¬ 
tl nal Office, the technical assistant to 
whom the case Is assigned will analyze 
the file to ascertain whether it meets 
ail requirements of subdivision (iii) of 
lit if subparagraph. If the case is not 
mmplete, appropriate steps will be taken 
to complete the file. 

If the taxpayer has requested a 
c ferenoo In the National Office, the 
procedures in subdivision <vi> of this 
subparagraph will be followed. 

{ c) Replies to requests for technical 
advice will be addressed to the district 
director and will be drafted in two parts. 
Ench part will identify the taxpayer by 
name, address. Identification number, 
and year or years Involved. The first 
Part (hereafter called the “Technical 
Memorandum”) will contain <f> a reci¬ 
tation of the pertinent facts having a 
hearing on the issue: (2) a discussion of 
the Tacts, precedents, and reasoning of 
the National Office; and <J) the conclu¬ 
sions of the National Office. The con- 
d tons will give direct answers, wfcen- 
ey w possible, to the specific questions of 
the district office. The discussion of the 
K'ucs will be In such detail that the dls- 
tric*. officials are apprised of the reason- 
inn underlying the conclusion. 

d) The second part of the reply will 
consist of a transmittal memorandum. 
1* the unusual cases it will serve as a 
vehicle for providing the district office 
administrative information or other in¬ 
formation which, under the nondisclo¬ 
sure statutes, or for other reasons, may 
not be discussed with the taxpayer. 

It is the general practice of the 
Service to furnish a copy of the technical 
ui morandum to the taxpayer, upon his 
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request, after it has been adopted by the 
district director. See (c) of this sub¬ 
division. However, where no definitive 
answer is given to the specific question 
presented, where the factual submission 
is such as to indicate that the issue 
should be decided by the district office, 
or where it would not be in the interest 
of wise administration of the tax laws, 
a copy of the technical memorandum 
will not be furnished the taxpayer. The 
Nationa 1 Office will specifically advise 
the district director In those cases where 
it is determined that a copy of the tech¬ 
nical memorandum Is not to be made 
available to the taxpayer. 

(v) Action on technical advice in dis» 
trict offices. < a > Upon adoption of the 
technical advice by a district director, 
the district office will proceed to process 
the taxpayer’s case on the basis of the 
conclusions expressed In the technical 
advice memorandum. Except as pro¬ 
vided in (b) of this subdivision, a copy 
of the technical memorandum will be 
furnished to the taxpayer, upon his re¬ 
quest. for his Information as to the po¬ 
sition of the Service on the issue. 

(b> In those cases in which the Na¬ 
tional Office advises the district director 
that he should not furnish a copy of the 
technical memorandum to the taxpayer, 
the district director will so Inform the 
taxpayer, if he requests such a copy. 

<vi) Conference in the National Office . 

(a) If. after a comprehensive study of 
the case file, it appears that advice which 
is adverse to the taxpayer should be 
given and a conference has been re¬ 
quested, the taxpayer will be notified 
of the time and place of the conference. 
If conferences ore being arranged with 
respect to more than one request for 
advice involving the same taxpayer, they 
will be so scheduled as to cause the least 
inconvenience to the taxpayer. 

(b) A taxpayer is entitled, as a matter 
of right, to only one conference in the 
National Office unless one of the circum¬ 
stances discussed in (a) through (c) of 
this subdivision exists. This conference 
will usually be held at the branch level 
in the appropriate division In the office 
of the Assistant Commissioner (Techni¬ 
cal) and will usually be attended by a 
person who has authority to act for the 
branch chief. (Sec 5 601.201(a)(2) for 
the divisions involved.) If more than 
one subject is discussed at the confer¬ 
ence, the discussion constitutes a con¬ 
ference with respect to each subject. At 
the request of the taxpayer or his rep¬ 
resentative. the conference may be held 
at an earlier stage in the consideration 
of the case than the Service would ordi¬ 
narily designate. A taxpayer has no 
“right” of appeal from an action of a 
branch to the director of a division or 
to any other National Office official. 

(c) In the process of consideration, in 
the National Office, of a position pro¬ 
posed by a branch, it may appear that 
the position of the Service will involve 
a reversal of the position proposed by 
the branch with a result thAt will be 
less favorable to the taxpayer or it may 
appear that an adverse position pro¬ 
posed by a branch will be sustained and 
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become the position of the Service, but 
on a new or different issue or on sub¬ 
stantially different grounds than those 
on which the branch turned the case. 
Under either of these circumstances, the 
taxpayer or his representative will be 
Invited to another conference. The pro¬ 
visions of this subparagraph limiting the 
number of conferences to which a tax¬ 
payer is entitled will not foreclose in¬ 
viting a taxpayer to attend further con¬ 
ferences when, In the opinion of re¬ 
sponsible National Office personnel, such 
need arises. All additional conferences 
of the type discussed in this subdivision 
are held only at the invitation of the 
Service. 

(d) It is the responsibility of the tax¬ 
payer to furnish to the National Office, 
for addition to the case file, a written 
record of any additional data, lines of 
reasoning, precedents, etc., which arc 
proposed by the taxpayer and discussed 
at the conference but which were not 
previously or adequately presented in 
writing. This additional record should 
be addressed to the National Office, but 
it should be sent to the appropriate dis¬ 
trict director who will forward it for 
association with the case file. The dis¬ 
trict director may verify the additional 
facts and data presented and comment 
upon it, to the extent he deems it ap¬ 
propriate. when he forwards It to the 
National Office. 

(e> A taxpayer or his representative 
desiring to obtain Information as to the 
status of his case may do so by contacting 
the appropriate division in the office of 
the Assistant Commissioner (Technical). 
(See 5 601.201(a)(2) for the divisions 
Involved.) 

<vii> Effect of technical advice, (a) 
A technical advice memorandum repre¬ 
sents an expression of the views of the 
Service as to the application of law. 
regulations, and precedents to the facts 
of a specific case, and is issued pri¬ 
marily as a means of assisting district 
officials In the examination and closing 
of the case Involved. 

<b) A technical memorandum given a 
taxpayer will, in general, be afforded 
the same effect as a ruling to the tax¬ 
payer on a closed and completed trans¬ 
action. In this connection see paragraph 
(1) of 5 601.201. Since technical advice, 
in connection with cases of the type de¬ 
scribed in subdivision (i) (a) of this sub- 
paragraph will always be Issued with re¬ 
spect to a closed transaction, the tax¬ 
payer may not expect a modification or 
revocation of the position stated in the 
technical memorandum to be applied 
nonretroactive^, except under circum¬ 
stances of the type described in para¬ 
graph (1) (7) and (8) of 5 601.201. re¬ 
lating to continuing transactions. 

(c) A district director may’ raise an 
issue In any taxable period, even though 
he may have asked for and been fur¬ 
nished, technical advice with regard to 
the same or a similar issue in Any other 
taxable period. 

(c) District conference procedure — 
(1) Office audit . (1) In a correspondence 
audit the taxpayer is informed of the 
examining officer's proposed findings by

a form letter. He Is asked to sign and 
return an agreement If he accepts the 
findings. The letter also Informs the 
taxpayer of several courses of appeal 
available to him. Including a district 
conference and consideration of his case 
by the regional Appellate Division. A 
conference In the district director’s office 
will be granted the taxpayer upon request 
without submission of a written protest. 
If no agreement Is reached at the con¬ 
ference. the taxpayer will be furnished a 
report of the findings and a 30-day letter 
describing his further appeal rights. 

<ll) In an office interview audit the 
taxpayer will usually be informed of the 
examining officer’s findings at the Inter¬ 
view. If no agreement is reached at the 
conference, the taxpayer Is given an op¬ 
portunity to request a district conference 
at the end of the interview or Is invited 
in a 15-day letter to arrange for suph a 
conference. The balance of the proce¬ 
dure In a correspondence audit Is also 
applicable in an office interview audit. 

(2) Field audit . CD If. at the conclu¬ 
sion of an examination, the taxpayer 
does not agree with the adjustments 
proposed by the examining officer, a com¬ 
plete examination report will be pre¬ 
pared fully explaining all proposed ad¬ 
justments. Before the report or any In¬ 
vitation to a district Audit Division con¬ 
ference is sent to the taxpayer, the case 
file will be submitted to the district Re¬ 
view Staff for a thorough technical and 
procedural review. Following such re¬ 
view, the taxpayer will receive a copy of 
the examination report under cover of a 
transmittal letter <30-day letter) pro¬ 
viding him with a detailed explanation 
of the available appeal procedure and re¬ 
questing the taxpayer to inform the dis¬ 
trict director of his choice of action. 

(ID If the total amount of proposed 
additional tax, proposed overassessment, 
or claimed refund does not exceed $1,000 
for any taxable year, the taxpayer will 
be granted a district Audit Division con¬ 
ference on request. A written protest is 
not required. 

(Ill) If the amount of proposed addi¬ 
tional tax. proposed overassessment, or 
claimed refund exceeds $1,000 for any 
taxable year, the taxpayer, on reqiiest 
will be granted a district Audit Division 
conference, provided a written protest Is 
filed setting forth the facts, law. and 
arguments upon which the taxpayer 
relies. 

(iv) If the issues Involved are such 
that there appears to be little possibility 
of disposing of them in a district Audit 
Division conference, the taxpayer will be 
encouraged to bypass the district con¬ 
ference in favor of prompt consideration 
of his case by the regional Appellate Di¬ 
vision. In such a case, unless the tax¬ 
payer expressly requests a district con¬ 
ference. the taxpayer's protest and case 
file, after preliminary screening by the 
Chief, Conference Staff, will be for¬ 
warded to the regional Appellate Divi¬ 
sion. 

(v> Ordinarily, the examining officer 
will not attend the district Audit Divi¬ 
sion conferences. 


(vD Changes made by the Conference 
Staff in the proposals set forth In the 
examining officer’s examination report 
will be reflected In a Conference Audit 
Statement which will be forwarded to 
the taxpayer to inform him of changes 
made and to serve as a supplement to the 
examination report. 

(vii) The determination of the Con¬ 
ference Staff will not be submitted to the 
district Review Staff for review. 

(3) Scope of district conference pro¬ 
cedure. The conference procedure de¬ 
scribed in this paragraph is applicable in 
the determination of any liability in re¬ 
spect of Income, profits, estate, gift, 
excise, or employment taxes. This pro¬ 
cedure. however, is not applicable in the 
determination of liability for any excise 
tax imposed by subtitle E of the Internal 
Revenue Code (relating to alcohol, to¬ 
bacco. inachineguns. and certain other 
firearms), or by subchapter D of chap¬ 
ter 78 (relating to certain import taxes) 
insofar as it relates to alcohol and to¬ 
bacco. The procedure described In this 
paragraph does not apply in any case 
w here criminal prosecution is under con¬ 
sideration, or In any case In which, in the 
discretion of the distiict director of In¬ 
ternal revenue, the Government’s inter¬ 
est would be prejudiced thereby. Nor 
does this procedure preclude the taking 
of appropriate action where the assess¬ 
ment or collection of the tax is in Jeop¬ 
ardy. Sec paragraph (h) of this section. 

(4) Rules governing district confer¬ 
ences. The objective of the district con¬ 
ference procedure is to give taxpayers a 
greater oportunity to reach an early 
agreement with respect to disputed Items 
arising from office and field audits. If 
the taxpayer is represented at a district 
conference, sec the conference and prac¬ 
tice requirements of Subpart E. In con¬ 
duct of conferences. It is the duty of the 
conferee (i) to conduct the conference 
in acocrdance with the objectives of the 
conference procedure, (11) to provide the 
taxpayer a fair and courteous hearing at 
which the taxpayer may discuss the 
issues, (ill) to make certain that all 
pertinent facts are included in the 
record and are considered in arriving at 
the proposed recommnedation. (iv> to 
make certain that the pertinent provi¬ 
sions of the Internal Revenue Code arc 
applied In arriving at the proposed rec¬ 
ommendation and that the proposed 
recommendation Is in accord with the 
interpretations of the Internal Revenue 
Service as expressed In regulations and 
rulings, and (v> to explain fully to the 
taxpayer the conclusions reached and 
the reasons therefor. If an agreement 
with the taxpayer is reached at the con¬ 
ference. the taxpayer will be requested 
to execute Form 870 or another appro¬ 
priate agreement form. Any deficiency 
in tax or additional tax proposed will 
then be assessed, or any overpayment 
will be credited or refunded. 

(5) Settlement authority . The au¬ 
thority of the Chief, Conference Staff, 
may be extended to Include the settle¬ 
ment of selected issue* on a basis re¬ 
flecting an evaluation of litigating haz¬ 
ards, provided a substantially identical 


issue has been previously so disposed of I 
by a regional Appellate Division. Thii I 
procedure applies only if the tots! 
amount of proposed additional tax, pro¬ 
posed overassessment, or claimed refund 
does not exceed $1,000 for any year 

(d> Thirty-day letters and profof:— 

(1) General. The report of the examm- 
lng officer, as approved after review 
recommends one of four determine tions: 

M) Acceptance of the return as filed 
and closing of the case; 

(ID Assertion of a given deficiency or 
additional tax; 

(ill) Allowance of a given overuse. - 
ment, with or without a claim for re¬ 
fund. credit, or abatement; 

(Iv) Denial of a claim for rchr.d, 
credit, or abatement which has been r.Ied 1 
and is found w r holly lacking in merit 

In an unagreed case, the district director 
sends to the taxpayer a preliminary or 
"30-day letter” if any one of the but 
three determinations is made (except a 
full allowance of a claim in respect o'. 
any tax). The 30-day letter is a form j 
letter which states the determination I 
proposed to be made. It is accompanied 
by a copy of the examining officer's re¬ 
port explaining the basis of the proposed 
determination. It suggests to the t&x- j 
payer that if he concurs in the recom¬ 
mendation, ho indicate his agreement by 
executing and returning a waiver cr ac¬ 
ceptance. The preliminary letter also 
advises the taxpayer that if he disagrees 
with the proposed determination he may 
file a written protest (see ff 601103(c) 

(1) and G01.509) within 30 days (60 days 
if taxpayer is outside of the country) 
from the date of the letter statin? iht 
grounds for his disagreement, and he 
may have a conference in the Apjxlljitc 
Division of the region if requested and 
if that Division has Jurisdiction see 
5 601.106(a)(3). If the taxpayer doe* 
not respond to the letter within 30 days 
a statutory notice of deficiency will be 
issued or other appropriate action taken, 
such as the issuance of a notice of ad¬ 
justment. the denial of a claim In In¬ 
come. profits, estate, and gift tax ca.^. 
or an appropriate adjustment of the tax 
liability or denial of a claim in excise 
and employment tax cases. j 

(2> Protests. (!) No written protest | 
is required to obtain a district Audit Di¬ 
vision conference in an office audit cose. 
Howcver. in a field audit case a written 
protest Is required to obtain a district 
conference if the total amount of pro¬ 
posed additional tax. proposed over- 
assessment or claimed refund exceeds 
$1,000 for any taxable year A written 
protest is required in every case In which 
the taxpayer requests Appellate Divirion 
consideration. Instructions for the prep¬ 
aration of protests are sent with the pre¬ 
liminary letter. 

(il) Protests against proposed deter¬ 
mination* of excise taxes imposed by 
chapter 35 of the Code (relating to 
wagering), and subchapter A of chapter 
39 (relating to narcotic drugs and mari¬ 
huana) . which are excluded from App«* 
late Division Jurisdiction, are reviewed ui 
the Audit Division of the district direc¬ 
tor^ qffice. In the event that an agree- 
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menl with the taxpayer Is reached, he 
will be requested to execute an appro¬ 
priate agreement form. If consideration 
of the protest does not result in closing 
the case on an agreed basis, the taxpayer 
Is notified of the conclusions reached. 
Any additional tax will then be assessed 
or any overpayment will be credited or 
refunded. 

<e) Claims lor refund or credit. (1) 
After payment of the tax a taxpayer may 
- unless he has executed an agreement to 
the contrary) contest the assessment 
by filing a claim for refund or credit for 
all or any part of the amount paid, ex¬ 
cept as provided in section 6512 of the 
Code with respect to certain taxes de¬ 
termined by the Tax Court, the deci¬ 
sion of which has become final. A claim 
for refund or credit is made on Form 843. 
which is obtainable from the district 
director. Generally, the claim, together 
\s.ih appropriate supporting evidence, 
must be filed in the office of the district 
director for the district in which the 
tuX was paid. A claim for refund or 
credit must be filed within the appli¬ 
cable statutory period of limitation. In 
the case of individuals a properly exe¬ 
cuted income tax return may, if the tax¬ 
payer elects, operate as a crtalm for re¬ 
fund or credit of the amount of the over- 
payment disclosed by such return. If an 
individual Income taxpayer files Form 
1040A as a return and properly elects 
to have the tax computed by the district 
director or the director of the regional 
r vice center, such return operates au¬ 
tomatically as a claim for refund for the 
amount of any overpayment disclosed by 
ich computation. 

<2> Generally, claims for refund or 
ci dit are Investigated and considered 
by the Audit Division of the district di¬ 
rector’s office. The procedure applicable 
to ?he determination of correct tax lia¬ 
bility upon the basis of a claim for refund 
or credit filed by the taxpayer is sub¬ 
stantially the same as the procedure ap¬ 
plicable to the original determination of 
tax liability upon the basis of a return 
filed by a taxpayer. See g 601.108 for 
l cedurc for review of proposed over- 
povmeat exceeding $100,000 of Income, 
estate, and gift taxes.

it) Interruption of audit and confer¬ 
ence procedure. The process of field au¬ 
dits and the course of the administrative 
procedure described In this section and 
in the following section may be inter¬ 
rupted in some cases by the imminent ex¬ 
piration of the statutory period of limi¬ 
tations for assessment of the tax. In this 
even*, the district director of internal 
revenue or other appropriate officer con¬ 
cerned must dispatch a statutory notice 
of deficiency * income, profits, estate or 
gift tax cases) or take other appropriate 
action with a view to assessment, even 
though the audit or conferences may 
then be going forward. In order to avoid 
interruption of the established proce¬ 
dure (except in estate tax cases), it is 
suggested to the taxpayer that he execute 
an agreement on Form 872 (or such other 
form as may be prescribed for this pur¬ 
pose). To be effective this agreement 
must be entered into by the taxpayer and 
the district director or other appropri¬ 
ate officer concerned prior to the expira¬ 
tion of the time otherwise provided for 
assessment. Such a consent extends the 
period for assessment of any deficiency, 
or any addition!.! or delinquent tax. and 
extends the period during which the tax¬ 
payer may claim a refund or credit to a 
date 6 months after the agreed time of 
extension of the assessment period. 

tg) Fraud. The procedure described In 
this section does not apply in any case in 
which criminal prosecution is under con¬ 
sideration. 6uch procedure does obtain, 
however, in cases involving the assertion 
of the civil fraud penalty after the crimi¬ 
nal aspects of the case have been closed. 

<h) Jeopardy assessments. If the dis¬ 
trict director believes that the assess¬ 
ment or collection of a Lax will be Jeop¬ 
ardized by delay, he is authorized and 
required to assess the tax immediately, 
together with interest and other addi¬ 
tional amounts provided by law. notwith¬ 
standing the restrictions on assessment 
or collection of Income, estate and gift 
taxes contained in section 6213(a) of the 
Code. A jeopardy assessment does not 
deprive the taxpayer of his right to file 
a petition with the Tax Court. Collec¬ 
tion of a tax in Jeopardy may be immedi¬ 
ately enforced by the district director 
upon notice and demand. To stay collec¬ 
tion the taxpayer may file with the dis¬ 
trict director a bond equal to the amount 
for which tin? stay is desired. 

U> Regional post revieto of examined 
cases . Regional commissioners review 
samples of the examined cases closed in 
their district offices to assure uniformity 
throughout their districts in the appli¬ 
cation of the provisions of the Code, 
regulations, and rulings, as well as the 
general policies of the Service. The Audit 
Division of the National Office in a simi¬ 
lar manner reviews samples of the ex¬ 
amined cases closed in the Office of In¬ 
ternational Operations. In certain cir¬ 
cumstances, such as where substantial 
errors are found or where there is evi¬ 
dence of fraud or collusion, the regional 
commissioner has authority to reopen 
the case. When a reexamination of books 


and records is necessary, Form 2756. no¬ 
tice of reexamination, will be delivered 
to the taxpayer at the time the reexami¬ 
nation Is begun. 

§ 601.106 Appellate functions. 

(a) General. (1) There Ls provided in 
each region an Appellate Division with 
office facilities within the region. Unless 
they otherwise specify, taxpayers resid¬ 
ing outside the territorial limits of the 
regional Appellate Divisions use the facil¬ 
ities of the Washington. D.C.. branch 
office of the Appellate Division of the 
Mid-Atlantic Region. Subject to the 
limitations set forth in subparagraphs 
(2) and (3) of this paragraph, the Com¬ 
missioner has delegated to certain officers 
of the Appellate Division of each region 
authority to represent the regional com¬ 
missioner in his exclusive and final au¬ 
thority for the determination of Federal 
income, profits, estate, or gift tax liabil¬ 
ity ( w*hether before or after the issuance 
of a statutory notice of deficiency) and 
for the determination of employment or 
certain Federal excise tax liability in any 
case originating in the office of any dis¬ 
trict director situated in the region, or in 
any case in which Jurisdiction has been 
transferred to the region in which the 
taxpayer has protested the determina¬ 
tion of liability made by that officer and 
no agreement has been reached. The 
Appellate Division has complete Juris¬ 
diction of every income, profits, estate, 
or gift tax cose after the Issuance of the 
statutory notice of deficiency, subject to 
the limitations provided in subpara¬ 
graph (2) of this paragraph. If the st< tu- 
tory notice of deficiency was issued by a 
district director or the Director of Inter¬ 
national Operations, the Appellate Divi¬ 
sion may’ waive Jurisdiction to the di¬ 
rector w r ho issued the statutory notice 
during the 90-day (or 150-day) period 
for filing petition with the Tax Court, 
except where criminal prosecution has 
been recommended and not finally dis¬ 
posed of or the statutory notice includes 
the ad valorem fraud penalty. After the 
filing of a petition in the Tax Court the 
Appellate Division continues to have ex¬ 
clusive Jurisdiction of the case, subject 
to the provisions of subparagraph (2) of 
tills paragraph. Subject to the excep¬ 
tions and limitations set forth in sub- 
paragraph (2) of this paragraph, there Ls 
also vested in the Appellate Division of 
the region authority to represent the 
regional commissioner In his exclusive 
authority to settle <i) all cases docketed 
in the Tax Court of the United States 
and designated for trial at any place 
within the territory comprising the 
region and til) all docketed cases origi¬ 
nating in the office of any district di¬ 
rector situated within the region or in 
which Jurisdiction has been transferred 
to the region, which are designated for 
trial at Washington. DC., unless the 
petitioner resides in and his books and 
records are located (or can be made 
available) in the region which Includes 
Washington, D.C. 

(2) The authority described in sub- 
paragraph (1) of this paragraph does not 
include the authority to: 
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(I) Negotiate or make a settlement 
in any case docketed in the Tax Court 
on and after the opening date of the 
session at which the case is calendared 
for trial, or of any pre-trial hearing of 
or report session thereon, otherwise re¬ 
ferred to as '‘session*’ cases; 

(II) Make or approve a settlement In 
presession cases docketed in the Tax 
Court* except with the concurrence of 
regional counsel; 

(Hi) Eliminate the ad valorem fraud 
penalty in any income, profits, estate or 
gift tax case In which the penalty has 
been determined by the district office in 
connection with a tax year or period. or 
which Is related to or affects such year 
or period, for wlvlch criminal prosecution 
against the taxpayer (or a related tax¬ 
payer involving the same transaction) 
has been recommended to the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice for willful attempt to 
evade or defeat tax. or for willful failure 
to file a return, except upon the recom¬ 
mendation or concurrence of the Re¬ 
gional Counsel; 

(iv) Act In any case In which a recom¬ 
mendation for criminal prosecution is 
pending, except with the concurrence of 
regional counsel; nor 

(v) Modify any decision of the Excess 
Profits Tax Council with respect to any 
issue ariilng under section 722 of the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1939. except 
with the concurrence of the Director of 
the Appellate Division. 

Authority to negotiate and make a settle¬ 
ment or concession in a case docketed In 
the Tax Court in a session status re¬ 
ferred to In subdivision (l) of this sub- 
paragraph Ls delegated to the regional 
counsel. 

<3> The authority vested in the Ap¬ 
pellate Division does not extend to the 
determination of liability for any excise 
tax imposed by the following chapters 
of the Internal Revenue Code (and the 
corresponding provisions of the 1939 
Code); chapter 35 (relating to wager¬ 
ing); subchapter A of chapter 39 (re¬ 
lating to narcotic drugs and marihuana); 
subtitle E (relating to alcohol, tobacco, 
machine guns and certain other fire¬ 
arms) ; and subchapter D of chapter 78 
(relating to certain import taxes) inso¬ 
far as It relates to alcohol and tobacco. 

(b) Initiation of proceedings before 
the Appellate Division. In any case In 
which the district director has issued a 
preliminary or "30-day letter'* and the 
taxpayer files a written protest (see para¬ 
graph (c) (1) of I 601.103 and $ 601.509) 
Against the proposed determination of 
tax liability, except as to those taxes de¬ 
scribed in paragraph (a)(3) of this sec¬ 
tion. the taxpayer has the right (and 
will be so advised by the district di¬ 
rector) of administrative appeal to the 
regional office of the Appellate Division. 
Organization such ns labor unions and 
trade associations which have been 
examined by the district director to de¬ 
termine the amounts expended by the 
organization for purposes of lobbying, 
promotion or defeat of legislation, po¬ 
litical campaigns, or propaganda related 
to those purposes are treated as "taxpay- 
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era" for the purpose of this right of ad¬ 
ministrative appeal. Thus, upon filing 
a protest to the district director's find¬ 
ings that a portion of member dues is to 
be disallowed os a deduction to each 
member because expended for such pur¬ 
poses. the organization will be afforded 
full rights of administrative appeal to 
the Appellate Division of the region sim¬ 
ilar to Utose rights afforded to taxpayers 
generally. After review of any protest 
by the district director, the cose and its 
administrative record are referred to tie 
Appellate Division. No taxpayer is re¬ 
quired to submit his case to the Appellate 
Division for consideration. Appeal ls at 
the option of the taxpayer. A request 
for administrative appeal to the Appel¬ 
late Division will not be denied because 
no district conference was held in the 
district director’s office. After the is¬ 
suance by the district director of a statu¬ 
tory notice of deficiency, upon the tax¬ 
payer's request, the Appellate Division 
may take up the case for settlement and 
may grant the taxpayer a conference 
thereon. Except in unusual circum¬ 
stances, however, no conference will be 
granted prior to the filing of a petition in 
the Tax Court for a rede termination of 
the deficiency proposed in the statutory 
notice. 

(c) Nature of proceedings before the 
Appellate Division. Proceedings before 
the Appellate Division are informal. Tes¬ 
timony under oath ls not taken, although 
matters alleged os facts may be required 
to be submitted in the form of affidavits, 
or declared to be true under the penalties 
of perjury. Taxpayers may represent 
themselves or designate a qualified rep¬ 
resentative to act for them. See Subpart 
E of this part for conference and practice 
requirements. At any conference granted 
by the Appellate Division on a non- 
docketed case, the district director will 
be represented if he and the Appellate 
Division official having settlement au¬ 
thority deem it advisable. At any such 
conference on a case Involving the ad 
valorem fraud penalty for which crim¬ 
inal prosecution against the taxpayer (or 
a related taxpayer involving the same 
transaction) has been recommended to 
the Department of Justice for willful 
attempt to evade or defeat tax. or for 
willful failure to file a return, the Re¬ 
gional Counsel will be represented if he so 
desires. 

(d) Disposition and settlement of 
cases before the Appellate Division —(1) 
Cases not docketed in the Tax Court. (i> 
If after consideration of the case by the 
Appellate Division of the region a satis¬ 
factory settlement of the issues Is 
reached with the taxpayer, he will be 
requested to sign Form 870-AD or other 
appropriate agreement form waiving re¬ 
strictions on the assessment and collec¬ 
tion of any deficiency and accepting any 
overasse&sment resulting under the 
agreed settlement. 

(ID If after consideration of the case 
by the Appellate Division of the region it 
is determined that there is a deficiency 
in income, profits, estate, or gift tax. to 
which the taxpayer does not agree, a 
statutory notice of deficiency will be pre¬ 


pared and issued by the Appellate Di¬ 
vision after consideration by the regional 
counsel of the memorandum recomnu i. 
ing the issuance of such statutory notice. 
Officers of the Appellate Division having 
authority for the administrative deter¬ 
mination of tax liabilities referred to in 
paragraph (a) of this section arc also 
authorized to prepare, sign on tfehai! of 
the Commissioner, and send to the tax¬ 
payer hy registered or certified mail .my 
statutory notice of deficiency presc 
in sections 6212 and 6861 of the Code md 
in corresponding provisions of the Inter¬ 
nal Revenue Code of 1939. Within M 
days, or 150 days if the notice is ad¬ 
dressed to a person outside of the Sutcs 
of the Union and the District of Co¬ 
lumbia, after such a statutory notice of 
deficiency is mailed (not counting i>a:- 
urday, Sunday, or a legal holiday in the 
District of Columbia as the last day), tbe 
taxpayer may file a petition with the Tax 
Court of the United States for a redrtcr- 
mlnation of the deficiency. In any other 
unagreed case, the case and Us admi •- 
trativc file will be forwarded to the serv¬ 
ice center director or returned to the 
district director with directions to take 
such action with respect to the tax lia¬ 
bility determined in the Appellate Divi¬ 
sion as may be appropriate, such a.« the 
issuance of a statutory notice of disaUs¬ 
ance of a claim for refund or credit in 
whole or in part, the preparation of a 
notice of adjustment or other appro¬ 
priate action, or the collection of any 
additional tax (excise and employment 
tax cases). 

(2) Cases docketed In the Tax Court 
(1) If the case under consideration m 
the Appellate Division is docketed in 'he 
Tfcx Court and agreement is reached 
with the taxpayer with respect to Ihe 
issues involved, the disposition of (he 
case is effected by a stipulation of an* ed 
deficiency or overpayment to be filed 
with the Tax Court and In conformity 
with which the Court will enter Its order. 

<11) If the case under consideration in 
the Appellate Division U docketed In the 
Tax Court and the issues remain un¬ 
settled after consideration and cor.Irr- 
cnce In the Appellate Division, the ca« 
will be referred to the regional course! 
for the region for defense of the tax lia¬ 
bility determined. 

(ill) If the deficiency notice in a case 
docketed in the Tax Court wms not 
issued by the Appellate Division und no 
recommendation for criminal pro c cou- 
tion is pending, the case will be referred 
by the regional counsel to the Appelate 
Division for settlement as soon as it is 
at issue in the Tax Court. The srtrie- 
ment procedure shall be governed by the 
following rules; 

(a) The Appellate Division will ar¬ 
range a conference for settlement pur¬ 
poses promptly after receipt of the file 
Except in unusual circumstances, the 
regional counsel will be represented »t 
the conference and will actively partici¬ 
pate in it. 

(T» If a settlement is agreed upon by 
the Appellate Division nnd the regional 
counsel as a result of a conference with 
the taxpayer, the stipulation of settie-

d > In the event of disagreement be¬ 
tween the Appellate Division and the re¬ 
gional counsel as to the settlement of the 
case, any issue In the case, or with respect 
to the amount of a counter offer which 
should be made, efforts will be made to 
resolve the matter quickly. If agree - 
irent cannot be reached the case will 
promptly be referred in writing to the 
C hief Counsel for decision. 

<r) During the period between receipt 
of the Tax Court's “Trial Status Order” 
ut-uany Issued from 60 to 90 days in ad¬ 
vance of the Issuance of the trial calen¬

the Commissioner has the authority to 
confer all or any part of ihe jurisdiction,

Ex- 
unusual cases, jurisdiction will 
jr; be transferred to the Appellate Di¬ 
li' 10 .

D C., 
which did not originate within such re¬ 
gion, unless the taxpayer currently re¬ 
sides within that region and can pro¬ 
duce all required books and records 
there.

(2) Should a regional commissioner 
determine that it would better serve the 
interests of the Government, he may. by 
cider in writing, withdraw any case not 
docketed before the Tax Court from the 
jurisdiction of the Applelate Division of 
the region, and provide for Its disposi¬ 
tion under his personal direction. 

(f) Conference and practice require¬ 
ment*. Practice and conference pro¬ 
cedure before the Appellate Division Is 
governed by Treasury Department Cir¬ 
cular 330 as amended (31 CFR Part 10), 
and the requirements of 8ubpart E of 
this part. In addition to such rules but 
not in modification of them, the follow¬ 
ing rules are also applicable to practice 
before the Appellate Division: 

(1> Rule I. The Appellate Division 
conferee shall bear in mind that an 
exaction by the U.S. Government which 
is not based upon law. statutory or other¬ 
wise. is a taking of property without due 
process of law. In violation of the Fifth 
Amendment to the United States Con¬ 
stitution. The conferee, in his conclusions 
of fact or application of the law. shall 
hew to the law and the recognized stand¬ 
ards of legal construction. It shall be the 
duty of the conferee to determine the 
correct amount of the tax, with strict 
impartiality as between the taxpayer and 
the Government, and without favoritism 
or discrimination as between taxpayers. 

(3) Rule If. In recognition of the dif¬ 
ference between abstract theory and 
practical administration, where sub¬ 
stantial uncertainties exist either in law 
or in fact, or both, as to the correct ap¬ 
plication of the law to the whole record 
of a controversy, the Appellate Division 
will give serious consideration to an offer 
of settlement of the dlsput on a basis 
•which fairly reflects the strength or 
•weakness of the opposing views. How¬ 
ever. no settlement will be countenanced 
based upon nuisance value of the case to 
either party. 

<3) Rule Iff. Where the Appellate Di¬ 
vision conferee recommends acceptance 
of the taxpayer’s proposal of settlement, 
or. In the absence of a proposal recom¬ 
mends action favorable to the taxpayer, 
and said recommendation is disapproved 
in whole or in part by a reviewing officer 
in the Appellate Division, the taxpayer 
shall be so advised and upon written re¬ 
quest shall be accorded a conference with 
such reviewing officer. The Appellate Di¬ 
vision may disregard this rule where the 
interest of the Government would be in¬ 
jured by delay, as for example, in a case 
involving the imminent expiration of the 
period of limitations or the dissipation of 
assets. 
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<4> Rule TV. Where the Appellate Di¬ 
vision official having settlement au¬ 
thority and the district director deem it 
advisable, the district director may be 
represented at any Appellate Division 
conferences on a nondockctod case. 
This rule Is also applicable to the Direc¬ 
tor of International Operations in the 
event Ills office issued the preliminary or 
•*30-day letter”. 

(5) Rule V . In order to bring before 
the Appellate Division an unagreed in¬ 
come. estate, or gift tax case in pre- 
sUtutory notice status, an unagreed em¬ 
ployment or excise tax case, or an offer 
in compromise, the taxpayer or his repre¬ 
sentative must first file with the district 
director a written protest setting forth 
specifically the reasons for his refusal 
to accept the district director’s findings. 
If the protest includes a statement of 
facts upon which the taxpayer relies, 
such statement must be declared to be 
lime under the penalties of perjury (see 
paragraph <?H1> of 1 601.103 and 
§ 601.509). The protest and any new 
facts, law. or arguments presented there¬ 
with will be reviewed by the district di¬ 
rector for the purpose of deciding 
whether further development or action 
la required prior to refer ring the cose to 
the Appellate Division. Where the Ap¬ 
pellate Division has an issue under con¬ 
sideration as a result of the filing of a 
protest or Tax Court petition, H may, 
with the concurrence of the taxpayer, 
assume jurisdiction in a related case 
without the necessity of an additional 
protest, after the district director has 
completed any necessary action. The 
Director. Appellate Division, may au¬ 
thorize the regional Appellate Division to 
accept Jurisdiction (after any necessary 
action by the district director; In speci¬ 
fied classes of cases without a written 
protest, provided a written request for 
Appellate Division consideration is sub¬ 
mitted by or on behalf of each taxpayer. 

<6> Rule 17. A taxpayer cannot with¬ 
hold evidence from ihe district director 
of internal revenue and expect to intro¬ 
duce it for the first time before the Ap¬ 
pellate Division, at a conference in non- 
docketed status, without being subject 
to having the case returned to the dis¬ 
trict director for reconsideration. Where 
newly discovered evidence Is submitted 
for the first time to the Appellate Divi¬ 
sion. in a case pending in nondockctod 
status. UiAt office. In the reasonable ex¬ 
ercise of its discretion, may transmit 
same to the district director for his con¬ 
sideration and comment. 

(7) Rule VII. Where the taxpayer has 
had the benefit of a conference either 
before the office of the district director 
of internal revenue or before the Appel¬ 
late Division, as the cose may be. In the 
prestatutory notice status, or where the 
opportunity for such a conference was 
accorded but not availed of, there will 
be no conference granted before the Ap¬ 
pellate Division in the 90-day status af¬ 
ter the moiling of the statutory notice of 
deficiency, in the absence of unusual 
circumstances. 

(8) Rule VIII . In any case docketed 
in the Tax Court of the United States on 
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which a conference Is being conducted 
by the Appellate Division, the regional 
counsel will be invited to participate in 
the conference. In cases not docketed in 
the Tax Court of the United States on 
which a conference is being conducted 
by the Appellate Division, the regional 
counsel may be requested to attend and 
to give legal advice in the more difficult 
cases, or on matters of legal or litigating 
policy. 

<9> Rule IX, Prior to the receipt of 
the Tax Court trial calendar on which a 
docketed case is listed for trial, the tax¬ 
payer may request a conference for the 
purpose of reopening or resuming settle¬ 
ment negotiations before the Appellate 
Division. If the taxpayer requests re¬ 
opening or resumption of settlement 
negotiations subsequent to the issuance 
of the trial calendar and prior to the 
opening date of the session of the Tax 
Court, the request for such a conference 
shall be referred to regional counsel. 
(See paragraph <d> <2> (lilM/t) of this 
section.) 

(g> Limitation on the jurisdiction and 
functions of the Appellate Division —(1) 
Overpayments of more than $100.000 . If 
the Appellate Division of a region de¬ 
termines in any case that there is an 
overpayment of income, war profits, ex¬ 
cess profits, estate or gift tax, including 
penalties and interest, in excess of 
$100,000, such determination will be con¬ 
sidered by the Joint Committee on In¬ 
ternal Revenue Taxation. See t 601.108. 

(2) Offers tn compromise. For juris¬ 
diction of the Appellate Division with 
respect to offers in compromise of tax 
liabilities, see $ 601.203. 

<3) Closing agreements . For Juris¬ 
diction of the Appellate Division with 
respect to closing agreements under sec¬ 
tion 7121 of the code relating to any 
Internal revenue tax liability, see 
5 601.202. 

(4) Bankruptcy and receivership . For 
limitations on the authority and func¬ 
tions of the Appellate Division in bank¬ 
ruptcy and receivership cases, see 
5 601.109. 

§ 601.107 F.xccm Profit* Tax Council; 
appellate fund ion* ond procedure* 
under »eclion 722 of the Internal 
Kcvrnur Code of 1930. 

(a> General . (1) Subchapter E of 
chapter 2 of the Internal Revenue Code 
of 1939 Imposed on corporations an ex¬ 
cess profits tax based on their “adjusted 
excess profits net Income” as defined in 
section 711 of such Code. This tax was 
effective as to taxable years beginning 
after December 31. 1939, and was re¬ 
pealed by the Revenue Act of 1945. with 
respect to taxable years beginning after 
December 31. 1945. SecUon 722 of the 
1939 Code provides that, If the taxpayer, 
pursuant to certain rules and standards 
in such section, establishes that the tax 
computed under subchapter E is exces¬ 
sive and discriminatory, relief under 
limitations contained in section 722 will 
be granted. The appellate functions of 
the Excess Profits Tax Council, which is 
under technical supervision and admin¬ 
istrative control of the Director of the 
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Appellate Division. Washington. D.C., 
relate to the consideration and the de¬ 
termination of issues arising under sec¬ 
tion 722 of the 1939 Code. 

(2) The rules bearing upon the pro¬ 
cedure applicable with respect to section 
722 of the 1939 Code are found in Regula¬ 
tions 109 <26 CFR. 1938 Ed., and Supps.. 
Part 30) and Regulations 112 126 CFR, 

1938 Ed. and Supps., Part 35). There 
has also been published “Bulletin on 
Section 722 of the Internal Revenue 
Code*', copies of which may be obtained 
from the Superintendent of Documents, 
Government Printing Office. Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. 20402. Practice and confer¬ 
ence procedure before the Council is also 
governed by the requirements of Sub- 
part E of this part. 

(b) Procedure. (1) To secure excess 
profits tax relief under section 722 of the 

1939 Code an application therefor must 
be filed within the applicable period of 
time prescribed by section 322 of such 
Code. The application is required to be 
filed in duplicate on Form 991. copies of 
which are obtainable at district direc¬ 
tors' offices. The regulations promul¬ 
gated under section 722 (see paragraph 
<a><2> of this section) provide that an 
application must be filed for each year 
for which the benefits of section 722 are 
claimed and that only one section 722 
application for any year may be filed. 
Such applications arc required to be so 
framed as to adequately disclose the es¬ 
sential facts and issues Involved. 

(2) Applications for relief under sec¬ 
tion 722 are referred for investigation 
and consideration to section 722 field 
committees established at the offices of 
district directors of internal revenue. 
After completion of investigation and 
consideration of an application for relief 
by a section 722 field committee, the tax¬ 
payer Is afforded opportunity for a con¬ 
ference for the consideration of the 
committee's findings. After field com¬ 
mittee consideration and conference 
with the taxpayer, the recommendations 
of the field committee are certified to 
the Excess Profits Tax Council for re¬ 
view. In the event that the taxpayer 
and the field committee cannot reach an 
agreement on the application or where 
an agreement between the taxpayer and 
the field committee is not approved by 
the Council, the taxpayer will be af¬ 
forded an adequate opportunity to have 
its case heard before the Council. The 
Director of the Appellate Division Is au¬ 
thorized exclusively to exercise final au¬ 
thority in all Issues under section 722 of 
the 1939 Code in cases not docketed in 
the Tax Court. 

(3) Determinations of the Director. 
Appellate Division ore subject to appeal 
to the Tax Court of the United States 
under the provisions of section 732 of the 
1939 Code. 

(4) With respect to all issues under 
section 722 of the 1939 Code docketed 
with the Tax Court, the Director of the 
Appellate Division represents the Com¬ 
missioner In functions comparable to 
those delegated to the Regional Appel¬ 
late Divisions in standard issue docketed 
cases. 8ce 8 601.106(d) (2).

any taxpayer tn any other proc^'dinr 
under Uie Bankruptcy Act or the ap¬ 
pointment of a receiver for any tax¬ 
payer in any receivership proceeding 
before a court of the Uhlted St i t or 
of any State or Territory or of the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia, the assessment of any 
deficiency in income, profits, estate or 
gift tax (together with all interests addi¬ 
tional amounts, or additions to the tax 
provided for by law) shall be mnd< Im¬ 
mediately. See section 6871 of the Code 
In such cases the restrictions ir.p- ^ 
by section 6213(a) of the Code upon as¬ 
sessments are not applicable. <1:* die 
case of an assignment for the benefit 
of creditors, the assessment will be mad* 
under section 6861, relating to Jeopardy 
assessments. 8ee 5 601.105(h). > 

In which immediate assessment will be 
made include those of taxpayers In re¬ 
ceivership or In bankruptcy, igricuharti 
composition, reorganization, arrange¬ 
ment, or wage earner proceeding under 
chapters I to VH, sections 75. 77, chap¬ 
ters X. XI, xn. and XIII of the Bank¬ 
ruptcy Act. The term “approval of * 
petition in any other proceeding under 
the Bankruptcy Act" includes the nan* 
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of a petition under section 75 or chapters 
XI to XHI of the Bankruptcy Act with a 
court of competent Jurisdiction. A fidu¬ 
ciary hi any proceeding under the Bank¬ 
ruptcy Act (including a trustee, receiver, 
debtor in possession, or other person des¬ 
ignated by the court a s in control of the 
assets or affairs of a debtor) or a receiver 
in any receivership proceeding may be 
required, as provided In regulations pre¬ 
scribed under section 6036 of the Code, 
to give notice in writing to the district 
dine tor of his qualification as such. 
Failure on Uic part of such fiduciary in 
a receivership proceeding or a proceed¬ 
ing under the Bankruptcy Act to give 
such notice, when required, results in the 
pension of the running of the period 
o i limitations on the making of assess¬ 
ments from the date of the institution of 
the proceeding to the date upon which 
such notice Is received by the district di¬ 
rector and for an additional 30 days 
thereafter. However, in no case where 
the required notice is not giver, shall the 
5ti pension of the running of the period 
of limitations on assessment exceed 2 
years. See section 6872 of the Code. 

'2> Except in cases where depart¬ 
mental Instructions direct otherw ise, the 
district director will, promptly after as¬ 
certaining the existence of any outstand¬ 
ing Federal tax liability against a tax¬ 
payer in any proceeding under the 
Bankruptcy Act or receivership proceed¬ 
ing. and in any event within the time 
limited by appropriate provisions of law 
or the appropriate orders of the court 
in which such proceeding is pending, file 
n proof of claim covering such liability 
in the court in which the proceeding is 
pending. Such a claim may be filed re¬ 
gardless of whether the unpaid taxes 
Involved have been assessed. Whenever 
si- immediate assessment is made of any 
Income, estate, or gift tax after the com¬ 
mencement of a proceeding, the district 
director will send to the taxpayer notice 
and demand for payment together with 
a copy of such claim. 

(b) Procedure in office of district di¬ 
rector. (l) While the district director is 
required by section 6871 of the Code 
to make Immediate assessment of any 
deficiency in Income, estate, or gift taxes, 
such assessment is not made as a 
JropaitJy assessment (see paragraph (h) 
of ! 601.105), and the provisions of sec¬ 
tion 6861 of the Code do not apply to 
any assessment made under section 6871. 
Therefore, the notice of deficiency pro¬ 
vided for in section 6861 (b) will not be 
mailed to the taxpayer. Nevertheless. 
R letter (Form 7800) will be prepared 
and addressed in the name of the tax¬ 
payer, Immediately followed by the name 
o. the trustee, receiver, debtor in pos¬ 
se ion, or other person designated to 
to control of the assets or affairs of 
thi' debtor by the court in which the 
bankruptcy or receivership proceeding is 
pending. Such letter will state how the 
deficiency was computed, advise that 
within 30 days a written protest under 
penalties of perjury may be filed with 
"f 10 district director showing wherein 
w fleiency is claimed to be incorrect, 
Rnd adyisc that upon request a district 
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conference will be granted with respect 
to such deficiency. If. after protest Is 
filed and a district conference is held, 
adjustment appears necessary’ in the de¬ 
ficiency, appropriate action will be 
taken. Except where the interests of 
the Government require otherwise. Form 
7900 letters are issued by the office of 
the district director. If at the time of 
the adjudication of bankruptcy in a 
liquidating proceeding, the approval of 
a petition In any other proceeding under 
the Bankruptcy Act. or appointment of 
a receiver, a case was pending before the 
Tax Court, the prescribed Form 7900 
letter will not advise the addressee of 
any right to request a conference in the 
office of the district director. Protests 
must be filed in triplicate. The district 
conference procedures described In para¬ 
graph Cc) of 9 601.105 are generally ap¬ 
plicable to a district conference held 
after the Issuance of a Form 7900 letter. 

(3) The immediate assessment re¬ 
quired by section 6871 of the Code 
represents an exception to the usual re¬ 
strictions on the assessment of Federal 
income, estate, and gift taxes. Since 
there are no restrictions on the assess¬ 
ment of Federal excise or employment 
taxes, immediate assessment of* such 
taxes will be made In any case where sec¬ 
tion 6871 of the Code would require im¬ 
mediate assessment of income, estate, or 
gift taxes. 

(3) If after such assessment a claim 
for abatement is filed and such claim Is 
accompanied by a request in writing for 
a conference, a district conference in the 
office of the district director of internal 
revenue will be granted. Ordinarily, 
only one conference will be held, unless 
it develops that additional information 
can be furnished which has a material 
bearing upon the tax liability, in which 
event the conference will be continued 
to a later date. 

fc) Procedure before the Appellate 
Division restricted, (t) Except as pro¬ 
vided in subparagraph (2) of this para¬ 
graph. a case involving an Immediate 
assessment under section 6871 of the 
Code or an assessment of excise or em¬ 
ployment taxes will not be referred by 
a district director to a field office of the 
Appellate Division after (I) the adjudica¬ 
tion of bankruptcy of any taxpayer in 
any liquidating proceeding: (ii) the fil¬ 
ing with a court of competent Jurisdic¬ 
tion or ' W'hcre approval is required by 
the Bankruptcy Act) the approval of a 
petition of. or the approval of a petition 
against, any taxpayer in any other pro¬ 
ceeding under the Bankruptcy Act: or 
<iii> the appointment of any receiver. 
Therefore, the taxpayer, or the trustee, 
receiver, or debtor in possession or other 
person designated by the court as in 
control of the assets or affairs of the 
debtor, may not request consideration of 
the case by the Appellate Division. If 
at the time of the adjudication of bank¬ 
ruptcy, or the filing of the approval of a 
petition or the appointment of a receiver, 
an income, estate, or gift tax cose is 
under consideration by a field office of 
the Appellate Division, whether before 
or after issuance of a statutory notice of 
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deficiency, the cose will be returned to 
the district director for assessment (if 
not previously made), and for issuance 
of the Form 7900 letter, and filing proof 
of claim in the proceeding. Excise and 
employment tax cases pending in the 
Appellate Division at such time will like¬ 
wise be returned to the district director 
for assessment (if not previously made) 
and for filing proof of claim in the pro¬ 
ceeding. Thereafter, such cases will not 
be referred by the district director to 
the Appellate Division except as pro¬ 
vided In subparagraph (2) of this para¬ 
graph. A petition for redciermination 
of a deficiency may not be filed in the 
Tax Court after the adjudication of 
bankruptcy, the filing or <w'hore ap¬ 
proval is required by the Bankruptcy 
Act) the approval of a petition of, or 
the approval of a petition against, any 
taxpayer in any other bankruptcy pro¬ 
ceeding. or the appointment of a re¬ 
ceiver. See section 6871(b) of the Code. 
However, the Tax Court is not deprived 
of jurisdiction where the adjudication of 
bankruptcy, the filing or «where approval 
is required by the Bankruptcy Act) the 
approval of a petition of. or the approval 
of a petition against, any taxpayer in 
any other bankruptcy proceeding, or the 
appointment of a receiver, occurred after 
the filing of the petition. In such a case, 
the Jurisdiction of the bankruptcy or 
receivership court and the Tax Court is 
concurrent. 

(2) If a petition for redciermination 
of the deficiency has been filed In the 
Tax Court prior to the adjudication of 
bankruptcy or the filing or (where ap¬ 
proval is required by the Bankruptcy 
Act) the approval of a petition of, or 
the approval of a petition against, the 
taxpayer in any other bankruptcy pro¬ 
ceeding. or the appointment of a receiver, 
the proceeding may be prosecuted in the 
Tax Court, All such docketed case* will 
be referred to the Appellate Division 
promptly after issuance of the Form 
7900 letter. If a case not docketed in the 
Tax Court is under Appellate Division 
consideration at the time that circum¬ 
stances require the Issuance of a Form 
7000 letter, that Division may request 
return of the file in order to continue 
its consideration and arrive at a 
determination. 

(d) Priority of claims. Under section 

3466 of the Revised Statutes and section 

3467 of the Revised Statutes, as amended, 
and section 64 of the Bankruptcy Act. 
taxes are entitled to the priority over 
other claims therein stated and the 
trustee, receiver, debtor in possession or 
other person designated as in control of 
the assets or affairs of the debtor by the 
court .In which the bankruptcy or re¬ 
ceivership proceeding is pending may be 
held personally liable for failure on his 
part to protect the priority of the Gov¬ 
ernment respecting taxes of which he 
has notice. Sections 75 (1), 77 (e). 199, 
337 (2). 455 and 659 (6) of the Bank¬ 
ruptcy Act also contain provisions with 
respect to the rights of the United States 
relative to priority of payment. Bank¬ 
ruptcy courts have Jurisdiction under 
the Bankruptcy Act to determine all dls- 
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putes regarding the amount and the 
validity of tax claims against a bankrupt 
or a debtor in a proceeding under the 
Bankruptcy Act. A bankruptcy or re¬ 
ceivership proceeding or an assignment 
for the benefit of creditors does not dis¬ 
charge any portion of a claim of the 
United States for taxes except in the 
case of a proceeding under section 77 or 
chapter X of the Bankruptcy Act; and 
any portion of a claim of the United 
States for taxes which has been allowed 
by the court in which the bankruptcy or 
receivership Is pending and which re¬ 
mains unsatisfied after the termination 
of the proceeding shall be collected with 
Interest in accordance with law. 

Subpart B— Rulings and Other 
Specific Matters 

§ 601.201 Killing* and dr termination 

letter*. 

(a) General practice and definitions. 
(It It is the practice of the Internal 
Revenue Service to answer inquiries of 
individuals and organizations, whenever 
appropriate in the interest of sound tax 
administration, as to their status for tax 
purposes and as to the tax effects of their 
acts or transactions. One of the func¬ 
tions of the National Office of the Inter¬ 
nal Revenue Service is to issue rulings 
in such matters. District directors apply 
the statutes, regulations, Revenue Rul¬ 
ings. and other precedents published in 
the Internal Revenue Bulletin in the 
determination of tax liability, the col¬ 
lection of taxes, and the issuance of 
determination letters in answer to tax¬ 
payers' inquiries or request. For pur¬ 
poses of this section any reference to 
district director or district office also 
includes, where appropriate, the office 
of the Director, Office of International 
Operations. 

(2) A "ruling" is a written statement 
Issued to a taxpayer or his authorized 
representative by the National Office 
which Interprets and applies the tax 
laws to a specific set of facts. Rulings 
are issued only by the National Office. 
The issuance of rulings is under the gen¬ 
eral supervision of the Assistant Com¬ 
missioner (Technical > and has been 
largely redelegated to the Directors of 
three divisions: Director. Income Tax 
Division; Director, Exempt Organization 
and Pension Trust Division; and Direc¬ 
tor, Miscellaneous Tax Division. 

(3) A ' determination letter" is a writ¬ 
ten statement Issued by a district di¬ 
rector In response to on inquiry' by an 
individual or an organization, which ap¬ 
plies to the particular facts involved, the 
principles, and precedents previously an¬ 
nounced by the National Office. De¬ 
termination letters are issued only where 
a determination can be made on the 
basis of clearly established rules as set 
forth in the statutes, Treasury decisions 
or regulations, or by rulings, opinions, or 
court decisions published in the Internal 
Revenue Bulletin, Where such a de¬ 
termination cannot be made, such as 
where the question presented involves 
a novel issue, or the matter is excluded 
from the Jurisdiction of a district direc¬ 
tor by the provisions of paragraph (c) 


of this section, a determination letter 
will not be issued. 

(4) An "information letter" is a state¬ 
ment Issued either by the National Office 
or by a district director which does no 
more than call attention to a well-estab¬ 
lished interpretation or principle of tax 
law. without applying It to a specific set 
of facts. An information letter may be 
issued when the nature of the request 
from the Individual or the organization 
suggests that it is seeking general In¬ 
formation. or where the request does not 
meet all the requirements of paragraph 
<e) of this section, and it is believed 
tliat such general information W’ill 
assist the individual or organization. 

(5) A "Revenue Ruling" is an official 
interpretation by the Service which has 
been published in the Internal Revenue 
Bulletin. Revenue Rulings are issued 
only by the National Office and are pub¬ 
lished for the information and guidance 
of taxpayers, Internal Revenue Service 
officials, and others concerned. 

(6) A "closing agreement,” as the 
term is used herein, is an agreement be¬ 
tween the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue or his delegate and a taxpayer 
with respect to a specific issue or issues 
entered Into pursuant to the authority 
contained in section 7121 of the Internal 
Revenue Code. Such a closing agreement 
is based on a ruling which has been 
signed by the Commissioner or his dele¬ 
gate and in which it is indicated that a 
closing agreement will be entered into 
on the basts of the holding of the ruling 
letter. Closing agreements are final and 
conclusive except upon a showing of 
fraud, malfeasance, or misrepresenta¬ 
tion of material fact. They may be en¬ 
tered Into where it is advantageous to 
have tile matter permanently and con¬ 
clusively closed, or where a taxpayer can 
show* good and sufficient reasons for an 
agreement and the Government will sus¬ 
tain no disadvantage by its consumma¬ 
tion. Sec $ 601.202 for closing agreements 
of the type not covered in this section. 

<b> Rulings issued by the National 
Office . (1> In income and gift tax mat¬ 
ters, the National Office issues rulings on 
prospective transactions and on com¬ 
pleted transactions before the return Is 
filed. However, rulings will not ordinarily 
be issued if the identical Issue is also In¬ 
volved In a return of the taxpayer already 
filed for a taxable period with respect to 
w’hlch the statutory period of limitations 
on assessment or refund of tax has not 
expired. The National Office issues rul¬ 
ings involving qualifications of plans 
under section 401 of the Code or the 
exempt status of organizations under 
section 501 or 521 of the Code, only to 
the extent provided in paragraphs (o) 
and (n>, respectively, of this section. 
The National Office will not issue rulings 
with respect to the replacement of invol¬ 
untarily converted property, even though 
replacement has not been made, if the 
taxpayer has filed a return for the tax¬ 
able year in which the property was 
converted. How’ever, see paragraph (c) 
(6) of this section as to the authority of 
district directors to issue determination 
letters in this connection. 


(2) In estate tax matters, the NV 
tional Office issues rulings with respect 
to transactions affecting the estate isx 
of a decedent before the estate tax re¬ 
turn is filed. It will not rule with respect 
to such matters after the estate tax re¬ 
turn has been filed, nor will it rule on 
matters relating to the application of 
the estate tax to property or the estate 
of a living person. 

<3> In employment and excise tax 
matters, the National Office issues rulings 
with respect to prospective trail. r actions 
and to completed transactions either be¬ 
fore or after the return is filed. However, 
the National Office will not ordinarily 
rule with respect to an Issue, whether 
related to a prospective or a com cted 
transaction. If it knows or has re. n to 
believe that the same or an identical 
Issue is before any field office tor any 
branch office of the Appellate Division) 
in connection with an examine ion or 
audit of the liability of the same tax¬ 
payer for the same or a prior period. 

<4) Ordinarily, the Service will not 
Issue rulings to business, trade, or Indus¬ 
trial associations or to other similar 
groups relating to the application of the 
tax law's to members of the group How¬ 
ever, rulings may be issued to such groups 
or associations relating to their own tax 
status or liability provided such Ux 
status or liability is not an issue before 
any field office <or any branch ofi.ee of 
the Appellate Division) in connection 
with an examination or audit of the 
liability of the same taxpayer for the 
same or a prior period. 

<c) Determination letters issurd bv 
district directors, d) In income a::ci gift 
tax matters, district directors Usue 
determination letters in response :o tax¬ 
payers* requests submitted to their 
offices involving completed transaction* 
W'hlch affect returns required to be filed 
in their districts, but only if the ques¬ 
tion presented is covered specifically by 
statute, Treasury decision or regulation, 
or specifically by a ruling, opinion or 
court decision published In the Internal 
Revenue Bulletin. A determination let¬ 
ter will not usually be issued with respect 
to a question which involves a return to 
be filed by the taxpayer if the identical 
question is Involved In a return or re¬ 
turns already’ filed by the taxpayer. 
District directors may not Issue deter¬ 
mination letters as to the tax conse¬ 
quence of prospective or proposed trans¬ 
actions, except as provided in subpara¬ 
graphs (5) and <6) of this paragraph. 

(2) In estate tax matters, district di¬ 
rectors issue determination letters In re¬ 
sponse to requests submitted to thfir 
offices affecting the estate tax returns of 
decedents which w r lll be filed in th«r 
districts, but only if the question* pre¬ 
sented are specifically covered by stat¬ 
ute. Treasury decision or regulation, or 
specifically by a ruling, opinion, or court 
decision published in the Internal Rev¬ 
enue Bulletin. District director may 
not Issue determination letters maw 
to matters involving the application or 
the estate tax to property or the estate 
of a living person. 

(3) In employment and excise ta 
matters, district directors issue rf eter- 
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mi nation letters in response to requests 
from taxpayers who have filed or who 
ate required to file returns in their dis¬ 
tricts. but only if the questions presented 
are covered specifically by statute. Treas¬ 
ury decision or regulation, or specifically 
by a ruling, opinion, or court decision 
published In the Internal Revenue Bul¬ 
letin. Because of the impact of these 
taxes upon the business operation of the 
taxpayer and because of special prob¬ 
lems of administration both to the Serv¬ 
ice and to the taxpayer, district direc¬ 
tors may take appropriate action in 
regard to such requests, whether they 
relate to completed or prospective trans¬ 
actions or returns previously filed or to 
be filed. 

<4) Notwithstanding the provisions of 
subparagraphs (1). (2). (3), (5). and <6> 
of tills paragraph, a district director may 
not issue a determination letter in re¬ 
sponse to an inquiry, although the in¬ 
quiry presents a question covered specif¬ 
ically by statute, regulations, rulings, etc., 
published in the Internal Revenue Bul¬ 
letin. where (i) it appears that the tax¬ 
payer has directed a similar Inquiry to 
the National Office. <il> the identical Is¬ 
sue involving the same taxpayer Is pend¬ 
ing In a case before the Appellate Divi¬ 
sion. Oil) the determination letter is re¬ 
quested by an Industry, trade associa¬ 
tion. or similar group, or <iv) the request 
involves an industry-wide problem. Un¬ 
der no circumstances will a district di¬ 
rector issue a determination letter unless 
it is clearly Indicated that the inquiry is 
with regard to a taxpayer or taxpayers 
*ho have filed or are required to file re¬ 
turns in the district under his supervi¬ 
sion. Nothwlthstanding the provisions of 
subparagraph <3> of this paragraph, a 
district director may not issue a deter¬ 
mination letter on an employment tax 
question when the specific question In¬ 
volved has been or Is being considered by 
the national office of the Social Security 
Administration. Nor may district direc¬ 
tors issue determination letters on excise 
tax questions if a request is for a deter¬ 
mination of a constructive sales price un¬ 
der sections 4216(b) and 4218 of the 
Code. However, the National Office will 
1 $,sul- rulings in this area. See paragraph 
<dM3> of thia section. 

<5> District directors Issue determina¬ 
tion letters as to the qualification of 
Plans under section 401 of the Code, 
And as to the exempt status of related 
trusts under section 501 of the Code, to 
the extent provided In paragraph <o> 
of this section. They also Issue deter¬ 
mination letters as to the qualification 
of certain organizations for exemption 
from Federal income tax under sections 
501 and 521 of the Code, to the extent 
provided In paragraph <n) of tills section. 

<6) District directors issue determina¬ 
tion letters with regard to the replace¬ 
ment of involuntarily converted property 
under section 1033 of the Code even 
though the replacement has not been 
made. If the taxpayer has filed his in¬ 
come tax return for the year in which 
the property was Involuntarily converted. 

A request received by a district 
director with respect to a question in¬ 
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volved In an income, estate, or gift tax 
return already filed will, In general, be 
considered in connection with the exami¬ 
nation of the return. If response is made 
to such inquiry prior to an examination 
or audit, it will be considered a tentative 
finding In any subsequent examination 
or audit of the return. 

(d) Discretionary authority to issue 
rulings and determination letters. (1) 
It Is the practice of the Service to answer 
inquiries of individuals and organiza¬ 
tions, whenever appropriate in the in¬ 
terest of sound tax administration, as to 
their status for tax purposes and the tax 
efTect of their acts or transactions. 

(2) There are, however, certain areas 
where, because of the inherently factual 
nature of the problem involved, or for 
other reasons, the Service will not Issue 
rulings or determination letters. A 
specific area or a list of these areas is 
published from time to time in the 
Internal Revenue Bulletin. Such list Is 
not all inclusive since the Service may 
decline to issue rulings or determination 
letters on other questions whenever war¬ 
ranted by the facts or circumstances of 
a particular case. The National Office 
and district directors may, when it Is 
deemed appropriate and In the best in¬ 
terest of the Service, issue Information 
letters calling attention to well-estab¬ 
lished principles of tax law\ 

(3) The National Office will issue rul¬ 
ings in all cases on prospective or future 
transactions w ? hen the law or regulations 
require a determination of the effect of 
a proposed transaction for tax purposes, 
as in the case of a transfer coming with¬ 
in the provisions of sections 1491 and 
1492 of the Code, or an exchange com¬ 
ing within the provisions of section 367 
of the Code. The National Office will Is¬ 
sue rulings In &U cases involving the de¬ 
termination of a constructive sales price 
under section 4216(b) or 4218 of the 
Code. 

(e) Instructions to taxpayers. (1) A 
request for & determination letter or a 
ruling is to be submitted In duplicate if 
Cl) it Is a request for exemption under 
section 501(c) or 501(d) of the Code; 
(11) more than one issue is presented* In 
the request; or (ill) a closing agreement 
is requested with respect to the issue 
presented. It is not necessary to present 
requests in duplicate under other cir¬ 
cumstances including requests for ex¬ 
emption from tax under section 521 of 
the Code or with respect to the qualifi¬ 
cation of plans under section 401 of the 
Code. Requests relating to prospective 
transactions may not contain alternative 
plans. 

(2) Each request for a determination 
letter or a ruling must contain a com¬ 
plete statement of facts relating to the 
transaction. This Includes, but is not 
necessarily limited to. the names, ad¬ 
dresses, and taxpayer identifying num¬ 
bers of all interested parties: the dis¬ 
trict office where each files or will file 
its return or report: a full and precise 
statement of the business reasons for 
the transaction: and true copies of all 
contracts, wills, deeds, agreements, or 
other documents involved In the trans¬ 
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action. (The term "all Interested par¬ 
ties" is not to be construed as requiring 
a list of all shareholders of a widely held 
corporation requesting a ruling relating 
to a reorganization, or & list of employees 
where a large number may be Involved 
In a plan.) The request must contain a 
statement whether, to the best of the 
knowledge of the taxpayer or his repre¬ 
sentative, the identical issue is being 
considered by any field office of the Serv¬ 
ice in connection with an examination or 
audit of a tax return of the taxpayer al¬ 
ready filed. Where the request pertains 
to only one step of a larger integrated 
transaction, the facts, circumstances, 
etc., must be submitted with respect to 
the entire transaction. As documents and 
exhibits become a part of the Internal 
Revenue Service file and cannot be re¬ 
turned, the original documents should 
not be submitted. When documents and 
exhibits are submitted, they must be 
accompanied by an analysis of their 
bearing on the issue or Issues, specifying 
the pertinent provisions. If the request 
is with respect to a corporate distribu¬ 
tion, reorganization, or other similar or 
related transaction, the corporate bal¬ 
ance sheet nearest the date of the trans¬ 
action should be submitted- (If the re¬ 
quest relates to a prospective transaction, 
the most recent balance sheet should be 
submitted.) 

(3> If the taxpayer is contending for 
a particular determination, he must 
furnish an explanation of the grounds 
for his contentions, together with a 
statement of relevant authorities in sup¬ 
port of his views. Even though the tax¬ 
payer Is urging no particular determina¬ 
tion with regard to a proposed or 
prospective transaction, he must state 
his views as to the tax results of the 
proposed action and furnish a statement 
of relevant authorities to support such 
views. 

<4> If the request is with respect to 
the qualification of a plan under section 
401(a) of the Code, see paragraph (o) of 
this section. If the request Is with re¬ 
spect to the qualification of an organi¬ 
zation for exemption from Federal 
income tax under section 501 or 521 of 
the Code, see paragraph (n) of this 
section. 

(5> A request by or for a taxpayer 
must be signed by the taxpayer or his 
authorized representative. If the request 
Is signed by a representative of the tax¬ 
payer, or if the representative is to ap¬ 
pear before the Internal Revenue Sen- 
ice in connection with the request, he 
must either be: 

U) An attorney who is a member in 
good standing of the bar of the highest 
court of any State, possession, territory. 
Commonwealth, or the District of Co¬ 
lumbia, and who files with the Service 
a written declaration that he Is currently 
qualified as an attorney and he is author¬ 
ized to represent the principal, 

(11) A certified public accountant who 
Is duly qualified to practice In any State, 
possession, territory. Commonwealth, or 
the District of Columbia, and who files 
with the Service a written declaration 
that he is currently qualified as a cer- 
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titled public accountant and he is au¬ 
thorized to represent the principal, or 

<U1) A person, other than an attorney 
or certified public accountant, enrolled to 
practice before the Service. (See Treas¬ 
ury Department Circular No. 230, as 
amended, CB. 1966-2.1171.) 

The above requirements do not apply to 
an individual representing his full-time 
employer, or to a bona fide officer, ad¬ 
ministrator, trustee, etc., representing a 
corporation, trust, estate, association, or 
organized group. An unenrolled preparer 
of a return (other than an attorney or 
certified public accountant referred to in 
subdivisions (!) and (li) of this subpara¬ 
graph <5>) who is not a lull-time officer, 
administrator, trustee, etc., may not rep¬ 
resent a taxpayer with respect to a ruling 
or a determination letter. Any authorized 
representative, whether or not he Is en¬ 
rolled to practice, must also comply with 
the conference and practice requirements 
of Subpart E of tills part. 

(6) A request for a ruling by the Na¬ 
tional Office should be addressed to the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
Washington. D.C. 20224. A request for 
a determination letter should be ad¬ 
dressed to the district director of internal 
revenue for the district with wlilch the 
tax return of the taxpayer has been filed 
or Is required to be filed. Sec also para¬ 
graphs (n) and <o) of this section. 

(7) Any request for a ruling or a de¬ 
termination letter which does not comply 
with all the provisions of this section will 
be acknowledged, pointing out the re¬ 
quirements which have not been met. 
See Subpart E tor power of attorney 
requirements. 

(8) A taxpayer or his representative 
who desires an oral discussion of the 
issue or issues involved should Indicate 
such desire in writing when filing the 
request or soon thereafter in order that 
the conference may be arranged at that 
stage of consideration when it will be 
most helpful. 

<9) It is the practice of the Service to 
process requests for rulings or determi¬ 
nation letters in regular order and as 
expeditiously as possible. Compliance 
with a request for consideration of a par¬ 
ticular matter ahead of its regular order, 
or by a specified time, tends to delay the 
disposition of other matters. Requests 
for processing ahead of the regular order, 
made in writing and showing clear need 
for such treatment, will be given consid¬ 
eration as the particular circumstances 
warrant. However, no assurance can be 
given that any ruling or determination 
letter will be processed by the time re¬ 
quested. Requests by telegram will be 
treated in the same manner as requests 
by letter. Rulings and determination 
letters ordinarily will not be issued by 
telegram. A taxpayer or his represent¬ 
ative desiring to obtain information as 
to the status of his case may do so by 
contacting the appropriate division In 
the office of the Assistant Commissioner 
(Technical). 

(10) Where a taxpayer receives a de¬ 
termination letter or a ruling prior to 
the filing of his return he should attach 
to his return the determination letter 
or ruling (or a copy thereof) with re¬ 
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sped to any transaction which has been 
consummated and which is relevant to 
the return being filed. 

(f) Conferences in the National Office. 

(1) If a conference has been requested, 
the taxpayer will be notified of the time 
and place of the conference. In order to 
promote a free and open discussion of 
the *vital issues, the conference will usu¬ 
ally be held after the branch has had an 
opportunity to thoroughly study the 
issue. If conferences are being ar¬ 
ranged with respect to more than one 
request for a ruling Involving the same 
taxpayer, they wtli be so scheduled as 
to cause the least Inconvenience to the 
taxpayer. 

<2) A taxpayer Is entitled as a matter 
of right, to only one conference in the 
National Office unless one of the circum¬ 
stances discussed in this paragraph 
exists. Tills conference will usually be 
held at the branch level of the appro¬ 
priate division in the office of the Assist¬ 
ant Commissioner (Technical) and will 
usually be attended by a person who has 
authority to act for the branch chief. 
(See 5 601.201(a) (2) for the divisions in¬ 
volved.) If more than one subject is to 
be discussed at the conference, the dis¬ 
cussion wiU constitute a conference with 
respect to each subject. At the request 
of the taxpayer or his representative, the 
conference may be held at an earlier 
stage in the consideration of the case 
than the Sendee would ordinarily desig¬ 
nate. No taxpayer has a “right'’ to ap¬ 
peal the action of a branch to a Division 
Director or to any other official of the 
Service. 

(3) In the process of consideration. In 
the National Office, of a position pro¬ 
posed by a branch. It may appear that 
the position of the Sendee will involve 
a reversal of the position proposed by 
the branch with a result that will be 
less favorable to the taxpayer. Or it 
may appear that an adverse position 
proposed by a branch will be sustained 
and become the position of the Sendee, 
but on a new or different issue or on sub¬ 
stantially different grounds tlian that 
on which the branch turned the case. 
Under either of these circumstances, the 
taxpayer or his representative will be 
invited to another conference. The pro¬ 
visions of this section limiting the num¬ 
ber of conferences to which a taxpayer 
is entitled will not foreclose the invita¬ 
tion of a taxpayer to attend further con¬ 
ferences when, in the opinion of re¬ 
sponsible National Office personnel, such 
need arises. All additional conferences 
of the type discussed in this subpara¬ 
graph are held only at the invitation of 
the Sendee. 

(4) It is the responsibility of the tax¬ 
payer to add to the case file a written 
record of ony additional data, lines of 
reasoning, precedents, etc., which are 
proposed by the taxpayer and discussed 
at the conference but which were not 
previously or adequately presented in 
writing. 

(g) Reference of matters to Vie Na- 
tional Office. (1) Requests for determi¬ 
nation letters received by district di¬ 
rectors wlilch, in accordance with the 
provisions of paragraph (c) of this sec¬ 


tion may not be acted upon by a dis¬ 
trict office shall be forwarded to th« 
National Office for reply and the tax- 
payer advised accordingly. District di¬ 
rectors also may refer to the Nan .a] 
Office any request for a determine on 
letter which in their judgment wan .u 
the attention of the National Office Spe 
also tlie provisions of paragraph (o of 
this section, with respect to requot re¬ 
lating to qualification of a plan under 
section 401 of the Code and para ruph 
(n) of this section, with respect to the 
applications for exemption from tax un¬ 
der sections 501 and 521 of the t ip. 

(2) If the request Is with regard to an 
issue or an area with respect to which 
tlie Sendee will not issue a rulinp or a 
determination letter, such request uill 
not be forwarded to the National O \:t, 
but the district office will advise the ‘ »x- 
paycr that the Service will not 1 a 
ruling or a determination letter ou the 
issue. Sec paragraph (d)(2) of tills 
section. 

<h) Reference of matters to dh ict 
offices. Requests for rulings received in 
the National Office which, pumm' to 
the provisions of paragraph (b) of this 
section, may not be acted upon In :: e 
National Office, but which, undo the 
authorities set out in paragraph <c of 
this section, may be acted upon by & 
district office will be forwarded for ap¬ 
propriate action to tlie district oflk In 
which the return has been or wit be 
filed. If the request is with re$j> to 
an issue or an area of the type dl: d 

in paragraph (d) (2) of this section, the 
taxpayer will be so advised and ti re¬ 
quest may be forwarded to tlie a, o- 
priate district office for association v :th 
the proper return or report of the ’ 
payer. 

(i> Review of determination Uft ri. 
(1) Determination letters Issued th 
respect to the types of inquiries author¬ 
ized by paragraph (c) <1), (2), and '3) 
of this section are not generally re¬ 
viewed by the National Office a* they 
merely inform a taxpayer of a portion 
of the Service which has been prev. lv 
established either in the regulation? or 
in a ruling, opinion, or court dec i n 
published in the Internal Revenue D'-d- 
letin. If a taxpayer believes that a de¬ 
termination letter of this type is in error, 
lie may ask the district director to recon¬ 
sider tlie matter. He may also as): the 
district director to request advice Uo m 
the National Office. If the district direc¬ 
tor, In his dLwretion. decides to request 
such advice, the procedure in pat .^n P h 
(b)(5) of 1601.105 wifi be followed 

(2) The procedures for review of de¬ 
termination letters relating to Uk* quail- 
ficatlon of employers' plans under 
401(a) of the Code are provided in a: ■** 
graph fo) of this section. 

(3) The procedures for review cf de¬ 
termination letters relating to the ex¬ 
emption from Federal income tax of cer¬ 
tain organizations under sections Mu 
and 521 of the Code are provided in para¬ 
graph <n> of this section. 

rj) Withdrawal of requests. The tax¬ 
payer^ request for a ruling or a d« ter¬ 
mination letter may be withdrawn nny 
time prior to the signing of the letter o* 
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reply. However, In such a case, the Na¬ 
tional Office may furnish Its views to the 
district director In whose office the re¬ 
turn has been or will be filed. The in¬ 
formation submitted will be considered 
by the district director in a subsequent 
audit or examination of the taxpayer’s 
return. Even though a request Is with¬ 
drawn, all correspondence and exhibits 
will be retained in the Service and may 
not be returned to the taxpayer. 

<k) Oral advice to taxpayers. (1) 
The Service does not issue rulings or de- 
t .umination letters upon oral requests. 
Furthermore, National Office officials 
and employees ordinarily will not discuss 
a substantive tax issue with a taxpayer 
or his representative prior to the receipt 
of a request for a ruling, since oral 
opinions or advice are not binding on 
the Service. This should not be con¬ 
strued as preventing a taxpayer or his 
representative from inquiring whether 
the Service will rule on a particular 
question, or from discussing questions 
relating to procedural matters with re¬ 
gard to submitting a request for a ruling. 

i2) A taxpayer may. of course, seek 
oral technical assistance from a district 
office in the preparation of his return 
o: report, pursuant to other established 
procedures. 8uch oral advice is advisory 
only and the Service is not bound to 
r cognize it In the examination of the 
taxpayer's return. 

<1) Effect of rulings , (DA ruling, ex¬ 
cept to the extent Incorporated In a clos¬ 
ing agreement, may be revoked or 
modified at any time in the wise adminis¬ 
tration of the taxing statutes. See para¬ 
graph (a) (6) of this section for the effect 
of a closing agreement. If a ruling is 
revoked or modified, the revocation or 
modification applies to all open years 
under the statutes, unless the Commis¬ 
sioner or his delegate exercises the dis¬ 
cretionary power under section 7805(b) 
of the Code to limit the retroactive effect 
of the ruling. The manner in which the 
C< mmlssloner or his delegate generally 
will exercise this power is set forth in 
this paragraph. With reference to rulings 
relating to the sale or lease of articles 
aubject to the manufacturers excise tax. 
see specifically subparagraph (8) of this 

paragraph. 

( 2) As part of the determination of a 
taxpayer's liability, it is the responsi¬ 
bility of the district director to ascertain 
whether any ruling previously Issued to 
the taxpayer has been properly applied. 
It should be determined whether the 
representations upon which the ruling 
was based reflected an accurate state- 
of the material facts and whether 
the transaction actually was carried out 
substantially as proposed. If, in the 
course of the determination of the tax 
liability, it is the view of the district 
director that a ruling previously issued 
to the taxpayer should be modified or 
revoked, the findings and recommenda¬ 
tions of that office will be forwarded to 
the National Office for consideration 
prior to further action. Such reference

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the ruling is to be applied by the district 
office in its determination of the tax¬ 
payer's liability. 

(3) Appropriate coordination with the 
National Office shall be undertaken in 
the event that an* other field official 
having jurisdiction of a return or other 
matter proposes to reach a conclusion 
contrary to a ruling previously issued to 
the taxpayer. 

<4> A ruling found to be In error or 
no longer in accord with the position of 
the Service may be modified or revoked. 
Modification or revdeation may be ef¬ 
fected by a notice to the taxpayer to 
whom the ruling originally was issued, or 
by a Revenue Ruling or other statement 
published in the Internal Revenue 
Bulletin. 

(5) Except In rare or unusual circum¬ 
stances. the revocation or modification 
of a ruling will not be applied retroac¬ 
tively with respect to the taxpayer to 
whom the ruling was originally Issued 
or to a taxpayer whose tax liability was 
directly involved In such ruling IX (i> 
there lias been no misstatement or omis¬ 
sion of material facts, (11) Jie facts sub¬ 
sequently developed are not materially 
different from the facts on which the 
ruling was based, (iii> there has been 
no change in the applicable law. (iv) 
the ruling was originally issued with 
respect to a prospective or proposed 
transaction, and tv) the taxpayer di¬ 
rectly Involved in the ruling acted in 
good faith in reliance upon the ruling 
and the retroactive revocation would be 
to his detriment. To illustrate, the tax 
liability of each employee covered by a 
ruling relating to a pension plan of an 
employer is directly involved in such 
ruling. Also, the tax liability of each 
shareholder is directly Involved in a rul¬ 
ing related to the reorganization of a 
corporation. However, the tax liability 
of members of an industry is not di¬ 
rectly involved in a ruling Issued to one 
of the members, and the position taken 
in a revocation or modification of ruling 
to one member of an industry may be 
retroactively applied to other members 
of that industry. By the same reason¬ 
ing. a tax practitioner may not obtain 
the nonretroactive application to one 
client of a modification or revocation 
of a ruling previously issued to another 
client. 

<6) A ruling ^sued to a taxpayer on 
a particular transaction applies to that 
transaction only. If the ruling is later 
found to be in error or no longer In ac¬ 
cord with the position of the Service, it 
will afford the taxpayer no protection 
with respect to a like transaction in the 
same or subsequent year, except to the 
extent provided in subparagraphs (7) 
and <8> of this paragraph. 

(7) If a ruling Is issued covering a 
continuing action or a series of actions 
and it is determined that the ruling was 
in error or no longer In accord with the 
position of the Service, the Assistant 
Commissioner (Technical) ordinarily 
will limit the retroactivity of the revoca¬ 
tion or modification to a date not earlier 
than that on which the original ruling 
was modified or revoked. To illustrate, if 
a taxpayer rendered service or provided 
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a facility which is subject to the excise 
tax on services or facilities, and in reli¬ 
ance on a ruling Issued to the same tax¬ 
payer did not pass the tax on to the user 
of the service or the facility, the Assistant 
Commissioner (Technical) ordinarily 
will restrict the retroactive application 
of the revocation or modification of the 
ruling. 

(8) A ruling holding that the sale or 
tease of a particular article is subject to 
the manufacturers excise tax or the re¬ 
tailers excise tax may not revoke or 
modify retroactively a prior ruling hold¬ 
ing that the sale or lease of such article 
was not taxable, if the taxpayer to whom 
the ruling was issued, in reliance upon 
such prior ruling, parted with possession 
or ownership of the article without pass¬ 
ing the tax on to his customer. Section 
1108(b), Revenue Act of 1926. 

(9) With respect to Revenue Rulings 
published in the Internal Revenue Bul¬ 
letin. taxpayers generally may rely upon 
such rulings In determining the rule ap¬ 
plicable to their own transactions and 
need not request a specific ruling apply¬ 
ing the principles of a published Revenue 
Ruling to the facts of their particular 
cases where otherwise applicable. 
However, see subparagraph (10) of this 
paragraph. Revenue Rulings published 
In the Internal Revenue Bulletin ordi¬ 
narily arc not revoked or modified retro¬ 
actively. 

(10) Since each Revenue Ruling rep¬ 
resents the conclusion of the Service as 
to the application of the law to the 
entire state of facts involved, taxpayers, 
Service personnel, and others concerned 
are cautioned against reaching the same 
conclusion in other cases unless the facts 
and circumstances are substantially the 
same. Furthermore, they should consider 
the effect of subsequent legislation, 
regulations, court decisions, and Revenue 
Rulings. 

(m^ Effect of determination letters. 
A determination letter issued by a dis¬ 
trict director, in accordance with this 
section, shall be given the same effect 
upon examination of the return of the 
taxpayer to whom the determination 
letter w T as issued as Is described in para¬ 
graph (1) of this section, in the case of 
a ruling Issued to a taxpayer, except that 
reference to the National Office is not 
necessary where, upon examination of 
the return, it is the opinion of the dis¬ 
trict director that a conclusion contrary 
to that expressed in the determination 
letter is Indicated. A district director may 
not limit the modification or revocation 
of a determination letter but may refer 
the matter to the National Office for 
exercise by the Commissioner or his dele¬ 
gate of the authority to limit the modifi¬ 
cation or revocation. 

(n) OrgaTiization claiming exemption 
under section 501 or 521 of the Code— 
(1) Filing applications for exemption. 
(i) An organization seeking a ruling or 
determination letter of exemption under* 
section 501 or sectiop 521 of the Code Is 
required to file an application (in dupli¬ 
cate. If under section 501) with the dis¬ 
trict director of Internal revenue for the 
district where It would otherwise be re¬ 
quired to file a tax return. Any applica- 
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tion received by the National Ofllcc or by 
a district director other than as pro¬ 
vided above will be forwarded, without 
any action thereon, to the appropriate 
district director. 

(11) An exemption ruling or determi¬ 
nation letter w r lll be issued to an organi¬ 
zation. provided its application and sup¬ 
porting documents establish that It 
meets the particular requirements of 
the section under which exemption is 
claimed. Exempt status will be recog¬ 
nized in advance of operations if pro¬ 
posed operations can be described in 
sufficient detail to permit a conclusion 
that the organization clearly will be ex¬ 
empt. A mere restatement of purpose or 
a statement that proposed activities will 
be in furtherance of such purposes will 
not satisfy the requirements for an ad¬ 
vance ruling. Where the Service con¬ 
siders it warranted, a record of actual 
operations may be required before a rul¬ 
ing or determination letter will be Issued. 

(ill) Requests for rulings or determi¬ 
nation letters other than in the form of 
applications for exemption are governed 
by the procedures outlined in paragraphs 
(a) through (m) of this section. 

(2) Processing applications . <1> Under 
the general procedures outlined in para¬ 
graphs <&) through (m) of this section, 
district directors are authorized to issue 
determination letters involving applica¬ 
tions for exemption under sections 501 
and 521 of the Code. 

(ID A district director will refer appli¬ 
cations which present questions not 
covered by established precedents to the 
National Office for ruling. The National 
Office will consider each such application, 
issue a ruling directly to the organiza¬ 
tion. and send a copy of the ruling to the 
district director. In the event of a con¬ 
clusion unfavorable to the applicant, it 
will be informed of the basis for the con¬ 
clusion and of its rights to file a protest 
and to a conference in the National Of¬ 
fice. If a conference is requested, the 
conference procedures outlined in sub¬ 
division (vi) of paragraph <b>(5) of 
t 601.105 will be followed. After recon¬ 
sideration of the application In the light 
of the protest and any information de¬ 
veloped in conference, the National Of¬ 
fice will affirm, modify, or reverse the 
original conclusion, issue a ruling to the 
organization, and send a copy of the 
ruling to the district director. 

Oil) An exemption application which 
does not contain the required informa¬ 
tion will be classified as an “incomplete 
application case/’ The applicant will be 
advised in writing why a determination 
will not be made. 

(3) Effect of exemption rulings or 
determination letters. (1) An exemption 
ruling or determination letter is usually 
effective as of the date of formation of 
an organization if its purposes and activ¬ 
ities during the period prior to the date 
of the ruling or determination letter were 
consistent with the requirements for ex¬ 
emption. If the organization is required 
to alter Its activities or to make substan¬ 
tive amendments to its enabling instru¬ 
ments in order to qualify for exemption, 
the exemption ruling or determination 
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letter will be effective only for the period 
specified therein. 

Cii) An exemption ruling or determina¬ 
tion letter may not be relied upon if 
there is a material change inconsistent 
with exemption in the character, the pur¬ 
pose. or the method of operation of the 
organization. 

(4) National Office review of determi¬ 
nation letters . The National Office will 
review determination letters to assure 
uniformity in the application of the 
established principles and precedents of 
the Service. Where the National Office 
takes exception to a determination letter, 
the district director will be advised. If 
the organization protests the exception 
taken, the file and protest will be returned 
to the National Office. The referral will 
be treated as a request for technical ad¬ 
vice and the procedures of paragraph 
(b)(5) of 5 601.105 w r lll be followed. 

(5) Protest of adverse determination 
letters . (i) Upon the issuance of a deter¬ 
mination letter adverse to the applicant 
the district director will advise the or¬ 
ganization of its right to protest the 
determination by submitting a statement 
of the facts, law. and arguments in sup¬ 
port of its application for exemption, 
and of its right to a district office confer¬ 
ence. 

(il) The organization may waive its 
right to a district office conference and 
request referral of the matter directly 
to the National Office. The district di¬ 
rector will advise the organization in 
writing that the matter will be referred 
to the National Office in accordance with 
its request only after a statement Is filed 
setting forth the facts, law. and argu¬ 
ments in support of its application for 
exemption. In addition, the organization 
will be requested to specify whether it 
desires a conference In the National 
Office in the event an adverse decision 
is indicated. 

<tii> If, after considering the organi¬ 
zation's protest and any Information de¬ 
veloped in conference, the district direc¬ 
tor maintains his position and the orga¬ 
nization docs not agree, the case will be 
referred to the National Office. The re¬ 
ferral will be considered a request for 
technical advice and the procedures of 
paragraph (b)(5) of 5 601.105 will be 
followed. 

(lv) The adverse determination letter 
will serve to inform the organization of 
the pertinent facts and the question or 
questions proposed for submission to the 
National Office, and will be deemed to 
satisfy the requirements of subdivision 
<Ui»<c> of paragraph <b ><5) of 9 601.105. 

(v> The organization will not be af¬ 
forded protest and conference rights If 
the determination letter is based on tech¬ 
nical advice. 

(6) Rcrocofion or modification of ex¬ 
emption rulings or determination letters. 
(i) An exemption ruling or determina¬ 
tion letter may be revoked or modified 
by a ruling or determination letter ad¬ 
dressed to the organization, or by a Rev¬ 
enue Rullnr or other statement pub¬ 
lished In the Internal Revenue Bulletin. 
The revocation or modification may be 
retroactive if the organization omitted 
or misstated a material fact, operated in 


a manner materially different from that 
originally represented, or engaged in a 
prohibited transaction of the type de¬ 
scribed in subdivision (vii) of this sub- 
paragraph. 

(11) If a district director concludes, 
as a result of examining an inform ;r on 
return or considering information from 
any other source, that a ruling or deter¬ 
mination letter should be revoked cr 
modified, the organization will be ad vised 
in writing of the proposed action and 
the reasons therefor. The district direc¬ 
tor will also advise the organlzatk of 
its right to protest the proposed action 
by submitting a statement of the fact-, 
law, and arguments in support of Its 
continued exemption, and of its right to 
a district office conference. 

(Hi) The organization may waive Its 
right to a district office conference and 
request referral of the matter directly to 
the National Office. The district din-ctor 
will advise the organization in writing 
that the matter will be referred to the 
National Office in accordance with its 
request only after it flics a statement 
setting forth the facts, law. and argu¬ 
ments in support of continued exemp¬ 
tion. In addition, the organization shall 
be requested to specify whether it de¬ 
sires a conference in the National Office 
in the event an adverse decision is 
indicated. 

(lv) If the organization agrees with 
the proposed action, cither before or 
after a district office conference, or If 
no protest is filed, the district direc: -r 
will issue a determination letter revoking 
or modifying the organization's exemp¬ 
tion. 

(v> If, after considering the orr.rui- 
zation's protest and any information 
developed in conference, the district 
director maintains his position and tie 
organization docs not agree, the file ; 
protest will be referred to the National 
Office. The referral will be considered a 
request for technical advice and the pro¬ 
cedures of paragraph <b) (5) of 5 60U05 
w ill be followed. 

(vi) The letter advising the organisa¬ 
tion of the proposed revocation or modi¬ 
fication action will serve to Inform the 
organization of the pertinent facts ami 
the question or questions proposed for 
submission to the National Office, and 
will be deemed to satisfy the require¬ 
ments of subdivision liliKc) of para¬ 
graph (b)(5) of 5 601.105. 

(vii) If It is concluded that an or io¬ 
nization entered into a prohibited trans¬ 
action for the purpose of divertin? cor¬ 
pus or income from Its exempt purple 
and if the transaction involved a sub¬ 
stantial part of the corpus or income of 
the organization, its exemption is re¬ 
voked effective as of the beglnnin of 
the taxable year during which the pro¬ 
hibited transaction was commenced 
An organization is ordinarily notified of 
such revocation of exemption by regular 
mail. 

(viii) In all other prohibited trans¬ 
action eases, the exemption Is revoked 
effective as of the beginning of the nr« 
taxable year after the date of ti;e 
revocation letter. In these case* the 
organization will be notified of the revo- 
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c&Uon of exemption by registered or 
certified mail, sent to it* last known 

address. 

dx> While the organization, in a pro¬ 
hibited transaction case, will usually be 
permitted to submit Us brief and to be 
lu^ird in conference before the revoca¬ 
tion notice Is Issued, the Service may. at 
it d eletion, issue the revocation notice 
bi registered or certified mail, prior to 
the *. ceipt of the brief or prior to grant¬ 
ing a conference. If it is later deter¬ 
mined that the revocation was in error. 
n Ail) be rescinded as of the date it was 
issued. 

'X) The provisions of tills section 
relating to protests and conference before 
a revocation notice is issued are not ap¬ 
plicable to matters where delay would 
be pi judicial to the Interests of the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service < such, as in cases 
involving fraud. Jeopardy, the imminence 
of the expiration of the period of limita¬ 
tions. or where immediate action is neces¬ 
sary to protect the interests of the 
Government),* 

(7) Prohibited transactions. { 1) Sec¬ 
tion r i03 of the Code denies exemption to 
cert/iin organizations which engage In 
It ur. .action* of the type described there¬ 
in. The National Office may Issue a ruling 
as to whether an organization has en¬ 
tered Into, or proposed to enter into, a 
prohibited transaction; but. except as 
provided In subdivision <U) of this sub- 
paragraph, a ruling will not be Issued 
a here the determination Is primarily one 
of fact, eg., market value of property, 
rc:. uableness of compensation, etc. Also 
no riling will be issued with respect to 
Rich transactions as sales and leasebacks, 
gifts and leasebacks, and other rental 
transactions of real or personal property 
directly or Indirectly with the creator or 
a related Or controlled Interest. 

<li) Where the adequacy of the secu¬ 
rity of a loan Is Involved, a ruling may 
be issued, but only if there is a dear 
Indication of value which can be estab¬ 
lished by reference to recognized sources 
Without requiring physical valuation or 
appraisal. The following are examples of 
hi.r. Actions where the adequacy of se¬ 
curity can be established by reference 
to r r -cognized sources: 

A surety bond issued by a recog- 
surety company doing a surety bond 
budness under applicable state law; 

( b> An A&Klgnment of an insurance 
K *^ r *ci having a cash surrender value 
sufficient to cover the loan, interest, and 
po; dblc costs of collection;

ftJ “f , Uf5<l * But exempt status of an 
atlon may *** be renewed before 
7* txirinning of the first taxable year 
°uoAing the year in which its new ap- 
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plication Is filed. Thus, if a revocation 
notice was issued in 1966. the organiza¬ 
tion may not file a new application for 
exemption until 1967, and the new ex¬ 
emption may not be granted for a tax¬ 
able year prior to 1968. If the organiza¬ 
tion docs not file a new application until 
1968. the new exemption may not be 
recognized for a year prior to 1969. 

(o> Employees' trusts or plans —(1) 
Determination letters . Cl) Determination 
letters authorized in paragraph (cm5) 
of this section are limited to the qualifi¬ 
cation of plans or trusts under section 
401(a) of the Code and bond purchase 
plans under section 405(a). and to the 
exempt status of trusts under section 501 
ta). This includes consummated and 
proposed transactions relating to the 
following: 

<a> The Initial qualification of a plan 
and, if trusteed, the status for exemption 
of a trust; 

lb) Compliance with the applicable 
requirements of foreign situs trusts as 
to taxability of beneficiaries (section 
402(c)) and deductions for employer 
contributions (section 404(a) (4)); 

(c) Amendments to plans and trusts; 
id> Curtailment of plans; 

(e> Termination of plans and trusts; 
and 

(/) The effect on the qualification of 
the plan, and status for exemption of the 
trust, of an Investment of trust funds in 
the stock or securities of the employer 
or controlled corporation (ownership of 
50 percent or more of all voting stock or 
50 percent or more of the total value of 
shares of all classes of stockJ. 

Ul) Determination letters authorized 
by subdivision (1) of this subparagraph 
do not include determinations or 
opinions relating to other inquiries with 
respect to plans or trusts. Thus, except 
as provided in subdivision (1) (b) of this 
subparagraph, district directors may not 
Issue determination letters relating to 
issues under other sections of the Code, 
such as sections 72. 402 through 404. 502, 
503. and 511 through 515. unless such de¬ 
termination letters are otherwise author¬ 
ized under paragraph (c) of this section. 

(ill) Employees' trusts must be main¬ 
tained and operated for the exclusive 
benefit of the employees or their bene¬ 
ficiaries. and Investments by such trusts 
must be consistent with that purpose. 
District directors are authorized to issue 
determination letters with respect to the 
investments of such trusts In the stocks 
or securities of corporations of the type 
described In subdivision (!)(/) of this 
subparagraph, relating to the compliance 
with these requirements. However, they 
may not issue determination letters with 
regard to the fair market value of the 
Investment or with respect to the ade¬ 
quacy of security behind a loan. These 
issues are within the prohibited trans¬ 
actions area. In this connection see 
subparagraph (3) of this paragraph. 

(2) Instructions to taxpayers. <!> All 
of the provisions of paragraph (e) of this 
section are applicable to requests for 
determination letters of the type dis¬ 
cussed in this paragraph. In addition, 
the information required by subdivisions 
(ii) through <vi) of this subparagraph. 
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together with the identification number 
of a participating trust, must also be 
furnished in requesting a determination 
letter on the qualification of an em¬ 
ployees' plan or trust. 

<ii> If the request relates to the initial 
qualification of a plan or the compliance 
with the requirements for a foreign situs 
trust, the following information must be 
submitted: 

ia> The information required by 
5 1.404(a)-2 of this chapter (Incoma 
Tax Regulations); 

<b> Type of organization of employer; 

tc) Date incorporated, if a corpora¬ 
tion, or date business commenced, if 
other type of organization; 

(d* Nature of business of employer; 
and 

<c) Name of predecessor business, if 
any. type of organization of predecessor, 
and when transfer took place; and 

</> Date on which the accounting year 
of the trust ends. 

(ill) If the request relates to an 
amendment to a plan, the following in¬ 
formation must be submitted: 

(a) A copy of the amendment; 

(b) The information required by 
1 1.404(a>-2 of this chapter (Income 
Tax Regulations) unless it was furnished 
with a request for a determination letter 
for the same year for which the amend¬ 
ment is to become effective. (However, 
if the amendment changes the require¬ 
ments for coverage, contributions, or 
benefits, the information must be sub¬ 
mitted even though previously submitted 
with a prior request.); 

<c> The information required by sub¬ 
division till (b) through (/) of this 
subparagraph, unless it was previously 
furnished with a request for a deter¬ 
mination letter. 

(ir> If the request relates to a cur¬ 
tailment or termination of the plan, the 
following information must be sub¬ 
mitted: 

(a) The date the plan was. or is pro¬ 
posed to be. terminated or curtailed; 

(b> A statement of the reasons and 
circumstances for the termination or 
curtailment; 

(c) A statement whether any of the 
funds under the plan will revert to or 
become available to the employer; if so, 
details must be furnished; 

<d> A statement, with full particulars, 
as to any funds under the plan which 
at any time were contributed in the form 
of. or invested in, obligations or property 
of the employer or related companies; 

<e) The information specified In this 
subdivision, in columnar form, with re¬ 
spect to each of the 25 highest paid em¬ 
ployees covered by the plan at the time 
of termination or curtailment (the most 
recent anniversary date of the plan if 
the action is proposed), listed In the 
order of U*cir compensation, and with 
respect to all other employees covered 
by the plan (as a group) and showing 
the number in the group; 

<I) Name and whether an officer or 
supervisor; 

(2) Percentage of each class of stock 
owned directly or Indirectly by the em¬ 
ployee or members of his family; 
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(3) Data, separately for the year of 
termination or curtailment and for each 
of the 5 preceding years of the plan’s 
operation (if more are required they will 
be requested) with respect to (<) total 
compensation other than deferred com¬ 
pensation. (ft) employer’s contribution, 
(Hi) employee’s contribution, and (ft?) 
employee’s share of forfeitures; 

( 4) Totals for each of the columns 
under (3) of this subdivision for each 
year; 

(5) Summary columns aggregating 
for all years (totaled horizontally) with 
respect to each employee list:d and for 
all others, data similar to that required 
by (3) of this subdivision; and 

(6) Total value of benefits distributed 
or to be distributed to each employee 
listed, and to all others; 

(/) A schedule showing separately for 
the year of termination or curtailment 
and for each of the 5 preceding years 
of the plan (if more are required they 
will be requested); 

(1) Number of participants at begin¬ 
ning of year; 

(2) Number of participants added in 
year; 

(3) Number of participants dropped in 
year; and 

<4> Number of participants remaining 
at end of year. 

(v) If the request relates to on invest¬ 
ment of trust funds in the stock or secu¬ 
rities of the employer, the following In¬ 
formation. without duplicating informa¬ 
tion previously furnished, must be 
submitted: 

(a) Balance sheets of the employer 
(and controlled corporation. If involved) 
as of the close of the last 2 taxable years; 

(b) Comparative statements of Income 
and profit and loss for the last 5 taxable 
years; 

(c) Analysis of surplus for the last 
5 years, specifically showing the amount 
and rate of dividends paid on each class 
of stock; 

(d) A statement accounting for all 
material changes from the latest dates 
of the information In (a), (b>. and (c) 
of this subdivision to the date of filing 
the information; 

(e) A schedule showing the nature and 
amounts of the various assets in trust 
fund; and 

(/) A statement setting forth the 
amount to be invested in the stock or 
securities of the employer or a controlled 
corporation (or both), the nature of the 
investment, the present rate of return, 
collateral or type of security for the lorn, 
if any, and the reasons for the invest¬ 
ment. 

(The information called for under (a), 

(b). and </) of this subdivision, and re¬ 
lated data, may be submitted In com¬ 
posite form.) A full disclosure must be 
made where trust funds are invested in 
stock or securities of, or loaned to, the 
employer, whether or not a determina¬ 
tion letter is requested. Tills informa¬ 
tion must n all cases be furnished to the 
appropriate district director. See sub¬ 
division (vll) of this subparagraph. 

(vi) When in connection with the re¬ 
quest for a determination on the quali¬ 


fication of the plan. It Is necessary to 
determine whether an organisation is an 
association taxable as a corporation as 
defined in section 7701(a)(3) of the 
Code, and that an employer-employee 
relationship exists between it and its 
associates, the district director will 
make such determination. The request, 
in such case shall also be accompanied 
by copies of the articles of association 
or agreement establishing the organiza¬ 
tion, bylaws, and all other data relevant 
to the formation and operation of the 
association, and should show all perti¬ 
nent dates. The organization should 
also support its request by furnishing 
copies of applicable local law relating to 
its status, copies of contracts of employ¬ 
ment with its associates, and a brief of 
its position on its status for taxation 
and its relationship with its associates. 

(vii) Requests for determination let¬ 
ters with respect to matters authorized 
by subparagraph (1 > (1) of this para¬ 
graph and the necessary supporting 
data, are to be addressed to the district 
director specified in this subdivision: 

(a) A single employer will address his 
request to the district director for the 
district in which its principal place of 
business is located. 

(b) If a parent company and its sub¬ 
sidiaries have a single plan, the request 
will be addressed to the district director 
for the district in which the principal 
place of business of the parent company 
is located, whether separate or con¬ 
solidated returns are filed. 

(c> If the plan is established or pro¬ 
posed for ap Industry by all subscribing 
employers, whose principal places of 
business are located within the Jurisdic¬ 
tion of more than one district director, 
the request will be addressed to the dis¬ 
trict director for the district in which is 
located the principal place of business of 
the trustee, or if more than one trustee, 
the usual meeting place of the trustees. 

(d> In the case of a pooled fund 
arrangement (individual trusts under 
separate plans pooling their funds for 
investment purposes through a master 
trust), the request on behalf of the 
master trust will be addressed to the 
district director for the district where 
the principal place of business of such 
trust Is located. Requests on behalf of 
the participating trusts and related plans 
will be addressed as otherwise provided 
in (a) through (c) of this subdivision. 

(<*) In the case of a plan of multiple 
employers not othenvise provided for in 
ta) through (/) of this subdivision, the 
request will be addressed to the district 
director for the district in which is 
located the principal place of business of 
the trustee, or if not trusteed, or if more 
than one trustee, the principal or usual 
meeting place of the trustees or plan 
supervisors. 

(/> If the plan is with respect to an 
organization of the type described in 
subdivision (vi) of this subparagraph, 
the association will address its request to 
the district director with whom it is re¬ 
quired to file its tax returns. 

(3) Prohibited transactions. (i) Sec¬ 
tion 503 of the Code denies exemption 


to certain organizations which engage ta 
transactions of the type described fo 
such section. The National Office my 
issue a ruling as to whether a tnu iuu I 
entered into, or proposes to enter into, a 
prohibited transaction, but, except ^ 
provided in subdivision (ii) of th:s 
paragraph, a ruling will not be 'wu«i 
where the determination Is primarily one 
of fact, eg., market value of property, 
reasonableness of compensation etc I 
Also, no rulings or determination letter* I 
will be issued with respect to such tram- I 
actions as sales and leasebacks, girts and I 
leasebacks, and other rental transactions I 
of real or personal property directly or I 
indirectly with the creator, or a related 
or controlled interest. 

(11) Where the adequacy of the I 
security of a loan Is involved, n ruling 
may be issued, but only if there is a clear 
indication of value which can be estab¬ 
lished by reference to recognized sources 
without requiring physical valuation or 
appraisal. The following arc examples 
of transactions where the adequacy of 
security can be established by re it rente I 
to recognized sources: 

(a) A surety bond Issued by a >co<g- I 
nized surety company doing i surety 1 
bond business under applicable State I 
law; 

(b> An assignment of an insurance 1 
contract having a cash surrender value I 
sufficient to cover the loan, interest, and I 
possible costs of collection ;

(d) Collateral represented by cruri- I 
tics listed on a recognized exchange of I 
an aggregate value equal to twice the 1 
amount of the loan. 

Such rulings may be Issued only with I 
respect to proposed transaction/ and I 
with respect to completed transaction* I 
where the return for the first year for I 
which the transaction is effective hm. net I 
been filed or the filing date h?' not I 
passed. This subparagraph doc- not I 
preclude the National Office from rulinf I 
as to whether a transaction is within the I 
purview of section 503 (c), (h), or l' « I 
the Code. 

(ill) If, upon examination of the I 
turn or returns of a trust, or from other I 
sources, a district director is »i the I 
opinion that a trust has entered into * I 
prohibited transaction, the trust will ** I 
advised in writing that it is prepaid to I 
revoke Its exemption, and the reasonsjfor I 
such proposed action. The district office I 
will also advise the trust of Its rights to I 
protest the proposed action by submitting I 
a statement of the facts, law, and argu¬ 
ments in support of Its continued • xemp- I 
tlon, and of its rights to a conference in I 
the district office. 

(iv) If the trust agrees with the pt^ I

filed, the district director will advise U* I 
organization in writing of the rv* -< aUa I 
of the exempt status. 

(v) If, after considering the hffor®*' I 
tion submitted by the trust, both In * ‘ I 
ing and in conference, the district on* I 
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Is still of the opinion that the exemption 
should be revoked, and the trust docs not 
agree, the findings of the district office 
will be forwarded to the National Office 
fo: consideration prior to further action. 
Such reference to the National Office will 
be considered a request for technical ad¬ 
vice and the procedures in paragraph 
(b><5) of 5 601.105 will be followed. 

<vi) If it Is concluded that a prohib¬ 
ited transaction was entered into for the 
purpose of diverting corpus or income 
from its exempt purpose and if the trans¬ 
action Involved a substantial part of the 
corpus or Income of the trust, its exemp¬ 
tion Is revoked, effective as of the begin¬ 
ning of the taxable year during which 
the prohibited transaction was com¬ 
menced. No notification to the trust of 
the loss of Its exemption Is required 
under these circumstances. In all other 
cases, however, its exemption Is revoked, 
effective as of the beginning of the first 
taxable year after the date of the revo¬ 
cation letter. Under these circum¬ 
stances, a revocation letter Is sent by 
registered or certified mail to the last 
known address of the organization. 

<vii> The trust will usually be per¬ 
mitted to submit Its brief and to be heard 
in conference before final action Is 
taken. However, the Service may. at Its 
dUcretlon, issue the revocation letter 
prior to the receipt of the brief or prior 
to granting a conference. If It Is later 
determined that the revocation was in 
error. It will be rescinded as of the date 
It was issued. 

(vUi) A trust which is denied exemp¬ 
tion under section 503 of the Code may 
file r» new claim for exemption in any 
taxable year following the taxable year 
in which the notice of denial was issued. 
Bat it rnny not be granted a new exemp¬ 
tion before the beginning of the fits! 
taxable year following the year in which 
Its new claim is filed. Thus, If a revoca¬ 
tion notice is issued In 1961, the trust 
may not file a new claim for exemption 
until 1963, and the new exemption may 
not be granted for a taxable year prior 
to 1963. If the trust does not file a new 
«bum until 1963. the new exemption may 
not be granted for a year prior to 1964. 

( lx) District directors have the au¬ 
thority to determine that a trust will not 
knowingly again engage in a prohibited 
transaction and that the trust also satis¬ 
fies all other requirements under section 
401 a) of the Code, and to notify such 
trust of the reestablishment of its 
exemption.

<U> Where issues arise in a district 
director’s office with respect to matters 
within the contemplation of subpara¬ 
graph a Mi) of this paragraph, and the 
district office docs not request technical 
advice from the National Office, the or¬ 
ganization may notify the district direc¬ 
tor that it intends to request National 
Office consideration. The notice will 
consist of a copy of the request which 
the organization intends to file with 
the National Office. See subdivision (iv) 
of this subparagraph. Should the dis¬ 
trict director make an adverse determi¬ 
nation, or should no action be taken 
within 30 days after the notice is filed 
with the district director, the request 
may be filed with the National Office. 

(ill) Requests for National Office 
consideration will be entertained upon a 
dear showing— 

(а) That the position of the district 
office is contrary to the law or regula¬ 
tions on the points at issue; 

ib) That the position of the district 
office is contrary to the position of the 
Service as set forth in a Revenue Ruling 
currently In effect;

<e> Date of filing a copy of this re¬ 
quest with the district director and the 
date and symbols of determination let¬ 
ter. if any; 

(/> A concise statement of the issues 
without presentation of the facts or ar¬ 
gumentation (e.g., whether a limitation 
may be imposed on employer contribu¬ 
tions used to provide benefits for stock¬ 
holder-employees) ; 

Grounds for requesting National 
Office consideration, e.g.. action of the 
district office contrary io law or regula¬ 
tions (cite sections Involved). contrary to 
published precedent (cite), conflict be¬ 


tween districts or in same district (give 
name and district of case in conflict), 
unique or novel facts (describe briefiy); 

(A) Whether the applicable informa¬ 
tion required by subparagraph «2) of 
this paragraph has been filed with the 
district director; 

(I) Whether a conference is desired in 
the National Office. 

(v> Upon receipt of the request In the 
National Office, a determination will be 
made as to whether the case Is to be con¬ 
sidered at the National Office, and the 
taxpayer will be advised as to this de¬ 
termination. If the National Office de¬ 
termines that it will consider the case, 
the file will be called In from the dis¬ 
trict office and the taxpayer will be 
afforded an opportunity to furnish a 
statement on the points at issue and to 
a conference in Washington, if such a 
conference was requested. Copies of ail 
written submissions are to be furnished 
the district director. The district di¬ 
rector will have an opportunity to make 
such comments to the National Office as 
he deems appropriate. After full con¬ 
sideration of the entire file, including 
any conference discussion, the National 
Office will notify the taxpayer of its de¬ 
termination, and the case file will be 
returned to the district office for ap¬ 
propriate disposition In accordance with 
the National Office determination. Tlie 
procedures in paragraphs (a) through 
cm) of this section will control to the 
extent they are not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this subparagraph. 

(vi> Should a district director deter¬ 
mine that an organization of the type 
described in subparagraph (2)(vi) of 
this paragraph is not an association tax¬ 
able as a corporation or that the proper 
employer-employee relationship does not 
exist between the organization and Us 
associates, the district director will so 
advise the organization. Inasmuch as the 
primary issue here is not the qualifica¬ 
tion of the plan under section 401(a) of 
the Code, the appeals procedures of sub¬ 
division (ii> through (v) of this subpara¬ 
graph are not applicable. 

( 5 ) Review of determination letters . 
All determination letters issued by dis¬ 
trict directors under the procedures In 
this paragraph are subject to post re¬ 
view in the National Office under the 
Jurisdiction of the Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner (Technical). If. during the course 
of review, a determination letter does 
not appear to conform to the interpreta¬ 
tions and policies of the Service, the dis¬ 
trict director will be advised of the ex¬ 
ceptions noted. If the taxpayer protests 
the exceptions taken by the National Of¬ 
fice. the matter will be returned to the 
National Office. The determination letter 
and the protest will be treated as a re¬ 
quest for technical advice. The proced¬ 
ures in paragraph (b)(5) of J 601.105 
will be followed. 

(6) Oral advice to taxpayers, (i) In 
conformity with the general principle 
announced In paragraph ck) of this sec¬ 
tion, district officials will not ordinarily 
confer with taxpayers or their represent¬ 
atives on matters regarding the forma¬ 
tion or qualification of pension or similar 
plans, or relAted matters, including 
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amendments or curtailments to approved 
plans, prior to the submission of a plan, 
amendment, or curtailment for a deter¬ 
mination. 

(ii> A district director may grant such 
a conference upon written request from 
a taxpayer or his representative, provided 
the request shows that a substantive 
plan, amendment, etc., has been devel¬ 
oped for submission to the Service, but 
that special problems or Issues are in¬ 
volved, and the district director con¬ 
cludes that such a conference would be 
warranted in the interest of facilitating 
review and determination w'hen the plan, 
etc.. Is formally submitted. 

(lii) The furnishing of advice or as¬ 
sistance. whether requested by personal 
appearance, telephone, or correspond¬ 
ence, except os otherwise provided in 
subdivision (ii) of this subparagraph, 
will be limited to general procedures, or 
will direct the inquirer to source mate¬ 
rial, such as pertinent Code provisions, 
regulations. Revenue Procedures, and 
Revenue Rulings which may aid the in¬ 
quirer in resolving his question or prob¬ 
lem. 

(7) Effect of pension trust determina¬ 
tion letters. Determination letters Is¬ 
sued pursuant to the provisions of tills 
paragraph have the effect, generally, of 
any other determination letter as pro¬ 
vided in paragraph (1) of this section. 
Determination letters issued under pro¬ 
visions of this paragraph contain only 
opinions as to the qualification of plans 
under section 401<a) of the Code and 
the status of related trusts under sec¬ 
tion 501(a). While favorable determina¬ 
tion letter may serve as a basis for deter¬ 
mining deductions for employer contri¬ 
butions thereunder, it is not to be taken 
as an indication that contributions are 
necessarily deductible as made. Such de¬ 
terminations can be made only upon an 
examination of the employer's tax re¬ 
turn. in accordance with the limitations 
and subject to the conditions of section 
404 of the Code. 

g 601.202 Closing agreement*. 

(a) General . (1) Under section 7121 
of the Code and the regulations and del¬ 
egations thereunder, the Commissioner, 
or any officer or employee of the Internal 
Revenue Service authorized in writing 
by the Commissioner, may enter into and 
approve a written agreement with a per¬ 
son relating to the liability of such per¬ 
son (or of the person or estate for whom 
he acts) in respect of any internal reve¬ 
nue tax for any taxable period. Such 
agreement, except upon a showing of 
fraud or malfeasance, or misrepresenta¬ 
tion of a material fact, shall be final and 
conclusive. 

(2) Closing agreements under section 
7121 of the Code may relate to any tax¬ 
able period ending prior or subsequent 
to the date of the agreement With re¬ 
spect to taxable periods ended prtor to 
the date of the agreement, the matter 
agreed upon may relate to the total tax 
liability of the taxpayer or it may relate 
to one or more separate items affecting 
the tax liability of the taxpayer. A clos¬ 
ing agreement may also be entered into 
in order to provide a “determination". 


as defined In section 1313 of the Code, 
and for the purpose of allowing a de¬ 
ficiency dividend deduction under sec¬ 
tion 547 df the Code. But see also sec¬ 
tions 547(c)(3) and 1313(a)(4) of the 
Code and the regulations thereunder as 
to other types of “determination” agree¬ 
ments. With respect to taxpble periods 
ending subsequent to the date of the 
agreement, the matter agreed upon may 
relate to one or more separate items af¬ 
fecting the tax liability of the taxpayer, 
A closing agreement with respect to any 
taxable period ending subsequent to the 
date of the agreement is subject to any 
change in or modification of the law 
enacted subsequent to the date of the 
agreement and applicable to such tax¬ 
able period, and each closing agreement 
shall so recite. Closing agreements may 
be entered into even though under the 
agreement the taxpayer is not liable for 
any tax for the period to which the 
agreement relates. There may be a 
series of agreements relating to the tax 
liability for a single period. A closing 
agreement may be entered into in any 
case in which there appears to be an 
advantage in having the case perma¬ 
nently and conclusively closed, or where 
good and sufficient reasons are shown by 
the taxpayer for desiring a closing agree¬ 
ment and It is determined by the Com¬ 
missioner or his representatives that the 
Government will sustain no disadvantage 
through consummation of such an 
agreement. 

<b> Use of prescribed forms. In cases 
in which It is proposed to close conclu¬ 
sively the total tax liability for a taxable 
period ending prior to the date of the 
agreement Form 866, Agreement as to 
Final Determination of Tax Liability, will 
be used. In cases in which agreement 
has been reached as to the disposition of 
one or more issues and a closing agree¬ 
ment is considered necessary to insure 
consistent treatment of such issues in any 
other taxable period Form 906, Closing 
Agreement as to Final Determination 
Covering Specific Matters, generally will 
be used. A request for a closing agree¬ 
ment which determines tax liability may 
be submitted at any time before the de¬ 
termination of such liability becomes a 
matter within the province of a court of 
competent Jurisdiction. The request 
should be submitted to the district di¬ 
rector of internal revenue with whom 
the return for the period involved was 
filed. However, if the matter to w'hich 
the request relates is pending before an 
office of the Appellate Division, the re¬ 
quest should be submitted to that office. 
A request for a closing agreement which 
relates only to a subsequent period should 
be submitted to the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, Washington, D.C. 
20224. 

(c) Approval (1) Closing agreements 
relating to alcohol, tobacco, and firearms 
taxes (other than the manufacturers ex¬ 
cise tax on firearms arising from appli¬ 
cation of sec s. 4181 and 4182 of the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Code of 1954) in respect 
of any prospective transactions or com¬ 
pleted transactions affecting returns to 
be filed may be entered into and approved

<a» General . il) The Commissioner 
may compromise, in accordance with 
the provisions of section 7122 of the 
Code, any civil or criminal case arising 
under the internal revenue laws prior to 
reference to the Department of Justice 
for prosecution or defense. Certain 
functions of the Commissioner with re¬ 
spect to compromise of civil cases in¬ 
volving liability under $100,000. and of 
certain specific penalties involving only 
the regulatory provisions of the Code 
and related statutes, have been delegated 
to district directors. In civil cases in¬ 
volving liability of $500 or over and in 
criminal cases the functions of the Gen¬ 
eral Counsel are performed by the Chief 
Counsel for the Internal Revenue Serv¬ 
ice. In certain cases these functions are 
performed In the National Office and in 
other cases by Regional Counsel. (Sec 
also paragraph (c) of this section.) 

(2) An offer in compromise of taxes. 
Interest, ad valorem penalties, or specific 
penalties may be based on either inability 
to pay or doubt as to liability. Offers in 
compromise arise usually when payments 
of assessed liabilities are demanded, ad 
valorem penalties for delinquency in fil¬ 
ing returns are assorted, or specific civil 
or criminal penalties are incurred by tax¬ 
payers. A criminal liability will not be 
compromised unless it involves only the 
regulatory provisions of the Internal 
Revenue Code and related statutes. 
However* if the violations involving the 
regulatory provisions are deliberate and 
with intent to defraud, the criminal lia¬ 
bilities wili not be compromised. 

‘b) Use of prescribed form . Offers In 
compromise are required to be submitted 
oil Forms 656 (Rev. 7-57), properly ex¬ 
ecuted, and accompanied by a financial 
statement on Form 433 (if based on 
Inability to pay). Form 656 is used in 
all cases regardless of whether the 
amount of the offer is tendered in full 
at the time the offer is filed or the 
amount of the offer is to be paid by 
deferred payment or payments. Copies 
of Form 656 may be obtained from dls- 
tnct directors. An offer in compromise 
should be filed with the district director 
charged with the duty of collecting the 
tax sought to be compromised. 
f <c Consideration of offer . (1) An of- 
icr in compromise is first considered by 
the district director with whom the offer 
ls filed. An examining officer, after in¬ 
stigation of the financial condition of 
the taxpayer, makes a written recom¬ 
mendation for acceptance or rejection of 
If the district director has 
over Processing of the 

offer he will: 

(l> Reject the offer, or 
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<ii) Accept the offer if it involves a 
civil liability under $500. or 

(iiii Accept the offer if it Involves a 
civil liability of $500 or more, but less 
than $100,000, or involves a specific pen¬ 
alty (Including in the case of narcotics, 
smoking opium, and marihuana taxes 
only those specific penalties which in¬ 
volve delinquency in registration or de¬ 
linquency In payment), and the Regional 
Counsel concurs in the acceptance of the 
offer, or 

(iv) Recommend to the National Of¬ 
fice the acceptance of the offer if it in¬ 
volves a civil liability of $100,000 or over. 

(2) <i> If the district director does 

not have Jurisdiction over the entire 
processing of the offer, the offer is trans¬ 
mitted to the appropriate Regional 
Counsel if the case is one in which: 

(а) Recommendations for prosecution 
are pendtng in the Office of the Chief 
Counsel, the Department of Justice, or 
in an office of a United States attorney, 
including cases In which criminal pro¬ 
ceedings have been instituted but not 
disposed of and related cases in which 
offers in compromise have been sub¬ 
mitted or are pending; 

(б) The taxpayer is in receivership or 
is involved in a proceeding under any 
provision of the Bankruptcy Act; 

(d The taxpayer is deceased (without 
regard to the class of tax involved): 

<d> A proposal is made to discharge 
property from the effect of a tax Ucn or 
liens; 

( e ) An Insolvent bonk Is Involved; 

(/> An assignment for the benefit of 
creditors is involved; 

(g) A liquidation proceeding is in¬ 
volved; or 

(h) Court proceedings arc pending, 
except Tax Court cases. 

(U) The Regional Counsel considers 
and processes offers submitted in cases 
described in subdivisions (a) through 
( h ) of subdivision (1) of this subpara¬ 
graph with the exception of offers sub¬ 
mitted in those cases being handled in 
the Office of the Chief Counsel in Wash¬ 
ington. Where a case described in 
(a) through (h) of subdivision (i) of 
this subparagraph is being handled In 
the Office of the Chief Counsel in Wash¬ 
ington. consideration and processing of 
the offer is accomplished in Washing¬ 
ton. D.C. 

(Ill) In those cases described In (a) 
of subdivision (1) of this subparagraph 
no investigation will be made unless spe¬ 
cifically requested by the office having 
Jurisdiction of the criminal case. 

(iv) In those cases described in (b) 
through ( h ) of subdivision (1) of this 
subparagraph the district director re¬ 
tains the duplicate copy of the offer and 
the financial statement for investigation. 
After investigation, the district director 
transmits to the appropriate regional 
counsel for consideration and processing 
his recommendation for acceptance or 
rejection of the offer together with the 
examining officer’s report of his investi¬ 
gation. # 

(v) An offer under the processing Ju¬ 
risdiction of the Regional Counsel which 
is considered acceptable is either referred 
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to the district director or to the Office 
of the Chief Counsel in Washington for 
approval, depending upon the amount of 
civil liability involved. 

(3) The district directors are author¬ 
ized to reject any offer in compromise 
referred for their consideration. Unac¬ 
ceptable offers considered by the Chief 
Counsel, regional counsel, or the Appel¬ 
late Division are also rejected by district 
directors. If an offer is not acceptable, 
the taxpayer Is promptly notified of the 
rejection of that offer. If an offer is re¬ 
jected. the sum submitted with the offer 
Is returned by the district director to the 
proponent, unless the taxpayer, in sub¬ 
mitting the offer, authorized the district 
director to retain the sum submitted 
with the offer. A selective post review* of 
offers rejected by a district director in¬ 
volving liabilities totaling $5,000 or more 
is made by each regional commissioner. 
A selected post review* of offers rejected 
by the Director of International Opera¬ 
tions involving liabilities totaling $5,000 
or more is made by the Audit Division of 
the National Office. 

<4) If an offer involving unpaid lia¬ 
bility of $100,000 or more Is considered 
acceptable by the office having jurisdic¬ 
tion over the offer, a recommendation 
for acceptance is forwarded to the Na¬ 
tional Office for review. If the recom¬ 
mendation for acceptance is approved, 
the offer is forwarded to the Office of the 
Chief Counsel for approval. After ap¬ 
proval by the Office of the Chief Counsel, 
it is forwarded to the Commissioner for 
acceptance. The taxpayer is notified of 
the acceptance of the offer in accord¬ 
ance with its terms. Acceptance of an 
offer in compromise of civli liabilities 
docs not remit criminal liabilities, nor 
does acceptance of an offer in compro¬ 
mise of criminal liabilities remit civil 
liabilities. 

(d) Conferences. Before filing a formal 
offer In compromise, a taxpayer may re¬ 
quest a conference in the office which 
would have jurisdiction of the offer filed 
by him for the purpose of exploring the 
possibilities of compromising the unpaid 
tax liability. A conference may also be 
requested by the taxpayer In the office 
which has jurisdiction of the offer filed 
by him after all investigations have been 
made for the purpose of determining the 
amount which may be accepted as a com¬ 
promise. If the offer Is one with respect 
to which the district director has process¬ 
ing Jurisdiction and the proponent does 
not agree with the rejection or proposed 
rejection, and neither the examining of¬ 
ficer nor the conferee of the district di¬ 
rector’s office lias been able to convince 
the proponent of the correctness of the 
conclusion reachc \ the proponent wili 
be apprised of his privilege of submitting 
a request in writing, accompanied by a 
protest, for a district conference. If the 
controversial issues cannot be resolved 
at the district conference level, the tax¬ 
payer may appeal the case to the appro¬ 
priate appellate branch office for a con¬ 
ference provided the required protest has 
been filed. The procedure outlined in the 
preceding sentence will not be foilo*vcd 
If the offer relates to a tax over which 
the Appellate Division has no authority 
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isee paragraph (a)(3) of 5 601.106). 
Taxpayers and their representatives are 
required to fulfill and comply with the 
applicable conference and practice re¬ 
quirements. See Sub part E of this part. 

§ 601.201 Change* in ncrotinfinf; pe¬ 
riod? nn<l in method* of accounting* 

<a> Accounting periods. A taxpayer 
who changes his accounting period shall, 
before using the new period for income 
tax purposes, comply with the provisions 
of the income tax regulations relating to 
changes in accounting periods. In cases 
where the regulations require the tax¬ 
payer to secure the consent of the Com¬ 
missioner to the change, the application 
for permission to change the accounting 
period shall be made on Form 1128 and 
shall be submitted to the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue. Washington. D.C. 
20224. within the period of time pre¬ 
scribed in such regulations. See section 
442 and the regulations thereunder 
(under the 1939 Code, § 39.46-1 of Regu¬ 
lations 118) <26 CFR Rev. 1953. Parts 
1-79. 39.46-1). If the change is approved 
by the Commissioner, the taxpayer shall 
thereafter make his returns and compute 
his net income upon the basis of the new 
accounting period. A request for permis¬ 
sion to change the accounting period will 
be considered by the Income Tax Divi¬ 
sion. 

(b) Methods of accounting. A tax¬ 
payer who changes the method of ac¬ 
counting employed in keeping his books 
shall, before computing his income upon 
such method for purposes of Income tax¬ 
ation, comply with the provisions of the 
income tax regulations relating to 
changes in accounting methods. The reg¬ 
ulations require that, in the ordinary 
case, the taxpayer secure the consent of 
the Commissioner to the change. See sec¬ 
tion 446 of the Code and the regulations 
thereunder. Application for permission 
to change the method of accounting em¬ 
ployed shall be made on Form 3115 and 
shall be submitted to the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, Washington. D.C. 
20224, within 90 days after the beginning 
of the taxable year in which it is desired 
to make the change. Permission to 
change the method of accounting will not 
be granted unless the taxpayer and the 
Commissioner agree to the terms and 
conditions under which the change will 
be effected. The request will be con¬ 
sidered by the Income Tax Division. 

<c> Verification of changes. Written 
permission to a taxpayer by the National 
Office consenting to a change in his an¬ 
nual accounting period or to a change in 
his accounting method is a “ruling.*' 
Therefore, in the examination of returns 
involving changes of annual accounting 
periods and methods of accounting, dis¬ 
trict directors must determine whether 
the representations upon which the per¬ 
mission was granted reflect an accurate 
statement of the material facts, and 
whether the agreed terms, conditions, 
and adjustments have been substantially 
carried out as proposed. 

§ 601.203 Tort claim*. 

Claims for property loss or damage, 
personal injury, or death caused by the 


negligent or wrongful act or omission of 
any employee of the Service, acting with¬ 
in the scope of his office or employment, 
filed under the Federal Tort Claims Act. 
as amended, must be prepared and filed 
in accordance with Treasury Department 
regulations entitled “Central Office Pro¬ 
cedures** and “Claims Regulations" <31 
CFR Parts 1 and 3). Such regulations 
contain the procedural and substantive 
requirements relative to such claims, and 
set forth the manner In which they are 
handled. The claims should be filed with 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
Washington. D.C, 20224. and must be 
filed within 2 years after the accident or 
Incident occurred.

Distilled Spirits, Wines, and Beer 

§601.30! Imposition of Ihxm, quali¬ 
fication requirement*, and regula¬ 
tion*. 

(a) Imposition of taxes . Subchapter 
A of Chapter 51 of the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954 imposes taxes on distilled 
spirits (including alcohol), wine, and 
beer. Except as specifically provided. ad¬ 
ditional taxes arc Imposed when distilled 
spirits and wine are rectified by blending, 
compounding, etc. Subchapter A of 
chapter 51 of the Code also imposes taxes 
on stills and condensers used to produce 
spirits. Occupational taxes are imposed 
upon still manufacturers, brewers, rec¬ 
tifiers. dealers in liquors, and as a pre¬ 
requisite for drawback under section 5134 
of the Code, upon manufacturers of non¬ 
beverage products. 

fb) Qualification requirements. Dis¬ 
tillers, winemakers, brewers, warehouse¬ 
men, rectifiers, bottlers, liquor bottle 
manufacturers, dealers in specially de¬ 
natured alcohol, users of tax-free and 
specially denatured alcohol, and whole¬ 
salers and Importers of liquors, arc re¬ 
quired to qualify with the Internal Reve¬ 
nue Service, usually by filing notice or 
application and bond with, and procuring 
permit from, the assistant regional com¬ 
missioner (alcohol and tobacco tax) of 
the region in which operations are to be 
conducted. Detailed information re¬ 
specting such qualification, including the 
forms to be used and the procedure to 
be followed, is contained in the respec¬ 
tive regulations described in paragraph 
(c) of this section. 

(c) Regulations. The procedural re¬ 
quirements with respect to matters re¬ 
lating to distilled spirits, wines, and beer 
which are within the Jurisdiction of the 
Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Division are 
published in the regulations described in 
this paragraph. These regulations con¬ 
tain full information as to the general 
course and method by which the func¬ 
tions concerning liquors are channeled 
and determined, including the nature 
and requirements of formal and informal 
procedures, the forms, records, reports, 
and other documents required, and the 
contents of applications, notices, regis¬ 
trations. permits, bonds, and other doc¬ 


uments. Supplies of prescribed forms 
may be obtained from the office of assist¬ 
ant regional commissioners (alcohol and 
tobacco tax), except that Forms 52 a, 
52-B. 122, 133. 338, 2051, 2056-2060, 2621, 
and 2637 must be provided by the user/ at 
their own expense. Users and com¬ 
mercial printers may procure specimen 
copies of such forms from such office.; 
The following is a brief description of 
the several regulations arranged accord¬ 
ing to the principal subjects and opera¬ 
tions concerned: 

(1) Establishment and operation of 
distilled spirits plants. Part 201 of lids 
chapter contains the regulations rdatir 5 
to the location, qualification, oonstri - 
tion. arrangement, equipment, and op¬ 
erations (Including activities incitf t 
thereto) of distilled spirits plants for 
the production and/or warehousing In¬ 
cluding denaturatlon). rectification, and 
bottling (including bottling in bond * of 
distilled spirits. 

(2) Miscellaneous Uquor transact, 
Part 170 of this chapter contains mho - 
Laneous regulations relative to: 

(1) Restamping of packages of dis¬ 
tilled spirits by persona other than pro¬ 
prietors of distilled spirits plants; 

(ii) Refunds of tax and duty paid n 
distilled spirits, wine, rectified prod n 
and beer lost as a result of floods, hurii- 
c&ncs. or other disasters; 

(ill) Application of section 6423, In¬ 
ternal Revenue Code of 1954. as 
amended, to refund or credit of tax on 
distilled spirits, wines, and beer; 

<lv) Regulations in effect on June 30. 
1959, which were prescribed on July 1, 
1959. as interim regulations; 

(v) Manufacture and sale of certain 
compounds, preparations, and products 
containing alcohol; and 

(vi) Temporary regulations respect 
the filing of deferred payment tax re¬ 
turns by proprietors of distilled spirits

Part 173 
of this chapter contains the regulations 
relative to the returns and records of the 
disposition of articles from which dis¬ 
tilled spirits may be recovered, of sub¬ 
stances of the character used in the 
manufacture of distilled spirits, ami .?f 
containers of the character used for the 
packaging of distilled spirits. 

(4) Manufacture and use of contain r 
of distilled spirits. Part 175 of tfm 
chapter contains the regulations relat i 
to the traffic in containers of distill* \ 
spirits of a capacity of not more thm 
wine gallons. The regulations cover th; 
manufacture, sale, and use of liquor b 1 
tics for packaging distilled spirits fer 
other than industrial use; use of liquor 
bottles for purposes other than par): 1 - 
ing distilled spirits: labeling of distil! 1 
spirits: permits and revocation proof 1 - 
ings; imports and exports of liquor b t- 
tlcs; records, reports, and inventories of 
liquor bottles; reuse or refilling of Uquor 
bottles (see also Part 194 of this chap¬ 
ter) ; and the purchase, sale, and poss* * 
sion of refilled or used liquor bottles. 
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(5) Gauging of distilled spirits . Part 
186 of this chapter contains the regu¬ 
lations that prescribe the gauging In- 
ssruments, and methods or techniques 
to be used in measuring distilled spirits 
{including denatured spirits). Tables 
are provided for use in making the 
i ecessary computation from gauge data. 

(6) Stills and condensers . Part 196 
of this chapter contains the regulations 
relative to the manufacture, taxpay- 
rnent. removal, use. and registration of 
stills and condensers, and the exporta¬ 
tion or transfer to foreign-trade zones 
of stills and condensers with benefit of 
drawback of internal revenue tax or 
without payment of tax. 

(7) Rules of practice in permit pro¬ 
ceedings. Part 200 of this chapter con¬ 
tains the rules governing the procedure 
and practice in connection with the dis¬ 
approval of applications for basic per¬ 
mits, and for the Issuance of citations 
for the suspension, revocation and an¬ 
nulment of such permits under sections 
3 and 4 of the Federal Alcohol Adminis¬ 
tration Act (27 U.8.C. 201 et seq.), and 
disapproval, suspension, revocation of 
container, industrial use. operating, 
withdrawal, and tobacco permits under 
the Code. Such rules also govern, in¬ 
sofar as applicable, any adversary pro¬ 
ceeding involving adjudication required 
by statute to be determined on the rec¬ 
ord, after opportunity for hearing, under 
laws administered by the Alcohol and 
Tobacco Tax Division. 

(8) Basic permit requirements under 
the Federal Alcohol Administration Act. 
Regulations No. 1 (27 CFR Part 1). 1s- 

ued pursuant to the Federal Alcohol 
Administration Act, as amended, contain 
the requirements relative to the Issuance 
under that Act of basic permits to pro¬ 
ducers, rectifiers, blenders, bottlers. 

arehousemcn. importers, and whole¬ 
salers of distilled spirits, wine, or beer, 
and the amendment, duration, revoca¬ 
tion, suspension, or annulment of such 
permits. 

•9) Bulk sales and bottling of distilled 
spirits . Regulations No. 3 (27 CPR Part 
3>, issued under the Federal Alcohol Ad¬ 
ministration Act. as amended, contain 
the requirements relative to bulk sales 
and bottling of distilled spirits under the 
Federal Alcohol Administration Act, In¬ 
cluding the terms of warehouse receipts 
for distilled spirits in bulk. 

(10) Labeling and advertising of dis¬ 
tilled spirits . Regulations No. 5 (27 CFR 
Part 5), issued under the Federal Alcohol 
Administration Act, as amended, contain 
the requirements relative to the label¬ 
ing and advertising of distilled spirits 
under the Federal Alcohol Administra¬ 
tion Act. including standards of Identity 
for distilled spirits, standards of All for 
bottles of distilled spirits, withdrawal 
of bottled imported distilled spirits from 
customs custody, and the Issuance of 
certificates of label approval and certifi¬ 
cates of exemption from label approval. 

(11) Credit period to be extended to 
retailers of alco holic beverages. Regu¬ 
lations No. 8 (27 CFR Part 8) Issued un¬ 
der the Federal Alcohol Administration 
Act, as amended, contain the require¬ 
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ments relative to the credit period which 
may be extended by vendors to retailers 
of alcoholic beverages. 

(12) Production and removal of wine. 
Part 240 of this chapter contains the 
regulations relative to the establishment 
and operation of bonded wine cellars, in¬ 
cluding bonded wineries, for the pro-* 
duct ion, cellar treatment, and storage of 
wines, including amelioration, sweeten¬ 
ing, addition of volatile fruit-flavor con¬ 
centrates. addition of wine spirits (In¬ 
cluding distillates containing aldehydes), 
blending, and other cellar treatment; re¬ 
movals; taxpayment; return of unmer¬ 
chantable tax pa id wine; use of wine for 
distilling material and manufacture of 
vinegar; and record and report require¬ 
ments. 

(13) Bottling or packaging of taxpaid 
wine. Part 231 of this chapter contains 
the regulations relative to the establish¬ 
ment. qualification, and operations of 
taxpaid wine bottling houses on premises 
other than those of a plant operated 
under Part 201 of this chapter, and to 
the bottling and packaging of taxpaid 
United States and foreign wines at such 
premises. 

(14) Nonlndustrial use of distilled 
spirits and wine. Regulations No. 2 (27 
CFR Part 2), Issued under the Federal 
Alcohol Administration Act. as amended, 
specify what uses of distilled spirits and 
wine are considered *'nonlndustrial’*, as 
that term is used in section 17 of the 
Federal Alcohol Administration Act 

(15) Labeling and advertising of wine. 
Regulations No. 4 (27 CFR Part 4), is¬ 
sued under the Federal Alcohol Admin¬ 
istration Act, as amended contain the 
requirements relative to the labeling and 
advertising of wine under the Federal 
Alcohol Administration Act, Including 
standards of Identity for wine, standards 
of fill for containers of wine, the with¬ 
drawal of Imported wine from customs 
custody, and the issuance of certificates 
of label approval and certificates of ex¬ 
emption from label approval. 

(16) Establishment and operations of 
breweries. Part 245 of this chapter con¬ 
tains the regulations relating to the pro¬ 
duction (including concentration and re¬ 
constitution Incident thereto) and re¬ 
moval of beer and cereal beverages. The 
regulations cover the location, construc¬ 
tion, equipment, and operations of brew¬ 
eries; and the qualification of such estab¬ 
lishments, including the ownership, con¬ 
trol. and management thereof. 

(17) Labeling and advertising of malt 
beverages. Regulations No. 7 (27 CFR 
Part 7), issued under the Federal Alcohol 
Administration Act, as amended, contain 
the requirements relative to the labeling 
and advertising of malt beverages <becr) 
under the Federal Alcohol Administra¬ 
tion Act, including withdrawal of im¬ 
ported malt beverages from customs cus¬ 
tody. and the Issuance of certificates 
of label approval. 

(18) Liquor dealers. Part 194 of this 
chapter contains the regulations relative 
to the special (occupational) taxes im¬ 
posed on wholesale and retail dealers in 
liquors, wholesale and retail dealers in 
beer, and limited retail dealers; restric- 
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tlons on purchases of distilled spirits; 
reuse or refilling of liquor bottles (see 
also Part 175 of this chapter); sale or 
possession of refilled or used liquor bot¬ 
tles; repackaging of alcohol for Indus¬ 
trial use; recordkeeping and reporting 
requirements; and provisions relating to 
entry of premises and inspection of rec¬ 
ords by internal revenue officers. 

(19) Production of vinegar by the 
vaporizing process. Part 195 of this 
chapter contains the regulations relating 
to the production of vinegar by the 
vaporizing process (fermentation and 
distillation of alcoholic liquid). The reg¬ 
ulations cover the location, construction, 
equipment, qualification, and operation 
of vinegar plants. 

(20) Drawback of tax on spirits used 
in nonbeverage products. Part 197 of 
this chapter contains the regulations 
which relate to obtaining drawback of 
internal revenue tax on distilled spirits 
used in the manufacture or production 
of medicines, medicinal preparations, 
food products, flavors, or flavoring ex¬ 
tracts, which are unfit for beverage 
purposes. 

(21) Production of volatile fruit- 
flavor concentrates. Part 198 of this 
chapter contains the regulations relating 
to the manufacture, removal, sale, stor¬ 
age, transfer In bond, transportation, 
recordkeeping and reporting require¬ 
ments, and use of volatile fruit-flavor 
concentrates. It includes provisions re¬ 
garding the location, qualification, use. 
and operations of concentrate plants. 

(22) Inducements furnished to 
retailers. Regulations No. 6 (27 CFR 
Part 0). Issued under the Federal Alcohol 
Administration Act, as amended, contain 
the requirements relative to the furnish¬ 
ing. giving, renting, lending, or selling 
of equipment, fixtures, signs, supplies, 
money, services, or other things of value 
to retailers of distilled spirits, wine, and 
malt beverages, by other members of the 
liquor industry (principally vendors), In¬ 
cluding the furnishing of samples and 
advertising cuts. 

(23) Distribution and use of denatured 
spirits. Part 211 of this chapter con¬ 
tains the regulations relating to the 
procurement, use. disposition, and 
recovery of denatured alcohol, specially 
denatured rum. and articles containing 
denatured spirits; and includes require¬ 
ments in respect to industrial use and 
withdrawal permits; and the packaging, 
labeling, sale, rebottllng, and reprocess¬ 
ing of articles containing specially de¬ 
natured spirits. 

(24) Formulas for denatured spirits. 
Part 212 of this chapter contains the 
regulations relating to the formulation 
of completely denatured alcohol, spe¬ 
cially denatured alcohol, and specially 
denatured rum; to the uses of specially 
denatured spirits; and to the specifica¬ 
tions for denaturants. The procedural 
requirements relative to the production 
of denatured alcohol and specially de¬ 
natured rum are prescribed in Part 201 
of this chapter, and those relative to the 
distribution and use of denatured alcohol 
and specially denatured rum are pre¬ 
scribed in Part 211 of this chapter. 
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(25) Distribution and use of tax-free 
spirits. Part 213 of this chapter contains 
the regulations relating to tax-free 
alcohol and covers the procurement, stor¬ 
age. use, and recovery of such alcohol; 
and Includes requirements In respect to 
Industrial use and withdrawal permits, 

(26) Liquors and articles from Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands. Part 250 
of this chapter contains the regulations 
relating to the production, bonded ware¬ 
housing, and withdrawal of distilled 
spirits, and denatured spirits, and the 
manufacture of articles In Puerto Rico 
and the Virgin Islands to be brought Into 
the United States free of tax and the 
collection of Internal revenue taxes on 
taxable alcoholic products coming into 
the United States from Puerto Rico and 
the Virgin Islands. 

(27) Importation of liquors. Part 251 
of this chapter contains the substantive 
and procedural requirements relative to 
the importation of distilled spirits, wines, 
and beer into the United States from 
foreign countries including special (oc¬ 
cupational) and commodity taxes, per¬ 
mits. marking, branding, and labeling, 
and stamping of containers and 
packages. 

(28) Exportation of liquors. Part 252 
of this chapter contains the regulations 
relating to exportation including, where 
applicable, lading for use on vessels and 
aircraft, transfer to a foreign-trade zone, 
or transfer to a manufacturing bonded 
warehouse. Class 6. of distilled spirits 
(Including specially denatured spirits), 
beer (including beer concentrate), and 
wine, whether without payment of tax, 
free of tax, or with benefit of drawback. 
It includes requirements with respect to 
removal, shipment, lading, deposit, evi¬ 
dence of exportation, losses, claims, and 
bonds. 

ft 601.302 Tax**. 

(a) Collection. Taxes on distilled spir¬ 
its, wines, beer, and rectified products 
are paid by returns. If the person respon¬ 
sible for paying the tax has filed a proper 
bond with the assistant regional com¬ 
missioner (alcohol and tobacco tax), he 
may file semimonthly returns, with 
proper remittances, to cover the taxes 
Incurred on distilled spirits, wines, beer, 
and rectified products during such semi¬ 
monthly period. If tlve taxpayer is not 
qualified to defer taxpayment. or has 
been placed on a prepayment basis by 
the assistant regional commissioner, he 
must prepay the tax on the distilled 
spirits, wines, beer, or rectified prod¬ 
ucts. Distilled spirits and rectification 
tax returns are filed with an officer 
designated by the assistant regional 
commissioner (alcohol and tobacco tax), 
or with the district director when so 
directed by the assistant regional com¬ 
missioner. except that where a remit¬ 
tance is in cash the return must be filed 
with the district director. Returns of 
tax on beer and wine are filed with the 
district director in all cases. The forms 
for filing these tax returns ore furnished 
to industry members by the assistant 
regional commissioner (alcohol and to¬ 
bacco tax). Special tax stamps are 
issued to denote the payment of special 
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(occupational) taxes by liquor dealers, 
brewers, rectifiers, still manufacturers, 
and manufacturers of nonbeverage 
products; such stamps are required to 
be posted in the taxpayer's place of 
business as evidence of taxpayment. 
Special tax stamps are also issued to 
denote payment of the commodity tax 
on stills and condensers, and are re¬ 
quired to be cancelled and secured to 
the article or furnished to the user of the 
apparatus for retention at the premises 
where such apparatus Is set up. available 
for inspection by internal revenue offi¬ 
cers. Detailed information respecting the 
payment of tax on liquors and the pay¬ 
ment of occupational and commodity 
taxes, including the forms to be used and 
the procedure to be followed, Is contained 
In the respective regulations described in 
I 601.301(c). 

(b) Assessment. If additional or de¬ 
linquent tax liability is disclosed by an 
investigation, or by an examination of 
records, of a qualified plant or permit¬ 
tee, a notice (except where delay may 
jeopardize collection of the tax. or where 
the amount involved Is nominal or the 
result of an evident mathematical error) 
is sent to the taxpayer advising him of 
the basis and amount of the liability 
and affording him an opportunity to 
submit a protest, with supporting facts, 
or to request a conference. 

§601.303 Claim*. 

(a) Claims for remission. When dis¬ 
tilled spirits (including distilling mate¬ 
rial and denatured spirits) or beer on 
which the tax has not been paid or deter¬ 
mined is lost, and the person liable for 
payment of the tax thereon desires to be 
relieved from such liability, he may file 
claim on Form 2635 for remission of tax 
on the quantity that was lost. The as¬ 
sistant regional commissioner may. in 
any event, require such a claim to be 
filed, and will require it if circumstances 
indicate that the loss was caused by theft 
or. in the case of distilled spirits (includ¬ 
ing distilling material), unauthorized 
voluntary destruction. On receipt of a 
claim the assistant regional commis¬ 
sioner makes a factual determination, 
and notifies the claimant of allowance 
or rejection of his claim. If the claim 
is rejected, and circumstances so war¬ 
rant, the assistant regional commis¬ 
sioner will take appropriate steps to 
collect the tax. 

(b) Claims for abatejnent. When the 
tax on distilled spirits, wines, beer, or 
the rectification tax is assessed and the 
taxpayer thinks that the tax Is not due 
under the law. he may file a claim for 
abatement of the tax on Form 843 with 
the district director of internal revenue 
or. where required by regulations, with 
the assistant regional commissioner (al¬ 
cohol and tobacco tax). Forms 843 may 
be procured from the district director 
or the assistant regional commissioner. 
The district director forwards the claim 
to the assistant regional commissioner 
(alcohol and tobacco tax) for consider¬ 
ation. and the district director may call 
upon the taxpayer to file a bond in dou¬ 
ble the amount of the tax In order to in¬ 
sure collection of the tax if the claim is 


rejected. When the claim is acted upon, 
both the taxpayer and the district di¬ 
rector arc notified of the allowance or 
rejection of the claim. If the claim is re¬ 
jected. the district director will proce d 
to collect the tax. 

(c) Claims for refund —(1) Taxes 7- 
legally, erroneously, or excessively c - 
lected. A claim on Form 843 tor refui d 
of taxes illegally, erroneously, or ex¬ 
cessively collected may be filed by a tx 
payer with the district director of in¬ 
ternal revenue to whom the tax was pa;d 
Such claim must be filed within thne 
years (two years under certain circim - 
stances) after the date of payment of 
the tax. The district director forwa > 
the claim to the assistant regional com¬ 
missioner (alcohol and tobacco tax' (or 
consideration. If the claim is rejected, 
the taxpayer is notified of the rejection 
by registered or certified mail, and he 
may then bring suit in the United States 
District Court or the Court of Claims for 
recovery of the tax. Such suits must be 
filed generally within two years from 
the date of mailing of the rejection no¬ 
tice. If the claim is allowed, an appro¬ 
priate notice of allowance with a check 
for the amount of the refund and alien ¬ 
able Interest is forwarded to the tax¬ 
payer; however. If there are other unpaid 
taxes outstanding against the taxpeu r, 
the overpayment may be applied to the 
outstanding taxes and the balance, if 
any, refunded. 

(2) Taxes on liquors lost, destroyed, 
returned to bond, or taken as sam; i 
by the United States. A taxpayer may 
subject to the conditions in the ippr<>» 
prlate regulations, file claim on For ; 
843 with the assistant regional eo 
mlssioner (alcohol and tobacco tax* fir 
refund of tax paid on (!) spirit* re¬ 
turned to bonded premises, lost in rec i- 
ficatlon or bottling operations, lost y 
accident or disaster, or taken as sump 
by the United States, or (U) wine re¬ 
turned to bond os unmerchantable or 
lost by disaster, or Oil) beer removed 
from the market, or lost by disaster. If 
the claim is allowed, a notice of allow- 
ancc with a check for the amount cf 
the refund is forwarded to the claim* 
ant; except, that where there are a: y 
unpaid taxes outstanding against the 
claimant, the refund may be applied o 
the outstanding taxes and a check for 
the balance, if any, forwarded to h 
claimant. If the claim is rejected, a no¬ 
tice giving the reasons for rejection 
forwarded to the claimant 

(d> Claims for allowance, credit o r 
relief. A qualified permittee, manuf ; - 
turer. or proprietor may, subject to the 
conditions in the appropriate regm i- 
tions. file claim on Form 2635 with th 
assistant regional commissioner (alcol. >1 
and tobacco tax) for allowance of lo 
credit of tax. or relief from tax lia¬ 
bility. as applicable, on (1) spirit* re¬ 
turned to bonded premises, lost or 
destroyed on bonded premises or in 
transit thereto, or lost in rectification r 
bottling operations; (2) wine lost or 
destroyed on bonded premises or in 
transit thereto, and unmerchantable 
domestic wine returned to bond; <3' 
beer removed from the market, lo r 
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(other than by theft), or destroyed by 
Arc. casualty, or act of God; (4) dena¬ 
tured spirits lost or destroyed in bond, 
or lost on the premises of a qualified 
dealer or user or in transit to such 
r i onises; and (5) tax-free spirits lost on 
the premises of a qualified user or in 
t anslt to such premises. 

<e) Claims for payment — disaster 
losses. When distilled spirits, wines, recti¬ 
fied products, or beer held or intended for 
sale is lost, rendered unmarketable, or 
condemned by a duly authorized official 
by reason of a “major disaster" as deter¬ 
mined by the President of the United 
States, the person bolding such product 
for sale at that time may, subject to the 
c nditions in the appropriate regula¬ 
tions, file claim on Ffcrm 843 with the 
n distant regional commissioner < alco¬ 
hol and tobacco tax) of the region in 
which the product was lost, rendered 
' marketable, or condemned, for pay¬ 
ment of an amount equal to the Internal 
revenue taxes paid or determined and 
any customs duties paid thereon.

<b> Regulations. The procedural re¬ 
quirements with respect to matters re¬ 
lating to cigars, cigarettes, and cigarette 
papers and tubes are contained in the 
regulations listed below: 

< 1 ) Part 200 of tills chapter relates to 
the procedure and practice in connection 
with the disapproval of applications for 
permits, and the suspension and revoca¬ 
tion of permits, under chapter 52 of the 
Code. 

(2) Part 270 of this chapter relates to 
the manufacture of cigars and ciga¬ 
rettes: the payment by manufacturers of 
tobacco products of internal revenue 
taxes imposed by chapter 52 of the Code:

Every person, before com¬ 
mencing business ns a manufacturer of 
cigarette papers and tubes, is required 
to qualify with the Internal Revenue 
Service by filing bond and other required 
documents with the assistant regional 
commissioner (alcohol and tobacco tax) 
for the region in which operations are to 
be conducted. 

<b-l) Puerto Rican manufacturers of 
cigars and cigarettes . Every manu¬ 
facturer of cigars and cigarettes in 
Puerto Rico who desires to defer pay¬ 
ment In Puerto Rico of the Internal 
revenue tax Imposed by section 7652(a) 
of the Code on cigars and cigarettes of 
Puerto Rican manufacture coming into 
the United States must file a bond with 
the Director's Representative of the Of¬ 
fice of International Operations, in 
Puerto Rico. 8uch bond is conditioned 
on the principal's paying, at the time 
and In the manner prescribed in the 
regulations, the full amount of tax com¬ 
puted on the cigars and cigarettes which 
are released for shipment to the United 
States. No bond is required if the tax 
is prepaid. 

<c> Proprietors of customs warehouses. 
Every proprietor of a customs bonded 
manufacturing warehouse, Class 6. who 
desires to remove under Part 290 tax- 
exempt cigars for exportation (including 
supplies for vessels and aircraft). or for 
delivery for subsequent exportation, is 
required to file a bond with the assistant 
regional commissioner (alcohol and to¬ 
bacco tax) for the region In which the 
customs warehouse is located. How¬ 
ever, removal of cigars for sale or con¬ 
sumption in the United States U subject 
to customs regulations. 

(d> Drawback of tax. Taxpaid cigars, 
cigarettes, and cigarette papers and tubes 
may be exported with benefit of draw¬ 
back of tax. Drawback may be allowed 
only to the person who paid the tax on 
such articles and wlro files claim and 
otherwise complies with the provisions 
contained in the applicable regulations 
referred to In §601.311. As a condition 
precedent to the allowance of any draw*- 
back claim, the claimant Is required to 
file a bond In an amount not less than 
the amount of tax covered in the claim.

Taxes on cigars produced In 
a customs bonded manufacturing wa - 
house. Class 6, are paid on the basis of 
a return to the collector of custom :n 
accordance with customs procedure s and 
regulations. Taxes on cigars and ciga¬ 
rettes imported or brought into the 
United States from a foreign country, 
Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, or a 
possession of the United States are paid 
by the importer to the collector of cus¬ 
toms on the basis of a return mack on 
the customs form by which release from 
customs custody is to be effected. How ¬ 
ever, taxes on cigars and cigarettes man¬ 
ufactured in Puerto Rico and brought 
into the United States may be prepaid in 
Puerto Rico on the basis of a return if 
a Puerto Rican manufacturer has filed a 
proper bond, he may defer payment :*.t 
the time of release for shipment to uc 
United States and file a semimonthly 
return to cover the taxes. If the manu¬ 
facturer has not filed such a bond or ii 
he has defaulted in any way in payment 
of his taxes, he must file a p rep aym ent 
return prior to removal of such prod' * 
for shipment to the United States, and 
continue to do so until the Director’s 
Representative of the Ofiice of Inten ¬ 
tional Operations In Puerto Rico finds 
that the revenue will not be jeopardi. 1 
by deferred payment.

<b) Allowance of tax . Relief from the 
payment of tax on cigars, cigarettes, and 
cigarette papers and tubes may be ex¬ 
tended to a manufacturer by allowance 
of the tax. where such articles, after 
removal from the factory’ upon deter¬ 
mination of tax and prior to the lime 
for payment of such tax. are lost (other¬ 
wise than by theft) or destroyed, by fire, 
casualty, or act of God. while in the 
possession or ownership of the manu¬ 
facturer who removed such articles, or 
are withdrawn by him from the market. 
A claim for allowance is filed with the 
assistant regional commissioner (alco¬ 
hol and tobacco tax) for the region in 
which the cigars, cigarettes, and ciga¬ 
rette papers and tubes were removed 
from the factory. A manufacturer may 
not anticipate allowance of his a *lm by 
making an adjusting entry In a tax re¬ 
turn, pending consideration and action 
on the claim by the assistant regional 
commissioner. 

(c) Remission of tax liability. Remis¬ 
sion of tax liability on cigars, cigarettes, 
and cigarette papers and tubes may be 
extended to a manufacturer or export 
warehouse proprietor liable for the tax, 
where such articles, before removal, or 
after removal for tax-exempt purposes 
Including transfers in bond), are lost 
otherwise than by theft) or destroyed, 
by fire, casualty, or act of God, while in 
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the possession or ownership of the man¬ 
ufacturer or export warehouse proprie¬ 
tor. Remission of tax liability on short¬ 
ages of cigars and cigarettes in bond 
may be extended to manufacturers of 
these products. A claim for remission 
of such tax liability is filed with the 
assistant regional commissioner (alco¬ 
hol and tobacco tax) for the region in 
which the factory or warehouse is lo¬ 
cated. 

<d> Refund of tax. Taxes paid by re¬ 
turn. or otherwise, on cigars, cigarettes, 
and cigarette papers and tubes lost 
(otherwise than by theft) or destroyed, 
by fire, casualty, or act of God. while 
in the possession or ownership of the 
manufacturer, importer, or export ware¬ 
house proprietor, or withdrawn by him 
from the market, may ’je refunded. A 
claim for refund of tax is filed on Form 
843 with the assistant regional commis¬ 
sioner (alcohol and tobacco tax) for the 
region in which the tax was paid. If tax 
was paid in more than one region, a 
claim may be filed with the assistant re¬ 
gional commissioner for any one of the 
regions in which tax was paid. 

ie) Losses caused by disaster. Pay¬ 
ment of an amount equal to the amount 
of Internal revenue taxes paid or deter¬ 
mined and customs duties paid on cigars, 
cigarettes, and cigarette papers and 
tubes removed from the factory or re¬ 
leased from customs custody, which 
were lost, rendered unmarketable, or 
condemned by a duly authorized official 
by reason of a "major disaster as deter¬ 
mined by the President of the United 
states, may be made only if, at the time 
of the disaster, such articles were being 
held for sale by the claimant. A claim 
for payment of the internal revenue 
taxes for such losses is filed on Form 843 
with the assistant regional commis¬ 
sioner (alcohol and tobacco tax) for the 
Internal revenue region in which the 
articles were lost, rendered unmarket¬ 
able, or condemned. A separate claim In 
respect of customs duties is also filed 
on Form 843 with the same assistant 
regional commissioner. Claims must be 
filed within 6 months from the date on 
which the President makes the deter¬ 
mination that the disaster has occurred. 
The determination date Is construed to 
mean the date the Director. Office of 
Emergency Planning, identifies the spe¬ 
cific area. 

(f> Drawback of tax. Drawback may 
be allowed only to the person who paid 
the tax on cigars, cigarettes, and 
cigarette papers and tubes which are 
shipped to a foreign country. Puerto 
Rico, and the Virgin Islands, or a posses¬ 
sion of the United States. A claim for 
drawback of tax is filed with the assist¬ 
ant regional commissioner (alcohol and 
tobacco tax) for the region in which such 
articles covered by the claim are held by 
the claimant. See the appropriate regu¬ 
lation listed under f 601.311 for informa¬ 
tion as to proper form to be used. 

<g) Credit of tax. Taxes paid on 
cigars, cigarettes, and cigarette papers 
and tubes tost (otherwise than by theft) 
or destroyed, by fire, casualty, or act of 
God. while in the possession or owner¬ 
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ship of the manufacturer, or withdrawn 
by him from the market, may be credited. 
A claim for credit of tax is filed with the 
assistant regional commissioner (alcohol 
and tobacco tax) for the region In w hich 
the tax was paid. If the tax was paid 
in more t h a n one region, a claim may be 
filed with the assistant regional commis¬ 
sioner for any one of the regions in which 
tax was paid. See the appropriate regu¬ 
lation listed under 1601.311 for infor¬ 
mation as to the proper form to be used. 

(h) General. Detailed information as 
to the requirements necessary to be com¬ 
plied with and the procedure to be fol¬ 
lowed In the filing of a claim, the forms 
to be used, the time within which a 
clai m may be filed, and the supporting 
documents which must be submitted 
with a claim, is contained in the appli¬ 
cable regulations referred to in f 601.311.

Firearms 

§ 601.319 Applicable law*. 

Chapter 53 of the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954 <26 UJ9.C. 5801-5862), the 
provisions of which are chiefly derived 
from the National Firearms Act. as 
amended (act of June 26, 1934. 48 8tat. 
1236), Imposes a tax on the manufac¬ 
ture, and transfer in the United States, 
of machine guns and certain other types 
of firearms, and an occupational tax 
upon every importer and manufacturer 
of. and dealer and pawnbroker In, such 
machine guns and firearms. Section 
1(b) (2) of the act of August 9. 1939 (53 
Slat. 1291; 49 UJ3.C. 781-788) makes pro¬ 
vision for the seizure and forfeiture of 
vessels, vehicles, and aircraft which are 
used to transport, carry, or possess, or to 
facilitate the same, any firearm with re¬ 
spect to which there has been committed 
any violation of the National Firearms 
Act or any regulations issued pursuant 
thereto. The Federal Firearms Act as 
amended <52 Stat, 1250; 15 U3.C. 901- 
910) makes it unlawful for any manufac¬ 
turer or dealer (except a manufacturer 
or dealer having a license issued under 
the provisions of the act) or any person 
who Is a fugitive from Justice or. except 
as provided in 5 177.31 of this chapter, 
any person who is under Indictment for, 
or has been convicted of. a crime punish¬ 
able by imprisonment for a term exceed¬ 
ing 1 year, to transport, ship, or receive 
in interstate or foreign commerce any 
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firearm or ammunition: Provided , That 
a person who has been convicted of a 
crime punishable by imprisonment for 
a term exceeding 1 year (other than a 
crime involving a firearm or other 
weapon, or a violation of the Federal 
Firearms Act or of the National Fire¬ 
arms Act) may make application to the 
Secretary of the Treasury for relief from 
the disabilities incurred by reason of such 
conviction.

Part 179 of this chapter contains the 
regulations relative to the <a> payment 
of special (occupational) taxes by manu¬ 
facturers and Importers of. and dealers 
(including pawnbrokers) in, certain 
types of firearms, including machine 
guns and silencers or mufflers, (b) pay¬ 
ment of the tax on the making or trans¬ 
fer of such firearms. <c> registration, 
identification. Importation and exporta¬ 
tion of such firearms, cd) keeping of 
books and records and rendering of re¬ 
turns, and (e) the forfeiture and disposi¬ 
tion of seized firearms under the provi¬ 
sions of the National Firearms Act.

§601.326 Seizure ami forfeiture of 
personal property. 

Part 172 of this chapter contains the 
regulations relative to the personal prop¬ 
erty seized by officers of the Internal 
Revenue Service as subject to forfeiture 
as being used, or intended to be used, to 
violate certain Federal laws; the remis¬ 
sion or mitigation of such forfeitures; 
and the administrative sale or other dis¬ 
position, pursuant to forfeiture, of such 
seized property other than firearms 
seized under the National or Federal 
Firearms Act. For disposal of firearms 
under such Acts, see 26 UJ3.C. 5862(b) 
and 15 U.S.C. 905(b). respectively. 

Offers in Compromise 
§ 601.327 Offer* in compromi^. 

(a) Liabilities (.other than forfeiture) 
under Internal Revenue Code. Persons 
desiring to submit ofTers in compromise 
in order to avoid prosecution proceed¬ 
ings, and taxpayers who disclaim liabil¬ 
ity in whole or In part for taxes or claim 
inability to pay the taxes in full, may 
submit ofTers In compromise to the dis¬ 
trict director of internal revenue or to an 
Internal revenue officer for forwarding 
to the district director. Each assistant 
regional commissioner (alcohol and to¬ 
bacco tax) has the authority to accept 
or reject oilers in compromise of (1) tax 
liabilities arising from (i) the illegal 
production of untaxpaid distilled spirits, 
wines, or beer. <ii) the failure to file re¬ 
turns of. or to pay, occupational taxes 
with respect to distilled spirits, wines, 
beer, or firearms, and (ill) the failure to 
pay firearms "making" or transfer taxes; 
(2) criminal liabilities of retail dealers 
in liquor arising from violations of the 
internal revenue laws relating to liquor, 
including the reuse or refilling of liquor 
bottles; and (3) liabilities arising under 
chapter 52 of the Code (cigars, ciga¬ 
rettes. and cigarette papers and tubes). 
The Director. Alcohol and Tobacco Tax 
Division, has the authority to accept or 
reject offers in compromise of civil lia¬ 
bility (of less than $100,000) and crimi¬ 
nal liability arising under chapters 51 
and 53 of the Code In cases not subject 
to compromise by assistant regional 
commissioners (alcohol and tobacco tax). 
The Commissioner accepts or rejects all 
other offers in compromise except those 
In compromise of liabilities listed in par¬ 
agraphs (b) and (c> of this section. (For 
offers in compromise generally, see 
5 601.203.) Form 656 is used in all cases 
arising under this paragraph, regardless 
of whether the amount of the offer Is 
tendered in full at the time the offer is 
filed or the amount of the offer is to be 


paid by deferred payment or payments. 
Offers received by the district director 
wiiich come within the purview of the 
assistant regional commissioner (alco¬ 
hol and tobacco tax) or the Director 
Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Division, are 
forwarded to such assistant regional 
commissioner for consideration and ap¬ 
propriate action. When final action has 
been taken, the district director, the 
assistant regional commissioner (when 
applicable), and the proponent are noti¬ 
fied of the acceptance or rejection of the 
offer. IX the offer Is rejected, the sum 
submitted with the offer Is returned to 
the proponent, and prosecution or col¬ 
lection proceedings are resumed. If the 
offer is accepted, the proponent is noti¬ 
fied and the case is closed. Acceptance 
of an offer in compromise of civil liabili¬ 
ties does not remit criminal liability 
nor does acceptance of an offer in com¬ 
promise of criminal liabilities remit civil 
liabilities. 

(b) Violations of Federal Alcohol Ad¬ 
ministration Act . The Federal Alcohol 
Administration Act provides penal tl 
for violations of its provisions. The Di¬ 
rector. Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Divi¬ 
sion, is authorized to compromise such, 
liabilities. Persons desiring to submit 
offers in compromise may submit such 
offers on Form 656-D to the assist ant 
regional commissioner (alcohol and 
tobacco tax) or an internal revenue offi¬ 
cer under his Jurisdiction. Such offers 
are considered by such assistant regional 
commissioner and are forwarded to the 
Director, Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Divi¬ 
sion, for final action. When the offer h 
acted upon, the proponent and the as¬ 
sistant regional commissioner (alcohol 
and tobacco tax) are notified of the ac¬ 
ceptance or rejection of the offer. If the 
offer is rejected, the sum submitted with 
the offer in compromise is returned to 
the proponent. If the offer is accepted 
the proponent is notified and the case 
is closed. 

(c) Forfeiture liabilities. The assist¬ 
ant regional commissioner (alcohol and 
tobacco tax) is authorized to compromb 
liabilities to administrative forfeiture of 
personal property seized under the laws 
administered and enforced by the Inter¬ 
nal Revenue Service, including liabili¬ 
ties to forfeiture under the Internal rev¬ 
enue laws pertaining to wagering. Per¬ 
sons desiring to submit offers in com¬ 
promise of such liabilities may submit 
such offers on Form 656-E to the super- 
visor-ln-charge (alcohol and tobacco 
tax). Such offers are forwarded to the 
assistant regional commissioner (alcohol 
and tobacco tax) for final action. When 
the offer Is acted upon, the proponent is 
notified of the acceptance or rejection of 
the offer. If the offer Is rejected, the 
sum submitted with the offer in com¬ 
promise is returned to the proponent. If 
the offer is accepted, the proponent Is 
notified and the case is closed. Accept¬ 
ance of an offer in compromise of civil 
liabilities does not remit criminal lia¬ 
bilities, nor does acceptance of an offer 
In compromise of criminal liabilities re¬ 
mit civil liabilities.

§ (VO 1.328 Ruling*. 

(a) Requests for rulings. Any per¬ 
son who is in doubt as to any matter aris¬ 
ing In connection with (1) operations or 
transactions in the alcohol tax area or 
under the Federal Alcohol Administra¬ 
tion Act, (2) operations or transactions 
In the tobacco tax area, or (3) the taxes 
Mating to machine guns and certain 
other firearms imposed by chapter 53 of 
the Code; the registration by importers 
and manufacturers of, and dealers in, 
such firearms; the registration of such 
fi rearms; and the licensing of manu- 
r.icturers of. and dealers in, firearms or 
Ammunition under sections 901 through 
910 of Title 15 of the United States Code, 
may request a ruling thereon by address¬ 
ing a letter to the Director, Alcohol and 
Tobacco Tax Division. Internal Revenue 
Sendee, Washington. D.C. 20224, or to 
the assistant regional commissioner (al¬ 
cohol and tobacco tax) of the region in 
which the inquirer's business Is located. 
Since a ruling as defined in paragraph 
ia>(2) of 5 601.201 can issue only from 
Uie National Office, any such request 
made to an assistant regional commis¬ 
sioner will be referred by him to the Di¬ 
rector. Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Divi¬ 
sion, for reply unless the issues involved 
are clearly covered by currently effective 
rulings or come within the plain intent 
of the statutes or regulations. If a re¬ 
quest for a ruling is signed by a repre¬ 
sentative, or if the representative is to 
appear before the Internal Revenue 
Service, such representative must pre¬ 
sent a tax information authorization or 
a power of attorney, signed by the tax¬ 
payer authorizing him to receive or in¬ 
spect confidential information in the 
matter (see Subpart E of this part). 

(b) Routine requests lor information. 
Routine requests for Information should 
be addressed to the assistant regional 
commissioner (alcohol and tobacco tax) 
of the region in which the inquirer is lo¬ 
cated. 

Subpart D—Provisions Special To 

Certain Employmenf and Excise 

Taxes 

§ 601.401 Employment laxc*. 

(a) General— (1) Description of taxes. 
Federal employment taxes are imposed 
by Subtitle C of the Internal Revenue 
Code. Chapter 21 (Federal Insurance 
Contributions Act) imposes a tax on 
employers of one or more individuals 
and also a tax on employees, with re¬ 
spect to "wages" paid and received. 
Chapter 22 (Railroad Retirement Tax 
Act) imposes a tax on employers and 
their employees with respect to •’com¬ 
pensation- paid and received. It also 
impose* a tax on employee representa¬ 
tives with respect to "compensation" 
received. Chapter 23 (Federal Unem¬ 
ployment Tax Act) impi ies a tax on 
employers of four or more individuals 
with respect to "wages” paid. Chapter 
24 (collection of Income tax at source on 
wages) requires every employer making 
payment of “wage*" to deduct and 
withhold upon such wages the tax com¬ 
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puted or determined as provided therein. 
The tax so deducted and withheld Is 
allowed as a credit against the Income 
tax liability of the employee receiving 
such wages. 

(2) Applicable regulations . The de¬ 
scriptive terms used In this section to 
designate the various classes of taxes 
are intended only to Indicate their gen¬ 
eral character. Specific information 
relative to the scope of each tax. the 
forms used, and the functioning of the 
Service with respect thereto is contained 
in the applicable regulations. Copies of 
all necessary forms, and Instructions as 
to their preparation and filing, may be 
obtained from the district director of 
internal revenue. 

<3> Collection methods . Employment 
taxes are collected by means of returns 
and by withholding by employers. Em¬ 
ployment tax returns are not required to 
be filed by employees, but taxes Imposed 
upon them must be deducted and with¬ 
held by employers from their wages. 
Employee representatives (as defined in 
the Railroad Retirement Tax Act) are 
required to file returns. All employers 
who are liable for or who must withhold 
employment taxes are required to file 
returns with the district director of In¬ 
ternal revenue. The return of the Fed¬ 
eral unemployment tax is required to be 
filed annually on Form 040 with respect 
to wages paid during the calendar year. 
All other returns of Federal employment 
taxes (with the exception of returns filed 
for agricultural employees) are required 
to be filed for each calendar quarter ex¬ 
cept that if pursuant to regulations the 
district director so notifies the employer, 
returns on Form 941 are required to be 
filed on a monthly basis. The employer 
and employee taxes imposed by chapter 
21 (other than the employer and em¬ 
ployee taxes on wages paid for agricul¬ 
tural labor) and the tax required to be 
deducted and withheld upon wages by 
chapter 24 are combined in a single re¬ 
turn on Form 941. In the case of wages 
paid by employers for domestic service 
performed in a private home not on a 
farm operated for profit, the return of 
both the employee tax and the employer 
tax imposed by chapter 21 Is on Form 
942. However, if the employer is re¬ 
quired to file a return for the same 
quarter on Form 941, he may at his elec¬ 
tion include the taxes with respect to 
such domestic service on Form 941. The 
employer and employee taxes imposed by 
chapter 21 with respect to wages paid for 
agricultural labor are required to be re¬ 
ported annually on Form 943. Under 
the Railroad Retirement Tax Act. the 
return required of the employer is on 
Form CT-1. and the return required of 
each employee representative is on Form 
CT-2. 

(4) Receipts for employees. Employ¬ 
ers are required to furnish each employee 
a receipt or statement, in duplicate, 
showing the total wages subject to in¬ 
come tax withholding, the amount of in¬ 
come tax withheld, the amount of wages 
subject to tax under the Federal Insur¬ 
ance Contributions Act. and the amount 
of employee tax withheld. See section 
6051 of the Code. 
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<5> Use of Federal Reserve banks and 
authorized commercial banks in connec¬ 
tion with payment of Federal employ¬ 
ment taxes . Most employers are re¬ 
quired to deposit employment taxes 
either on a monthly basis or a semi¬ 
monthly basis as follows: 

(1) Semimonthly deposits . With re¬ 
spect to wages paid during February and 
March of 1967 or any calendar quarter 
thereafter, special deposits within 3 
banking dAys after the close of a semi¬ 
monthly period are required if the em¬ 
ployee tax deducted and the employer 
tax under chapter 21. and income tax 
witliheld at source on wages under chap¬ 
ter 24, exclusive of taxes reportable on 
Form 942 and Form 943, aggregate more 
than $2,500 <$4,000 In the case of wages 
paid after May 1966 and before February 
1967) for any month in the preceding 
calendar quarter. An amount not re¬ 
quired to be do post ted by this subdivision 
may nevertheless be directly remitted by 
the employer with his return, or may be 
deposited and the validated depositary 
receipt attached to his return. 

<il) Monthly deposits. With respect to 
employers not required to make deposits 
under subdivision (I) of this subpara¬ 
graph. If (a) during any calendar month, 
other than the last month of a calendar 
quarter, the aggregate* amount of the 
employee tax deducted and the employer 
tax under chapter 21 and the Income tax 
withheld at source on wages under chap¬ 
ter 24. exclusive of taxes reportable on 
Form 942 and Form 943, exceeds $100. or 
ib) at the end of any month or period 
of 2 or more months and prior to Decem¬ 
ber 1 of any calendar year, the total 
amount of undeposited taxes Imposed by 
chapter 21, with respect to wages paid for 
agricultural labor, exceeds $100, It is the 
duty of the employer to deposit such 
amount within 15 days after the close of 
such calendar month. However, in the 
case of the last month of any calendar 
quarter (last month of the calendar year 
in the case of agricultural employers) 
the employer may either include with his 
return direct remittance to the district 
director for the amount of such taxes 
or attach to his return a depositary re¬ 
ceipt validated by a Federal Reserve 
bank. 

(ill) Additional rules. If a deposit is 
made for the last month of the quarter 
(last month of the year for agricultural 
employers), or any other voluntary de¬ 
posit, It must be made in ample time 
to enable the Federal Reserve bank to re¬ 
turn the validated receipt to the employer 
so that It can be attached to and filed 
with the employer’s return at the time 
prescribed for filing such return. De¬ 
posits under subdivisions (i) and <ii) of 
this subparagraph are made with a Fed¬ 
eral Reserve bank or a commercial bank 
authorized in accordance with Treasury 
Department Circular No. 848, revised, to 
accept remittances of these taxes for 
transmission to a Federal Reserve bank. 
The remittance of such amount must be 
accompanied by a Federal Depositary 
Receipt (Form 450). After the Federal 
Reserve bank has validated the deposi¬ 
tary receipt, it will be returned to the 
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employer. The validated receipts must 
be attached to the return on Form 941 or 
Form 943 and the employer shall pay to 
the district director the balance. If any. 
of the taxes due for the quarter or the 
year, as the case may be. 

(iv) Employers under chapter 22 oi 
the Code. Depositary procedures similar 
to those prescribed in this subparagraph 
arc prescribed for employers as defined 
by the Railroad Retirement Tax Act. ex¬ 
cept that Railroad Retirement taxes are 
not required to be deposited semimonthly 
and must be deposited by using Form 
515 (Railroad Retirement Depositary 
Receipt). 

(6) Separate accounting. If an em¬ 
ployer fails to withhold and pay over 
Income, social security, or railroad re¬ 
tirement tax due on wages of employees, 
he may be required by the district direc¬ 
tor to collect such taxes and deposit them 
in a separate banking account In trust 
for the United States not later than the 
second banking day after such taxes arc 
collected. 

(b) Provisions special to the Federal 
Insurance Contributions Act —(1) Em¬ 
ployers’ identification numbers. For 
purposes of the Federal Insurance Con¬ 
tributions Act each employer who flics 
Form 941 or Form 943 must have an 
identification number. Any such em¬ 
ployer who does not have an identifica¬ 
tion number must secure a Form SS-4 
from the district director of internal 
revenue or from a district office of the 
Social Security Administration and. 
after executing the for l*' accordance 
with the instructions containe i thereon, 
file it with the district director or the 
district office of the Social Security Ad¬ 
ministration. At a subsequent date the 
district director will assign the employer 
a number which must appear in the ap¬ 
propriate space on each tax return. 
Form 941 or Form 943, filed thereafter. 
The requirement to secure an identi¬ 
fication number does not apply to an 
employer who has lu his employ only 
employees who are engaged exclusively 
in the performance of domestic service 
in his private home not on a farm op¬ 
erated for profit. 

(3) Employees’ account numbers. 
Each employee (or individual making a 
return of net earnings from self-em¬ 
ployment) who does not have an account 
number must file on application on Form 
SS-5. a copy of which may be obtained 
from any district office of the Social 
Security Administration or from a dis¬ 
trict director of internal revenue. The 
form, after execution in accordance with 
the instructions thereon, must be filed 
with the district office of the Social Se¬ 
curity Administration, and at a later date 
the employee will be furnished on ac¬ 
count number. The employee must fur¬ 
nish such number to each employer for 
whom the employee works, in order that 
such number may be entered on each tax 
return filed thereafter by the employer. 

(3) Reporting of icages. Forms 941. 
942. and 943 each require, as a part of 
the return, that the wages of each em¬ 
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ployee paid during the period covered 
by the return be reported thereon. Form 
94ia Is available to employers who need 
additional space for the listing of em¬ 
ployees. Employers who meet. the re¬ 
quirements of the Social Security Ad¬ 
ministration may, with the approval of 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
submit wage Information on reels of 
magnetic tape in lieu of Form 94 la. It 
is necessary at times that employers cor¬ 
rect wage information previously re¬ 
ported. A special form. Form 941c. has 
been adopted for use in correcting er¬ 
roneous wage Information or omissions 
of such wage information on Form 941. 
942, or 943. Instructions on Form 941. 
941c, 942. and 943 explain the manner 
of preparing and filing the forms. Any 
further instructions should be obtained 
from the district director for the dis¬ 
trict in which the returns are filed. 

(c) Adjustments by employers —(1) 
Adjustments with respect income 
tax withheld at source w on wages. 
If an employer for any quarter of a cal¬ 
endar year deducts and withholds more 
or less than the correct amount of tax 
upon wages, or pays more or less than the 
correct amount of tax to the district di¬ 
rector. such employer may make proper 
adjustment without interest in any sub¬ 
sequent quarter in the same calendar 
year. No adjustment may be made in re¬ 
spect of an underpayment for any quar¬ 
ter after the district director sends notice 
and demand for payment of the addi¬ 
tional tax. In such case the additional 
tax must be paid In accordance with the 
notice and demand. Nor may any ad¬ 
justment be made hi respect of an over¬ 
payment for any quarter after the 
employer files a claim for refund of such 
overpayment. If an employer makes an 
adjustment on fJiy return in respect of 
errors in a preceding quarter there must 
be attached to the return a detailed ex¬ 
planation of the adjustment and a desig¬ 
nation of the quarterly return period in 
which the errors occurred. If an ad¬ 
justment relates to an excess withhold¬ 
ing of tax from an employee, the 
explanation attached to the return must 
include the fact that such tax has been 
repaid to the employee. Errors occurring 
in any quarterly return period may be 
corrected In making the return for such 
period. If such errors are ascertained 
prior to the filing of the return. For 
information as to the manner of correct¬ 
ing errors in withholding which cannot 
be adjusted in a return for a subsequent 
quarter of the same calendar year, em¬ 
ployers should consult the local district 
director of internal revenue. Refunds 
or credits with respect to an overpayment 
of income tax withheld may be made to 
an employer only to the extent that the 
amount of the overpayment was not de¬ 
ducted and withheld by the employer. 

(2) Adjustments with respect to em¬ 
ployee tax or employer tax under the 
Federal Insurance Contributions Act or 
the Railroad Retirement Tax Act. Errors 
in withholding during any return period 
under the Federal Insurance Contribu¬ 


tions Act cr the Railroad Retirement 
Tax Act should be corrected in the re¬ 
turn for such period, if such errors are 
ascertained prior to the time the return 
is required to be filed with the district 
director. In the case of errors In 
withholding of employee tax or In pay¬ 
ments of employer tax under either the 
Federal Insurance Contributions Act or 
the Railroad Retirement Tax Act, where 
such errors are ascertained subsequent to 
the time prescribe*, for filing the re¬ 
turn for the period in which they oc¬ 
curred. the regula ions relating to such 
taxes prescribe the conditions under 
which such errors may be adjusted. U 
adjustments cannot be made in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of such regula¬ 
tions, underpayments of both the em¬ 
ployer and employee tax will be assessed 
and collected In the usual manner, and 
refunds of overpayments must be claimed 
on Form 843. 

<d) Special refunds of employee social 
security tax . (!) In the case of an em¬ 
ployee receiving wages from more than 
one employer during the calendar year, 
amounts may be deducted and withheld 
as employee social security tax (that Is. 
employee tax under the Federal Insur¬ 
ance Contributions Act) with respect io 
wages in excess of $4,800 ($4,200 for cer¬ 
tain calendar years prior to 1959 
Under certain conditions, the empir e 
may receive a so-called “special refund 
of the amount of employee social secu¬ 
rity tax deducted and withheld from 
wages in excess of such amount. An cm - 
ployee who Is entitled to a special refund 
of employee tax with respect to wages 
received during a calendar year, and who 
is required to file an income tax return 
for such calendar year (or for his last 
taxable year beginning in such calendar 
year), may obtain the benefits of such 
special refund only by claiming credit for 
such special refund on such Income tax 
return in the same manner as if such 
special refund were an amount deducted 
and withheld as income tax at source on 
wages. 

(2) The amount of the special refund 
allowed as a credit shall be considered 
as an amount deducted and withheld as 
income tax at source on wages. If the 
amount of such special refund when 
added to amounts deducted and withheld 
as income tax under chapter 24 exceeds 
the income tax Imposed by chapter l. 
the amount of the excess constitutes an 
overpayment of income tax. and interest 
on such overpayment Is allowed to the 
extent provided under section 6611 of the 
Code upon an overpayment of income tax 
resulting from a credit for income tax 
withheld at source on wages. 

(3) If an employee entitled to o spe¬ 
cial refund of employee social security 
tax is not required to file an income tax 
return for the year In which such specijl 
refund may be claimed as a credit, be 
may file a claim for refund of the exec, s 
social security tax on Form 843. Chum • 
must be filed with the district direct r 
of internal revenue for the district in 
which the employee resides.

(a) General. Sales taxes collected by 
return include the following: 

<1) The retailers excise taxes, imposed 
by chapter 31 of the Code, with respect 

to: 

Diesel fuel: 

special motor fuels. 

(2) The manufacturers excise taxes, 
imposed by chapter 32 of the Code, with 
respect to the following items: 

(i) Motor vehicles and related items; 

Automobiles, trucks, busei, trailer*; 

Truck part* and accessories: 

Tires, tubes, and tread rubber: 

Gasoline and lubricating oil. 

(U) Recreational equipment: 

Fishing rods, creels, and reels; 

Artificial lures, baits, and files; 

Pistols and revolvers; 

Other firearms, shells, and cartridges. 

(b) Applicable regulations. The de¬ 
scriptive terms used in this section to 
designate the various articles and com¬ 
modities subject to tax are intended 
only to indicate their general classes. 
Specific Information relative to the 
scope of each tax, the forms used, and 
the functioning of the Service with re¬ 
spect thereto is contained In the appli¬ 
cable regulations. Copies of all neces¬ 
sary forms, and instructions as to their 
preparation and filing, may be obtained 
from any district director of internal 
revenue. 

<c) Returns, refunds, and credits —(1) 
Returns. The sales taxes referred to in 
paragraph (a) of this section are col¬ 
lected by means of returns. Any person 
liable for tax is required to file returns 
with the district director of Internal rev¬ 
enue for the district in which the princi¬ 
pal place of business of such person Is 
located. A procedure similar to the 
Depositary Receipt procedure with re¬ 
spect to the payment of certain Federal 
employment taxes, described In para¬ 
graph (a) 15) of f 601.401, is prescribed 
with respect to the sales taxes referred 
to in paragraph <a) of this section. For 
information relating to the use of deposi¬ 
tary receipts for the payment of such 
taxes, see the applicable regulations and 
the Instructions on Form 720, Quarterly 
Federal Excise Tax Return. 

<2) Refunds and credits. After the 
assessment and collection or a sales tax 
which the taxpayer claims is not due, 
the taxpayer may either file a claim for 
refund of such tax on Form 843 or claim 
a credit for such amount on a return 
filed by him for a period subsequent to 
that in respect of which the alleged er¬ 
roneous payment has been made. How¬ 
ever. no claim for refund may be filed or 
credit taken on a return after the ex¬ 
piration of the applicable period of limi¬ 
tations on the allowance of refunds and 
credits. In the case of a credit claimed 
for an amount of tax alleged to have 
been erroneously paid, no particular 
forms for the claiming of such a credit 
are prescribed. The procedure to be fol¬ 
lowed In such a case Is for the taxpayer 
to enter on the line provided for credits 
on the return form the amount claimed 
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to have been erroneously paid and to file 
with the return a supporting statement 
which should set out clearly and fully 
the basis on which the credit is claimed. 
Notice as to the disallowance of any 
credit is forwarded to the taxpayer and 
the amount of the credit is then entered 
on an assessment list for collection in the 
usual manner. 

(3) Payments to certain ultimate pur¬ 
chasers of gasoline and lubricating oil. 
Sections 8420. 8421, and 8424 of the Code 
provide for certain payments to ultimate 
purchasers of gasoline used on a farm 
for farming purposes, used for certain 
nonhighway purposes, or used by local 
transit systems, and of lubricating oil 
used otherwise than in a highway motor 
vehicle. Payments allowable under sec¬ 
tion 6420. 6421, and 8424 of the Code may 
be claimed by an income taxpayer as a 
credit under section 39 of the Code 
against the tax due on his income tax 
return. Governmental agencies and cer¬ 
tain exempt organizations may file claims 
for allowable payments on Form 2240 or 
Form 843. In the case of gasoline used 
for certain nonhighway purposes or used 
by local transit systems, and in the case 
of lubricating oil used otherwise than in 
a highway motor vehicle, the ultimate 
purchaser may file a claim for payment 
in lieu of such Income tax credit, with 
respect to any of the first three quarters 
of his taxable year for which he is en¬ 
titled to a payment of $1,000 or more. 
Applicable regulations and instructions 
accompanying the prescribed forms pro¬ 
vide detailed procedures. 

<d> Registration and bonding require¬ 
ments. Cl) Under temporary regula¬ 
tions effective January 1. 1959, an article 
may. in general, be sold tax free under 
chapter 32 of the Code by the manufac¬ 
turer for certain uses, provided the seller, 
first purchaser, and second purchaser, 
as the case may be. have been registered. 
In the case of State governments, regis¬ 
tration is optional. Also, the require¬ 
ments for registration do not apply to 
sales or purchases by the United States, 
or to a purchaser located in a foreign 
country or a possession of the United 
States where an article Is sold for export. 
Any person who has been issued a cer¬ 
tificate of registry prior to January 1, 
1959, which lias not been revoked, is reg¬ 
istered for purposes of the temporary 
regulations. Any other person entitled 
to sell or purchase articles tax free under 
such regulations who has not previously 
registered, may register by completing 
Form 637 setting forth the prescribed 
information and forwarding it to his 
district director. Such person shall be 
considered to be registered for purposes 
of making such tax-free sales or pur¬ 
chases upon receipt of a validated Form 
637 from his district director. 

(2> If not previously registered, pro¬ 
ducers and importers of gasoline and 
manufacturers of lubricating oil < includ¬ 
ing wholesale distributors of gasoline 
who qualify as producers under appli¬ 
cable regulations) must, before incurring 
any liability for tax under section 4081 or 
4091 of the Code, make application for 
registration on Form 637. Detailed ln- 
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structlons as to the filing of applications 
for registration by producers and im¬ 
porters of gasoline and manufacturers of 
lubricating oil are prescribed In appli¬ 
cable regulations. 

(3) Every importer of foreign cars, 
trucks, buses, etc., taxable under chapter 
32 of the Code must make application to 
the district director for the district in 
which he will file returns of the tax for 
a determination whether he is required 
to give bond securing the payment of the 
tax on his sales of such commodities. 
Detailed instructions as to the informa¬ 
tion required to be included In the ap¬ 
plication and the procedure to be fol- 
loared by the Importer are set forth in 
the applicable regulations. Form 3006 
has been prescribed for the convenience 
of Importers and may be obtained from 
the district director.

Miscellaneous excuse 
taxes collected by return include the 
following: 

(X) Communications . Subchaptcr B 
of chapter 33 of the Code imposes a tax 
on amounts paid for local telephone serv¬ 
ice, toll telephone service, and teletype¬ 
writer exchange service. 

(2) Transportation of persons by air. 
Subchapter C of chapter 33 of the Code 
Imposes a tax with respect to transporta¬ 
tion of persons by air. including seating 
or sleeping accommodations furnished in 
connection with such transportation. 

(3i Foreign insurance policies . Under 
chapter 34 of the Code a tax is imposed 
on premiums paid for foreign insurance 
policies. 

(4) Wagers. Subchapter A of chapter 
35 of the Code imposes a tax on wingers 
as defined therein 

<5) Highway motor vehicle use Sub¬ 
chapter D of chapter 36 of the Code im¬ 
poses a tax for each taxable year (com¬ 
mencing after June 30. 1956, and end¬ 
ing before October 1, 1972 > upon the use. 
at any time during the taxable year, on 
the public highways in the United States 
of any highway motor vehicle which (to¬ 
gether with certain semitrailers and 
trailers > has a taxable gross weight in 
excess of 26,000 pounds. 

(0) Sugar . Chapter 37 of the Code 
also imposes a tax upon manufactured 
sugar manufactured in the United States. 

(7) Circulation other than of national 
banks. Subchapter E of chapter 39 of 
the Code imposes a tax with respect to 
<i> the average circulation outstanding 
of any bank, association, corporation, 
company, or person, and <11 > the cir¬ 
culation paid out by every person, firm, 
association other than national bank as¬ 
sociations. and every corporation. State 
bank, or State banking association. 

<8> Interest equalization. Chapter 41 
of the Code Imposes (subject to specified 
exemptions) a tax on the acquisition by 
U.S. persons of foreign securities from 
a foreign person. The tax became effec¬ 
tive July 19, 1963. 

<9) Hydraulic mining. The act en¬ 
titled "An Act to create the California 
Debris Commission and regulAte hydrau¬ 
lic mining in the State of California", 
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approved March 1. 1893, a s amended (33 
UB.C. 661-687 >. Imposes a tax with re¬ 
spect to certain hydraulic gold mining 
in the State of California. 

(b) Applicable regulation*. The de¬ 
scriptive terms used in this section to 
designate the various classes of taxes are 
Intended only to indicate their general 
character. Specific information relative 
to the scope of each tax. the forms used, 
and the functioning of the Service with 
respect thereto is contained in the ap¬ 
plicable regulations. Copies of all nec¬ 
essary forms, and instructions as to their 
preparation and filing, may be obtained 
from the district director of internal 
revenue. 

(c) Collection of tax —(1) Imposed 
taxes. The tax on the manufacture of 
sugar and the tax on the issuance of 
foreign insurance policies are collected 
in the same manner as manufacturers* 
sales taxes. Sec 3 601.402. Returns of 
the tax on wagers arc required to be filed 
monthly; returns of Interest equaliza¬ 
tion tax and of tax on foreign Insurance 
premiums are required to be filed quar¬ 
terly; returns of the tax on circulation 
other than of national banks are re¬ 
quired to be filed on June 1 and Decem¬ 
ber 1 each year; and returns of the taxes 
on hydraulic mining and on the use of 
highway motor vehicles are required to 
be filed annually. 

Collected taxes. The other mis¬ 
cellaneous excise taxes referred to In this 
section are imposed on the person mak¬ 
ing the payment for the telephone, air 
transportation, or other service involved. 
These taxes are required to be collected 
by the telephone company, airline, or 
other person receiving the payment. All 
taxes collected in this manner are held 
by the collecting agent in trust for the 
United States until deposited in accord¬ 
ance with the Depositary Receipt proce¬ 
dure or paid over to the district director 
of internal revenue. The collecting 
agencies are required to file returns and 
the tax is payable, without notice from 
the district director, at the time fixed for 
filing the returns. If the person from 
whom the tax is required to be collected 
refuses to pay it or, If for any reason it 
is impossible for the collecting agency to 
collect the tax from such person, the 
collecting agency is required to report to 
the district director of internal revenue 
for the district in which its returns are 
required to be filed the name and address 
of such person, the nature of the service 
or facility rendered, the amount paid 
therefor, and the date on which paid. 
Upon receipt of this information the 
district director will proceed against the 
person to whom the facilities were pro¬ 
vided or the services rendered to assert 
the amount of tax due. affording such 
person the same district conference, pro¬ 
test and appellate rights as are available 
to other excise taxpayers. In addition, 
when a field or office audit of a collecting 
agency's records, or of a taxpayer’s rec¬ 
ords, discloses that the collecting agency 
failed during prior reporting periods to 
collect taxes due. the district director 
may assert such taxes directly against 
the person to whom the facilities were 
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provided or the services rendered, 
whether or not the collecting agency had 
attempted collection or the person liable 
for the tax had refused payment thereof. 

(3> Depositary receipts. A procedure 
similar to the Depositary Receipt pro¬ 
cedure with respect to the payment of 
certain Federal employment taxes, de¬ 
scribed in f 601.401 (a) (5>. is prescribed 
with respect to the miscellaneous excise 
taxes (except the taxes on the use of 
highway motor vehicles, wagers, hy¬ 
draulic mining, and circulation other 
than of national banks) referred to in 
paragraph (a) of this section. For In¬ 
formation relating to the use of deposi¬ 
tary receipts for the payment of such 
taxes, see the applicable regulations and 
the Instructions on Form 720. Quarterly 
Federal Excise Tax Return. 

(4) Separate accounting . Collecting 
agents who fall to collect and pay over 
the excise taxes on facilities or services 
may be required by the district director 
to collect such taxes and deposit them in 
a separate banking account In trust for 
the United States not later than the sec¬ 
ond banking day after such taxes are 
collected. 

(d) Refunds and credits . The proce¬ 
dure in 4 601.403 (c) (2) regarding re¬ 
funds and credits in respect of sales 
taxes collected by return Is. in general, 
applicable with respect to the miscella¬ 
neous excise taxes collected by return, 
except that In the case of the collected 
taxes referred to in paragraph <c) (2) 
of this section, the person upon whom 
the tax is imposed may file a claim on 
Form 843 for refund of erroneous or 
illegal payment of tax. but cannot take 
a credit since he is not required to file 
a return with respect to such taxes. 

(e) Licensing and registration —(1) 
Hydraulic mining. Every person who 
desires to engage in hydraulic mining 
operations in the State of California 
within tlie scope of the Act (see para¬ 
graph (a)(9) of this section) must pro¬ 
cure a license to operate the mine from 
the California Debris Commission before 
beginning operations, in accordance with 
the rules and regulations promulgated 
by that Commission. 

(2) Wagering. For the occupational 
tax upon any person liable for the tax on 
wagers or engaged in receiving wagers 
for or on behalf of any person so liable, 
see $ 601.404(d) (1).

(a) General Miscellaneous excise 
taxes collected by sale of revenue stamps 
may be grouped into 3 general classes. 
A brief description of each class is set 
forth In the 3 paragraphs immediately 
following. 

(b> Documentary stamp taxes —(1) 
Deeds of conveyance. Chapter 34 of the 
Internal Revenue Code imposes a tax on 
deeds of conveyance of realty sold. 

(2) Cotton futures. Subchapter D of 
chapter 39 of the Code imposes a tax on 
each contract of sale of any cotton for 
future delivery unless the contract com¬ 
plies with certain specified conditions. 

(c) Commodity stamp taxes —(1) 
Oleomargarine. Subchapter F of chapter 


38 of the Code imposes a tax with re¬ 
spect to all oleomargarine imported 
from foreign countries. 

(2) Adulterated and process or reno¬ 
vated butter. Port I of subchapter C of 
chapter 39 of the Code imposes taxes 
with respect to adulterated and process 
or renovated butter and also imposes an 
occupational tax on manufacturers of 
adulterated and process or renovated 
butter and on wholesale and retail 
dealers in adulterated butter. 

(3) Filled cheese. Part n of subchap¬ 
ter C of chapter 39 imposes a tax with 
respect to filled cheese and also impocc.i 
an occupational tax on manufacture rn 
of. and wholesale and retail dealers in, 
filled cheese. 

(4) Opium, isonipccaine . opiates , end 
coca leaves. Part I of subchapter A of 
chapter 39 of the Code imposes a tax 
upon narcotic drugs produced In or im¬ 
ported Into the United States, and sold, 
or removed for consumption or sale and 
also imposes an occupational tax on (i) 
Importers, manufacturers, producen> or 
compounders of such drugs; (ill whole¬ 
sale or retail dealers in such drugs; (ill) 
physicians, dentists, veterinary surgeons 
or other practitioners dispensing such 
drugs; <iv) persons engaged in research, 
instruction or analysis using such drugs; 
and (v) persons not otherwise taxed dis¬ 
pensing preparations containing such 
drugs. The responsibility for the admin¬ 
istration and enforcement of these toxe 
is jointly shared by the Internal Revem; 
Service and the Bureau of Narcotics. 

(5) Opium for smoking purpose*. 
Subpart B of part I of subchaptor A of 
chapter 39 of. the Code imposes a tax 
upon all opium manufactured In the 
United States for smoking purpose? 
The responsibility for the administrate n 
and enforcement of this tax It Jointly 
shared by the Internal Revenue Service 
and the Bureau of Narcotics. 

(6) Marihuana. Part U of subchap¬ 
ter A of chapter 39 of the Code imposes 
a tax upon all transfers of marlhuaiu 
and also Imposes an occupational tax 
with respect to marihuana on similar 
classes of persons as those enumerated 
in subparagraph (4) of this paragraph 
and In addition imposes a tax on miller, 
of marihuana. The responsibility for 
the administration and enforcement of 
this tax is jointly shared by the Interna! 
Revenue Service and the Bureau of 
Narcotics. 

<7) White phosphorous matches. 
Subchapter B of chapter 39 of the Code 
imposes a tax upon white phosphorous 
matches. 

(d) Occupational stamp taxes — ' 1 1 
Wagers. Subchapter A of chapter 35 of 
the Code Imposes a tax on wagers. Sub¬ 
chapter B of chapter 35 of the Code im¬ 
poses an occupational tax upon each 
person who is liable for the tax on wagers 
or who is engaged In receiving wagers 
for or on behalf of any person so liable. 

(2) Coin-operated gaming devices. 
Subchaptor B of chapter 36 of the Codr 
imposes an occupational tax with respect 
to coin-operated gaming devices, or sim¬ 
ilar devices operated without a coin. 

<e> Applicable regulations. The de¬ 
scriptive terms used in this section to 
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designate the various classes of taxes 
arc intended only to indicate their gen¬ 
eral character. Specific information rel¬ 
ative to the scope of each tax. the forms 
used, and the functioning of the Service 
with respect thereto Is contained In the 
applicable regulations. Copies of all nec- 
essary forms, and instructions as to their 
i reparation and filing, may be obtained 
from the district director of internal 
revenue. 

<f> General procedure . (1) The doc¬ 
umentary and commodity stamp taxes 
arc paid by having affixed to the docu¬ 
ment, package, container, etc., an in¬ 
ternal revenue adhesive stamp or stamps. 
In an amount equal to the tax due and by 
: icreafter canceling such stamps in the 
manner prescribed. In addition, docu¬ 
mentary stamp taxes may be paid by 
Lamps produced by authorized docu¬ 
mentary stamp meter machines. Pay¬ 
ment of occupational taxes Is evidenced 
by the posting or displaying of a special 
ecupatlonal tax stamp on the premises 
where the business is operated. If the 
Mxpayer required to display the special 

cupattonal tax stamp has no fixed place 
of business, the stamp must be kept on 
his person. The stamps used for such 

lrposes are prepared by the Internal 
Revenue 8ervice and distributed through 
the district director of internal revenue. 

(2) Documentary stamp taxes arc 
payable with respect to every transfer 
of real property. Commodity stamp 
taxes are payable with respect to the 
manufacture, importation, or transfer, 
as the case may be. of the contents 
of each package or container. Occupa¬ 
tional taxes arc payable annually for the 
privilege of doing business beginning 
with July 1 of each year, when the tax¬ 
payer Is in business on that date, or from 
the beginning of the month In which the 
business is commenced on a pro rata 
baste. 

(3) Documentary stamps may be pur¬ 
chased from (!) district directors of in¬ 
ternal revenue and duly authorized in¬ 
ternal revenue employees; (11) postmas¬ 
ters In all post offices of the first and 
recond classes and such post offices of 
the third and fourth classes as are lo¬ 
cated in county seats; (ill) designated 
depositaries of the United States; and 
<iv) designated agents of any State. 
Commodity and occupational tax stamps 
may be purchased only from district di¬ 
rectors and duly authorized Internal rev¬ 
enue agents. Such purchases may be 
made only upon the filing of the pre¬ 
scribed requisition, application, or other 
form and from an official authorized by 
law to sell such stamps. 

(4) Payments for such stamps may 
be made by means of cash, post office 
money order, or certified check, or by 
personal check to the extent provided by 
regulations* In situations (1> where the 
documents, commodities, etc., subject to 
stamp tax are no longer in existence or 
<li> where, for other reasons, such docu¬ 
ments, etc., cannot be stamped, or (ill) 
where it is discovered that occupational 
tax stamps are due for prior taxable 
Tears, or (Iv) where a taxpayer, after 
being advised of his liability, refuses to 
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affix stamps, the tax is collected by 
assessment. 

(5) Detailed information as to the per¬ 
son liable for tax. the forms of stamps, 
the prescribed application or requisi¬ 
tions. and all other forms required In 
connection with miscellaneous excise 
taxes payable by revenue stamps is con¬ 
tained in the applicable regulations. 
Copies of all necessary forms, and in¬ 
structions as to their preparation and 
filing, may be obtained from the district 
director of internal revenue. 

(g) Liability for delinquent tax. 
When liability for delinquent tax is dis¬ 
closed by the taxpayer or is discovered 
as a result of an examination of the tax¬ 
payer’s books and records, the delinquent 
tax may be collected by assessment. 

ch) Administrative remedies available 
to taxpayers after purchase of docu¬ 
mentary, commodity . or occupational 
tax stamps or after assessment or pay¬ 
ment of tax —(l) Redemption of unused 
stamps . Where stamps have been ren¬ 
dered useless by gumming or sticking to¬ 
gether in transit or otherwise without 
fault of the purchaser, they may be ex¬ 
changed by a district director of internal 
revenue for other stamps of the same 
quantity and denomination. Unused 
stamps which have been spoiled, de¬ 
stroyed, or rendered useless, or unfit for 
the purpose Intended, or for wliich the 
owner may have no use. may be redeemed 
upon proper claim filed with the district 
director. Such claims must be prepared 
on Form 843 and must be filed with the 
district director for the district in which 
Is located the principal office of the 
claimant, or if he has no such office, with 
the district director for the district in 
which he resides. The claim for re¬ 
demption of unused stamps must be filed 
within 3 years after the date of purchase 
of the stamps from the Government. 
The unused stamps for which redemp¬ 
tion is claimed shall be submitted with 
the claim. If the stamps have been 
destroyed or damaged to the extent that 
they cannot bo presented for redemption, 
then proof satisfactory to the district 
director of such destruction or damage 
must accompany the claim. Where the 
actual date of purchase of the stamps 
from the Government cannot be given, it 
must be definitely shown in the claim 
that they were so purchased within 3 
years prior to the date of the filing of the 
claim. Once filed, a claim for redemp¬ 
tion follows generally the same channels 
as do claims for refund. See 8! <101.103 
to 601.106. 

<2> Claims for abatement or refund. 
In case of any tax payable by a stamp, 
a claim for credit or refund of an over¬ 
payment of such tax must be filed by the 
taxpayer within 3 years from the time 
the tax was paid or the stamps affixed. 
This Includes the situation where stamps 
through mistake have been improperly 
or unnecessarily used, or have been used 
in excess of the amount of tax actually 
due. The used stamps either must ac¬ 
tually be submitted with the claim, or 
if it is Impracticable to remove them 
from the instruments, documents, etc., 
to which they are attached, the words 
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“Claim for refund of $__ filed.**, 

with the appropriate amount Inserted, 
shall be written across the face of the 
stamp by the claimant or the person 
having custody of the Instruments or 
documents to which the stamps are af¬ 
fixed. The claimant must make a state¬ 
ment in his claim that the stamps have 
been so marked and by whom. Where 
a stamp tax is not paid by stomp but the 
amount thereof is assessed, the person 
against whom the assessment is made 
may file a claim for abatement of the tax 
or a claim for refund for any part of the 
assessment which has been paid. In 
either case the procedure to be followed 
by tlie claimant generally is the same as 
set forth in the case of claims for abate¬ 
ment or refund of other taxes. Sec 
f) 661.103 to 601.106. All claims for re¬ 
fund of stamp tax paid pursuant to an 
assessment must be filed within 3 years 
next after payment of the tax. 

(3) Instructions . Detailed Instruc¬ 
tions as to the manner In which claims 
for redemption of stamps and for abate¬ 
ment and refund of stamp taxes should 
be prepared and filed are contained in 
the applicable regulations. 

(1) [ Reserved! 

(J) Provisions special to commodity 
stamp taxes. (1) Provision is made for 
the withdrawal of filled cheese from 
factories, free of tax. for the use of the 
United States. The procedure to be 
followed and the form of exemption 
certificate to be used in the case of such 
withdrawals are prescribed in the ap¬ 
plicable regulations. Provision Is also 
made for the exportation without pay¬ 
ment of tax on adulterated butter. The 
procedure to be followed in the rase of 
such exportation is prescribed in the ap¬ 
plicable regulations. 

(2) Every manufacturer of opium 
manufactured in the United States for 
smoking purposes must, before com¬ 
mencing business, furnish to the district 
director of the district in which his 
place of manufacture |s located a notice 
on Form 268 and a bond on Form 269 
with sureties satisfactory to the district 
director and in a penal sum of not less 
than $100,000. There shall be not less 
than 3 personal sureties, each of whom 
shall qualify In the full amount of the 
bond. The district director on approv¬ 
ing the bond will issue to the manufac¬ 
turer a certificate on Form 270 which 
will specify the penal sum o? the bond 
furnished. This certificate shall contain 
a transcript from the manufacturer's 
notice, Form 268, giving an accurate de¬ 
scription of the factory premises. This 
certificate must be posted by the manu¬ 
facturer in a conspicuous place within 
his manufactory. 

(3) Every manufacturer of adulter¬ 
ated and process or renovated butter, 
filled cheese, or white phosphorous 
matches must also give notice and regis¬ 
ter with the district director on Form 
213 before engaging in the business and 
furnish a satisfactory bond on Form 214. 
Persons required to register with the 
district director or furnish bond should 
consult the applicable regulations and 
the appropriate forms. 
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<k> Prortoiows applicable to special or 
occupational stamp taxes. Every person 
liable to pay any occupational tax im¬ 
posed under subtitle D of the Code is re¬ 
quired to register with the district direc¬ 
tor of internal revenue his name or style* 
place of residence, trade or business, and 
the place where such trade or business 
Is carried on. In the case of a partner¬ 
ship the names of the partners and their 
place of residence must be so registered. 
See section 7011 of the Code. The fol¬ 
lowing forms are prescribed for regis¬ 
tration: Form 673 < relating to occupa¬ 
tional taxes with respect to narcotics and 
marihuana). Form 11 delating to adul¬ 
terated and process or renovated butter 
and filled cheese). Form 11-B trelating 
to the occupational tax for coin-operated 
gaming devices), Form ll-C (relating to 
occupational tax with respect to wager¬ 
ing). 

Subpart E—Conference and Practice 
Requirements 

Authority : The provisions of this Subpart 
E issued under sec. 7803, Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954 ( 68A Stat. 017; 26 U.S.C. 7805); 
5 U S C. 301. 

§ 601.501 Scope of conference and 
practice requirement*; definition*. 

(a> Scope. The conference and prac¬ 
tice requirements prescribed in this sub¬ 
part apply to all offices of the Internal 
Revenue Service, including the Office of 
the Chief Counsol. Such requirements 
are applicable to practice (including con¬ 
ferences) with respect to any matter In¬ 
volving any Internal revenue tax. but 
do not extend to the mere signing of a 
tax return, claim, or election, since such 
an act. of itself, docs not constitute 
practice before the Revenue Service. The 
signing of a tax return, claim, or election 
is governed by other rules or instructions 
relating to such matters. For special pro¬ 
visions relating to alcohol and tobacco 
tax activities, see 8$ 601.521 through 
601.527. 

(b) Definitions for purposes of this 
subpart—( 1) Matter . The application 
of each tax imposed by the Internal Rev¬ 
enue Code for each taxable period con¬ 
stitutes a separate matter. 

(2) Office of the Internal Revenue 
Service. The office of each district di¬ 
rector of Internal Revenue, the office of 
each regional commissioner, and the 
office of each regional counsel consti¬ 
tutes a separate office of the Internal 
Revenue Senice. 

(3) Tax information authorization. A 
document signed by the taxpayer au¬ 
thorizing his representative to receive or 
Inspect confidential tax Information in 
a specified matter constitutes a tax infor¬ 
mation authorization. For rules relating 
to the requirements of a tax information 
authorization, see paragraph (c)(2) of 
8 601.502. 

General Requirements 

§601.502 Requirement» for confer¬ 
ence—recognition to practice and, in 
eertain ca*en, pov*er of attorney or 
tax information authorization. 

(a) General. It is the policy of the 
Revenue Service to encourage the dis¬ 
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cussion of disputed tax liability or any 
other matter in connection with An In¬ 
ternal revenue tax which affects the tax¬ 
payer’s interest. Conferences, of course, 
may be accorded only to taxpayers or 
their duly authorized representatives. 
As a general rule, conferences with tax¬ 
payers or their representatives will not 
be held without previous arrangement. 
However, upon a proper showing, a re¬ 
quest for an immediate conference with¬ 
out previous arrangement will be given 
consideration, and Revenue Service offi¬ 
cials responsible for the arrangement of 
conferences may. in their discretion, 
moke an exception to the general rule. 
Every protest, brief, or other statement 
in wTiting which the taxpayer or his 
representative desires to be considered 
at any conference should be submitted or 
filed at least 5 days prior to the date of 
the conference. If the taxpayer or his 
representative is unable to file such pro¬ 
test. brief, or other statement in writing 
at least 5 days prior to the date of the 
scheduled conference, the taxpayer or 
his representative should arrange with 
the appropriate Revenue Service official 
for a postponement of the conference 
to a date mutually agreeable to the par¬ 
ties. The taxpayer or his representative 
remains free, of course, to submit ad¬ 
ditional or supporting facts or evidence 
within a reasonable time after the 
conference. 

<b> Requirements to be met by tax¬ 
payer's represen fa (ice in order to be rec¬ 
ognized —(l) Explanation of recognition 
to practice. Except as otherwise pro¬ 
vided in this section, no person may 
appear in a representative capacity on 
behalf of any taxpayer or of a transferee 
or fiduciary unless such person is recog¬ 
nized to practice before the Revenue 
Service. A person will be recognized to 
practice before the Revenue Service if 
he meets the requirements set forth in 
Treasury Department Circular No. 230. 
as amended (31 CFR Part 10) (here¬ 
inafter referred to in this subpart as 
Circular No. 230), which circular con¬ 
tains rules governing practice before the 
Revenue Service. Circular No. 230 in¬ 
cludes. among other things, the require¬ 
ments of the Act of November 8. 1965 
(Public Law 89-332. 79 Stat. 1261). which 
law governs the recognition of attorneys 
and certified public accountants. In 
general, the following persons will be rec¬ 
ognized to practice before the Revenue 
Service— 

(I) Any person who is a member in 
good standing of the bar of the highest 
court of any State, possession, territory. 
Commonwealth, or the District of Co¬ 
lumbia. and who is not currently under 
suspension or disbarment from practice 
before the Revenue Service, and who files 
with thfe Revenue Service a written dec¬ 
laration that he is so currently qualified 
and is authorized to represent the par¬ 
ticular party on whose behalf he acts 
(hereinafter referred to in this subpart 
as a qualified attorney); 

(II) Any person who is duly qualified 
to practice as a certified public account¬ 
ant in any State, possession, territory. 
Commonwealth, or the District of Co¬ 
lumbia. and who is not currently under 


suspension or disbarment from practice 
before the Revenue Service, and who flies 
with the Revenue Service a written dec¬ 
laration that he is so currently qualified 
and is authorized to represent the par¬ 
ticular party on whose behalf he acts 
(hereinafter referred to in this subpart as 
a qualified certified public accountant,); 

(ill) Any person currently enrolled 
as an agent pursuant to the requirements 
of Circular No. 230; and 

(iv) Any person qualified under ? 10 5 
(c> (relating to temporary recognition 
of an applicant for enrollment) or 5 10 7 
(relating to limited practice without en¬ 
rollment in the case of a full-time em¬ 
ployee, or a bona fide officer of a corpora¬ 
tion, trust, estate, association, or orga¬ 
nized group, and certain others) of Cir¬ 
cular No. 230. 

The appearance of such person and his 
representation of taxpayers in every re¬ 
spect must be in strict compliance with 
the requirements of all pertinent stat¬ 
utes, Circular No. 230, and this oubpar. 

(2) Enrollment not required for ccrfam 
persons, (i) The persons described in 
subparagraph (l)(lv) of this paras*. * 
(see $ 10.5(0 and 8 10.7 of Circular No 
230) are authorized by Circular No. 2 0 
to appear without enrollment under the 
circumstances and conditions deserfixu 
therein. However, such persons mu.:t 
present satisfactory Identification and. if 
required by paragraph (c> of this section, 
submit a power of attorney or a tax in¬ 
formation authorization. The formal re¬ 
quirements concerning identification and 
authority of a person acting in a fiduciary 
capacity are the same as those related t j 
the execution by a fiduciary of powers of 
attorney or tax information authoriza¬ 
tions (see 8 601.504) . Persons describe 7 
in subparagraph (lXiv) of this para¬ 
graph who without enrollment may ap¬ 
pear on behalf of any person with respect 
to the tax liability of such person, may 
also without enrollment appear with re¬ 
spect to tlie liability of such person as a 
transferee of property of a taxpayer and 
with respect to the liability of a flducim : 
under Revised Statute 8 3467. os amended 
(31U.S.C. 192). 

(ii) A representative (who would have 
to be enrolled in order to practice befon 
the Revenue Service) will not be required 
to become enrolled if such representa¬ 
tive is only authorized to inspect or re¬ 
ceive copies of returns filed by the tax¬ 
payer where an Executive order or regu¬ 
lations permit such action by a 
representative. The Commissioner re¬ 
serves the right to withhold applying 
the above exception In any specific case 

(3) Employees of persons recognized 
to practice. Employees of persons recog¬ 
nized to practice before the Revenue 
Service, who themselves are not so recog¬ 
nized. will not be recognized by offices of 
the Revenue Service except for the pur¬ 
pose of filing papers or securing informa¬ 
tion as to the status of tax cases. Rec¬ 
ognition of such employees for the 
purpose of securing information as to the 
status of tax cases will be given only 
when the employee presents, with refer¬ 
ence to a particular case, WTltten author¬ 
ity from his employer to request such 
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-u'ormatton, and a power of attorney 
or tax information authorization, If ap¬ 
propriate. in such matter has previously 
been filed by his employer and has not 
been revoked by the person who granted 
IL 

(c) Requirement o/ a power of at- 
;urney or a tax information authoriza¬ 
tion —(l) Requirement of power of at¬ 
torney. Except as otherwise provided 
ir. subparagraphs (3) (ill) and (4) of 
this paragraph, a power of attorney In 
roper form, or a copy thereof (for rules 
relating to copies, see paragraph <e> of 
§ 601.504). executed by the taxpayer, will 
be required in a matter by the Revenue 
Service when the taxpayer’s representa¬ 
tive desires to perform one or more of 
the following acts on behalf of the tax¬ 
payer: 

(1) Receipt (but not endorsement and 
collection) of a check In payment of 
any refund of Internal revenue taxes, 

naltles, or interest. The endorse¬ 
ment and payment of a check drawn 
on the Treasurer of the United States 
after delivery to the taxpayer or his rep- 
tentative are governed by Treasury 
i apartment Circular No. 21, as amended 
(31 CFR Part 360). If the refund check 
is not to be endorsed by the payee per- 
onaDy, it should be endorsed under au¬ 
thority evidenced by one of the special 
types of powers of attorney prescribed 
by Circular No. 21. (For restrictions on 
the assignment of claims, see Revised 
statute } 3477. as amended (31 JJB.C. 
203). For rules relating to deltvery of 
checks In payment of refunds, see para- 
raph (b) of 8 601.506.) 

(U) Execution of a waiver of restric¬ 
tion on assessment or collection of a 
deficiency In tax, or a waiver of notice 
of disallowance of a claim for credit or 
refund. 

(ill) Execution of a consent to extend 
the statutory period for assessment or 
collection of a tax. 

(lv) Execution of a closing agreement 
under section 7121 of the Internal Rev¬ 
enue Code. 

The power of attorney must specify 
which of the acts the representative is 
authorized to perform and no repre¬ 
sentative will be permitted to perform 
any of such acts without a proper power 
of attorney. Except as provided in 
paragraph (c) (3) of f 601.505, only one 
power of attorney is to be in effect in 
an office of the Revenue Service with 
respect to any of the acts enumerated 
in this subparagraph, and there must be 
Included in such power of attorney the 
names and addresses of all representa¬ 
tives to whom the taxpayer has dele¬ 
gated authority to represent him with 
respect to any of the acts. 

(2) Requirement of a tax information 

authorization . (i) Except as otherwise 

provided in subdivision (11) of this sub- 
paragraph arid subparagraphs (3) and 
(4) of this paragraph, in order that a 
taxpayer’s representative may receive 
or inspeet confidential tax information 
in a matter, a tax information author¬ 
ization, or a copy thereof (for rules re¬ 
lating to copies, see paragraph (e) of 
» 601.504), will be required by the Rev¬ 
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enue Service. The tax information au¬ 
thorization must be signed by live tax¬ 
payer and must specify the matter cov¬ 
ered. Examples of the receipt or inspec¬ 
tion of confidential information for 
which a tax information authorization 
is required are the inspection of the 
taxpayer's tax returns (see section 6103 
and the regulations thereunder), the re¬ 
ceipt from Revenue Service officials at a 
conference of information disclosing the 
position of the Revenue Service with re¬ 
spect to the taxpayer's liability, the dis¬ 
cussion with Revenue Service officials on 
the substance or merits of a taxpayer's 
request for a ruling or determination let¬ 
ter. and the receipt of certain notices 
and other communications, such as a 
notice of deficiency under section 6212 of 
the Code or a "30-day letter" and ex¬ 
amining officer's report under 8 601.105 
< d •. given to a taxpayer with respect 
to his tax affairs. A tax information au¬ 
thorization will not be required for re¬ 
ceipt of notices and other communica¬ 
tions which do not involve the disclosure 
of confidential Information. For rules 
relating to the receipt of notices and 
other communications, see 8 601.506. 

<ii) Although the Revenue Service 
requires the taxpayer's representative to 
flic a tax information authorization in 
order for such representative to receive 
or inspect confidential information in a 
matter, if such representative in connec¬ 
tion with a matter has filed a power of 
attorney in order to perform one or 
more of the acts specified in subpara¬ 
graph (1) of this paragraph he will be 
entitled to receive or Inspect confidential 
information In the same matter without 
being required to file a separate tax In¬ 
formation authorization. 

<3) Exceptions to requirement of power 
of attorney or tax information authoriza¬ 
tion in certain cases. (1) A tax informa¬ 
tion authorization is not required of a 
taxpayer's representative at a conference 
which Is also attended by the taxpayer. 
Unless the Revenue Service officials are 
advised to the contrary, in such a case. It 
will be presumed that the taxpayer In 
whose behalf the representative appears 
places no limitations upon the authority 
of his representative to receive confiden¬ 
tial information at the conference. 

Cii) A tax information authorization 
Is not required at a conference concern¬ 
ing an estate tax case, even though the 
executor or administrator is not present 
at the conference, if the representative 
presents satisfactory evidence to the 
Revenue Service officials that he; 

(а) Is recognized to practice before 
the Revenue Service within the meaning 
of paragraph (b) (1) of this section, 

(б) Prepared the estate tax return on 
behalf of the executor or administrator, 
and 

(c) Is the attorney of record for the 
executor or administrator before the 
court where the will is probated or the 
estate is administered. 

UU) A power of attorney or a tax In¬ 
formation authorization is not required 
in the case of a trustee, receiver, or an 
attorney (designated to represent a 
trustee, receiver, or debtor in possession), 
appointed by a court having jurisdiction 
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over a debtor. In such a case. Revenue 
Service officials may require the submis¬ 
sion of a certificate from the court having 
Jurisdiction over the debtor showing the 
appointment and qualification of the 
trustee, receiver, or attorney and that 
his authority has not been terminated. 
In cases pending before a district court 
of the United States, an authenticated 
copy of the order approving the bond of 
the trustee, receiver, or attorney will 
meet this requirement. 

(4) Commissioner's authority to sub¬ 
stitute other requirements for power of 
attorney or tax information authoriza¬ 
tion . The Commissioner may, with re¬ 
spect to the performance of a specific 
act, substitute a requirement other than 
a power of attorney or a tax information 
authorization for appropriate evidence of 
the authority of the taxpayer s repre¬ 
sentative. 

§ 601.503 Rcquirrnirntu for filing crl- 
dfnrc of rrrognition, po%rr of at¬ 
torney, and tax information au¬ 
thorization. 

(a) Filing evidence of recognition. 
Evidence of recognition must be submit¬ 
ted when a representative presents him¬ 
self for the initial meeting In the first 
office of the Revenue Service in which 
he represents the party on whose behalf 
he acts in connection with the matter 
under consideration. Once evidence of 
recognition has been submitted, it will 
not be necessary to submit It again cither 
in the same office or in other offices of 
the Revenue Service which subsequently 
have the same matter under considera¬ 
tion, unless specifically requested. In 
the case of a qualified attorney or a 
qualified certified public accountant, the 
filing of the applicable written declara¬ 
tion described in paragraph (b)(1) (1) 
and (1L) of f 601.502 constitutes evidence 
of recognition. A standard written dec¬ 
laration form is avallatye in Revenue 
Service offices. In the case of a person 
currently enrolled as an agent, the dem¬ 
onstration by such person that he Is the 
holder of a valid enrollment card con¬ 
stitutes evidence of recognition. 

(b) Filing power of attorney and tax 
information authorization. Except as 
otherwise provided In this paragraph, 
one copy of a power of attorney must be 
filed to each office of the Revenue Serv¬ 
ice to which the representative, in con¬ 
nection with the matter under considera¬ 
tion , desires to perform one or more 
of the acts enumerated in paragraph (c) 
(1) of ft 601.502. If a power of attorney 
with respect to the matter has not been 
filed with the Revenue Service, one copy 
of a tax information authorization must 
be filed in each office of the Revenue 
Service In which the representative, in 
connection with the matter under con¬ 
sideration, receives or inspects confiden¬ 
tial information. For rules relating to 
the filing of a power of attorney alone, 
see paragraph tc)(2)(ii> of ft 601.502. 
One additional copy of a power of attor¬ 
ney or tax information authorization 
also must be filed for each tax matter 
covered by the power of attorney or tax 
information authorization. If, to ad¬ 
dition to a past or present matter, & pre- 
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viously filed power of attorney or tax In¬ 
formation authorization relate* to a tax 
matter not presently under considera¬ 
tion* or for which tax returns are not 
yet due. copies of the power of attorney 
or tax information authorization will be 
required to be filed subsequently with 
respect to those matters. These copies of 
the power of attorney or tax information 
authorization may be submitted with 
the subsequent returns or when the mat¬ 
ter Is under consideration by the Revenue 
Service. Where a copy of a power of 
attorney or tax information authoriza¬ 
tion is filed with the office of a district 
director which has the matter under con¬ 
sideration, it is not necessary to file an¬ 
other such copy with the office of a re¬ 
gional commissioner or regional counsel 
ivbich subsequently has the matter under 
consideration, unless such office specifi¬ 
cally requests the additional copy. In 
case of a request for a ruling or other 
matter to be considered in the National 
Office, a copy of a power of attorney or a 
tax Information authorization should be 
submitted with each request If the repre¬ 
sentative wishes to represent the tax¬ 
payer at a conference in the National 
Office or receive a copy of the ruling. 
Standard power of attorney and tax 
information authorization forms are 
available in Revenue Service offices. 
For rules relating to the receipt of the 
original of the ruling by a representative, 
see paragraph (a) of $ 601.506. 

(c) Practice by correspondence . If a 
representative desires to represent a tax¬ 
payer through correspondence with the 
Revenue Service, the requirements of 
recognition (see paragraph <b> of 
i 601.502) and submission of evidence 
thereof and, if applicable, of submission 
of a power of attorney or a tax informa¬ 
tion authorization (see paragraph (c) of 
9 601.502) must be met even though no 
actual appearance is made. In the case 
of a qualified attorney or certified public 
accountant, evidence of recognition shall 
be in the form of the written declaration 
referred to in paragraph <b> <1) (I) or <ii) 
of $ 601.502. In the case of an enrollee, 
evidence of recognition shall be in the 
form of a statement that he is enrolled 
and either his enrollment number or the 
expiration date of his enrollment card. 

§ 601.501 Requirement for execution, 
attestation. acknowledgment or wit- 
noting, and certification of copie*, 
of power of attorney and tux in¬ 
formation authorization. 

(a) Formal requirements. The use of 
technical language in the preparation of 
a power of attorney or a tax information 
authorization is not necessary, but the 
instrument should clearly express the 
taxpayer's Intention as to the scope of 
the authority of the representative, and 
specify the tax matter to which the 
authority relates. A power of attorney 
or tax information authorization may 
relate to more than one matter as, for 
example, a tax information authoriza¬ 
tion which relates to a taxpayer's income 
taxes for several different taxable years. 
If the taxpayer wishes to authorize his 
representative to perform one or more 
of the acts set forth in paragraph (c) (1) 
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of $ 601.502 for which a power of attor¬ 
ney is required by the Revenue Service, 
the power must clearly specify which act 
or acts the representative is authorized 
to perform. Furthermore, if the tax¬ 
payer wishes to authorize his representa¬ 
tive to make substitution of representa¬ 
tives or delegate authority to other 
representatives, the power of attorney 
must state this Intention. The power of 
attorney need not specify the names of 
the representatives who may be substi¬ 
tuted or to w r hom authority may be dele¬ 
gated. although such substitution or 
delegation, when it occurs, must be evi¬ 
denced by a statement signed by the 
representative named in the power of 
attorney. The power of attorney or tax 
Information authorization should also 
contain the mailing address of the repre¬ 
sentative and. if more than one person 
is to represent the taxpayer in the mat¬ 
ter, a designation as to which representa¬ 
tive is to receive notices and other writ¬ 
ten communications. Standard power 
of attorney and tax information authori¬ 
zation forms are available In Revenue 
Service offices. For rules relating to the 
mailing of notices or other written com¬ 
munications to a representative, see 
5 601.506. 

(b) Execution of a power of attorney 
or a tax information authorization —(1) 
Ordinary cases . A power of attorney or 
a tax information authorization must be 
executed as follows : 

(i> Individual. In the case of an in¬ 
dividual taxpayer, by such individual. 

(il) Husband and wife . In the case 
of any taxable year tor which a joint 
return was made by husband and wife, 
by both husband and wife except that 
either spouse may sign for the other if 
such signature is duly authorized in 
writing by the other spouse. 

(Ill) Partnership. In the case of a 
partnership, by all members, or if exe¬ 
cuted in the name of the partnership, 
by one of the partners duly authorized 
to act for the partnership. 

(iv) Corporation. In the case of a 
corporation, by an officer of the corpora¬ 
tion having authority to bind the cor¬ 
poration, who shall certify that he has 
such authority. 

(v) Association. In the case of an 
association, the same requirements shall 
be applied as in the case of a corpora¬ 
tion. 

(2) Special cases. A power of attor¬ 
ney or a tax information authorization 
In the special cases set forth in subdivi¬ 
sions (i) through (vi) of this subpara¬ 
graph must be executed by the party or 
parties having authority to act in the 
matter under consideration. In this con¬ 
nection. Revenue Service officials may 
require the submission of appropriate 
supplementary evidence of the authority 
of the party or parties. Such powers 
of attorney or tax information authori¬ 
zations must be executed as follows: 

(i) Dissolved partnership. In the case 
of a dissolved partnership, by each of the 
former partners. If one or more of the 
partners arc dead, their legal representa¬ 
tives must sign in their stead (see subdi¬ 
vision (iv) of tills subparagraph). unless, 
under the laws of the particular State, 


the surviving partners at the time of ex¬ 
ecution of the power of attorney or tax 
information authorization have exclu¬ 
sive right to control and possession of the 
firm's assets for the purpose of winding 
up its affairs, in which case their signa¬ 
tures alone will be sufficient. If only the 
surviving partners sign the power of at¬ 
torney or tax information authorization 
the Revenue Service officials may requli e 
the submission of a copy of or a citation 
to the pertinent provisions of the State 
law under which the surviving partner , 
claim authority without legal represen ta- 
ttves of the deceased partners. 

01) Dissolved corporation. In the 
case of a dissolved corporation, by the 
liquidating trustee or trustees under dls- 
solution. If one or more have been ap¬ 
pointed, or by a trustee deriving authori¬ 
ty under a statute of the State In which 
the corporation was organized. If there 
is more thar one trustee, all must join 
unless it is established that less than ail 
have authority to act in the matter undi r 
consideration. The Revenue Service of¬ 
ficials may require the submission of a 
properly authenticated copy of the in¬ 
strument under which the trustee de¬ 
rives his authority. If the trustee's au¬ 
thority is derived under a State statute, 
the Revenue Service officials may require 
the submission of a copy of or a citation 
to the pertinent provisions of such stat¬ 
ute. together with a statement made un¬ 
der penalties of perjury setting forth tiie 
facts required by the statute as a condi¬ 
tion precedent to the vesting of authority 
in said trustee and stating that In the 
case of any trustee, his authority has not 
been terminated. If there is no trustee, 
the power of attorney or tax information 
authorization must be signed by a suffi¬ 
cient number of individuals to constitute 
a majority of the voting stock of the cor¬ 
poration as of the date of dissolution. 
The Revenue Service officials may re¬ 
quire submission of a statement showing 
the total number of outstanding shares 
of voting stock as of the date of dissolu¬ 
tion. the number of shares held by each 
signatory to the power of attorney or tax 
information authorization, the date of 
dissolution, and positive averments as to 
the nonexistence of any trustee. 

(ill) Insolvent taxpayer. In the case 
of an Insolvent taxpayer, by the trustee, 
receiver, or attorney appointed by 
the court. The Revenue Service offi¬ 
cials may require the submission of a 
certificate from the court having Juris¬ 
diction over the insolvent showing the 
appointment and qualification of the 
trustee, receiver, or attorney and that 
his authority has not been terminated. 
In cases pending before a district court 
of the United States, an authenticated 
copy of the order approving the bond 
of the trustee, receiver, or attorney will 
meet this requirement. 

(iv) Deceased taxpayers. In the ca e 
of a deceased taxpayer, by the execute >r 
or administrator if one has been ap¬ 
pointed and is acting and responsible for 
disposition of the matter under consid¬ 
eration. The Revenue Service officials 
may require the submission of a short- 
form certificate (or authenticated copies 
of letters testamentary or letters of ad- 
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ministration) showing that the author¬ 
ity of the executor or administrator Is 
In full force and effect at the time the 
power of attorney or tax Information 
authorization is submitted. In the 
event that a trustee under the will Is 
acting, the power of attorney or tax In¬ 
formation authorization should be ex¬ 
ecuted by the trustee, unless the execu¬ 
tor has not been discharged and 1s re¬ 
sponsible for disposition of the matter. 
The Revenue Service officials may re¬ 
quire the submission of evidence of the 
discharge of the executor and appoint¬ 
ment of the trustee, or other appropri¬ 
ate evidence of the authority of the 
trustee to act If no executor, admin¬ 
istrator. or trustee under the will is act¬ 
ing or responsible for disposition of the 
matter and the estate has been dis¬ 
tributed to the residuary legatee or 
legatees, the power of attorney or tax 
information authorization should be ex¬ 
ecuted by the residuary legatee or lega¬ 
tees. The Revenue Service officials may 
require the submission of a statement 
from the court certifying that no execu¬ 
tor. administrator, or trustee under the 
will Is acting or responsible for disposi¬ 
tion of the matter, and naming the re¬ 
siduary legatees and indicating the 
proper share to which each is entitled. 
In the event that the decedent died in¬ 
testate and the administrator has been 
discharged and is not responsible for 
disposition of the matter, or none was 
ever appointed, the power of attorney or 
tax information authorization must be 
executed by the distributees. The Rev¬ 
enue Service officials may require the 
s ubmisslon of evidence of the discharge 
of the administrator if one had been ap¬ 
pointed and evidence that the adminis¬ 
trator is not responsible for disposition 
of the matter, and statements made un¬ 
der penalties of perjury and such other 
appropriate evJdence as can be produced 
tending to show the relationship to the 
deceased of the signatories to the power 
of attorney or tax information authori¬ 
zation and the right of each of them to 
the respective shares claimed under the 
law of the domicile of the deceased. 

(v) Guardians and other fiduciaries 
appointed bp a court of record . In the 
case of a taxpayer for whom a guardian 
or other fiduciary has been appointed by 
a court of record, by the fiduciary. The 
Revenue Service officials may require the 
submission of a court certificate or court 
order showing that such fiduciary has 
been appointed and that his appoint¬ 
ment has not been terminated. 

<vi) Trustee under agreement or 
declaration . In the case of a taxpayer 
who has appointed a trustee, by the 
trustee. If there Is more than one 
trustee appointed, all should Join un¬ 
less it is shown that less than all have 
authority to act. The Revenue Service 
officials may require the submission of 
documentary evidence of the authority 
of the trustee to act. Such evidence 
may be either a copy of the trust instru¬ 
ment, properly certified, or a certified 
copy of extracts from the trust instru¬ 
ments. showing: 

<a) The date of the Instrument, 
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(b> That It Is or is not of record in 
any court, 

(c) The beneficiaries. 

(d) The appointment of the trustee, 
the authority granted, and such other 
information as may be necessary to 
show’ that such authority extends to 
Federal tax matters, and 

<c) That the trust has not been term¬ 
inated and the trustee appointed therein 
Is still acting. 

In the event that the trustee appointed 
in the original trust instrument is no 
longer acting and lias been replaced by 
another trustee, documentary evidence 
of the appointment of the new trustee 
should be submitted. 

(c) Attestation and corporate seal. 
It is not necessary that a power of 
attorney or a tax information authori¬ 
zation granted by a corporation be at¬ 
tested or that the corporate seal be 
affixed. Spaces provided on power of 
attorney or tax information authoriza¬ 
tion forms for affixing the corporate seal 
are for the convenience of corporations 
required by charter, or by the law* of 
the Jurisdiction in which they arc in¬ 
corporated. to affix their corporate seals 
in the execution of instruments. See 
paragraph (a) (I) of 5 1.6062-1 of this 
chapter (Income Tax Regulations). 

(d) Acknowledgment or witnessing — 
<I) General rule. Except as provided in 
subparagraph (2) of this paragraph, a 
power of attorney must be acknowledged 
before a notary public, or in lieu thereof, 
witnessed by two disinterested individ¬ 
uals. The notarial seal must be affixed 
unless such seal is not required under 
the law*s of the State in which the power 
of attorney is executed. A tax infor¬ 
mation authorization requires no 
acknowledgment or witnessing. 

(2) Exception. If the power of at¬ 
torney Is granted to a representative who 
is recognized to practice before the Rev¬ 
enue Service under paragraph (b)(1), 
(1). (11), or (ill) of 9 601.502, and such 
representative executes a declaration on 
the power of attorney that he is so recog¬ 
nized, the acknowledgment or witnessing 
under subparagraph (1) of this para¬ 
graph will not be required. 

<e) Certification of copies. A copy of 
a power of attorney or a tax informa¬ 
tion authorization, or a paper or docu¬ 
ment filed therewith, which is repro¬ 
duced by photographic processes, need 
not be certified os a true and correct 
copy of the original. When such a copy 
is reproduced by other methods, it will 
be acceptable if its authenticity is certi¬ 
fied cither by a representative who is 
recognized to practice before the Reve¬ 
nue Service under paragraph (b) (1) <i), 
Ui). or (ill) of 5 601.502, or by a notary 
public or other proper official who states 
that he has personally compared the 
copy with the original and finds it to 
be a true and correct copy. 

§ 601.505 HrquirrmcnU for rhnnging 
representation* 

(a) No distinction between types of 
powers of attorney. A power of attorney 
is only required by the Revenue Service 
for the performance of one or more of 
the acts enumerated in paragraph (c) 
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(1) of S 601.502. Accordingly, for pur¬ 
poses of the rules relating to change in 
representation set forth In paragraph 
(c) of this section, no distinction w r fll 
be made by the Revenue Service be¬ 
tween a general and a limited power of 
attorney. 

(b) Prohibition against unreasonable 
delay in Circular No. 230. See section 
10.23 of Circular No. 230 for the rule pro¬ 
hibiting a recognized representative from 
unreasonably delaying the prompt dis¬ 
position of any matter before the Rev¬ 
enue Service. 

<c) Change in representation —(1) 
New power of attorney or tax informa - 
tion authorization required. In any 
case in which there has been filed a 
power of attorney with respect to one 
or more of the acts enumerated in para¬ 
graph (c)(1) of 9 601.502, or a tax in¬ 
formation authorization, and thereafter, 
with respect to the same matter, the 
taxpayer desires: 

(1) To add or to reduce the number 
of representatives authorized to perform 
one or more of such acts, or to receive 
confidential information. 

<il) To revoke the authority granted 
to a representative and to authorize a 
new representative to perform one or 
more of such acts, or to receive such con¬ 
fidential information, or 

Oil) To change the authority granted 
to a representative. 

a new power of attorney or a new tax 
Information authorization, whichever is 
appropriate, must be filed. 

(2) Rules of revocation of power of at- 
torney and tax information authoriza¬ 
tion. (i) Except as provided In the next 
sentence, a new power of attorney filed 
with respect to one or more of the acts 
enumerated in paragraph (c)(1) of 
5 601.502 will be deemed as revoking a 
prior power of attorney (regardless of 
whether the act or acts enumerated in 
the prior power are the same as or 
different from the act or acts enumerated 
in the new power) or tax Information au¬ 
thorization granted by the taxpayer to 
another representative with respect to 
the same matter. A new power of at¬ 
torney will not be deemed as revoking a 
prior power of attorney or tax informa¬ 
tion authorization IT It contains a clause 
specifically stating that it does not re¬ 
voke such prior power of attorney or tax 
information authorization, and there is 
attached to the new power of attorney a 
copy of the u are Yoked prior power of 
attorney or tax information authoriza¬ 
tion or a statement signed by the tax¬ 
payer listing the names and addresses 
of all representatives authorized under 
the prior power of attorney or tax in¬ 
formation authorization. This proce¬ 
dure permits a taxpayer to authorize 
additional representatives to perform one 
or more of the acts enumerated in para¬ 
graph (0(1) of 9 601.502. or to receive 
confidential information, without revok¬ 
ing the authority of representatives un¬ 
der a prior power of attorney or tax in¬ 
formation authorization with respect to 
the matter referred to In the prior power 
of attorney or tax information author¬ 
ization. For rules relating to the prac¬ 
tice of the Revenue Service in giving no- 
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Uces and other written communications 
In cases In which a taxpayer has more 
than one authorized representative, see 
paragraph la) of 9 601*506. 

(U> Except ns provided In the next 
sentence, a new tax information author¬ 
ization will be deemed as revoking -a 
prior tax information authorization 
filed with respect to the same matter. A 
new tax information authorization will 
not be deemed as revoking a prior tax 
Information authorization with respect 
to the same matter if it contains a clause 
specifically stating that it does not re¬ 
voke such prior tax information author¬ 
ization. and If there Is attached to the 
new tax information authorization a copy 
of the unrevoked prior tax information 
authorization or a statement signed by 
the taxpayer listing the names and ad¬ 
dresses of all representatives authorized 
under the prior tax information authori¬ 
zation. This procedure permits a tax¬ 
payer to authorize additional representa¬ 
tives to receive confidential information, 
without revoking the authority of repre¬ 
sentatives under a prior tax Information 
authorization with respect to the matter 
referred to In the prtor tax information 
authorization. For rules relating to the 
practice of the Revenue Service in giving 
notices and other written communica¬ 
tions In cases in which a taxpayer has 
more than one authorized representative, 
see paragraph <a) of 9 601.566. 

(ill) Except as provided In the next 
sentence, a new tax Information authori¬ 
zation will not be deemed as revoking a 
prior power of attorney filed with respect 
to the same matter. A new tax infor¬ 
mation authorization will be deemed os 
revoking a prior power of attorney with 
respect to the same matter If there is at¬ 
tached to the new tax information au¬ 
thorization a statement signed by the 
taxpayer listing the names and addresses 
of all representatives under the prior 
power of attorney whose authority Is 
revoked. This procedure permits a tax¬ 
payer to authorize additional represent¬ 
atives to receive confidential informa¬ 
tion. and, at the same time, revoke the 
authority of representatives under a 
prior power of attorney with respect to 
the matter referred to in the prior pow¬ 
er of attorney. For rules relating to the 
practice of the Revenue Service in giv¬ 
ing notices and other written communi¬ 
cations In cases in which a taxpayer has 
more than one authorized representa¬ 
tive, see paragraph (a) of § 601.506. 

<iv> A taxpayer may revoke a power 
of attorney or a tax information author¬ 
ization granted to a representative with¬ 
out authorizing a new representative to 
act for him. Upon revocation of a power 
of attorney or a tax information authori¬ 
zation when no new power of attorney 
or tax information authorization is exe¬ 
cuted, the taxpayer must send a signed 
statement to those offices of the Reve¬ 
nue Service where he has filed copies of 
the power of attorney or tax information 
Authorization which is to be revoked list¬ 
ing the names and addresses of the rep¬ 
resentatives whose authority is revoked.

<a> notices. Any notice or other 
written communication tor a copy 
thereof > required or permitted to be 
given to a taxpayer in any matter before 
the Revenue Service shall be given to the 
taxpayer's recognized representative. 
However, if such notice or communica¬ 
tion contains confidential information 
with respect to the taxpayer, the notice 
or communication will be given to the 
representative only if there is on file 
with the Revenue Service a power of at¬ 
torney or a tax information authoriza¬ 
tion in the matter signed by the tax¬ 
payer. For general rules relating to the 
requirement of a tax information au¬ 
thorization. see paragraph ic) i2> of 
§ 601.502. Except as otherwise provided 
in this paragraph, if a taxpayer has more 
than one recognized representative In a 
matter, service upon any one shall be 
sufficient. To the extent feasible. It will 
be the practice of the Revenue Service to 
give copies of notices and other writ¬ 
ten communications to whichever of the 
representatives is designated by the tax¬ 
payer to receive such communications 
in the power of attorney or tax infor¬ 
mation authorization, whichever instru¬ 
ment reflects the latest date. If. In such 
instrument, the taxpayer designates 
more than one representative to receive 
notices and other written communica¬ 
tions, It will be the practice of the Rev¬ 
enue Service to give copies of such com¬ 
munications to two, but not more than 
two, representatives so designated, but 
only if the two representatives have 
different mailing addresses. In a case 
in which the taxpayer does not desig¬ 
nate which representative is to receive 
notices, it will be the practice of the 
Revenue Service to give notices to the 
>representative first named on the instru¬ 
ment which reflects the latest date. In 
no event will failure to give notice or 
other written communication to a tax¬ 
payer's representative affect its validity 
which is to be determined solely under 
the provisions of the Internal Revenue 
Code. In the case of a request for a 
ruling, if it is desired that the original 
of the ruling (or of any correspondence 
In connection therewith) be addressed 
to the taxpayer’s recognized representa¬ 
tive. the power of attorney or tax infor¬ 
mation authorization should contain a 
statement to that effect and designate 
the mailing address of such represent¬ 
ative. 

<b> Delivery of checks tn payment of 
refunds— il) In general. The Revenue 
Service is not bound to deliver any check 
in payment of refund of internal revenue 
taxes. penalties, or interest to a repre¬ 
sentative of any taxpayer acting under 
authority evidenced by a power of at¬ 
torney. However, it will be the general 
policy of the Revenue Service to mall 
such a check In care of a recognized 
representative who has filed a power of 
attorney from the taxpayer, specifically 
authorizing him to receive but not to en¬ 


dorse such check (see paragraph (c)(1) 
(i) of § 601.502 >. provided that such pow- 
er of attorney has been filed in sufficient 
time for the section or division preparinR 
the certificate of overasscssment, or 
other appropriate notice, to show there¬ 
on the mailing address as “care of” the 
representative. When a representative 
has more than one address, a request to 
moil the check to an address other than 
that shown in the power of attorney will 
not be granted unless the address shown 
in the power of attorney is no Ion : 
that of the representative. In the event 
that a power of attorney is filed speciil- 
cally authorizing more than one repre¬ 
sentative to receive checks on the tax¬ 
payer’s behalf, and such representatives 
hare different addresses, the Revenue 
Service wdll mail the check directly to 
the taxpayer, unless a statement is fur¬ 
nished. signed by all of the representa¬ 
tives named in the power of attorney, re¬ 
questing that the check be mailed in rare 
of one of their number. Furthermore, 
it will be the policy of the Revenue Serv¬ 
ice not to mall checks in payment of re¬ 
funds to a representative who holds au¬ 
thority to receive such checks by reason 
of a substitute power of attorney ob¬ 
tained from the representative desig¬ 
nated by the taxpayer. 

Check* in 
payment of claims which have either 
been reduced to Judgment or settled In 
the course or as a result of litigation will 
be drawn in the name of the person or 
persons entitled to the money. Jn an 
action arising in a UE. district court 
the check will be sent to the appropriate 
IJE. Attorney for delivery to the tax¬ 
payer or the counsel of record in tin. 
court proceeding. In an action arising 
in the UJ9. Court of Claims, the Check 
will be sent to the Assistant Attorney 
* General. Tax Division. Department of 
Justice, for such delivery. 

§ 601.507 Evidence required lo MiUlan- 

tiulr fact* alleged in conform™*-. 

All evidence, except that of a supple¬ 
mentary or Incidental character, may h 
required to be submitted over the signed 
declaration of the taxpayer, mndc under 
penalties of perjury, that such evidence 
is true. Thus, in the case of any matter 
pending before the Revenue 6ervice in 
respect of w*hich the taxpayer submit- 
a protest or other similar statement, such 
protest or statement should contain a 
recitation of the facts on which the tax¬ 
payer relies, made under the penalu w 
of perjury, and should meet all the Is¬ 
sues raised by the Revenue Service which 
the taxpayer desires to contest. In lieu 
of a declaration of the taxpayer made 
under penalties of perjury, every claim 
written argument, brief, or recitation of 
the facts, prepared or filed by the tax¬ 
payer’s representative in any matter 
pending before the Revenue Service, 
should have endorsed thereon a declara¬ 
tion signed by such representative as to 
whether or not he prepared such docu¬ 
ment and whether or not.hc knows of hi* 
own knowledge that the facts contained 
therein are true and correct In any 
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case in which the taxpayer s representa¬ 
tive is unable or unwilling to declare of 
Ills own knowledge that the facts are 
true and correct, the Revenue Service 
may request the taxpayer to make such 
a declaration under penalties of perjury. 

§ 601.508 Content brtwrrn rcprr*cnta- 
tivw of n Inx payer. 

Where there is a contest betw'een 
members of a dissolved firm or between 
two or more representatives as to which 
is entitled to represent a client In a mat¬ 
ter pending before the Revenue Service, 
or to receive a check, thereafter the tax¬ 
payer only shall be recognized, unless 
the members or survivors of the dissolved 
firm, or the contesting representatives, 
file an agreement signed by all designat¬ 
ing which of them shall be entitled to 
represent the taxpayer In such matter or 
to receive any check. In no case shall 
the delivery of a check to the taxpayer 
be delayed more than 60 days by reason 
of failure to file such agreement. 

§ 601.509 Po*er of attorney or tax in¬ 
formation authorisation not required 
in cai*c* docketed in the Tax Court of 
the l T nited Slate*. 

In a case docketed in the Tax Court 
of the United States, the petitioner and 
the Commissioner stand in the position 
of parties litigant before a judicial body. 
The Tax Court has its own rules of prac¬ 
tice and procedure and Us own rules 
respecting admission to practice before 
it. Accordingly, a power of attorney or 
a tax Information authorization Is not 
required by the Revenue Service in coses 
docketed in the Tax Court. Correspond¬ 
ence in connection with cases docketed 
in the Tax Court will be addressed to 
counsel of record before the Court. In 
all cases pending in the Appellate Divi¬ 
rion. other than cases docketed in tire 
Tax Court, the customary power of attor¬ 
ney or tax information authorization Is 
required. 

Requirements for Alcohol and Tobacco 
Tax Activities 

§ 601.521 Requirement* for conference 
and repress* ntntion in conference. 

The requirements for conference in 
the office of an assistant regional com¬ 
missioner. alcohol and tobacco tax, or 
the Office of the Director, Alcohol and 
Tobacco Tax Division, are contained In 
' 601.308 of this part. Where an Industry 
member or other person Is to be rep¬ 
resented in conference, the representative 
must be recognized to practice as pro¬ 
vided in paragraph (b) of § 601.502. 
When a representative presents himself 
on behalf of an Industry member or other 
person for the initial meeting in the office 
of an assistant regional commissioner, al¬ 
cohol and tobacco tax. or of the Di¬ 
rector, Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Divi¬ 
sion, he must submit evidence of rec¬ 
ognition; or he should state in his first 
letter or other written communication 
with such office whether he is recognized 
to practice, and should enclose evidence 
of such recognition. In the case of a 
qualified attorney or a qualified certified 
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public accountant, the filing of the ap¬ 
plicable written declaration described In 
paragraph (b)(1) <i) and (ii) of 8 601.502 
shall constitute evidence of recognition. 
In the case of an enrollcc. the filing of a 
notification, stating that he Is enrolled 
to practice and giving his enrollment 
number or the expiration date of his en¬ 
rollment card, shall constitute evidence 
of recognition. 

§ 601.522 Power of attorney. 

Except as otherwise provided in this 
section, a power of attorney, or copy 
thereof, will be required for a repre¬ 
sentative of a principal (a) to per¬ 
form the acta »i>ecified in paragraph 
(c)(1) of 1 601.502; or (b) to sign any 
application, bond, notice, return, report, 
or other document required by. or pro¬ 
vided for In. regulations issued pursuant 
to chapter 51 (Distilled Spirits, Wines, 
and Beer), chapter 52 (Cigars. Ciga¬ 
rettes, and Cigarette Papers and Tubes), 
and chapter 53 (Machine Guns and Cer¬ 
tain Other Firearms*. Internal Revenue 
Code, the Federal Alcohol Administration 
Act, or the Federal Firearms Act, which 
is filed with or acted on by (1) the office 
of an assistant regional commissioner, 
alcohol and tobacco tax. or (2) the Di¬ 
rector. Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Divi¬ 
sion. The power of attorney may be exe¬ 
cuted on Form 1534. copies of which may 
be obtained from the assistant regional 
commissioner (alcohol and tobacco tax). 
A power of attorney will not be re¬ 
quired for a person authorized to sign 
on behalf of the principal by articles 
of incorporation, by-laws, or a board of 
directors, where an acceptable copy of 
such authorization is on file in the office 
of the assistant regional commissioner 
or of the Director. A powder of attorney 
filed under the provisions of this section 
may cover one or more acts for which 
a power of attorney Is required and will 
continue in effect with respect to such 
acts until revoked as provided in 
8 601.526. The exceptions to the re¬ 
quirements for a power of attorney con¬ 
tained in paragraph (c) (3) and (4) 
of 8 601.502 are applicable to powers of 
attorney under this section. 

§ 601.523 Tax in formal ion autliori**- 
tion. 

Where any of the acts specified in 
paragraph (c>(2Hf> of 8 601.502 are to 
be performed by a representative, and 
a power of attorney for such representa¬ 
tive has not been filed, a tax information 
authorization, or copy thereof, will bo 
required. The authorization may be exe¬ 
cuted on Form 1534-A, copies of which 
may be obtained from the assistant re¬ 
gional commissioner (alcohol and to¬ 
bacco tax). Such authorization may cover 
one or more of the acts for which a tax 
information authorization is required 
and will continue in effect with respect to 
such acts until revoked as provided In 
8 601.526. The exceptions to the require¬ 
ments for a tax information authoriza¬ 
tion, provided in paragraph (c) (3) and 
(4) of 8 601.502, are applicable to such 
authorizations under this section. 
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§601.521 Execution and filing power* 
of attorney and tax information 
authorization*. 

<a> Time of filing. A copy of the power 
of attorney must be filed in each office 
(that is, office of an assistant regional 
commissioner and Office of the Director. 
Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Division) in 
which a document specified in 8 601.522. 
covered by the power of attorney. Is 
required to be filed, or in which the repre¬ 
sentative desires to perform one or more 
of tile acts enumerated in paragraph 
(c)(1) of 5 601.502. If a power of attor¬ 
ney covering an act otherwise requiring 
the filing of a tax information authori¬ 
zation has not been filed, a copy of the 
tax information authorization must be 
filed in each office in which the repre¬ 
sentative Inspects or receives confidential 
Information, or, where acts requiring a 
power of attorney or a tax information 
authorization are handled by correspond¬ 
ence, the representative should enclose a 
copy of the power or authorization with 
the Initial correspondence. However, 
where a power of attorney or tax in¬ 
formation authorization is on file with 
the assistant regional commissioner, al¬ 
cohol and tobacco tax. an additional 
copy thereof will not be required in the 
office of the regional counsel of the same 
region. 

(b) Execution . The power of attor¬ 
ney required by 8 601.522. or tax infor¬ 
mation authorization required by 8 601.- 
523, shall be executed in the manner pre¬ 
scribed In paragraph (b> of 1 601.504; 
shall Indicate all acts to which it relates: 
should contain the mailing address of 
the representative; and, if more than 
one representative is authorized to per¬ 
form the same acts on behali of the In¬ 
dustry member or other person, a desig¬ 
nation as to which representative is to 
receive notices and other written com¬ 
munications. For rules relating to the 
mailing of notices or other written com¬ 
munications to a representative, sec

(c) Attestation and corporate seaL 
In the case of a corporation, a power 
of attorney filed with an officer of the 
Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Division must 
be attested by the secretary and the cor¬ 
porate seal must be affixed. If the offi¬ 
cer who signs the power of attorney 
1s also the secretary, another officer of 
the corporation, preferably the presi¬ 
dent. vice president, or treasurer, must 
also sign the power of attorney so that 
two different Individuals' signatures ap¬ 
pear thereon. If the corporation has 
no seal, a certified copy of a resolution 
duly passed on by the board of directors 
of the corporation authorizing the ex¬ 
ecution of powers of Attorney should be 
attached. 

(d> Acknowledgment. A power of at¬ 
torney filed with an office of the Alcohol 
and Tobacco Tax Division must be ac¬ 
knowledged. witnessed, or certified as 
provided in paragraph (d) of §601.504. 

g 601.525 Ortifiratioii of copic* of 
dorumnit*. 

The provisions of paragraph (c) of 
8 601.504 with respect to certification of 
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copies arc applicable to a power of attor¬ 
ney or a tax Information authorization 
required to be filed under $ 601.522 or

§ 601.326 Relocation of power* of at¬ 
torney and tax information author¬ 
ization*. 

The revocation of the authority of a 
representative covered by a power of 
attorney or tax information authoriza¬ 
tion filed in an office of the Alcohol and 
Tobacco Tax Division shall in no cose be 
effective prior to the giving of written 
notice to the proper official that the 
authority of such representative has been 
revoked.

Subpart F—Rules, Regulations, and 
Forms 

§ 601.601 Rule* and regulation*. 

(a> Formulation. (1) Internal reve¬ 
nue rules take various forms. The most 
important rules are issued as regulations 
and Treasury decisions, prescribed by the 
Commissioner and approved by the Sec¬ 
retary or his delegate. Other rules may 
be issued over the signature of the Com¬ 
missioner or the signature of any other 
official to whom authority has been dele¬ 
gated. The channeling of rules varies 
with the circumstances. Regulations 
and Treasury decisions, except those re¬ 
lating to alcohol, tobacco, and certain 
firearms, are prepared in the Office of 
the Chief Counsel. Alcohol, tobacco, and 
certain firearms regulations and Treas¬ 
ury decisions are prepared in the Office 
of the Assistant Commissioner (Compli¬ 
ance) and reviewed in the Office of the 
Chief Counsel. After approval by the 
Commissioner (and. in tire case of regula¬ 
tions relating to narcotics and certain 
regulations relating to alcohol and to¬ 
bacco taxes, the approval of the Com¬ 
missioner of Narcotics or the Commis¬ 
sioner of Customs, as the cose mny be), 
regulations and Treasury decisions are 
forwarded to the Secretary or his dele¬ 
gate for further consideration and final 
approval. 

(2) Where required by section 4 of 
the Administrative Procedure Act (60 
Stat. 237) and in such other instances 
as may be desirable, the Commissioner 
publishes in the Federal Register gen¬ 
eral notice of proposed rules (unless all 
persons subject thereto are named and 
cither personally served or otherwise 
have actual notice thereof in accordance 
with law). This notice includes (i) a 
statement of the time, place, and nature 
of public rule-making proceedings: <li) 
reference to the authority under which 
the rule is proposed; and (ill) either 
the terms or substance of the proposed 
rule or a description of the subjects and 
Issues involved. Also, pursuant to sec¬ 
tion 5 of the Federal Alcohol Admlnis- 
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tratlon Act (27 U, 8. C. 205 <f)) public 
notice and opportunity for hearing is 
given prior to the adoption of regula¬ 
tions under that section. 

(b) Comments on proposed rules. 
Interested persons are privileged to sub¬ 
mit any data, views, or arguments with 
respect to proposed rules. Any person 
submitting comments In response to a 
notice of proposed rule making pub¬ 
lished pursuant to 5 U.S.C. 553 shall spe¬ 
cifically designate that portion. If any, 
of his comments which in his opinion 
contains confidential information or 
data. Any comments or any portion 
thereof not specifically designated as 
confidential will be made available pur¬ 
suant to paragraph (c) of 5 601.702 upon 
request. Any comments or any portion 
thereof specifically designate as con¬ 
fidential will not be disclosed to the pub¬ 
lic. The name of the person submitting 
the comments will not be treated as con¬ 
fidential unless such person requests that 
his name be so treated. Any portion of 
a comment which is designated as con¬ 
fidential shall be set forth on pages 
separate from the balance of the com¬ 
ment. The disclosure by the Internal 
Revenue Service of any name, or of any 
comments or any portion thereof, not 
specifically designated ns confidential 
by the person submitting the comments 
will be a disclosure authorized by law 
within the meaning of any statute gov¬ 
erning the disclosure of information. 
The name of any person requesting a 
public hearing and the Issues which may 
be discussed at the hearing are not con¬ 
fidential. This paragraph applies only 
to comments submitted on or after 
August 2.1967. 

(c) Petition to change rules. Inter¬ 
ested persons are privileged to petition 
for the issuance, amendment, or repeal 
of a rule. A petition for the Issuance of 
a rule should Identify the section or sec¬ 
tions of law Involved; and a petition for 
the amendment or repeal of a rule should 
set forth the section or sections of the 
regulations involved. The petition should 
also set forth the reasons for the re¬ 
quested action. Such petitions will be 
given careful consideration and the peti¬ 
tioner will be advised of the action taken 
thereon. Petitions should be addressed 
to the Commissioner of Internal Rev¬ 
enue, Attention: CC:LR:T, Washington. 
D C. 20224 

(d) Publication of rules and regula¬ 
tions. All internal revenue regulations 
and Treasury decisions are published in 
the Federal Register and in the Code 
of Federal Regulations. See paragraph 

(a) of i 601.702. The Treasury decisions 
are also published in the weekly Internal 
Revenue Bulletin and the semiannual 
Cumulative Bulletin. The Internal Rev¬ 
enue Bulletin is the authoritative instru¬ 
ment of the Commissioner for the an¬ 
nouncement of official rulings, decisions, 
opinions, and procedures, and for the 
publication of Treasury decisions. Execu¬ 
tive orders, tax conventions, legislation, 
court decisions, and other items pertain¬ 
ing to internal revenue matters. It is the 
policy of the Internal Revenue Service 
to publish In the bulletin all substantive 


and procedural rulings of importance or 
general Interest, the publication of 
which is considered necessary to pro¬ 
mote a uniform application of the laws 
administered by the Service. It Is also 
the policy to publish in the bulletin all 
rulings which revoke, modify, amend, or 
affect any published ruling. Rules relat¬ 
ing solely to matters of internal prac¬ 
tices and procedures arc not published; 
however, statements of Internal prac¬ 
tices and procedures affecting rights or 
duties of taxpayers, or industry regula¬ 
tion. which appear In Internal managr- 
ment documents, are published in the 
bulletin. No unpublished ruling or deci¬ 
sion will be relied on. used, or cited by 
any officer or employee of the Internal 
Revenue Service as a precedent in the 
disposition of other cases. 

§ 601.602 Form* and in-struct ion*. 

(a> Tax return forms and instructions, 
Forms and instructions arc developed by 
the Internal Revenue 8ervice to explain 
the requirements of the internal revenue 
laws and regulations and are issued for 
the assistance of taxpayers in exercising 
their rights and discharging their duties 
under the internal revenue laws. All 
internal revenue taxes which are not 
collected by stamps are assessed and col¬ 
lected through the stiXf-deten&lnallon 
.and self-application of the law and the 
regulations by taxpayers. The tax re¬ 
turn forms are the instruments through 
which this is accomplished. 

(b) Other forms and instructions. In 
addition to the forms and instructions 
for the return of internal revenue taxes, 
the Internal Revenue Service provides 
other necessary or appropriate forms for 
assisting the public in complying with 
the technical requirements of the inter¬ 
nal revenue laws and regulations. The 
material contained in the forms and in¬ 
structions, and the arrangement thereof 
is carefully considered in the Internal 
Revenue Sendee and is designed to lead 
the taxpayer step-by-step through an 
orderly accumulation of data to an accu¬ 
rate report of the Information required 

(c) Procurement of forms and in¬ 
structions. Copies of all necessary form 
and instructions as to their preparation 
and filing, may be obtained from district 
directors or, where appropriate, from as¬ 
sistant regional commissioners (alcohol 
and tobacco tax). Descriptions of many 
of the forms and publications of the 
Internal Revenue Service for public use 
arc contained in Publication No. 480. 
Description of Available Forms Relating 
to Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Division 
Activities, and Publication No. 481, De¬ 
scription of Principal Federal Tax Re¬ 
turns. Related Forms, and Publications 
Publication No. 480 and Publication No. 
481 may be purchased from the Super¬ 
intendent of Documents. U.S. Govern¬ 
ment Printing Office, Washington. D C. 
20402. 

Subpart G—Records 

§ 601.701 Publicity of information. 

(a) General, Effective July 4. 1967. 
section 552 of title 5 of the United States 
Code is amended to prescribe revised 
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provisions regarding the publicizing of 
information by Federal agencies. Gen¬ 
erally. such section divides agency infor¬ 
mation Into three major categories and 
provides methods by which each cate¬ 
gory is to be made available to the pub¬ 
lic. The three major categories, for 
which the disclosure requirements of the 
Internal Revenue Service are set forth 
in $ 601.702. are as follows: 

<1> Information required to be pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Register; 

<2> Information required to be made 
available for public inspection and copy¬ 
ing or. in the alternative, to be published 
and offered for sale; and 

(3) Information required to be made 
available to any member of the public 
upon specific request. 

The revised provisions of section 552 arc 
intended to protect, subject to specified 
safeguards, the right of the public to in¬ 
formation. Section 552 is not authority to 
withhold information from Congress. 

<b) Exemptions —(1> In general . Un¬ 
der 5 U5.C. 552<b>, the disclosure re¬ 
quirements of section 552 do not apply to 
certain matters described in nine specific 
exemptions, as follows: 

(!) Matters specifically required by 
Executive order to be kept secret in the 
interest of the national defense or for¬ 
eign policy; * 

(U) Matters related solely to the in¬ 
ternal personnel rules and practices of 
an agency, such as staff manuals or In¬ 
structions. or parts thereof, which set 
forth guidelines, operating rules, or other 
criteria for officers or employees In audit¬ 
ing or inspection procedures, or in the 
selection or handling of cases, such as 
operational tactics, allowable tolerances, 
or criteria for the defense, prosecution, 
or settlement of cases: 

till) Matters specifically exempted 
from disclosure by statute, as described 
in subparagraph <2> of this paragraph: 

(iv) (a) Trade secrets and <b) com¬ 
mercial, financial, or other information, 
which is privileged or confidential and 
thus would not customarily be made pub¬ 
lic by the person from whom It is ob¬ 
tained, such as business sales statistics, 
inventories, customer lists, scientific or 
manufacturing processes or develop¬ 
ments. personal correspondence, or mat¬ 
ter which the agency has obligated Itself 
In good faith not to disclose; 

(v) Interagency or intraagency memo¬ 
randums or letters which would not be 
available by law to a party in litigation 
with an Bgency. Including communica¬ 
tions (such as internal drafts, memo¬ 
randums between officials or agencies, 
opinions and interpretations prepared by 
agency staff personnel or consultants for 
the use of the agency, and records of the 
deliberations of the agency or staff 
groups) which the agency has received 
from another agency, or which the 
agency generates, in the process of issu¬ 
ing an order, decision, ruling, or regula¬ 
tion, drafting proposed legislation, or 
otherwise carrying out its functions and 
responsibilities. If such communications 
would not routinely be available to such 
party through use of the discovery 
process; 
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(vi) Personnel and medical flies and 
similar files the disclosure of which 
would constitute a clearly unwarranted 
invasion of the personal privacy of any 
officer or employee of an agency or of 
any other person; 

(vli) Investigatory files compiled for 
any law enforcement purpose. Including 
files prepared in connection with related 
Government litigation and adjudicative 
proceedings, except to the extent avail¬ 
able by law to a party other than an 
agency; 

eviil) Matters contained in or related 
to examination, operating, or condition 
reports prepared by. on behalf of, or for 
the use of an agency responsible for the 
regulation or supervision of financial 
institutions: or 

(ix> Geological and geophysical infor¬ 
mation am. data, including maps, con¬ 
cerning wells, such as seismic reports and 
other exploratory findings of oil com¬ 
panies. 

<2> Matt erg specifically exempted from 
disclosure by statute . For purposes of 
subparagraph cl) (Ui) of this paragraph, 
statutory provisions which cither spe¬ 
cifically exempt certain matters from 
disclosure by officers or employees of the 
Internal Revenue Service or specifically 
provide for disclosure erder appropri¬ 
ate circumstances Include the following 
sections of the Code and the regulations 
thereunder: 

(1) Section 4102, relating to inspection 
by certain State or local government 
officers of records with respect to taxes 
on petroleum products; 

(li> Section 4773. relating to inspection 
by certain Government officials of rec¬ 
ords with respect to narcotic drugs and 
marihuana: 

<iU> Section 4775. relat'ng to requests 
for names of persons listed as special tax¬ 
payers under the provisions of the Code 
dealing with narcotic drugs and mari¬ 
huana; 

<lv> Section 6103. relating to publicity 
of certain returns anc. disclosure of in- 
formauon as to persons filing income 
tax returns; 

<v) Section 6104, relating to publicity 
of information required from certain 
exempt organizations and certain trusts; 

(vi) Section 6105. relating to publica¬ 
tion In the Federal Register of compila¬ 
tion of relief from excess profits tax 
cases; 

<vil> Section 6106, relating to pub¬ 
licity of unemployment tax returns: 

(vlit> Section 6107, relating to the 
keeping of lists of special taxpayers for 
public inspection; 

Ux> Section 6106. relating to the pub¬ 
lication of statistics of Income; 

(x 8ectton 7213, relating to penalties 
for unauthorized disclosure of informa¬ 
tion by Federal officers or employees or 
other persons; and 

<xi> Section 7237<e). relating to penal¬ 
ties for unlawful disclosure of informa¬ 
tion on returns or order forms pertain¬ 
ing to narcotic drugs or marihuana. 

A reference in tills subparagraph to a 
provision of the Code will be considered 
to be a reference also to any correspond¬ 
ing provisions of prior law and the reg- 
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ulatlons promulgated thereunder. See 
also 18 U.S.C. 1905. which provides pen¬ 
alties for the unlawful disclosure by Fed¬ 
eral officers or employees of certain ln- 
fonnation coming to them in llic course 
of their employment. See paragraph id) 
of £ 601.702 for special rules pertaining 
to the disclosure of information In the 
case of certain specified matters. 

(3) Application of exemptions. Even 
though an exemption described in sub¬ 
paragraph (1) of this paragraph may be 
fully applicable to a matter in a particu¬ 
lar case, the Internal Revenue Service 
may. if not precluded by law. elect under 
the circumstances of that case not to 
apply the exemption to such matter. The 
fact that the exemption is not applied 
by the Service in that particular case 
has no precedential significance as to the 
application of the exemption to such 
matter in other case s but is merely an 
indication that in the particular case in¬ 
volved the Service finds no compelling 
necessity for applying the exemption to 
such matter.

(a) Publication in the Federal Rcois~ 
ter— < 1) Requirement . Subject to the ap¬ 
plication of the exemptions described in 
paragraph tb) of | 601.701 and subject 
to the limitations provided in subpara¬ 
graph (2) of this paragraph, the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service ts required under 
5 U.S.C. 552* a > (1) to separately state and 
currently publish in the Federal Register 
for the guidance of the public the follow¬ 
ing Information: 

(1) Descriptions of its central and 
field organization and the established 
places at which, the persons from whom, 
and the methods whereby, the public 
may obtain information, make submit¬ 
tals or requests, or obtain decisions, from 
the Service; 

til) Statements of the general course 
and method by which Its functions are 
channeled and determined, including 
the nature and requirements of all for¬ 
mal and informal procedures which are 
available: 

(Ui) Rules of procedure, descriptions 
of forms available or the places at which 
forms may be obtained, and instructions 
as to the scope and contents of all pa¬ 
pers. reports, or examinations; 

<iv> Substantive rules of general ap¬ 
plicability adopted as authorized by law, 
and statements of general policy or in¬ 
terpretations of general applicability 
formulated and adopted by the Service; 
and 

(v) Each amendment, revision, or 
repeal of matters referred to in sub¬ 
divisions (i) through (lv) of this 
subparagraph. 

Pursuant to the foregoing requirements, 
the Commissioner publishes in the Fed¬ 
eral Register from time to time a state¬ 
ment, which is not codified in this chap¬ 
ter. on the organization and functions 
of the Internal Revenue Service, and 
such amendments os are needed to keep 
the statement on a current basis. In ad¬ 
dition. there are published in the Fed¬ 
eral Register the rules set forth in this 
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part (Statement of Procedural Rules), 
such as those in subpart E, relating to 
conference and practice requirements of 
the Internal Revenue Service; the regu¬ 
lations in Part 177 of this chapter (In¬ 
terstate Traffic in Firearms and Am¬ 
munition); the regulations in Part 200 
of this chapter (Rules of Practice in 
P rmit Proceedings); the regulations in 
Part 301 of this chapter < Procedure and 
Administration Regulations); the vari¬ 
ous substantive regulations under the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1954. such as 
the regulations In Part 1 of this chapter 
(Income Tax Regulations). in Part 20 of 
this chapter (Estate Tax Regulations), 
in Part 31 of this chapter (Employment 
Tax Regulations), in Part 47 of this 
chapter (Documentary Stamp Tax Reg¬ 
ulations* , or Part 201 of this chapter 
(Distilled Spirits Plants Regulations); 
and the substantive regulations under 
the Federal Alcohol Administration Act 
<49 Stat. 977. as amended. 27 U.S.C. 201 
et seq.>, such as 27 CFR Part 1 (Basic 
Permit Regulations). 27 CFR Part 4 
(Wine Labeling and Advertising Regula¬ 
tions). or 27 CFR Part 5 (Distilled Spirits 
Labeling and Advertising Regulations). 

(2) Limitations —(i) Incorporation by 
reference in the Federal Register. Mat¬ 
ter which Is reasonably available to the 
class of persons affected thereby, whether 
In a private or public publication, will 
be deemed published in the Federal 
Register for purposes of subparagraph 
(l) of this paragraph when It is incor¬ 
porated by reference therein with the 
approval of the Director of the Federal 
Register. The matter which Is Incor¬ 
porated by reference must be set forth 
in the private or public publication sub¬ 
stantially in Its entirety and not merely 
summarized or printed as a synopsis. 
Matter the location and scope of wliich 
are familiar to only a few persons hav¬ 
ing a special working knowledge of the 
activities of the Internal Revenue Service 
may not be incorporated In the Federal 
Register by reference. Matter may be In¬ 
corporated by reference in the Federal 
Register only pursuant to the provisions 
of 5 U.S.C. 552(a) <1> and 1 CFR Part 20. 

<ii) Effect of failure to publish. Ex¬ 
cept to the extent that a person has 
actual and timely notice of the terms of 
any matter referred to in subparagraph 
(1) of this paragraph which is required 
to be published in the Federal Register. 
such person is not required in any man¬ 
ner to resort to, or be adversely affected 
by. such matter if it is not so published 
or is not incorporated by reference there¬ 
in pursuant to subdivision (i) of this sub- 
paragraph. Thus, for example, any such 
matter which imposes an obligation and 
which is not so published or incorporated 
by reference will not adversely change or 
affect a person’s rights. 

<b) Public inspection and copying — 
(1) /» general. Subject to the applica¬ 
tion of the exemptions described in par¬ 
agraph (b> of $601,701, the Internal 
Revenue Service is required under 5 
U.S.C. 552(a) (2) to make available for 
public Inspection and copying or, in the 
alternative, to promptly publish and 
offer for sale the following Information; 
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(1) Final opinions, including concur¬ 
ring and dissenting opinions, and orders, 
if such opinions and orders are made In 
the adjudication of cases, such as 
opinions and orders by the Alcohol and 
Tobacco Tax Division pursuant to 
$ 200.116 of this chapter in administra¬ 
tive procedures on applications for, or 
to suspend, revoke, or annul, permits 
under the alcohol, alcoholic beverages, 
and tobacco permit systems; 

til) Those statements of policy and 
interpretations which have been adopted 
by the Internal Revenue Service but are 
not published in the Federal Register; 
and 

(til) It.* administrative staff manuals 
and instructions to staff that affect a 
member of the public. 

The Internal Revenue 8ervice is also re¬ 
quired by 5 U.S.C. 552(a)(2) to main¬ 
tain and make available for public In¬ 
spection and copying current indexes 
identifying any matter described in sub¬ 
divisions (i) through (ill) of this sub- 
paragraph which is Issued, adopted, or 
promulgated after July 4, 1967, and 
which is required to be made available 
for public Inspection or published. No 
matter described in subdivisions (!) 
through (Hi) of this subparagraph which 
is required by this subparagraph to be 
made available for public inspection or 
published may be relied upon, used, or 
cited as precedent by the Internal Rev¬ 
enue Service against a party other than 
an agency unless such party has actual 
and timely notice of the terms of such 
matter or unless the matter has been 
Indexed and either made available for 
inspection, or published, as provided by 
this subparagraph. Tills subparagraph 
applies only to matters which have 
precedential significance. It does not 
apply, for example, to administrative 
manuals on property or fiscal account¬ 
ing. vehicle maintenance, personnel ad¬ 
ministration. and similar proprietary 
functions of the Internal Revenue 
Service. Nor does It apply to any ruling 
or advisory interpretation which is Issued 
to a taxpayer on a particular transac¬ 
tion or set of facts and applied only to 
that transaction or set of facts. This 
subparagraph does not apply to matters 
which have been made available pur¬ 
suant to paragraph (a) of this section. 

(2) Deletion of identifying details. To 
prevent a clearly unwarranted invasion 
of personal privacy, the Internal Reve¬ 
nue Service will. In accordance with 5 
U.S.C. 552(a)(2), delete identifying 
details contained in any matter de¬ 
scribed in subparagraph <1) (1) through 
(111) of this paragraph before making 
such matter available for inspection or 
publishing it. However, In every case 
where Identifying details are so deleted, 
the justification for the deletion must be 
explained In w’riting. The written Justi¬ 
fication for deletion will be placed as a 
preamble to the document from which 
the Identifying details have been deleted, 
except In the case of any matter which is 
published In the Internal Revenue Bul¬ 
letin. An introductory statement will be 
placed in each Internal Revenue Bulletin 
providing that Identifying details, in¬ 


cluding the names and addressee of 
persons involved, and information ol a 
confidential nature arc deleted to pre¬ 
vent unwarranted Invasions of personal 
privacy and to comply with statutory 
provisions, such as section 7213 and 18 
U.S.C. 1905, dealing with disclosure of 
Information obtained from members or 
the public. 

(3) Public reading rooms —<i) In gen¬ 
eral. The National Office and each 
regional office of the Internal Reveir • 
Service will provide a reading room < r 
reading area where the matters de¬ 
scribed in subparagraph (1) (I) throu 
(ill) of this paragraph which are re¬ 
quired by such subparagraph to be made 
available for public inspection or pub¬ 
lished. and the current Indexes to such 
matters, will be made available to th> 
public for Inspection and copying In 
addition, the reading rooms will contain 
other matters determined to be belpf .1 
for the guidance of the public, indue: 
a complete set of the rules and regu. - 
tions contained in this title and title 27 
any internal revenue matters which nn v 
be incorporated by reference in the 
Federal Register pursuant to paragraph 
(a) (2) U) of this section, a set of Cumu¬ 
lative Bulletins, and copies of varic 
Internal Revenue Service publication 
such as the description of forms or publi¬ 
cations contained in Publication No. 48: 
and Publication No. 481. Fees will not be 
charged for the use of the materials : i 
the reading rooms, but fees will U 
charged for copying and certifies Lu i 
services, as provided In subdivision (ili> 
of this subparagraph. The public will ir 
be allowed to remove any record from 
a reading room.

(Ill) Copying facilities. The National 
Oflloe and each regional office will pro¬ 
vide facilities whereby n person may ob¬ 
tain copies of material which is on the 
shelves of the reading room.

The fees in respect of 
material on the shelves of the reading 
rooms are as follows:

Generally, forms and instructions de¬ 
scribed In §001.002 which may be ob¬ 
tained from district directors or from 
assistant regional commissioners (alco¬ 
hol and tobacco tax) will not be available 
In the reading rooms. However, where 
such forms or instructions are available 
for distribution in the reading rooms, the 
fee listed in this subdivision for the sale 
of unpriced printed material will not 
apply. While certain relevant publica¬ 
tions which arc available for sale through 
the Government Printing Offioe will be 
placed on the shelves of the reading 
rooms, such publications will not be 
available for sale In the reading rooms. 
Persons desiring to purchase such pub¬ 
lications, for example. Internal Revenue 
Bulletins and Cumulative Bulletins, 
should contact the Superintendent of 
Documents. U.S. Government Printing 
Office, Washington. D.C. 20402. However, 
copies of pages of such publications on 
the reading room shelves may be ob¬ 
tained at the reading rooms in accord¬ 
ance with the schedule of fees set forth 
in this subdivision. 

(iv> Inability to use public reading 
rooms . If a person is unable or unwilling 
to visit a reading room in person but 
wishes to inspect identifiable reading 
room material, he may request permis¬ 
sion to Inspect such material at any office 
of the Internal Revenue Service, To the 
extent that requested material is avail¬ 
able for inspection at the reading rooms 
and Is also readily available for Inspec¬ 
tion at the office where tltc request is 
made, such material will promptly be 
made available for Inspection at such 
office to the person making the request 
for inspection and, where facilities are 
available, for oopylng in accordance with 
the schedule of fees prescribed by sub¬ 
division (111) of this subparagraph. Copies 
of the requested material may also be 
mailed to such person by such office upon 
request. If the requested reading room 
material Is not readily available for in¬ 
spection at the office where the request 
Is made, then the request will be referred 


by such office to one of the reading rooms 
of the Internal Revenue Service. If the 
copies are to be transmitted by mail, the 
person making the request will promptly 
be advised of the cost of copying the re¬ 
quested material In accordance with the 
prescribed schedule of fees. Upon receipt 
of such fees, the requested material will 
be copied and mailed to the person mak¬ 
ing the request. Prepayment of fees is 
not required where the total fees with 
respect to the request are $5 or less and 
the request is filled by mail. 

<c> Specific requests for other identi¬ 
fiable records —(I) Jtt general , Subject 
to the application of the exemptions de¬ 
scribed in paragraph (b) of 5 601.701, the 
Internal Revenue Service is required un¬ 
der 5 U.S.C. 552-aM3) to make identi¬ 
fiable records, other than those mode 
available pursuant to paragraphs <a> 
and <b) of this section, promptly avail¬ 
able to any person upon request. The 
request for records under section 552ia > 

(3) must be made in accordance with 
the rules set forth in this paragraph. 
This paragraph applies only to rec¬ 
ords in being which arc ii. the pos¬ 
session or control of the Internal Rev¬ 
enue Service. Where a record in the 
possession or control of the Internal 
Revenue Service is the paramount or ex¬ 
clusive concern of another agency, the 
request for such record will be trans¬ 
ferred to that agency, and the requester 
notified to that effect, to insure that the 
determination to disclose or withhold 
the record will be made by that agency. 
In applying this paragraph, the Internal 
Revenue Service will not compile a rec¬ 
ord pursuant to a request, or procure a 
record from sources outside the Service. 

(2) Form of request. The request for 
records must be in writing and signed 
by the person making the request. The 
request is required to identify the re¬ 
quested records in accordance with sub- 
paragraph <4* of this paragraph. The 
request must set forth the address where 
the person making the request desires to 
be notified of the determination by the 
Internal Revenue Service as to whether 
the request will be granted. If the re¬ 
quester desires to make the inspection 
in an office other than the office to which 
the request is delivered or mailed, the re¬ 
quest should designate the office of the 
Internal Revenue Service where inspec¬ 
tion is desired. Where the person making 
the request desires to have a copy of the 
requested records sent to him without 
first Inspecting such records. Ills request 
should so state. 

(3) Time and place for making re¬ 
quest. The request for records may be 
made at any office of the Internal Reve¬ 
nue Service. A request delivered to an 
office In person must be delivered during 
the regular office hours of that office. 
The person making the request should 
allow a reasonable period of time for 
processing the request. 

(4) Identification of records. The re¬ 
quest for records must describe the rec¬ 
ords in reasonably sufficient detail to 
enable personnel of the Internal Revenue 
Service to locate the records. While no 
specific formula for adequate identifica¬ 
tion of a record may be established, it 


will generally* suffice if the requester gives 
the name, subject matter, and, if known, 
the date and location of the requested 
record. However, the person makin 0 
the request is advised to furnish the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service with any addi¬ 
tional information w’hich will more 
clearly identify the requested records, 
since he has the burden of properly 
identifying them. The identification 
requirement will not be used by officers 
or employees of the Internal Revenue 
Service as a device for improperly with¬ 
holding records from the public. 

(5) Fees. A schedule of fees for the 
services and costs required of the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service in locating, mak¬ 
ing available, copying, and certifying 
records pursuant to this paragraph is as 
follows:

Such fees are intended to make any 
services performed with respect to the 
request seif-sustaining to the extent pos¬ 
sible. See title V. Act of August 31, 1R51 
<65 StAt. 200, 31 UJS.C. <8upp. Ill 483a). 
If the Internal Revenue Service esti¬ 
mates that the total fees for costs In¬ 
curred In complying with the request 
will amount to $50 or more, the person 
making the request may be required to 
enter Into a contract for the payment 
of actual fees with respect to the re¬ 
quest before the Service will undertake 
actions necessary to comply with the 
request. 

(6> Processing a request—(i) In gen¬ 
eral. The person making a request will 
be promptly advised in writing that the 
request hns been received, that action 
is being taken thereon, and that he wlU 
be notified in writing of the determi¬ 
nation as to whether the request Is 
granted. If the request does not suf¬ 
ficiently identify a record, the person 
making the request will be promptly ad¬ 
vised of such fact and notified that a 
more detailed description of the recoid 
Is required by the Internal Revenue 
Service in order to proceed with tho 
request. 

(ID Determination by National Of¬ 
fice. Except in a case described In subdi¬ 
vision (ill) of this subparagraph, a re¬ 
quest sufficiently Identifying records will 
be immediately transmitted to the As¬ 
sistant Commissioner (Compliance). At¬ 
tention: CP:C:D. Tor prompt considera¬ 
tion. A copy of the requested records or 
a description thereof will also be trans¬ 
mitted to the Assistant Commissioner 
(Compliance) for consideration In con¬ 
nection with the request. The Assistant 
Commissioner (Compliance) will notify 
the requester in writing of his determi¬ 
nation with respect to the request. 

(ill) Determination by a field office. 
Where disclosure authorization with re¬ 
spect to the requested records has been 
delegated to an officer or employee of 
the Internal Revenue Service other than 
the Assistant Commissioner (CompU- 
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ance), such other officer or employee 
will make the determination as to 
whether the request for records should 
be granted or denied and will notify the 
requester In writing of his determination 
with respect to the request. 

<7) Granting of request. If it is deter¬ 
mined that the request is to be granted, 
the person making the request will be 
notified in writing of the determination, 
of the fees involved in complying with 
the request, and of the locations where 
such fees are payable. Upon receipt by 
the Internal Revenue Service of the fees 
stated in its reply, the person making 
the request will be promptly advised, in 
writing, of the time and place where in¬ 
spection may be made; or, if he has re¬ 
quested that a copy of the records be 
sent to him without first Inspecting the 
records or if it has been necessary to re¬ 
produce the records in order to provide 
for inspection, a copy of the records will 
be mailed to him for his retention. In 
the usual case, the records will be made 
available for inspection at the office of 
the Internal Revenue Service where the 
request was made. However, if the per¬ 
son making the request has expressed 
a desire to inspect the records at an of¬ 
fice of the Service other than the office 
where the request was made, every rea¬ 
sonable effort will be made to comply 
with the request. Records will be made 
available for Inspection at such reason¬ 
able and proper times as not to interfere 
with their use by the Internal Revenue 
Service or to exclude other persons from 
making inspections. In addition, reason¬ 
able limitations may be placed on the 
number of records which may be in¬ 
spected by a person on any given date. 
The person making the request will not 
be allowed to remove the records from 
the office where inspection Is made. If, 
after making Inspection, the person mak¬ 
ing the request desires copies of all or 
a portion of the requested records, copies 
will be furnished to him upon payment 
of the established fees prescribed by sub- 
paragraph <5> of this paragraph. Pre¬ 
payment of fees is not required where 
the total fees wdth respect to the request 
are $5 or less and the request is filled 
by mall. 

(8) Denial of request. If it is deter¬ 
mined that the request tor records should 
be denied, the person making the request 
will be notified of such determination 
by mail. The letter of notification will 
specify the city or other location where 
the requested records are situated, con¬ 
tain a brief statement of the grounds for 
denial, and advise the requester of his 
right to appeal to the Commissioner in 
accordance with subparagraph (9) of 
this paragraph. 

<9) Administrative appeal At any 
time within 30 days after the date of the 
letter of notification described in sub- 
paragraph <8> of this paragraph, the 
person making the request may file an 
appeal to the Commissioner. The appeal 
must be in tire form of a statement 
signed by the appellant and mailed to the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 1111 
Constitution Avenue NW., Washington. 
D.C. 20224. The statement must contain 
the following Information; 
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(1) The appellant's name and address. 

(U) The identification of the records 
requested. 

Oil) The date of the request and the 
date of the letter denying the request, 
and 

(tv) A request that the Commissioner 
consider the denial. 

The appeal will be promptly considered 
by the Commissioner and the request 
either granted or denied by the Com¬ 
missioner or referred by him to the Sec¬ 
retary for determination. The appellant 
will be notified of the determination by 
mail, and such determination shall be 
final. 

(10) Judicial review. It the request is 
denied upon appeal pursuant to sub- 
paragraph <9) of this paragraph, or If 
no determination Is made on the appeal 
within 30 days after filing, the appel¬ 
lant may commence an action In a Ui5. 
district court pursuant to 5 U8,C. 
552<a)(3>. The statute authorizes an 
action only against the agency. With re¬ 
spect to records of the Internal Revenue 
Service, the agency Is the Internal Rev¬ 
enue Service, not an officer or employee 
thereof. Service of process in such an 
action shall be In accordance with the 
Federal Rules of Civil Procedure <28 
U.S.C. App.) applicable to actions against 
an agency of the United States. Where 
provided In such Rules, delivery of proc¬ 
ess upon the Internal Revenue Service 
must be directed to the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue: Attention: CC:OP: 
OS, 1111 Constitution Avenue NW.. 
Washington, D.C. 20224. The district 
court will determine the matter de novo, 
and the burden will be upon the Internal 
Revenue Service to sustain Its action in 
not making the requested records avail¬ 
able. 

(d) Rules for disclosure of certain 
specified matters —< 1) Inspection of cer¬ 
tain tax returns. The inspection of cer¬ 
tain returns Is governed by the provi¬ 
sions of the internal revenue laws and 
rules promulgated by the President or by 
the Secretary of the Treasury and ap¬ 
proved by the President pursuant to such 
provisions. See section 6103 and the reg¬ 
ulations thereunder in Part 301 of this 
chapter (Procedure and Administration 
Regulations). 

<2> Information as to persons filing 
Income tax returns. Information as to 
whether any person has filed an income 
tax return for a particular taxable year 
will be furnished to an inquirer as pro¬ 
vided in ! 301.6103(f)-! of this chapter. 
See section 6103(f). 

<3) Pubhc lists of persons paying spe¬ 
cial taxes. Lists of persons paying special 
taxes under subtitle D (relating to mis¬ 
cellaneous excise taxes) or subtitle £ 
(relating to alcohol, tobacco, and cer¬ 
tain other excise taxes) of the Code are 
available for public inspection in the 
offices of district directors pursuant to 
the provisions and limitations of section 
6107. See 5 301.6107-1 of this chapter. 
For rules relating to the Inspection of 
Record 10, see 5 151.477 of this chapter 
(Regulatory Taxes on Narcotic Drugs) 
and 5 152.131 of this chapter (Regulatory 
Taxes on Marihuana). 


(4) Record of seizure and sale of real 
estate. Record 21, “Record of seizure rirvd 
sale of real estate", is open for public 
inspection In offices of district directors 
and copies are furnished upon applica¬ 
tion, as provided in 5 301.9000-1 <e* of 
tills chapter. However. Record 21 doc* not 
list real estate seized for forfeiture ;n- 
der the internal revenue laws (see ec. 
7302). 

(5) Public lists of employers mahr.g 
returns under the Federal Unempl y. 
ment Tax Act. Information as to whether 
an employer has made an annual return 
on Form 940 under the Federal Unem¬ 
ployment Tax Act (chapter 23 of the 
Code) will be furnished to an Inquirer as 
provided in 55 301.6103(0-1 and 301 - 
6106-1 of this chapter. See sections 6103 
(f) and 6106. 

(6) Information returns of certain 
tax-exempt organizations and certain 
trusts. Information furnished on the 
public portion of Form 990-A and infor¬ 
mation furnished pursuant to sec n 
6034 (relating to annual Information re¬ 
quired of trusts claiming deduction un¬ 
der sec. 642(c)) on Form 1041-A is avail¬ 
able for public inspection. The public 
inspection portion of Form 990-A is, how¬ 
ever, only retained for a 4-ycar period. 
Information furnished on Form 104;-A 
for years ending before December 31, 
1962, will be available for public inspec¬ 
tion in the office of the district director 
with whom Form 1041-A was filed in¬ 
formation furnished for years ending on 
or after December 31. 1962, will be av nil- 
able for public Inspection In the Office 
of the Director, Public Information Divi¬ 
sion, Internal Revenue 8ervice, llli 
Constitution Avenue NW.. Washington, 
D.C. 20224, as well as in the office of the 
district director with whom Form 990-A 
or Form 1041-A was filed. See section 
6104(b) and 5 301.6104-2 of this chapter 

(7) Applications of certain organ ra¬ 
tions for tax exemption. Applications 
and certain papers submitted in supp- >rt 
of such applications, filed by organi: 
tions described In section 501 (c) or d> 
and determined to be exempt from Ulx.v 
tion under section 501(a) arc open to 
public inspection In the Office of the Di¬ 
rector, Public Information Division, in¬ 
ternal Revenue Service. 1111 Constim- 
tion Avenue NW., Washington, D c 
20224. Copies of such applications filed 
after September 2.1958, are open to pub¬ 
lic Inspection In the offices of district di¬ 
rectors. See section 6104(a) and 5 301 .

For a period of 1 year, a copy of the 
Abstract and Statement for each ac¬ 
cepted offer In compromise in respect 
of Income, profits, capital stock, estate, 
or gift tax liability is made available 
for inspection (a) in the Office of the 
Director, Public Information Division, 
Internal Revenue 8ervice, 1111 Con sii- 
tution Avenue NW.. Washington, DC 
20224, when the offer covers a liability 
of $5,000 and over, and <b) in the office 
of the appropriate district director w hen 
the offer covers a liability of less than 
$5,000. See 26 CFR (1939) 458.313 <17 
F.R. 7688); 5 301.6103(a)-X(j) of this 
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chapter: and section 10 of Rev. Proc. 
64-44 (C.B. 1964-2. 974. 979>. 

(U) Liquors. For each offer in compro¬ 
mise submitted and accepted pursuant to 
section 7122 in any case arising under 
Chapter 61 of the Code (relating to dis¬ 
tilled spirits, wine, and beer), or pur¬ 
suant to section 7 of the Federal Alcohol 
Administration Act (27 U.S.C. 207) in 
any case arising under that Act, a copy 
of the Abstract and Statement relating 
to the offer will be available for public 
inspection, for a period of 1 year from 
the date of acceptance, in— 

(a) The office of the assistant re¬

»9j Information regarding liquor per¬ 
mits —(l) Applications for permits. In¬ 
formation with respect to the handling

This part prescribes general policy for 
developing an equitable and uniform 
system of charges for certain Govern¬ 
ment services and property.

Air Force activities should not com¬ 
pete with available commercial facilities 
in providing services or in lease or sale 
of property to non-Government recipi¬ 
ents. However, w T hen authorized services 
arc provided, or a lease or sale is made, 
the recipient of this benefit pays a rea¬ 
sonable charge as determined from 
instructions in 81 812.3 and 812.4.

(а) Determining costs. Costs are deter¬ 
mined or estimated from the best avail¬ 
able records in the activity: cost account¬ 
ing systems must not be established 
solely for this purpose. The cost com¬ 
putation covers the direct and Indirect 
costs incurred by the activity perform¬ 
ing the service. This includes but is not 
limited to: 

(1) Civilian salaries (gross holiday, 
annual, and sick leave entitlements) and 
Air Force share of retirement and in¬ 
surance. 

(2) Military pay and allowances at 
standard rates. 

(3) Travel expense. 

(4) Cost of fee collection and postage. 

<5> Material and supplies used. 

(б) Maintenance and operation of 
buildings and equipment (Including de¬ 
preciation). 

(7> A pro rata share of the manage¬ 
ment and supervisory co6ts of the activ¬ 
ity performing the service. 

(8) The costs of research, establishing 
standards, enforcement and regulation 
to the extent they are determined by the 
activity to be properly chargeable to the 
services performed. 

(b> Establishing fees to recover costs . 
Unless otherwise prescribed by Air Force 
directives, fees are established under the 
policies and procedures of this part. The 
fee for a special service is governed by 
the total cost or fair market value, 
whichever Is higher. Fees and rates must 
be reviewed at least once a year, and the 
fees adjusted as needed. 

§812.1 Drtrrniminc charge* fur lcn*c 
or *al«*. 

Where federally owned resources or 
property are leased or sold, obtain a fair 
market value. Determine charges, so far 
as practicable and feasible, in accordance 
with comparable commercial practices. 
Charges need not be limited to the recov¬ 
ery of costs—they may produce net reve¬ 
nues to the Government. In the ab¬ 
sence of a known market value, a fair 
value for sale of material is determined 
on the basis of the inventory standard 
price or a reduced price when authorized 
for sale within DoD, plus accessorial and 
administrative costs.

PART 180—CARRIERS BY PIPELINE 

In Order No. 1. dated June 16, 1967 
(32 F.R. 9228-9230. June 29. 1967 1 . a 
final rule was Issued amending the 
regulations governing the transportation 
of hazardous materials contained in 
Title 49. Code of Federal Regulations, 
Parts 171-179. by Adding Part 180—Car¬ 
riers by Pipeline. This rule was to have 
become effective on September 6. 1967, 
but its effective date was postponed by 
the timely filing of a petition for recon¬ 
sideration by the Central Committee on 
Pipe Line Transportation of the Ameri¬ 
can Petroleum Institute. Notice of this 
postponement was published in the 
Federal Register (32 F.R. 12851, Sept. 8, 
1967). 


Although the petition recognizes the 
Administration's authority to regulate 
the transportation of hazardous ma¬ 
terials under the Explosives and Other 
Dangerous Articles Act (18 U.S.C. 831- 
835), it asserts that the Administration 
lacks authority under this statute to pro¬ 
hibit their transportation by pipeline or 
to require pipeline carriers to obtain 
prior permission through the special 
permit system prescribed in $ 180.6 (49 
CFR 180.6). 

Regulations providing for the issuance 
of special permits to modes other than 
pipelines have been In effect and exten¬ 
sively utilized since 1945. See 49 CFR 
173.22(a). Special permits are waivers 
of existing regulations, or are temporary 
regulations authorizing the transporta¬ 
tion of hazardous materials, under spe¬ 
cific conditions prescribed to assure 
safety. 

Pipeline carriers were made subject to 
the Explosives and Other Dangerous 
Articles Act by Public Law 89-95, ap¬ 
proved July 27. 1965. This law merely 
deleted the words “other than pipelines” 
from the definition of “carrier" In sec¬ 
tion 831 of that Act. This amendment 
was introduced at the request of and was 
strongly supported by major segments 
of the petroleum industry. Representa¬ 
tives of the industry stated at Con¬ 
gressional hearings that the Industry 
preferred Federal regulations to a 
potential myriad of conflicting State 
regulations. 

When it enacted Public Law 89-95, 
Congress neither prohibited the estab¬ 
lishment of a similar special permit pro¬ 
cedure for pipelines nor did it express 
its disapproval of the long-established 
special permit procedure applicable to 
other modes. 

Accordingly, the petition's contention 
that the Adininistration lacks statutory 
authority to prohibit transportation of 
hazardous materials by pipeline or to re¬ 
quire pipeline carriers to obtain permis¬ 
sion prior to such transportation in ac¬ 
cordance with the special permit proce¬ 
dure contained in § 180.6. is hereby 
rejected. 

However, upon further consideration, 
it is hereby determined that the special 
permit procedure prescribed in ff 180.6 is 
not required at this time to effectively 
regulate the safe transportation of haz¬ 
ardous materials by pipeline. Section 
180.6 Is therefore being amended. 

As amended, S 180.6 will require pipe¬ 
line carriers to give written notice to the 
Administration at least 90 days before 
the transportation is to begin. This notice 
must identify the hazardous materials 
and describe their properties and charac¬ 
teristics Including their hazard classifica¬ 
tion. It must also contain the pipeline 
design specifications including maxi¬ 
mum operating pressures. If the Ad¬ 
ministration determines that the trans¬ 
portation of hazardous materials by 
pipeline as described in the notice would 
be unduly hazardous, it will prior to the 
expiration of the 90-day period order the 
carrier in writing not to transport them 
until further notice and will initiate 
appropriate action as soon as practicable 


to determine a manner In which the haz¬ 
ardous materials may be transported by 
pipeline without undue hazard.

exempt from this part. 

§ 180.4 Definition** 

(a) For the purposes of this part: 

(1) “Dangerous goods’* means explo¬ 
sives and other dangerous articles as de¬ 
fined in Part 173 of this chapter and 
petroleum as defined in this section but 
does not include natural or artificial gas 
and water. 

<2) '‘Pipeline system'’ and "pipeline" 
ore synonymous and mean all parts of 
a carrier's physical facilities through 
which dangerous goods move including, 
but not limited to: Line p*pe, valves, and 
other appurtenances connected to line 
pipe, pumping units, fabricated assem¬ 
blies associated with pumping units, 
measurement and delivery stations and 
fabricated assemblies therein, and car¬ 
rier-owned breakout tankage. 

(3) "Pipe" or 'line pipe" means a tube, 
usually cylindrical, through which a 
commodity flows from one point to 
another. 

(4) Specified minimum yield 
strength" means the minimum yield 
strength, expressed in pounds per square 
inch, prescribed by the specification un¬ 
der which the material is purchased 
from the manufacturer. 

<5> "Stress level" means the level of 
tangential or hoop stress, usually ex¬ 
pressed as a percentage of specified min¬ 
imum yield strength. 

(8> "Barrel" means a unit of measure¬ 
ment equal to 42 U.S. gallons at 60* P. 
used to determine quantity of petroleum. 

<7) "Petroleum" means a general term 
Including but not limited to: Crude oil. 
natural gasoline, liquefied petroleum 
gas <LPO>, and liquid petroleum 
products. 

§ 180.5 Acceptable rommoditie* for 
transportation b> pipeline* 

For the purpose of this part, all 
petroleum can be accepted for transpor¬ 
tation by pipeline unless It will damage 
the pipeline and thereby create an undue 
safety hazard to persons or property. 

180.fi Transportation of (langrrous 
good* not provided for in § 180.5. 

(a) Except as provided in fi 180.5 no 
dangerous goods may be transported by 
pipeline after April 15. 1968, unless the 
Administrator, Federal Railroad Admin¬ 
istration. Department of Transportation, 


Washington, D.C. 20591. receives written 
notice thereof from the carrier at least 
90 days prior to the date the transporta¬ 
tion Is to begin. If the Administrator de¬ 
termines that the transportation of the 
dangerous goods by pipeline would be un¬ 
duly hazardous in the manner proposed, 
he will, before expiration of the 90 days, 
order the carrier in writing not to trans¬ 
port the dangerous goods until further 
notice. As soon as practicable after Issu¬ 
ance of such an order, the Administrator 
will initiate appropriate action to deter¬ 
mine whether and In what manner the 
dangerous goods may be transported by 
pipeline without undue hazard. 

(b) The notice submitted to the Ad¬ 
ministrator by the carrier must state 
the chemical name, common name, haz¬ 
ard classification, properties, and char¬ 
acteristics of the dangerous goods to be 
transported. It must also Include design 
specifications. Including maximum oper¬ 
ating pressures, for the pipeline through 
which dangerous goods arc to be trans¬ 
ported. 

Subport A—Accident Reporting 
§ 180.25 Purpose of arrident reporting. 

<a> The purpose of accident reporting 
Is to allow the determination of both 
causes of accidents and remedies to pre¬ 
vent accidents so that appropriate regu¬ 
lations may be formulated for the safe 
transportation of dangerous goods by 
pipeline in Interstate and foreign com¬ 
merce. 

§180.26 Itcportable arrident* 

(a) For the purpose of this part, a re¬ 
portable accident is any failure In the 
system of a pipeline carrier transporting 
dangerous goods under pressure by 
pumping in which there is a liquid or 
vapor release of the commodity trans¬ 
ported resulting in any of the following : 

tl) Explosion or fire not Intentionally 
se f by carrier. 

<2> Lass of 50 or more barrels of liquid. 

(3) Escape to the atmosphere of more 
than 5 barrels per day of liquefied petro¬ 
leum gas or other commodity which va¬ 
porizes upon release to the atmosphere. 

(4i Death of any person. 

(5) Bodily harm to any person result¬ 
ing in one or more of the following: 

(I) Loss of consciousness. 

(II) Necessity to carry the person from 
the scene. 

(ill) Necessity for medical treatment. 

(Iv) Disability which prevents the dis¬ 
charge of normal duties or the pursuit of 
normal activities beyond the day of the 
accident. 

(6> Property damage of at least $1,000 
to other than the carrier’s facilities, 
based upon actual cost or reliable 
estimates. 

§ 180.28 ArrSdrnt reporting* 

<a> Each pipeline carrier subject to 
this part who experiences a reportable 
accident in the United States, shall pre¬ 
pare and file an accident report, on DOT 
Form 7000-1.*

original document. 


§ 180.29 Instruction* fur preparing DOT 
Form 7000-1. 

<a> Reports of accidents on DOT Form 
7000-1 shall be prepared in accordance 
with the folio wing Instructions: 

(I) General: Each applicable item 
must be marked or filled In as fully and 
as accurately as Information accessible 
to Die pipeline carrier at the time of filing 
the report will permit 

*2) Part A: Enter name as it Is filed 
with the Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion. If the carrier's name is not filed 
with the Commission, enter the complete 
corporate name of the carrier. Enter the 
address of the pipeline carrier’s principal 
place of business including zip code. 

<3) Part B. Item 1: Enter the date the 
accident occurred or was discovered. If 
the accident was not discovered on the 
date it occurred, state this fact on the 
back of the form. 

(4) Part B. Item 2: Enter the exact 
time In hours and minutes (Le.. 10:15) 
if known or a time range tie., 10-11 > if 
exact time is not known. If the accident 
was not discovered on the date it oc¬ 
curred. enter the time it was discovered 
and state this fact on the back of the 
form as in Part B. Item 1. 

<5> Part B. Item 3: Enter nil three 
names, state, county, city or town, in or 
near which accident occurred. 

(6> Port B. Item 4: Mark the appro¬ 
priate box. If "other" Is marked, state 
clearly on form what part of the pipe¬ 
line system. 

(7> Part B, Item 5: If the accident oc¬ 
curred In an uninhabited area, such as 
woods, cultivated field, swamp, etc., so 
state clearly on the form under Item 5. 
If not, a sketch shall be attached to the 
form showing the part of the pipeline 
system where the accident occurred, and 
the location of the accident as related to 
significant landmarks. Each item shown 
on the sk^ch must be clearly and dis¬ 
tinctly marked to identify it. Approxi¬ 
mate distances from accident location to 
all landmarks shown on the sketch must 
be indicated. 

(8) Part C: Mark the appropriate box 
or boxes. If applicable, more than one box 
shall be marked. If "other" Is marked, 
state clearly on form the exact origin of 
the liquid or vapor release. 

(9) Part D: Mark the appropriate box. 
If "other" is marked, clearly state the 
cause of the accident. 

(10) Part E: Indicate a number under 
each heading included "0" if none. If 
any of the numbers change after the form 
Is filed, the revised number or numbers 
wlU be filed as a supplement to the report 
form (sec i 180 31). 

(II) Part F, Items 1 and 2: Report only 
material In the pipeline system that was 
actually damaged such as pipe, valves, or 
fittings. Do not include cost of commod¬ 
ity which was lost due to the accident or 
fittings used during repair which became 
permanently attached to system. The dol¬ 
lar value of damage should be based on 
replacement at present day costs. 

<12> Part F. Items 3 and 4: This is 
damage to property other than that of 
the carrier. Dollar value must be actual 
or the best estimate available. 
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(13) Part G. Item 1: State the com¬ 
monly used name of the commodity, such 
as fuel oil, regular gasoline, liquefied 
petroleum gas, etc. 11 the commodity 
name is one not commonly used, state the 
name here and give a brief description of 
it under “Account of Accident by Re¬ 
sponsible Official of Carrier.'* 

(14) Part G. Item 3: State the year 
installed or the best estimate possible. 
Pipe is excluded as the year of installa¬ 
tion is required in Item 4 of Part H. 

(15) Part H: Mark appropriate boxes 
and state information required in all 
items of tills part only if the accident oc¬ 
curred in line pipe. If the accident oc¬ 
curred in any other part of the pipeline 
system, omit this part. 

(16) Part I: Mark appropriate boxes 
and state information required in all 
items of this part if the accident was 
caused by corrosion in any component of 
the pipeline system. In Item 4. state the 
length of time between the type of tests, 
such as pipe-to-soil potential, stated in 
Item 5. 

(17) Part J: Complete all three items 
only if the accident was caused by equip¬ 
ment rupturing the pipeline. In Item 2, 
all the Information stated on the closest 
line marker must be shown. 

(b) In the space provided after Part 
J. an account of the accident containing 
the most reliable information to which 
the pipeline carrier has access at the time 
of reporting, sufficiently detailed and 
complete to convey an understanding of 
the accident, shall be entered. Tills ac¬ 
count should be continued on an extra 
sheet of paper if more space is needed. 

(c) At the bottom of the back of DOT 
Form 7000-1, state the name and title 
of the pipeline official responsible for 
compiling and filing the report along with 
the telephone number where this official 
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can be reached, and the date the report 
was completed. 

§ 180.30 Filing of accident report. 

(a) Two copies of each report pre¬ 
pared in compliance with 9 180.28 shall 
be filed as soon as practicable, but no 
later than 15 days after discovery of the 
accident, with the Administrator, Fed¬ 
eral Railroad Administration. Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation. Washington. 
D.C. 20591. The carrier shall retain a 
copy of each accident report. 

g 180.31 Change* in or addition* to ac¬ 
cident report. 

(a) Changes or additions to the origi¬ 
nal report on DOT Form 7000-1 shall be 
filed Immediately upon receipt of such 
Information by the carrier with the Ad¬ 
ministrator, Federal Railroad Adminis¬ 
tration. as shown in 9 180.30, as a supple¬ 
ment to the form. 

§ 180.32 Immediate notire of fatal acci¬ 
dent. 

(a) Whenever a reportable accident 
results in the death of any person at the 
time of the accident or prior to the filing 
of DOT Form 7000-1, the pipeline car¬ 
rier shall immediately transmit notice of 
such accident by telegraph or telephone 
to the Administrator, Federal Railroad 
Administration, as indicated in 9 180.30. 
The notice shall include at least the fol¬ 
lowing information: 

(1) Name and address of the pipeline 
carrier. 

*2) Date, time, and exact location of 
the accident. 

(3) The number of persons killed and 
the number injured. 

(4) Brief description of accident. 

g 180.33 Death* occurring before filing 
report. 

(a) In addition to the requirements 
of 9 180.32. each death shall be reported 


on DOT Form 7000-1 whether it occurs 
at the time of the accident or sub*- 
quentiy, if the death occurs before the 
filing of the accident report form. 

g 180.34 Notice of death occurring uftrr 
filing report. 

(a) Whenever any accident results in 
the death of any person after fllinn of 
DOT Form 7000-1. written notice of that 
death shall be sent within 24 hours after 
it becomes known to the pipeline earner 
as a supplement to the form and shall be 
filed with the Administrator, Federal 
Railroad Administration, as indicated in 
9 180.30. The filing shall Include the 
following information: 

(1) Name and address of the pipeline 
carrier. 

(2) Date and location of the accident 

(3) Name and age of the deceased. 

§ 180.35 Carrier to a»*i*t in invcvti ga¬ 
llon. 

(a) If an investigation is made by :he 
Department after a reportable accident, 
the pipeline carrier Involved shall make 
available to the representative of the 
Department all records and information 
which in any way pertain to the accident, 
and shall afford all reasonable assistance 
in the investigation of any such accident. 

g 180.36 Supplir* of accident r* ;*>rt 
DOT Form 7000-1. 

(a) For the purpose of compliance 
with this part, each pipeline carrier '.all 
provide and maintain an adequate sup¬ 
ply of DOT Form 7000-1 to enable 
prompt reporting of accidents. The De¬ 
partment will, upon request, furnish 
specimen copies of the form.

Notice of Determinations To Be Made 
Regarding Marketing Quotas for 
1968-69, 1969-70, and 1970-71 
Marketing Years 

Pursuant to and in accordance. with 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938, 
ah amended, and as further amended by 
Public Law 90-106. approved October 12, 
1967 n U.S.C. 1281 et seq.. hereinafter 
referred to as the "AcH, the Secretary 
is preparing (1) with respect to burley, 
Virginia sun-cured. Maryland, and cigar- 
filler <type 41) tobacco to proclaim na¬ 
tional marketing quotas for the 1968-69, 
1969-70, and 1970-71 marketing years; to 
determine and announce the respective 
national marketing quotas for the 1968- 
69 marketing year; to convert such 1968- 
69 marketing quotas Into national acre¬ 
age allotments and announce such allot¬ 
ments; to apportion such national acre¬ 
age allotments, less a reserve of not to 
exceed 1 percent thereof through the lo¬ 
cal committees among farms: to appor¬ 
tion the aforementioned reserve for use 
in (1> establishing acreage allotments 
for new farms and (2) making correc¬ 
tions and adjusting inequities in old farm 
allotments; and to conduct within 30 
days after the proclamation an an¬ 
nouncement of such national marketing 
quotas, referenda of farmers engaged in 
the 1967 production of each of such kinds 
of tobacco to determine whether they 
favor or oppose marketing quotas for 
the 1968-69. 1969-70. and 1970-71 mar¬ 
keting years: and <2> with respect to flre- 
cured (type 21). flrc-cured <types 22, 23, 
and 24), dark air-cured (types 35 and 
36). cigar binder (types 51 and 52), and 
cigar-filler and binder (types 42, 43, 44. 
53. 54, and 55) tobacco to determine and 
announce the respective national mar¬ 
keting quotas for the 1968-69 marketing 
year; to convert such 1968-69 marketing 
quotas into national acreage allotments 
and announce such allotments: to appor¬ 
tion such national acreage allotments, 
less a reserve of not to exceed 1 percent 
thereof through the local committees 
among farms; to apportion the afore¬ 
mentioned reserve for use In (1) estab¬ 
lishing acreage allotments for new farms 
and (2) making corrections and adjust¬ 
ing inequities in old farm allotments. 

Burley and Virginia sun-cured tobacco 
powers approved marketing quotas for 
the 1965-66. 1966-67, and 1967-68 mar¬ 
keting years (30 F.R. 4313); flrc-cured 
and dark air-cured tobacco growers ap¬ 
proved marketing quotas for the 1967-68. 


1968-69. and 1969-70 marketing years 
(32 F.R. 4055); Maryland tobacco growl¬ 
ers approved marketing quotas for the 
1963-64. 1964-65. and 1965-66 marketing 
years (28 Fit. 2526); however, market¬ 
ing quotas were disapproved by Mary¬ 
land tobacco growers for the 1966-67, 

1967- 68. and 1968-69 marketing years 
(31 F.R. 45801 and for the 1967-68, 

1968- 69. and 1969-70 marketing years 
(32 F.R. 4305). Cigar-binder and cigar- 
flller and binder tobacco growers ap¬ 
proved marketing quotas for the 1966-67, 
1967-68, and 1968-69 marketing years 
(31 F.R. 4197). Cigar-filler (type 41) 
tobacco growers disapproved marketing 
quotas for the 1965-66, 1966-67. and 
1967-68 marketing years (30 F.R. 4313). 

The Act (7 U.S.C. 1312(a)) provides 
that the Secretary shall proclaim not 
later than February 1 of any marketing 
year, with respect to these kinds of 
tobacco, a national marketing quota for 
any of such kinds of tobacco for each of 
the next 3 succeeding marketing years 
whenever he determines with respect to 
such kind of tobacco— 

(U That a national marketing quota 
has not previously been proclaimed and 
the total supply as of the beginning of 
such marketing year exceeds the reserve 
supply level therefor; 

<2> That such marketing year is the 
last year of 3 consecutive years for 
which marketing quotas previously pro¬ 
claimed will be in effect; 

(3 > That amendments have been made 
in provisions for establishing farm acre¬ 
age allotments which will cause material 
revision of such allotments before the 
end of the period for which quotas arc 
in effect; or 

(4 > That a marketing quota previously 
proclaimed for such marketing year is 
not in effect because of disapproval by 
producers: Provided , That If such pro¬ 
ducers have disapproved national mar¬ 
keting quotas for three successive years 
subsequent to 1952. thereafter a national 
marketing quota shall not be proclaimed 
hereunder which would be in effect for 
any marketing year wltliin the 3-year 
period for which national marketing 
quotas previously proclaimed were dis¬ 
approved by producers, unless prior to 
November 10 of the marketing year one- 
fourth or more of the farmers engaged 
in the production of the crop of tobacco 
harvested in the calendar year in which 
such marketing year begins petition the 
Secretary, in accordance with such regu¬ 
lations as he may prescribe, to proclaim 
a national marketing quota for each of 
the next 3 succeeding marketing years. 

Since marketing quotas previously pro¬ 
claimed (31 F.R. 1237; 32 F.R. 1124) for 
Maryland tobacco for the 1966-67, 1967- 
68. and 1968-69, and 1967-68. 1968-69, 
and 1969-70 marketing years were not 
in e-ffect for Maryland tobacco because of 
disapproval by growers (32 Fit. 4305) 


and since neither of such disapprovals 
was the third successive disapproval sub¬ 
sequent to 1952; since the 1967-68 mar¬ 
keting year is the last of 3 consecutive 
years for which marketing quotas previ¬ 
ously proclaimed will be in effect for 
burley tobacco and Virginia sun-cured 
tobacco, respectively; and since the 1967- 
68 marketing year is the last year of a 
3-ycar period for which national market¬ 
ing quotas previously proclaimed were 
disapproved by producers voting in a 
referendum for cigar-filler (type 41 > to¬ 
bacco and since producers of such kind 
of tobacco disapproved national market¬ 
ing quotas on such kind of tobacco in 
referenda held In 3 successive years sub¬ 
sequent to 1952; proclamations of quotas 
for the 1968-69. 1969-70, and 1970-71 
marketing yoars, and referenda thereon, 
are required for these four kinds of 
tobacco. 

Section 301(b) (15> of the Act (7 
UJ3.C. 1301(b) (15)) defines “tobacco’’ as 
each one of the kinds of tobacco listed 
below comprising the types specified as 
classified in Service and Regulatory An¬ 
nouncement Numbered 118 ‘Part 30 of 
tills title) of the former Bureau of Agri¬ 
cultural Economics of the Department: 

Plue-curod tobacco, comprising type* 11, 12, 

13. and 14; 

Flrc-cured tobacco, comprising type 21; 
Flrc-cured tobacco. comprUJiig types 22. 23. 

and 24; 

Dark air-cured tobacco, comprising types 35 

and 36; 

Virginia sun-cured tobacco, comprising type 

27; 

Burley tobacco, comprising type 31; 

Maryland tobacco, comprising type 22; 
Cigar-filler and cigar-binder tobacco, com¬ 
prising types 42, 43. 44. 45. 46, 51. 52. 53, 54. 

and 55; and 

Cigar-filler tobacco, comprising type 41. 

Section 301(b) (15) also provides that 
any one or more of the types comprising 
any such kind of tobacco shall be treated 
as a “kind of tobacco" for the purposes 
of the Act if the Secretary finds that 
there 15 a difference in supply and de¬ 
mand conditions as among such types of 
tobacco which results In a difference in 
the adjustments needed in the market¬ 
ings thereof In order to maintain sup¬ 
plies in line with demand. Pursuant to 
this authority, the Secretary has deter¬ 
mined (15 F.R. 8214) that type 46 to¬ 
bacco shall be treated as a separate kind 
of tobacco for purposes of marketing 
quotas and price supports. Pursuant to 
such authority, the Secretary has also 
determined (22 Fit. 367) that cigar- 
binder (types 51 and 52) tobacco, begin¬ 
ning with the 1957-58 marketing year, 
shall be treated as a separate kind of to¬ 
bacco for purposes of marketing quotas 
and price supports. 

Section 312(b) of the Act (7 UJS.C. 
1312(b)) provides that the Secretary 
shall determine and announce, not later 
than the first day of February 1968 with 
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respect to burley, Virginia sun-cured, 
fire-cured (type 21). fire-cured <types 22. 
23, and 24). dark air-cured. Maryland, 
cigar-binder (types 51 and 52). cigar- 
filler and binder (types 42. 43, 44. 53, 54. 
and 55) and cigar-filler (type 41) to¬ 
bacco, the amount of the national mar¬ 
keting quota which will be in effect for 
the 1968-69 marketing year in terms of 
the total quantity of tobacco which may 
be marketed which will make available 
during such marketing year a supply of 
each kind of tobacco equal to the reserve 
supply level. Section 312(b) provides fur¬ 
ther that the amount of the 1968-69 na¬ 
tional marketing quota (determined pur¬ 
suant to such section) may. not later 
than March 1. 1968, be increased by not 
more than 20 per centum if the Secre¬ 
tary determines that such increase is 
necessary in order to meet market de¬ 
mands or to avoid undue restrictions of 
marketings in adjusting the total supply 
to the reserve supply level. 

The Act (7 UB.C. 1301(b)) defines 
the ‘total supply" of tobacco for any 
marketing year as the carryover at the 
beginning of the marketing year (on 
January 1 of such marketing year in the 
case of Maryland tobacco). plus the esti¬ 
mated production in the United States 
during the calendar year in which such 
marketing year begins. "Reserve supply 
level" Is defined as the normal supply 
plus 5 per centum thereof. ‘'Normal sup¬ 
ply'* is defined as a normal year’s 
domestic consumption and exports, plus 
175 per centum of a normal year's 
domestic consumption and 65 per centum 
of a normal year's exports. A "normal 
year's domestic consumption" is defined 
as the yearly average quantity produced 
In the United States and consumed in 
the United States during the 10 market¬ 
ing years immediately preceding the 
marketing year in which such consump¬ 
tion is determined, adjusted for current 
trends in such consumption. A "normal 
year's exports" is defined as the yearly 
average quantity produced in the United 
States which was exported from the 
United States during the 10 marketing 
year immediately preceding the mar¬ 
keting year in which such exports are 
determined, adjusted for current trends 
in such exports. 

The Act (7 U.S.C. 1312(c)) requires 
that within 30 days after a national mar¬ 
keting quota is proclaimed under section 
312(a) of the Act for the 1968-69. 1969- 
70. and 1970-71 marketing years for hur¬ 
ley tobacco. Virginia sun-cured tobacco. 
Maryland tobacco, and cigar-filler (type 
41) tobacco, the Secretary shall conduct 
referenda of fanners engaged in the pro¬ 
duction of the 1967 crops of burley to¬ 
bacco. Virginia sun-cured tobacco. Mary¬ 
land tobacco, and cigar-fillcr (type 41) 
tobacco, respectively, to determine 
whether such farmers are in favor of or 
opposed to quotas for the next 3 succeed¬ 
ing marketing years. If more than one- 
third of the farmers voting in a referen¬ 
dum for a kind of tobacco oppose such 
quota, such results shall be proclaimed 
by the Secretary and the national mar¬ 
keting quota so proclaimed shall not be In 
effect but such results shall in no way 
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affect or limit the subsequent proclama¬ 
tion and subsequent submission to a ref¬ 
erendum, as otherwise provided In sec¬ 
tion 312 of the Act (7 UJ3.C. 1312), of a 
national marketing quota. 

The Act (7 UB.C. 1313(a)) provides 
for the apportionment of the national 
marketing quota, determined pursuant to 
section 312(b) of the Act. less the amount 
to be allotted under subsection (c) of 
section 313 for small farms and "new" 
farms, among the several States on the 
basis of the total production In each 
State during the 5 calendar years imme¬ 
diately preceding the calendar year in 
which the quota is proclaimed (plus, in 
applicable years, the normal production 
on the acreage diverted under previous 
agricultural adjustment and conserva¬ 
tion programs), with such adjustments 
as are determined to be necessary to 
make corrections for abnormal condi¬ 
tions of production, for small farms, and 
for trends in production, giving due con¬ 
sideration to seed bed and other plant 
diseases during such 5-year period. 

The Act (7 UJS.C. 1313(b)) provides for 
the apportionment of the State market¬ 
ing quotas among farms. However, the 
Act (7 UJS.C. 1313(g)) authorized the 
Secretary, beginning with the year 1940, 
in lieu of apportioning the State market¬ 
ing quota among farms on a poundage 
basis, to convert the State marketing 
quotas into State acreage allotments and 
to apportion the State acreage allotments 
on an acreage basis among farms. This 
latter provision has been utilized each 
year beginning with 1940 to determine 
farm allotments on an acreage basis for 
the kinds of tobacco involved herein for 
which quotas were proclaimed. It Is 
proposed to continue to determine farm 
allotments on an acreage basis. However, 
the Act (7 U.S.C. 1313(g)) was further 
amended by Public Law 90-106, approved 
October 12. 1967, to eliminate the provi¬ 
sion for converting the State marketing 
quotas into State acreage allotments, and 
to authorize the Secretary to convert the 
national marketing quota Into a na¬ 
tional acreage allotment on the basis of 
the national average yield for the 5 years 
immediately preceding the year in which 
the national marketing quota is pro¬ 
claimed. and to apportion the national 
acreage allotment (less a reserve of not 
to exceed 1 per centum thereof for new 
farms and for making corrections and 
adjusting Inequities in old farm allot¬ 
ments) among farms. It Is proposed to 
utilize this recent amendment. 

The Act <7 U-S.C. 1313(g)) provides 
that any acreage of tobacco harvested In 
excess of the farm acreage allotment for 
the year 1955 or any subsequent crop 
shall not be taken into account in estab¬ 
lishing State and farm acreage allot¬ 
ments. 

The Act (7 UB.C. 1313(D) provides 
that notwithstanding any other provi¬ 
sion of the Act, whenever after investi¬ 
gation the Secretary determines with re¬ 
spect to any kind of tobacco that a sub¬ 
stantial difference exists in the usage or 
market outlets for any one or more of the 
types comprising such kind of tobacco 
and that the quantity of tobacco of such 


type or types to be produced under mar¬ 
keting quotas and acreage allotments es¬ 
tablished pursuant to this section would 
not be sufficient to provide an adequate 
supply for estimated market demands 
and carryover requirements for such 
type or types of tobacco, the Secret try 
shall increase the marketing quotas and 
acreage allotments for farms producing 
such type or types of tobacco in the pre¬ 
ceding year to the extent necessary to 
make available a supply of such type or 
types of tobacco adequate to meet such 
demands and carryover requirements; 
the increases in farm marketing quotas 
and acreage allotments shall be madt on 
the basis of the production of such t\ pe 
or types of tobacco during the period of 
years considered In establishing farm 
marketing quotas and acreage allot¬ 
ments for such kind of tobacco; the ad- 
ditional production authorized by 
tion 313(1) shall be In addition to the 
national marketing quota cstobl: ::ed 
pursuant to section 312 of the Act; and 
the Increase in acreage under section 
313(i> shall not be considered In estab¬ 
lishing future State or farm aerobe 
allotments. 

Section 377 of the Act <7 U5.C. 1377 ' 
reads in part as follows: 

In Any cure In which, during any ' ? 

beginning with 1056. the Acreage plant* a 
a commodity on any form la less than J .o 
acreage allotment for such form, the emiro 
acreage anotment for such farm • • • •ha!!, 
except as provided herein, be oonsic* r*ti 
for the purpose of establishing future State, 
county, and farm acreage allotnv i to 
have been planted to such eammod in 
such year on such farm. • • •: Prort'tcd. 
That beginning with the 1960 crop, except 
for federally owned land, the current farm 
acreage allotment established for a com¬ 
modity shall not be preserved as his'fry 
acreage pursuant to the provisions of thU 
section unless for the current year or either 
of the 2 preceding years an acreage equal to 
75 per centum or more of the form ocxr.i*;* 
allotment for such year was actually planted 
or devoted to the commodity on the Urm

visions of the Soli Bank or the Orcnt Plains 
program) • • •. 

Section 378 of the Act (7 U.B.C. 1375) 
provides that allotment acreage pooled 
under the provisions of such section shall 
be considered fully planted during the 
time it Is in the pool within the period 
of eligibility, for purposes of future State 
and farm acreage allotments. 

Acreage allotments for Maryland, 
cigar-binder (types 51 and 52), and 
cigar-filler (type 41) tobacco may be 
leased under the terms and conditions 
contained In section 316 of the Act Fire- 
cured. dark air-cured, and Virginia sun- 
cured tobacco acreage allotments may be 
sold or leased by the owner and operator 
of the farm or transferred by the owner 
to another farm owned by him under 
the terms and conditions contained m 
section 318 of the Act. Acreage aug¬ 
ments for burley tobacco and for 
flller and binder (types 42, 43. 44, 53. 54. 
and 55) tobacco may not be leased 
or transferred except as provided in * 
U.S.C. 1378. f . . „ 

The Soil Bank Act was repeals bi¬ 
section 601 of the Food and Agriculture 
Act of 1965, but it remains In effect 
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respect to contracts entered into prior 
to such repeal. 

Section 602(g) of the Pood and Agri¬ 
culture Act of 1965. approved November 
3. 1965, reads as follows: 

Notwithstanding any other provision of 
law. the Secretary of Agriculture may, to the 
extent ha deems it desirable, provide by 
appropriate regulation* for preservation of 
cropland, crop acreage, and allotment hU» 
tcry applicable to acreage diverted from 
the production of crops In order to establish 
or maintain vegetative cover or other ap¬ 
proved practices for the purpose of any 
Federal program under which such history 
1 b used as a basis for an allotment or other 
limitation or for participation In such pro- 
from. Subsections (b) (3) and (4) and (e) 
(G of section 10 of tho Soil Conservation 
and Domestic Allotment Act. as amended, 
are repealed, except that all rights accruing 
thereunder to persons who entered into 
contracts or agreements prior to such 
repeal shall be preserved. 

Under the provision* of section 602(g) 
of the Pood find Agriculture Act of 1965, 
such preservation of cropland, crop acre¬ 
age. and allotment history* da provided, 
subject to the Secretary** regulations, 
with respect to acreage so diverted under 
the conservation reserve program, crop¬ 
land conversion program, cropland ad¬ 
justment program, agricultural con¬ 
servation program, regional conservation 
pro; rams, or vegetative cover established 
without Federal assistance and unrelated 
to any program. 

The Secretary may, under section 
317'c) of the Act, in his discretion, offer 
acn age-poundage quotas on fire-cured 
Hype 21). fire-cured (types 22, 23, and 
24 >, dark air-cured, cigar-binder (types 
51 and 52). and cigar-filler and binder 
Hypes 42. 43, 44. 53. 54. and 65). tobacco 
for the 1966-69 marketing year if he de¬ 
termines that acreage-poundage quotas 
would result in a more effective market¬ 
ing cpiota than the program on an acrc- 
a*h basis. The Secretary has not so de¬ 
termined. and does not contemplate of¬ 
fering acreage-poundage quotas on any 
o? *uch kinds of tobacco for such mar¬ 
keting years. There is no provision under 
which acreage-poundage quotas may be 
offen d on burley, Virginia sun-cured. 
Maryland or cigar-filler (type 41) to¬ 
bacco for the 1966-69 marketing year. 

The subjects and Issues involved In 
the proposed determinations are: 

1 The amount of the national mar- 
ketmR quota for each kind of tobacco for 
the 1966-69 marketing year.. 

2. The conversion of the national mar¬ 
keting quotas into national acreage al¬ 
lotments and apportionment of same, 
less reserve of not to exceed 1 percent 
thereof, among old farms. 

3. Tlie amount of the national acreage 
wjounent to be reserved for new farms, 
fnd for making corrections and adjust¬ 
ing inequities in old farm allotments. 

* The date(s) or period(s) of the four 
referenda on quotas for the 1966-69, 
1969-70, and 1970-71 marketing years 
for burley tobacco. Virginia sun-cured 
tobacco, Maryland tobacco, and cigar- 
fhhr • type 41) tobacco, and whether any 
or all of such referenda should be con¬ 
ducted at polling places rather than by 
ballot (31 PH. 12011). 


5. Whether the Secretary should de¬ 
termine that any one or more of the 
types comprising a kind of tobacco 
should be treated as a separate kind of 
tobacco under section 301(b) (15) of the 
Act. 

6. Whether the Secretary should take 
any action under section 313(i> of the 
Act. 

7. Whether the Secretary should offer 
acreage-poundage quotas on fire-cured 
(type 21), Arc-cured (types 22. 23. and 
24), dark air-cured, cigar-binder (types 
51 and 52), or cigar-filler and binder 
(types 42, 43. 44. 53. 54, and 55) tobacco. 

Consideration will be given to data, 
views, and recommendations pertaining 
to the proposed determinations covered 
by this notice which ore submitted in 
writing to the Director. Policy and Pro¬ 
gram Appraisal Division, Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Service, 
UJS. Department of Agriculture, Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. 20250. All written submis¬ 
sions made pursuant to the notice will 
be made available for public inspection 
at such times and In a manner conven¬ 
ient to the public business (7 CFR 
1.27(b)). All submissions must, in order 
to be considered, be postmarked not later 
than 30 days from the date of publica¬ 
tion of this notice in the Federal Reg¬ 
ister.

Proposed Determination for Calendar 
Year 1968 

Notice is hereby given that the Secre¬ 
tary of Agriculture pursuant to authority 
vested in him by the Sugar Act of 1948, as 
amended (61 Stat. 922), is considering 
the determination of the amount of sugar 
needed to meet the requirements of con¬ 
sumers in the continental United States 
in 1968 and the establishment of sugar 
quotas for the calendar year 1968. Such 
determination Is to be made during the 
last 3 months of tills year. 

In accordance with the rulemaking re¬ 
quirements of 5 UJS.C. 553 (80 Stat. 378), 
all persons who desire to submit written 
data, view's, or arguments for considera¬ 
tion in connection with the proposed reg¬ 
ulation shall file the same in duplicate 
with the Director. Sugar Policy Staff. 
Agricultural Stabilization and Conserva¬ 
tion Service, U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture. Washington, D.C. 20250, not 
later than 15 days after the date of pub¬ 
lication of this notice in the Federal 
Register. 

The proposed determination of 1968 
sugar requirements for the continental 
United States and quotas for the calen¬ 
dar year 1968 are set forth essentially 


in form and language appropriate for 
issuance, if adopted by the Secretary as 
follows; 

Basis and purpose and bases and con - 
siderations. Distribution of refined sugar 
for consumption in the United States 
totaled about 10,160,000 short tons, raw 
value during the 12-month period which 
ended September 30.1967. Tills was about 
200,000 tons less than the quantity dis¬ 
tributed in the previous 12-month period 
which ended September 30, 1966. How¬ 
ever, It cannot be assumed that the 
actual consumption of sugar decreased 
in like degree. Inventories of sugar In 
the hands of secondary distributors 
and inventories of sugar and sugar 
containing products in the hands of 
food processors were abnormally low 
on September 30, 1965. and normal 
or slightly above normal on Septem¬ 
ber 30. 1966. At the end of Septem¬ 
ber 1967, such Inventories were again 
somewhat below normal. After allow¬ 
ances for these factors, it would appear 
that disappearance of sugar during the 
12-month period ending September 30, 

1966, was of the order of 10,250,000 tons 
and for the year ending September 30, 

1967, of about the same magnitude. 

Absence of year-to-year growth may 

have resulted largely from the fact that 
weather during the most recent period 
W'as not as conducive to the consumption 
of sugar as in the earlier period when 
the weather w*as unusually favorable. 

It appears reasonable to expect that 
sugar consumption during calendar year 
1968 will resume its long-term trend of 
increasing about in line with population 
growth. On that basis, consumption of 
about 10,400,000 tons would be antici¬ 
pated In 1968. 

Sugar requirements for calendar year 
1968 will amount to the sum of actual 
consumption, plus the usual refining 
loss of about 60,000 tons, as adjusted by 
any change which users, refiners, and 
Importers may elect to make in their 
sugar inventories during the year. Those 
Inventories at the beginning of 1968 are 
now expected to be larger than they had 
been a year earlier. What they may be 
at the end of next year cannot now be 
determined, but it is possible that some 
reduction could occur during the year. 
A reduction, should it occur, would have 
the effect of reducing requirements. 

The domestic price of raw sugar in¬ 
creased steadily during the first 10 
months of 1967. The average for that pe¬ 
riod was 7.26 cents per pound or 4 per¬ 
cent higher than the 6.97 cents per pound 
average for the first 10 months of 1966. 
In the development of this determina¬ 
tion. consideration has been given to the 
desirability of obtaining generally stable 
prices that will carry out, over the long 
term, the price objectives of the act. In 
recognition of the foregoing and all rele¬ 
vant criteria, the amount of sugar needed 
to meet the requirements of consumers 
in the continental United States Is herein 
determined to be 10,400.000 short tons, 
raw value. 

A quota of 1.265,375 short tons, raw 
value. Is established herein for Hawaii 
pursuant to section 202(a) (2) <B) of the 
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act. This Is the maximum quota per¬ 
mitted Hawaii under that section and 
will be adjusted downward If necessary 
pending final data on the production 
and marketing of sugar by Hawaii in 

1967. 

It is determined that no reduction Is 
required at this time pursuant to sec¬ 
tion 202<d) <3> and <4) of the act in the 
quotas established herein for foreign 
countries. This action is based on the 
assumption that each country will fill 
its 1967 quota within a reasonable toler¬ 
ance. 

The quota established herein for the 
Bahama Islands will be withdrawn un¬ 
less the Secretary receives assurance 
from the Bahama Islands by January 1. 

1968, that such quota will be filled with 
sugar produced in such country. The 
quota which otherwise would be allo¬ 
cated to Southern Rhodesia has been 
shown as reserved for possible disposi¬ 
tion by the President pursuant to sec¬ 
tion 202(d) (1) <h) of the act. 

In view of the wide differential be¬ 
tween the price of domestic raw sugar 
and the world price, there would be a 
strong tendency for an excessive quan¬ 
tity of foreign sugar to be shipped to this 
country early In 1968. This would Likely 
preclude the meeting of the objectives of 
the act. Accordingly, it is necessary that 
provision be made for quantitative limi¬ 
tations on the total importation of raw 
sugar from foreign countries for the first 
and second quarters of the year. 

The total quantity of raw sugar which 
may be charged to quotas of foreign 
countries during the first half of 1968 
is established at 2400.900 short tons, raw 
value. All quantities imported in late 1967 
under bond for refining and storage plus 
additional importations during January, 
February, and March of 1968 of 700.000 
short tons, raw r value, may be charged to 
foreign country quotas during the first 
quarter of 1968. 

To give recognition to the seasonality 
of production and movement of sugar 
from the foreign countries, quota alloca¬ 
tions to foreign countries during the first 
quarter and first half of 1968 will pri¬ 
marily be based on average Imports from 
such foreign countries during such pe¬ 
riods for the 5-yoar period 1963 through 
1967.

The Federal Aviation Administration 
is considering amendments to Parts 71 
and 73 of the Federal Aviation Regula¬ 
tions that would alter the boundaries of 
Restricted Area R-6809, Tangier Island, 
Va.. and Restricted Area R-4006, Patux¬ 
ent. Md„ include R-6609 In the conti¬ 
nental control area, and delete reference 
to R-6609 from the descriptions of the 
Norfolk. Va.. and NAS Patuxent River, 
Md., transition areas. 

Interested persons may participate in 
the proposed rule making by submitting 
such written data, views, or arguments 
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as they may desire. Communications 
should Identify the airspace docket num¬ 
ber and be submitted in triplicate to the 
Director. Eastern Region, Attention: 
Chief, Air Traffic Division, Federal Avia¬ 
tion Administration. Federal Building, 
John F. Kennedy' International Airport. 
Jamaica. N.Y. 11430. All communications 
received within 45 days after publication 
of this notice in the Federal Register 
will be considered before action Is taken 
on the proposed amendments. The pro¬ 
posal contained in this notice may be 
changed In light of the comments 
received. 

An official docket will be available for 
examination by Interested persons at the 
Federal Aviation Administration, Office 
of the General Counsel, Attention: Rules 
Docket, 800 Independence Avenue SW.. 
Washington. DC. 20590. An informal 
docket also will be available for exami¬ 
nation at the office of the Regional Air 
Traffic Division Chief. 

The Navy Department has conducted a 
study of the Tangier Island restricted 
area usage with special attention di¬ 
rected to the relationship of aircraft 
types, speeds, altitudes, weather condi¬ 
tions. and radar surveillance of recovery 
patterns to restricted airspace require¬ 
ment. The study results Indicate a need 
to expand the present restricted area an 
average of 3 nautical miles to the south, 
west, and north. The eastern boundary 
would be moved approximately 3 miles 
west, thus leaving Tangier Island outside 
of the modified restricted area. This 
modification would allow the establish¬ 
ment of a proposed civil airport on the 
western edge of Tangier Island. 

The Tangier Island target is a 
grounded Liberty Ship located at lat. 
21'WAV N.. long. 76 v 01'58* # W. All runs 
on the target are made from north to 
south on a 174* magnetic heading at 
speeds from 150 knots to 500 knots and 
at altitudes from just above the surface 
to 20.000 feet. Recovery from the run is 
always to the right with many variations 
depending on speed, type of run, num¬ 
ber of planes in the pattern, etc. The 
target is used under all weather condi¬ 
tions including night and IFR. The Navy 
advised that radar surveillance by the 
Patuxent River Naval Air Station RATCC 
of the actual flight paths of participat¬ 
ing aircraft has confirmed the require¬ 
ment to extend the present boundary of 
R-6609 further south and west. Expan¬ 
sion to the north is necessary to align the 
boundary R-6609 to adjoin R-4005 so 
the target run in is within restricted 
airspace. High speed, low altitude bomb 
runs on this target require high pilot and 
radar operator concentration and atten¬ 
tion to cockpit functions with little or 
no time for visual lookout. As speeds In¬ 
crease the recovery flight path also in¬ 
creases due to radius of turn and the 
distance traveled beyond bomb release 
point. 

Realignment of the boundary of 
R-6609 will eliminate the present circu¬ 
lar configuration, consequently, the 
southern and southeastern boundaries of 
R-4006, which are presently described 
around an arc of R-6609, would be de¬ 
scribed as straight lines.

Notice of Proposed Rule Making 

The Atomic Energy Commission ha? 
under consideration several amendment 
to its rules of practice, 10 CFR Part 2, in¬ 
cluding amendments to Appendix A of 
that part, "Statement of General Policy 
Conduct of Proceedings for the Issuanc 
of Construction Permits for Production 
and Utilization Facilities and 10 CFR 
Hearing Is Required Under section 189a* 
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of The Atomic Energy Act of 1954. as 
Amended" (Statement of General Pol¬ 
icy] 1 and conforming amendments to 10 
CFR Part 50. Licensing of Production 
and Utilization of Facilities and 10 CFR 
Part 115. Procedures for Review of Cer¬ 
tain Nuclear Reactors Exempted From 
Licensing Requirements. It is expected 
that the proposed amendments will ex¬ 
pedite the Commission’s facility licens¬ 
ing procedures in contested cases and 
will clarify certain provisions in existing 
regulations. 

The proposed amendments to Part 2 
reflect in part the recommendations 
made by a three-member Regulatory Re¬ 
view Panel appointed by the Commission 
to study contested proceedings involving 
applications to construct and operate 
nuclear facilities A contested proceeding 
is a proceeding in which there is a con¬ 
troversy between the AEC regulatory 
staff and the applicant concerning the Is¬ 
suance of the license or any of its terms 
and conditions, or in which a petition for 
leave to intervene in opposition to an ap¬ 
plication for a license has been granted 
or is pending before the Commission. The 
Panel’s report was submitted on June 15. 
1967. 

An earlier panel appointed by the 
'ommisslon in 1965 to study its facility 
licensing procedures had made rec¬ 
ommendations relating mainly to the 
conduct of uncontested licensing pro¬ 
ceedings. Those recommendations were 
implemented in large part by the adop¬ 
tion of amendments to Part 2 published 
on September 30. 1966 (31 F.R. 12774 >. 
.As the Commission then stated In the 
Statement of General Policy, that docu¬ 
ment reflects the Commission’s intent 
that its facility licensing proceedings be 
conducted informally and expeditiously 
and its concern that its procedures 
maintain sufficient flexibility to accom¬ 
modate that objective. The proposed 
inendxncnts set out below are a further 
indication of the Commissions intention 
to adopt from time to time amendments 
of its regulations which experience in 
the operation of atomic safety and li¬ 
censing boards might Indicate as being 
necessary or desirable. 

Section 2.714(a) of Part 2 now requires 
a petitioner for leave to intervene in a 
Commission proceeding to set forth, 
among other tilings, his contentions. 
The proposed amendments of $ 2.714(a) 
which follows would require those con¬ 
tentions to be reasonably specific It 
would also provide that petitions which 
set forth contentions relating only to 
matters outside the jurisdiction of the 
Commission will be denied. As revised. 
i 2.714(a) would require the petition to 
be filed within such time as may be spec¬ 
ified in the notice of hearing, or as per¬ 
mitted by the presiding officer, and would 
continue to provide that a petition which 
is not timely filed will be dismissed unless 
the petitioner shows good cause for fail¬ 
ure to file it on time. 

Section 2.721 <b> of Part 2 would be 
amended to provide for the appointment 
of alternates for atomic safety and li¬ 
censing boards who are qualified in the 
conduct of administrative proceedings. 


Section 2.721 <b) presently provides for 
the appointment of technically qualified 
alternates for the boards. 

Certain recommendations of the Sec¬ 
ond Regulatory Review Panel, together 
with certain other perfecting or clarify¬ 
ing changes, would be reflected in the 
proposed amendments to the Statement 
of General Policy which follow. Those 
which may be of particular interest are: 
(DA provision that prehearing confer¬ 
ences will usually be held In the Wash¬ 
ington. DC., area, but that due regard 
shall be had for the convenience and 
necessity of the parties or their repre¬ 
sentatives; <2> a provision recognizing 
that requests may be made for a sepa¬ 
rate hearing on the mattei of site selec¬ 
tion; <3) a provision indicating that it 
is desirable for the applicant’s summary 
of the application to discuss the evolution 
of the proposed reactor from reactors 
which have previously been approved or 
built; <4) a provision encouraging the 
submission to the board of the applicant's 
summary of the application, as well as 
the regulatory staff’s safety analysis, at 
least 2 weeks prior to the date specified 
in the notice of hearing for the receipt 
of petitions for leave to intervene; <5) 
a provision that the boards, in testing 
the sufficiency of the information con¬ 
tained in the application and in the rec¬ 
ord. and the adequacy of the regulatory 
staff's review, to support the proposals 
of the Director of Regulation In an un¬ 
contested proceeding, should be mindful 
that the applicant, not the regulatory 
staff, is the proponent of the license; (6) 
a provision clarifying the point that in 
contested proceedings, a board may ob¬ 
tain information from the Chairman or 
Vice Chairman of the Atomic Safety and 
Licensing Board Panel for the purpose 
of identifying relevant decisions or state¬ 
ments of Commission policy; and (7) a 
provision that two members of a board 
constitute a quorum if one of those 
members is the member qualified in the 
conduct of administrative proceedings.

Table of Assignments; Bluefield, Va., 
etc. 

Report and order. In the matter of 
amendment of the Table of Assignments 
for Television Broadcast Channels in 
| 73.606(b) of the Commission rules and 
regulations with respect to educational 
reservations at Bluefield. West Point. 
Williamsburg, and Wythcvllle, Va., 
Docket No. 17184. RM-866. 

1. On October 7. 1965, the Advisory 
Council on Educational Television of the 
Commonwealth of Virginia, filed a peti¬ 
tion requesting the assignment of televi¬ 
sion broadcast channels reserved for 
educational use at Manassas. Williams¬ 
burg and Wytheville. Va.. in addition to 
the 17 channels already reserved for edu¬ 
cational use in the State of Virginia. In 
response to the petition, the Commission 
on February 8. 1967. adopted a notice 
of proposed rule making which proposed 
to shift Channel 63 from Bluefield to 
Wytheville and Channel 46 from West 
Point to Williamsburg. Wytheville is only 
23 miles from Bluefield and West Point 
is only 18 5 miles from Williamsburg. 
Assignments spaced so closely in an edu¬ 
cational network planned for statewide 
coverage would appear to be wasteful 
because of the extensive overlap of serv¬ 
ice. Therefore, the Commission declined 
to add the requested channels but pro¬ 
posed to move existing assignments to 
the newly named places. The Commission 
was unable to find an assignment for 
Manassas on channels below Channel 
70. which would comply with the required 
minimum geographical separations. 

2. The only comments filed In this pro¬ 
ceeding were those of the Advisory Coun¬ 
cil. In those comments, the Advisory 
Council opposed the shift of channels 
proposed by the Commission. In the case 
of Williamsburg, It was argued that any 
educational TV station that might be 
built for operation on the West Point 
assignment would probably be located 
some 13 miles northeast of West Point 
In order to serve the area between the 
York River, the Potomac River, and 
Chesapeake Bay. This would put the site 
approximately 30 miles from Williams¬ 
burg and the Advisory Council claims 
that this would provide no more than 
Grade B service to Williamsburg. It Is 
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further argued that Williamsburg, as the 
site of William and Mary College, should 
have its own channel and that it Is con¬ 
templated that a low power operation < i 
kw transmitter! will be conducted there 
to serve Williamsburg and the immedi¬ 
ately adjacent area. The statement did 
not Indicate the power and antenna 
height contemplated for the West Point 
assignment but the estimated 30 miles 
range of the Grade B contour Indicates 
that It would be substantially below a 
maximum facility. The Advisory Council 
requests that. If an additional assign¬ 
ment is not provided at Williamsburg, 
Channel 46 be left at West Point. 

3. With respect to Wythevllle-Blue- 
field, the Advisory Council calls atten¬ 
tion to the extremely rugged terrain in 
that area and argues that even a high 
powered operation from the most favor¬ 
able site would be severely terrain - 
limited. A map accompanying the 
comments shows the calculated Grade 
B contour to go out less than 10 miles 
In some directions. As in the case 
of Williamsburg-West Point, the com¬ 
ments did not indicate the actual power 
and antenna height used for estimating 
the coverage of the station but obviously 
maximum facilities would be unneces¬ 
sary because of the terrain limitation. In 
reply to the Commission's suggestion that 
TV translators could be used more ef¬ 
fectively. the Advisory Council reports 
that an engineering study shows that 
two translators at optimally chosen sites 
could provide linc-of-slght transmission 
to only 5 schools in Tazcw'ell County: that 
3 schools would be up to 100 feet below' 
line-of-slght, 18 schools 100 to 500 feet 
below line-of-slght, and 6 schools more 
than 500 feet below linc-of-sight. The 
operation of a regular TV station Instead 
of a translator could not alter terrain 
conditions although the signal would be 
increased to acceptability levels In mar¬ 
ginal areas by the higher power. 

4. With respect to the Manassas re¬ 
quest. the Advisory Council states that 
in the light of recent developments in 
northern Virginia, it expects to submit a 
new proposal concerning a northern Vir¬ 
ginia educational TV station in the near 
future. 

5. The Commission has carefully con¬ 
sidered the comments of the Advisory 
Council and concludes that the assign¬ 
ment of educational TV channels at West 
Point and Williamsburg is npfc justified. 
The terrain in that portion of Virginia 
is extremely flat and a single station 
employing reasonably high power and a 
reasonably high antenna could be located 
so as to serve Williamsburg, West Point, 
and all of the surrounding area that the 
Council estimated would be covered by 
the two stations. The case for Wythevllle 
is somewhat more persuasive but there 
are a number of unanswered questions. 
The engineering data submitted with the 
comments seems to indicate that some 
improvement in a difficult situation 
might be had by making the additional 
assignment at Wythevllle rather than 
moving the Blucfleld assignment. On 
the other hand, the study of Tazew'ell 
County that showed a large percentage 
of the schools below llne-of-slght again 
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placed the emphasis on the use of these 
broadcast channels for In-school instruc¬ 
tion or at best, indicated that an equally 
high percentage of homes would also be 
below Une-of-sight. Tills suggests that 
most of the service will still have to be 
provided by translators and If that is so, 
a single TV~ station in the area could 
feed the translators. If there were an 
ample supply of available channels in 
that area of Virginia, the Commission 
w ould have no reluctance about assigning 
the additional channel. However, avail¬ 
able but unassigned channels are scarce. 
Therefore, the Commission will not. at 
this time, assign a new channel to Wythe- 
ville or move the Bluefleld assignment to 
Wythevllle. When the plans of the Ad¬ 
visory Council are more concrete, con¬ 
sideration will be given to a new petition 
for an additional assignment in south¬ 
western Virginia if It can be Justified. The 
Advisory Council has already indicated 
that it expects to file a new petition with 
respect to northern Virginia. 

6. In the light of the foregoing: It is 
ordered , That, the petition of the Ad¬ 
visory Council on Educational Television 
of the Commonwealth of Virginia Is 
denied; the Commission will not amend 
the Table of Assignments as proposed; 
and this proceeding is terminated.

OPERATED BY REMOTE CONTROL 

Transmission of Telemetry Signals 
Related to Technical Operation 

In the matter of amendment of Part 
73 of the Commission rules and regula¬ 
tions to permit standard broadcast sta¬ 
tions operated by remote control to 
transmit telemetry signals directly re¬ 
lated to the technical operation of the 
broadcast station. Docket No. 17873, RM- 
320. 

1. On March 23. 1962, the Commission 
received a petition from Moseley As¬ 
sociates, Inc., of Santa Barbara. Calif., 
requesting that the rules be amended so 
as to permit the transmission of inter¬ 
mittent subsonic tones by standard 
broadcast stations which arc operated by 
remote control, as a means of providing 
tel erne trie Information to the remote 
control point. The use of the broadcast 
transmitter for this purpose would elimi¬ 
nate the need for wire lines or additional 
radio facilities operated on other fre¬ 
quency bands. 

2. In support of its petition, Moseley 
states that advances in the art of remote 
control and telemetry make it possible to

produce reliable and economical equip¬ 
ment for the radio control and super¬ 
vision of a broadcast transmitter from a 
remote point While information for this 
purpose may be transmitted over wire 
lines, such a physical connection Is sub¬ 
ject to impairment or destruction by 
storms, fires, explosions or other acci¬ 
dents or disasters as well as by enemy 
attack. It is during periods of emergency 
or disaster that broadcast facilities are 
most needed to communicate directly 
with the general public. The use of radio 
transmissions for control and meterin : 
functions oilers the dual advantage of 
reducing the hazard of circuit destruction 
and permitting prompt remedial action 
should there be a failure, without having 
to rely upon action by an Independent 
agent 

3. Under present rules, standard and 
FM broadcast stations utilizing an aural 
broadcast STL circuit operating in the 
942-952 Mc/a band for program tran * 
mission may multiplex transmitter con¬ 
trol signals on the program circuit, pro¬ 
vided that there Is no impairment of the 
program quality. Also. FM broadcast sta¬ 
tions may transmit telemetering signals 
on the broadcast transmitter under a 
Subsidiary' Communications Authoriza¬ 
tion (SCA). It would appear reasonable 
to allow essential metering data to b 
transmitted on the standard broadest 
station carrier if this can be accom¬ 
plished without impairment or program 
quality or annoyance to the public. The 
petitioner proposes to use tones havim: 
frequencies betw r een 20 and 36 cycles per 
second. While such tones are not truly 
subsonic, the human ear is compara¬ 
tively insensitive to sounds in this fre¬ 
quency range, and, of more importance, 
the great majority of AM receivers Are- 
Incapable of appreciable audio output at 
such low' frequencies. These considera¬ 
tions, and the fact that the tones would 
be transmitted at a restricted modula¬ 
tion level, all minimize the possibility of 
objectionable effects on program trans¬ 
mission. Unless there are secondary ef¬ 
fects, which are not foreseen, the likeli¬ 
hood appears quite remote that a station 
employing tones in the manner proposed 
would cause increased interference to 
other stations. 

4. During a 90-day test period in the 
spring and summer of 1964, WSM. Nash¬ 
ville. Tenn.. pursuant to Commission au¬ 
thority provided information to its re¬ 
mote control point as to meter indica¬ 
tions at the transmitter by modulating 
tones on its broadcast carrier at the 10- 
percent level. This test was conduct. \ 
with equipment supplied by the peti¬ 
tioner. Observations by WSM’s engineers 
at various points in the station’s service 
area failed to reveal any deleterious ef¬ 
fects on program reception. Throughout 
the entire period of the test no listener 
complained of Interference of a nature 
which could be ascribed to the tone 
transmissions. 

5. WSM found, under the condition 4 
which obtained in the test, that tone 
modulation at a level no greater than 5 
percent would provide reliable meter in¬ 
dications at its remote control point. It 
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is, of course, desirable that the ampli¬ 
tude of the tone modulation be restricted 
to a level no greater than is necessary 
for its intended function to be satisfac¬ 
torily performed. Accordingly, although 
the petitioner has recommended a maxi¬ 
mum tone amplitude of 10 percent, and 
the proposed rule amendment specifies 
this figure, comment is requested as to 
whether a lower percentage would, in 
general, be adequate. 

6. WSM further noted that the com¬ 
bined program and tone modulations 
should not be permitted to exceed 100 
;>ercent, or audio distortion and a vio¬ 
lation of ft 73.55 of the rules may result. 
In this connection, we would note that 
paragraph <b)<4) of $ 73.50 of the rules, 
which establishes requirements for type 
approval for modulation monitors, re¬ 
quires that the frequency characteristic 
of a monitor be substantially flat over 
the range of from 30 to 10,000 cycles. 
Comment is requested, supported by 
measurements, as to whether modula¬ 
tion monitors presently type approved 
will accurately indicate total modula¬ 
tion levels when the telemetric tones from 
20 to 30 cycles are included in the modu¬ 
lation envelope. Comment is also re¬ 
quested on the effect of automatic gain 
control amplifiers and peak limiting de¬ 
vices on the utlmate accuracy of remote 
readings by this method of telemetry. 

7. Over the years, the Commission has 
rejected various proposals which con¬ 
templated utilizing AM broadcast sta¬ 
tion carriers for the transmission of 
econdary signals for uses unrelated to 

broadcasting. However, tone transmis¬ 
sion for the purpose of providing eco¬ 
nomical and efficient supervision of the 
technical performance of the broadcast 
t ransmitter is a function sufficiently 
important to overall broadcast operation 
as to permit its consideration in this rule 
making proceeding as a permissible 
ancillary use of the broadcast carrier. It 
should be emphasized that the proceed¬ 
ing is concerned only with such use. and 
will not be broadened to consider pro¬ 
posals for other special uses of the 
broadcast signal. 

8. Accordingly, it is proposed to amend 
Part 73 of the Commission rules as set 
forth below. Pursuant to applicable pro¬ 
cedures set out in ft 1.415 of Commission 
rules interested parties may submit com¬ 
ments on or before December 26, 1967, 
and replies to such comments on or be¬ 
fore January 5, 1968. All relevant and 
timely comments and reply comments 
will be considered by the Commission 
before final action is taken in this pro¬ 
ceeding. In reaching its decision in this 
proceeding, the Commission may also 
take into account other relevant infor¬ 
mation before it, in addition to the speci¬ 
fic comments invited by this notice. 

* 9. Authority for the adoption of the 
rules proposed herein is contained in 
actions 4(i) and 303(b) of the Com¬ 
munications Act of 1934. as amended. 

10. In accordance with the provisions 
of ftl.419 of the rules, an original and 
14 copies of all comments, replies, plead¬ 
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ings. briefs, and other documents shall 
be furnished the Commission.

Eligibility of Licensee 

In the matter of amendment of Part 
87 Aviation Services, to broaden the scope 
of persons eligible for flight test station 
licenses under $ 87.333, Docket No. 
17870. 

1. Notice of proposed rule making in 
the above-entitled matter is hereby 
given. 

2. The scope of service provided by 
flight test stations under I 87.337 of the 
Commission’s rules is restricted in use to 
the transmission of necessary Informa¬ 
tion or instructions relating directly to 
test of aircraft or aircraft components. 
In order to be eligible for a flight test 
station license under present 5 87.333. it 
is necessary to be either <a> a manufac¬ 
turer of aircraft or major aircraft com¬ 
ponents or (b> related to these industries 
through corporate connections, le.. 


* Commlwloner* Bartley and Lee absent 
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parent or subsidiary. Each applicant for 
a flight test station is expected to submit 
a statement indicating eligibility under 
the present rules, or to request waiver 
thereof in order to obtain necessary* flight 
test radio facilities. 

3. Waivers of the eligibility require¬ 
ments of $ 87.333 of the rules have been 
granted by the Commission where the 
applicant was <a) engaged in the busi¬ 
ness of modifying aircraft to the extent 
that the Federal Aviation Administra¬ 
tion required the aircraft to be flight 
tested prior to Its return to operational 
use, <b> engaged In providing aeronauti¬ 
cal engineering expertise to small manu¬ 
facturers in connection with the design, 
development, modification, flight test 
evaluation and FAA certification of their 
first aircraft or aircraft modification, or 
<c> a university or other private research 
and development organization engaged 
in flight testing of developmental com¬ 
munication systems and other major air¬ 
craft components. In addition, the Chief, 
Safety and Special Radio Services Bu¬ 
reau has granted waivers of this section 
pursuant to authority delegated under 
ft 0.331(b)(7) of the rules, where such 
facilities were needed on a temporary 
basis not in excess of 180 days. 

4. Based on Information gained from 
administering flight test stations and 
the numerous requests for waiver of the 
eligibility requirements received, it ap¬ 
pears that the present scope of persons 
eligible to hold such licenses is too re¬ 
strictive. The present proposal takes into 
account the changed conditions and cir¬ 
cumstances affecting the manufacture 
and flight testing of aircraft or major 
components thereof to broaden the scope 
of tiie present eligibility requirements to 
permit persons primarily engaged in the 
design, development, modification and 
flight test evaluation of aircraft or major 
aircraft components to qualify as licens¬ 
ees. Under the proposed amendment, the 
Commission would still be free to refuse 
to license a flight test station if the ap¬ 
plicant failed to submit a statement con¬ 
taining sufficient facts to establish Its 
eligibility under the proposed revised 
criteria. In addition, the Commission 
wlU continue to follow its policy of en¬ 
couraging cooperative use of such facil¬ 
ities and will still refuse to license 
multiple test flight stations at an air¬ 
drome unless the applicant submits an 
adequate justification for such additional 
authorization pursuant to ft 87.335<d» of 
the Commission’s rules. The proposed 
amendment would allow* a certain degree 
of flexibility and should eliminate many 
of the requests for waiver now directed 
to the Commission, that have been oc¬ 
casioned by the present rule.

Order Instituting Investigation 
Regarding Renewal 

Adopted by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board at its office in Washington. D.C., 
on the 17th day of November 1967. 

Airlines Mutual Aid Agreement (Re¬ 
newal), Docket 9977, Agreements CAB 
12633A-A8. 

By application filed on May 2,1967, the 
air carrier parties to the Mutual Aid 
Agreement (Pact) * * requested that the 
Board, without further proceedings, pur¬ 
suant to section 412 of the Federal Avia¬ 
tion Act of 1958 as amended (the Act), 
renew Its approval of the Pact for an In¬ 
definite period. By Order E-21044, July 
10, 1964, the Pact was approved for a 
period of 3 years. On June 14, 1967, Joint 
objections to the application were filed by 
five employee organizations' and sepa¬ 
rate objections were filed by Air Line 
Pilots Association, International 
(ALPA). Objections were filed by Allied 
Pilots Association (APA), representing 
American’s pilots, on June 21. 1967. All 
of the objecting parties requested that 
the Board deny the application for re¬ 
newal of the Board’s approval of the 
Pact. Alternatively, all of these parties, 
except APA. requested that the matter 
be set down for public hearing, while 
APA requested that American’s partic¬ 
ipation in the Pact be terminated. The 
air carriers filed a reply to the several 
objections on August 21, 1967. 

In support of their objections the 
unions allege, In efTect, that new ques¬ 
tions of fact and policy arc posed by the 
renewal application. The unions state 
that, in light of developments relating to 
air carrier-union relations since the mat¬ 
ter last came before the Board, the Board 
should reexamine the Pact; that the fu¬ 
ture of the institution of collective bar¬ 
gaining in the air transportation indus¬ 
try is likely to be directly affected by the 
disposition made In this proceeding; and

that the occurrence of the LAM five- 
carrier strike of 1966. alone Justifies a 
complete reexamination of the Pact. In 
addition, APA contends that, as an in¬ 
dependent union, it would be unduly dis¬ 
advantaged in its dealings with Ameri¬ 
can. since the carrier is a party to 
multi carrier bargaining arrangements 
which are fostered by the Pact. 

In their Joint response to the unions* 
objections, the carrier parties state that 
there are no new facts or changed cir¬ 
cumstances since the Board s approval 
of the Pact in 1964. to show that the Pact 
has in any way operated in a manner 
Inconsistent with the public interest. 
The carriers state, inter alia, that the 
unions’ contentions are the same as pre¬ 
viously presented and rejected by a 
majority of the Board, and that the Pact 
played no part in the 1966 IAM strike. 

The Board has carefully examined the 
controverted allegations contained in the 
pleadings and has determined that the 
most appropriate action to follow* is the 
institution of a formal investigation. The 
matters presented pose serious and com¬ 
plex factual and policy issues. On the 
present record it appears that various 
disputed questions of fact are present. It 
is also apparent from the applicants' re¬ 
quest for approval of the Pact's renewal 
for an indefinite period that the principle 
of mutual aid Is Intended to become a 
long-term feature of labor-management 
relations in the industry, thus giving rise 
to important policy Issues. 

In these circumstances, the Board be¬ 
lieves that it should have the benefit of 
a record developed through a full evi¬ 
dentiary hearing in order to resolve the 
issues presented by the carriers’ applica¬ 
tion. The investigation will furnish a 
means for a complete reexamination of 
the issues previously considered by the 
Board in the light of such new matters 
as may have developed since 1964. 

The seven Pact members will be made 
parties to the investigation, together 
with the objecting unions and any other 
organizations designated as collective 
bargaining representatives of these car¬ 
riers which desire to intervene. Because 
of the importance of the issues and its 
desire to be fully informed as to the 
view r s of other Government agencies, the 
Board will invite such agencies to par¬ 
ticipate in the case.* 

Accordingly, it is ordered: 

1. That an investigation be and It 
hereby is Instituted in Docket 9977. pur¬ 
suant to the provisions of sections 204 
(a). 412, and 1002(b) of the Act. to de¬ 
termine whether continued approval of 
the Pact is not adverse to the public in¬ 
terest and not in violation of the Act.

1. By report and order adopted June 
28 and released July 13, 1967.' In the 
“presunrisc** rule making procecdin;: 
(Docket 14419) the Commission adopted 
new rules (principally new 5 73.99 > con¬ 
cerning use before local sunrise of facil¬ 
ities licensed for day time-only (local 
sunrise to local sunset) or limited-time 
use. The new rules apply to Class III 
(regional) daytime-only stations and 
unlimited-time stations operating differ¬ 
ently day and night, and to certain day¬ 
time-only. limited-time, and unlimited 
time Class II stations. Briefly*, such pre- 
sunrise use of daytime facilities may take 
place only pursuant to specific Commi s- 
sion authorization (Presunrise Service 
Authority, or PSA); It is limited in time 
to 6 a.m. local standard time and after 
and. for Class n stations, to sunrise at 
the location of cochannel Class I sta- 
tlon(s) to the east and after; 9 and as far 
as regional and Class I-B channels are 
concerned. It is limited to either 506 watts 
power or whatever lesser power level is 
necessary to protect foreign unlimited- 
time stations under applicable interna¬ 
tional agreements, and UB. I-B stations 
located west of the Class II station unde; 
the conventional nighttime standards of 
our rules. The new rules became effective

to a licensed unlimited-time operation. 

2. A number of parties filed petitions 
for reconsideration of this decision, in¬ 
cluding Association on Broadcasting 
Standards, Inc. <ABS). a group of un¬ 
limited-time Class II and Class in sta¬ 
tions. In a memorandum opinion and 
order adopted October 11. and pleased 
October 17. 1967 «FCC 67-1143, 11 RR, 
2d 1571), the Commission considered 
these petitions and in general denied 
them and affirmed the decision and new 
rules. A number of parties then appealed 
from the decision to various US. Courts 
of Appeals, ABS filing in the U8. Court 
of Appeals for the District of Columbia 
and later having its appeal transferred 
to the U.S. Court of Appeals for the Sec¬ 
ond Circuit «Ncw York City), where 
another appeal was pending. 

3. On October 31. 1967 ABS petitioned 
the latter Court for a stay of the Com¬ 
mission's decision and the new rules, and 
on November 13.1967. that Court granted 
a stay in part, the pertinent language of 
its order reading as follows: 

• • • that the Federal Communications 
commission be and It hereby Is directed to 
authorise by appropriate means the operation 
of full time Class II and Class m stations, 
during the pendency of the appeal herein, 
with daytime power and antenna as author¬ 
ized In their respective licenses during pre- 
c.tnrlae hours, subject only to such limita¬ 
tions tn power and hours of operation as may 
be necessary u> conform to International re¬ 
quirements (Including the requirement of a 
6 am. sign-on time) and to court orders 
on the same subject matter. Such stay Is 
condlUoned on petitioner's filing Its brief 
within the period fixed by the rule* of this 
Court. 

The hearing on the appeal was ordered 
expedited, and it Is anticipated that de¬ 
cision will come in the fairly near future. 

4. The Court's order In substance 
directs that pending the decision on the 
merits the Commission authorize "by ap¬ 
propriate means” full-time Class II and 
Class in stations to use their regular 
daytime facilities, from 6 a.m. on. subject 
to the protection requirements of per¬ 
tinent International agreements. The 
Commission's construction of the order 
is that It means that presunrise opera¬ 
tion under It shall take place only after 
*nd pursuant to authorization by us. Our 
review, before operation is permitted, is 
t ece&sary in order to ascertain that for¬ 
eign protection requirements are met. 
With respect to Canada, this means the 
provisions of the new “presunrise’' agree¬ 
ment with that country iTIAS 6268, 
i ormalized June 12, 1967 and embodied 
in new $ 73.99 and Figure 12 of S 73.190 
of the rules); with respect to Mexico and 
other North American countries it means 
the provisions of the North Ameri¬ 
can Regional Broadcasting Agreement 

NARBA) and the United States-Mcxi- 
can Agreement concerning protection. 

5. In carrying out the Court’s man¬ 
date, the following procedures will apply: 


<ai A number of full-time Class n and 
Class III stations (approximately 200) 
have filed PSA requests for use of day¬ 
time facilities as contemplated by the 
June decision and new rules; 1 most of 
these have been granted (as filed or as 
modified) and will remain in effect until 
further authorization by us. The few 
w hich are still pending will be processed 
and go into effect in normal course. These 
of course arc limited to 500 watts (where 
foreign considerations do not require a 
lower power level) and these stations 
may now seek greater power (if foreign 
considerations permit) and it will be 
granted on a temporary basis if an ap¬ 
propriate show^ing as to foreign cochan¬ 
nel stations is made. Such authority will 
of course apply only after 6 am. local 
standard time, and will be subject to the 
restrictions mentioned below as to Class 
II stations and Class III stations on 
930 kc/s. 

<b) Full-time Class II and Class HI 
stations which have not applied for 
PSA's may apply for temporary author¬ 
ity to use their daytime modes of opera¬ 
tion starting at 6 a m. local standard 
time, with whatever power (up to their 
regularly licensed daytime power) is ap¬ 
propriate taking into account pertinent 
foreign considerations. A showing in the 
latter respect must be made. As to Class 
II stations and Class III stations on 930 
kc/a, the authorization will be subject to 
the restrictions mentioned below. 

(c) Presunrlse authority issued as pro¬ 
vided in this paragraph is not a PSA. and 
It will be subject to automatic termina¬ 
tion 15 days after the U.S. Court of Ap¬ 
peals for the Second Circuit issues its 
decision in the case of "Association on 
Broadcasting Standards. Inc. v. FCC." 
except to the extent that continuance is 
required by that decision. 

6. 930 kc/s . WBEN. Inc., licensee of 
fulltime Station WBEN. Buffalo, N.Y., 
has also appealed our decision, in the 
same Court, on the grounds of interfer¬ 
ence which presunrise use of daytime 
facilities would cause to It. The Court in 
that case has ordered a stay of authori¬ 
zation of any presunrlse operation which 
would cause that station additional 
Interference under our conventional 
nighttime rules.

Applicants state that under 
Iowa insurance law Sejm rate Account is 
an integral part of Assurance Company 
and under said law' Separate Account 
may not be abandoned by Assurance 
Company but must be continued until 
the obligations under the contracts are 
discharged. 

Sections 15(a), 16(a). and 32<a>. in 
substance, require shareholder approval 
of the investment advisory agreement, 
the election of directors by shareholders, 
and shareholder ratification of the selec¬ 
tion of an Independent public account¬ 


ant. respectively. Since there will be no 
contract owners, hence no holders of vot¬ 
ing securities, until after the registration 
statement under the Securities Act of 
1933 becomes effective, the requirements 
of the aforesaid sections cannot be com¬ 
plied with. Applicants represent, how¬ 
ever. that the first meeting of contract 
owners will take place on the first Tues¬ 
day of March. 1968. Applicants state that 
by that time It Is expected that som< 
variable annuity contracts w ill have beer; 
sold so that the participants therein can 
then vote on such matters. The Appli¬ 
cants request & temporary exemption 
from the requirements of sections 15«a 
16(a), and 32(a) to allow Separate Ac¬ 
count to operate until the first annual 
meeting of contract owners, at which 
time the requirements of those sections 
can be met. 

Section 17(f) (3) provides, in pertinent 
part, that a registered management in¬ 
vestment company may maintain iu 
securities and investments in its own cus¬ 
tody in accordance with such rules, regu¬ 
lations and orders as may be adopted by 
the Commission in the Interests of in¬ 
vestors. Rule 17f-2 under the Act re¬ 
quires. among other things, that such 
assets be placed In a bank subject to the 
other requirements of the rule. One <»f 
such other requirements limits the per¬ 
sons who shall have access to such assets 
to only certain specified Individuals Ap¬ 
plicants request an exemption from the 
provisions of section 17(f)(3) and Rule 
17f-2 to the extent necessary to permit 
not more than five officers or responsible 
employees of Assurance Company as well 
as duly authorized representatives of tin 
Insurance Commissioner of Iowa to have 
access to the assets of Separate Accoun*. 
Assuranee Company is subject to super - 
vision and inspection by the Insurant 
Commissioner of Iowa. 

Sections 22(e) and 27(c)(1) provide 
In pertinent part, respectively that <1* 
a registered investment company mn: 
not suspend the right of redemption or 
postpone the date of payment upon re¬ 
demption of any redeemable security 
accordance with its terms for more thar 
seven days after the tender of such seen 
rity for redemption and (2) a register< d 
investment company issuing periodic 
payment plan certificates may not sell 
such certificates unless such certifies u 
are redeemable securities. Applicar* 
state that prior to their maturity duu 
the contracts are redeemable and satisfy 
the redemption provisions of the Act 
However, on their respective maturity 
dates, the then value of the contract 
are determined and applied to provide for 
lifetime annuity payments of cither fixed 
or variable amounts. Applicants state- 
that because the amount of annuity pay¬ 
ments under the variable option are cal¬ 
culated actuarially, based upon the life 
expectancies of the purchasers of the 
contracts, if a purchaser were permit *cd 
to redeem his contract after the maturity 
date, it would upset the actuarial co * 
putations made with respect to the re¬ 
maining purchasers. Applicants request 
exemption from sections 22(e) &ud 
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27(c)(1) to the extent that once a pur¬ 
chaser begins to receive annuity pay¬ 
ments he cannot redeem the value cred¬ 
ited to his contract. Such prohibitions 
shall only apply after annuity payments 
to the purchaser commence. 

Section 27(a) (4) provides, In pertinent 
part, that the flrst payment on a periodic 
payment plan certificate be not less than 
520 . In order to minimise the administra¬ 
tive and accounting burdens Involved, 
Applicants request an exemption to per¬ 
mit tiie flrst payment to be in an amount 
of not less than $10 in the case of its 
group contracts issued with respect to 
plans initially qualifying under section 
401 of the Code. 

Section 27(c) (2) prohibits a registered 
investment company or a depositor or 
underwriter for such company from sell¬ 
ing periodic payment plan certificates 
unless the proceeds of all payments, other 
than the sales load, are deposited with 
a bank trustee or custodian and held 
under an indenture, or agreement con¬ 
taining, in substance, the provisions re¬ 
quired by sections 26(a) (2) and *3) for 
a unit investment trust. Section 26(a) (2) 
requires that the trustee or custodian 
f eg regate and hold in trust all securities 
and cash of the trust and places certain 
restrictions on charges which may be 
made against the trust, income and 
corpus and excludes from expenses which 
the trustee or custodian may charge 
Hgainst the trust any payments to the 
depositor or principal underwriter, other 
than a fee not exceeding such reasonable 
amount as the Commission may pre¬ 
scribe, for performing bookkeeping and 
other administrative services delegated to 
them by the trustee or custodian. Sec¬ 
tion 26(a)(3) governs the circumstances 
under which the trustee or custodian 
may resign. 

Applicants state that Assurance Com¬ 
pany functions as a regulated insurance 
company and is subject to extensive and 
detailed supervision and Inspection by 
the Insurance Commissioner of Iowa in 
all of its dealings with the contract pur¬ 
chasers. Assurance Company states that 
such control provides ample assurance 
.gainst misfeasance and adequately pro¬ 
tects the Interest of the contract pur¬ 
chasers. Accordingly. Applicants state 
that such authority and Jurisdiction af¬ 
fords the essential protection which the 
trusteeship or custodianship under sec¬ 
tion 26(a)(2) is designed to provide. 
Moreover, In addition to the supervision 
and Inspection by the Insurance Com- 
nlssloner. Assurance Company states 
that it will undertake binding commit¬ 
ments to contract owners which it may 
not legally abrogate. Such supervision, 
inspection and undertakings will effec¬ 
tively prevent orphanage of Separate Ac¬ 
count by Assurance Company which the 
'usteeship under section 27(0 (2) is de¬ 
signed to protect against. 

Applicants have consented to the re¬ 
quested exemption being subject to the 
condition that the charges under the con¬ 
tracts for administrative services shall 
not exceed such reasonable amounts as 
the Commission shall prescribe, and that 


the Commission shall reserve Jurisdic¬ 
tion for such purpose. 

Section 6(c) authorizes the Commis¬ 
sion to exempt any person, security or 
transaction, or any class or classes of 
persons, securities, or transactions, from 
the provisions of the Act and rules pro¬ 
mulgated thereunder if and to the extent 
that such exemption is necessary or ap¬ 
propriate in the public interest and con¬ 
sistent with the protection of investors 
and the purposes fairly Intended by the 
policy and provisions of the Act. 

Notice is further given that any in¬ 
terested person may, not later than De¬ 
cember 4. 1967, at 5:30 pjn., submit to 
the Commission in writing a request for 
a hearing on the matter accompanied by 
a statement as to the nature of his Inter¬ 
est, the reason for such request and the 
issues of fact or law proposed to be con¬ 
troverted, or he may request that he be 
notified if the Commission shall order a 
hearing thereon.

SCRIPTIONS IN MOTOR CARRIER 

OPERATING RIGHTS 

At a general session of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, held at its office 
in Washington, D.C.. on the 23d day of 
October 1967. a report and order was 
issued In No. MC-114284 <Sub-No. 29). 
“Fox-Smythe Transportation Co.. Exten¬ 
sion—Oklahoma,’* 106 M.C.C. 1. The re¬ 
port, among other things, <1> sum¬ 
marizes the Commission’s policy with 
respect to the imposition of restrictions 
and the use of commodity, territorial, 
and service descriptions in motor carrier 
authorities, and (2) establishes guide¬ 
lines for the drafting of proper and 
workable motor carrier property appli¬ 
cations. Appended to that report ‘Ap¬ 
pendix IP was a representative list of 
proposed limitations and descriptions 
that have been either modified or elim¬ 
inated from requested motor carrier 
operating rights by Commission action. 
The list is here published so that all 
interested persons will be informed of 
the more recent and current trends in 
this area of regulation.

Restrictions 

The following list of restrictions and 
descriptions is representative of pro¬ 
posed limitations and descriptions that 
have been either modified or eliminated 
from requested motor-carrier operating 
rights by Commission action. It has been 
compiled in the belief that it will be of 
benefit to all persons involved in motor 
carrier operating rights proceedings 
before the Commission. In view of the 
myriad of different types of restrictions 
considered by us since the Inception of 
Federal regulation of motor carriers, a 
complete listing of all restrictions re¬ 
jected or modified in the past would 
plainly be impractical, if not impassible. 
We believe, however, that the most com¬ 
mon types of proposed restrictions are 
represented here, and that adherence to 
the guidelines which these examples con¬ 
note should simplify and expedite our 
handling of application proceedings con¬ 
siderably. Although the body of this re¬ 
port categorizes restrictions in a more 
general vein, it Is hoped that the more 
detailed classification presented here will 
provide a useful and more practical ref¬ 
erence tool for all interested persons.

Restrictions pe¬ 
culiar to the transportation of motor vehi¬ 
cles concern ( 1 ) truckaway and drlveaway 
service, and ( 2 ) initial and secondary move¬ 
ments:

consignees or connecting carriers. Secondary 
movements Include the transportation of 
motor vehicles, except the transportation of 
new motor vehicles from a place of manu¬ 
facture or assembly, by a carrier to. from, 
and between all points upon its authorized 
route or routes or within Its authorized ter¬ 
ritory for delivery to consign^ or connecting 
carriers.

a. Com modifies not considered as motor 
vehicles.

B. Equipment Rxstwctions 

1. General. Equipment restrictions may 
be cither positively or negatively framed;

Acceptable equipment restrictions, ss 
explained more fully In the report to which 
this Is an appendix, usually lend to achieve 
the positive “purpose 44 of describing the serv¬ 
ice authorized, the transportation character¬ 
istics of the commodity to be transported, 
and/or of protecting the legitimate interests 
of existing carriers.

C. Weight ahd Load RxamucnoNa 

1. General. The Commission has been re¬ 
luctant to Impose load or weight restrictions 
because such restrictions generally are Im¬ 
practical, difficult to enforce, and adminis¬ 
tratively undesirable, and because carriers 
should ordinarily be able to render a com¬ 
plete service for their shippers regardless 
of the size or weight of the individual load. 
See, for example. Nowlin Common Carrier 
Application. 78 M.C.C. 357; and Beatty Mo- 
tor Exp., Inc., Extension—Medina. Ohio. 79 
M.C.C. 1. 

2. Truckload and less-than-truckload re¬ 
strictions Truckload restrictions. In recent 
years the Commission has refused to impose 
In motor carrier operating authority “truck- 
load lot" restrictions, as such restrictions 
permit a carrier to skim off the cream of the 
traffic, to offer less than a complete service, 
and are Impractical. Navajo Freight Lines. 
Inc . Alternate Route. 73 M.C.C. 103; No. MC- 
124988 (Sub-No. 9). H. H. Hockcr Contract 
Carrier Application (not printed), decided 
February 17. 1964; and No. MC-56167 (Sub- 
No. 6), David K. Herahey Extension—Ferti¬ 
lizer (not printed), decided April 20. 1065. 

Less-than-truckload restrictions . Restric¬ 
tions limiting service to the handling of lees- 
thsn-truckload shipments are Indefinite and 
impractical, and would be difficult to en¬ 
force, and they will not be imposed by this 
Commission. For example. In Colonial Re¬ 
frigerated Transp. Inc., Ext.—Delaware. 74 
M.C.C. 13. 22. it was found that even though 
“the evidence pertains to a substantial ex¬ 
tent to the shippers' need for the transporta¬ 
tion of less-than-truckload shipments, the 
Imposition upon the service found to be re¬ 
quired of a restriction limiting such service to 
the handling of less-than-truckload ship¬ 
ments would be Indefinite, impractical, and 
difficult to police and would deprive the 
shippers of a complete service which is not 
now available."

3. Mired loads. The Commission will not 
Impose a percentage or other quantity limita¬ 
tion on the amount of each commodity which 
may be hauled In each vehicle, although In 
appropriate cases grants of authority have 
been restricted to the movement of specified 
commodities or classes of commodities In 
mixed loads. 


4 As of the date of this report there Is pend¬ 
ing a proceeding In Ex Parte No. MC-68, Re¬ 
moval of Truckload Lot Restrictions, the sole 
purpose of which is to determine whether the 
removal of "truckload lot" restrictions from 
all existing certificates Issued pursuant to 
section 200 or 207 of the Interstate Commerce 
Act Is required by the present or future pub¬ 
lic convenience and necessity.

b. Acceptable mixed-load restrictions. In 
Borah Truck Line*. Inc., Extension— Bartow

1021 (N.D. (is. 1904), the application was 
premised on a need for a mixed-load service 
and In order to protect existing carriers, thh 
Commission granted applicant authority to 
transport frozen commodities “in mixed 
loads** with unfrozen commodities and spe¬ 
cifically rejected the Imposition of an arbi¬ 
trary quantity or percentage mixing require¬ 
ment.
